Pr having Married Violetta (as is declared in the firſt

6 enſoped his hearts content, Pariſmus again deſired to ſee 
bis Native Country of Bohemia, from whente he had long 
ben abſent: As alſo to comfoxt his Aged Parents, who daily lan» 
guiſhed with extream hearts ſozrow, doubting by all [ſkelyhad that 
he was periſhed.

King and Qucn, whole karewells were erpzeſt with exceeding ſoy- 
rowg, and hearts repleniſhed with ladnels, whole care foz their welfare, 
and payers ko; their p07perous Miccels, were uttered with abundance 
of Tears. They on the orher de, with like heaby dilcontentment 
an: ſad ſighs, lefr their de:ighrful company, with whom they could ever» 
laſtingly have remained, if weighty occaſions had not withdzawn 
them. To re commit their Travels, and the Countries they overpaſt, 
would be ro tedious : rhe rather, becauſe they were never croſt by mig. 
fo:tune, no2 any way endangered, but atchieved the tedioulnels there: 
of with pꝛolperous ſucceſs ; and within few days, they arrived in the 
long wiched fo2 Country of Bohemia. At their arrival, Pariſmus wel. 
comed Laurana with theſe Speches. 

Now moſt dear Lady, vou ſet pour fot on the Bohemian Soil, whe: 
ther J have a long time wiſhed to conduc you, deſiring to account 
both it and all therein as yours to diſpoſe of : And tho? by your depar- 
ture you lefr your Parents in heavineſs, your Friends in care,and your 
Subjects diſcontented ; yct here you ſhall find Parents whom you ſhall 
raiſe from heabineſs Friends whom vou ſhall comfozt, and Subſects 
whoſe penſive hearts will be redived at your Pꝛelente. Then J beſe#ch 
ycu, let no diſcontented thoughts trouble your kind hearts content, but 
eſtæm your (clf both welcome and beloved in Bohemia, ko thouſandg 
of my Subſcats have already devoted their Lives to your command, 

And moſt dear Friends ( quoth he) as my ſelf J eſtem you, and J 
allſure you, you are as welcome hither as J am, foz your kindneſs hath 
deſerved ſuch god eſtimation and recompence, that J am not able to 
_ rcquite. And dear friend Pollipus, my faithful partner in woe, make 
you account of all mine as your own, fo} you deſerve all kind eſtimati⸗ 
tion and friendſhip of me, whom pou habe infinitely bound unto pou in 
the faithful bonds of effection. 

The Bohemians had ſ@n knowledge of their arrival, and by infinite 
Trops came to met them. Amongſt the reſt, Anceites an ancient 
Poble⸗man, deſired Pariſmus to vouchſafe him ſuch honour as to grace 
bis po Panſlon with his pzeſence, and to accept of his unworthy en⸗ 
tertainment, to refreſh himlelt᷑ ałter his tedious Travels. Whoſe kind | 
©ffer Pariſinus accepted, where he, and the Pzinceſs Laurana, were lo 
Honourably entertained, as that ſhe, and the reſt that were Stran⸗ 
gers, extædingly marvelled thereat. i 

The aged King and Quen, having intelligence that Pariſmus was 
arrived in ſafety, taſt off their habit of ſadnelg, and baniched g 
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long had tozmented them, and with exceding ſoy, unwonted State, 
and inexplicable Majeſty, went fozth tomet him, Ropally actompani⸗ 
ed with gallant Troops of Eſtates, Pariſmus ſæing his aged Parents, 
with all Reverence humbled himſelf to them wo could have ſpent ma- 
ny hours only in embzating him; but ſging Lourana, they both came 
unto her, moſt lobingly welcoming her, crp2eſſing rhe ſame with 
Tears, pzoceding from the depth: and withal, uttering thele pechcs. 
MWolt vertuous, kind, and honourable Pzinceſs, Dur wozds cannot 
expꝛels your welcome, no2 our deds ſhew our god will; our joy ke; 
your pzeſence is not be ex pꝛeſled, and our entertainment to (imple. ts 
accommodate you accozding to our deſires. Whſch lald, the aged Quan 
aftec a loving embyace, rok he r by the hand, and all the Ladies of high 
Eſtate, ſaluted her with moſt reverent behaviours, The god Ping 
knowing Pollipus, embzaced and welcomed him with great kintneſs. 
Likewiſe the Mugen welcomed Violetta: and on every ſide all crp2et 
their joy fo their happy arrival; Bonfires were made in the ſtrectg, 
Bells rung in all Churches, and Triumphs in the Court: ſome wel- 
comed them with gifts, ſome with mirth, ſome with p:aiſes, and all 
with ſoy and erceding rejoycings ; which my dulled Penis altogerher 
unable to expeſs: the King and Muen crc@dingly rcjopcing in their 
Son's vertuous choice, and che pꝛeſence of the beauriful Laurana. 


Laurana was affected great delight to ſ& their kindneſs, and Parii- 


mus had his fill of content: and all in general greatly admired Laura- 
na's beauty, and did their beſt ro welcome and entertain the whole tom. 
pany that came with her; with all courteſle : \nſomachrhsr the Pohe- 
mian Court (which lately had ben darkned with rhe mitts of Sozrow) 
was now beautiful with the pleaſant Aſſemblies of Knights and La- 


dies that repaired thither, ro welcome home Pari'mus, and bebold rhe 


Pincels Laurana ; in which place they continued many days akter. 
But Foztune, whoſe conſtancy was never permanent, at an inſlant 
diſpoſſeſſed their content. f 
pollipus and Violetta, upon a bay walked koꝛth fo; Ketreation, half a 
mile from the Court, into a molt peaſant and ſhady geen Mod, which 
by reaſon of the colneſs, and abundance of ſweet (ſmelling flowers, 
wherewſth it was adozned, and by Patural flight was ſo paved, with 
the aſſiſtance ok little rwigs and ſpꝛavcg, that neither the hear of rhe 
Sun, no2 vehemency of the winds could moleſt it, that the plate ſeenied 
to add eaſe to their delight, where rhey lovingly ſate down recreating 
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themlelveg in great pleaſure, till at laſt they kell both allecp in the 
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midſt of which lumber, a ravenous wild Bear that haunted thoſe 
Mods, whom Fxtream hunger had fozced to wander ſo near the Court, 
winded them,and guided by unlucky Fate,came to the place where they 
lap, ready to ſetze upon the tender Body of Violetta, who at that very 

infant (by pzovidence) awaked, and eſpying the ugly Sear; ſuddenly 
Q2ieked ;"Pollipus amazed with her cry, ſtarted up, and dꝛew his Swozd, 
and reſcufng her from the Bears diolente, purſu'd him with ſuch rigour 
and dexterity; that the Bear being grievouſly wounded, ſhunn d his 
blows, and made haſt to get away from him; but he (intending to win 
honour by his conqueſt, regardlcy purſuing the Bear, untill ſhe wag 
quite out of Violetta g ſight, ſhe likewiſe fearing his harm, and pꝛick- 
ed fozward with a tender care of his welfare, kollowed after him, but 
not knowing which way he was gone, went quite contrary, and with 
eager ſteps labourſng to overtake him. 

Pollipus having with much travel ain the Bear, ſmote off his head, 
and intending to pzeſent the lame to his Lady, returned to the place 
where he left her, and miſſing her, could not tell what to think, being 
pꝛeſently perſwaded that ſhe was gone to [eek him, wherewith he was 
wꝛapt into an extream perplerity and doubt; fearing that if he ſhould 
go to the Court to ſeek her, ſhe might in the mean time wander 
out of the way, and ſtrap into danger; contrarily he thought, that ik. 
he ſhould ſeek her in the Mad, and ſhe be in the Court, his long tarri⸗ 
ante might bzing her in ſome fear of his perſon, ſo that in his paſſon 
he could not tell what to think of. At laſt calling her with a loud voice 
by her name, and not hearing her anſwer, he ran with all ſpeed that 
might be to the Court, with the Bears head upon his Swozd:point ; 
where being tome, he enquired if any ſaw his Lady return, but che was- 
not there to be heard of : which made him thꝛow down the Bears head, 
and return towards rhe Wod again: which range behaviour of his, 
dove all rhe Courtlers, but eſpecially Pariimus into a wonderful doubt. 
The Pꝛinte ſeeing the Bears head, and hearing ſome news of Violet. 
taꝰs abſence, pzeſently mounted upon a godly Hoſe, withall haſte rode 
that way Poll:pus went: Tellamor, Barzillus, and many Knights be: 
fides went alter him, not knowing the cauſe of their haſte. 

The Piince having overtaken him, demanded ik any harm had 
bekallen to Violetta? Py Low (reptyed he) as the and J lay lum- 
bzing in the Mod, the Bear « whoſe head J bzought to the Court) 
was going to ſeize upon her; but ſhe, with a grievous ſthziek awaked 
me, whereupon J purſued him untill J hav lain him, and returning

to the place where J left mp dear Lady, ſhe was gone, neither can 
; Jſuppoſe whether, unleſs ſhe be wandzed to leck me: the haſte J 
— was to come back to find her. Do ſo, quoth the P:ince, and 
my ſelf and rheſe Knights, will ſearch the Wood thzoughout ; where« 
upon they all took a (everal way. 
Violetta in the mcan time ſtill wandzing on without regard whf- 
ther Che went: her fear perſwading her that Cill Che. heard 1'oll:pus's 
; blows, and the Bear going right befoze her, that with as much ſped 
ag ſhecould, the ran quite out of the Wood, but pet not ſceing him. 
By this time the Night appꝛoached, which dzove her into an ex⸗ 
- feeding fean-of his welfare, and her own danger: fo? to go back by 
the Wood ſhe durſt not, fearing left ſþe ſhould again meet the kuri⸗ 
ous Beaſt : and foz to go further. pe thought it in vain, fo2 ſhe ſaw 
no likelihood that he was come out ot the Wood, and there, what 
with grief and heavinels, ſhe ſat down upor a Bank, incumbzed and 
- dberwhelmed with Cares, giving her mind no teſpite to think on her 
- miſerable eſtate ; and fog fear of her moſt dear Knſght's danger, 
ſhe entred into ſuch heavy plaints and lamentations, that the very 
Woods and Meadowg wherein ſhe was, ſeemed to impart her ſoz- 
. rows, and yield pity to her Cryes, and piercing Sighs. 
Now at this very time (J know not by what unlucky Deftinp) 
Achus the crue] (ſo call'd fo2 his Tyranny) came to the hearing of 
her ſoxrow,and dzawing nigh unto her, demanded the cauſe of her Guef. 
Sir Knight, quoth ſhe, J am a ſtranger that lately came from 
; Theſſaly with the Pzinceof this Country, and this day coming inte 
the Woods with my Lozd and Þugband Pollipus, a mighty Bear en- 
toumtered us, whom he purſuing, J have lolt, and wandzed hither, 
Not knowing which wap to retire. Archus all this while well noted 
cher Btauty, and ſweet delivery of Spech and the rare moving of 
her Eyes, which had power to pittce any heart) felt ſuch an inward 
effect ot 'tranſitozy confuſion in himſelf, that he relolbed, having lo 
fit an oppoztuniry offered him, to try his Weirs ro win her Love, oz 
pzatiſe by ſome means ſomc revenge again Pollipus, whom he 
moꝛtally hated, uttering theſe Speeches : 
Molt Divine 1 > my heaxt is much to2mrnted to ſ& the ſoꝛrow 
pou needlelly make, Coz no doubt but pout Knight fs in fafery :' agd 
fk it pl:aſe you fair Lady, to accept of my lecvice, my Servants 
ſhall guard you to the Bohemian Court, where you will hear pe 
him, and my ſelf will ſearch the Wood to give hien notice of your

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Violetta kindly rhanked him foz dis courrefte, who pyekentiy moan 
ted her behſnd one of His Servants, gfbing him ſerret warning to 
tonvep her to his own Caſtle, which was fruated in the Mountain, 
himſelf toon her Stark, which he faid he would deliver unto her 
Hugband, as a token of her ſafety ; whereupon he departed back a. 
gain into the UUood, and toze'the ſame into maily pieces, here ſcat: 
tering one, and there tonkuledly ſrartecing another: and then in ul 
haſte rode away to his Caſtle. All this was eikeged beldze any ok dhe 
Bohemian Knights were tome, bywhich means their diligent fearth 
was in vain, whlch dove Poltipus to ſuch an extalle of Sojrow, 
that he waSalmo@ mad, whom the Pꝛinte coinfozred wir many com 
koztable Speeches, hi he uttered theke Wozds : | |

koꝛgot their wonted uſe, which when Pariſnws beheld, he took Him in

wonted to endure ex tremitles ? No doubt for all this, but Violetta 
{s well, only waridjed 6ar of the way, and gotten to lone Houſe where 
we thall hear of her to'nfozrbw : then comkozt your'ſelf, koz be vou 
aſſured no harm hath bekallen her. | 
Oh mpLod, quoth he, my vertaous Violetta my tonſlant Friend, 
the truelt Lobe gat ever Knight enſoyed, is periſhed: Whar comfoxt, 
What quiet, what tet, what content, what reſpite, 02 what eaſe con 
J give to my troubled mind, Unce che Is fallen into decay, the 
Pureſt Lady that ever lied? How tan J'recober this loſs? How 
tan J plague mp (lf ſufficient fox my miſdeeds ? Theſe Woovs'cor- 
demn me, her Gholt attuſeth me, and all rhe Wozld will hate me. 
Miſery waiteth my Ceps,Sozcow pixcheth my Heart, G2ieOcongelleth 
me, and Care fozceth me to be thus impatient; -Whilt Þfdad here, 
ſhe may be endangered: whilſt Jam negligent, the Wild Beats 
map dcbour her: then lay me not, koz J am reſolved either ro tind 
her oz loſe my Like; any with great fury flung into'the Wo. 

The Pꝛince keing his ſozrow and miſhap, food like one in 
Trance, not knowing how noz which way to remedy the Leaſt of 2 
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Evils, and in that heavy eſtate he returned to the Court with this ſad 
news, which turned all their joy into ſozrow, eſpeclally Laurana ; 
| and all in general that had knowledge of Violetta's Wertues, made 
great Lamentation foz her loſs,

Ith great ſped Archas's Servants haſted toward their 
Maſter 's Caſtle, and ſ@n arrived there, befo2e whoſe com- 
ing, their Paſter had cauſed every thing to be p2epared in 

good. 02ver fo2 Violeita's entertainment, who being centred, perceived 

her (elf to be in a ſtrange place, which dzove her into an extream fear ; 
and enquiring why they had not conveyed-her into the BohemianCaurr, 
they told her, (being inCrufted befoze) that they had miſtaken their 

Maſter's meaning; and witfal intreated her to pardon them, and al. 

ſo ag be a means to pacifie his Wyath, who (they were aſſured) 

would be greatly offended with them: which Wozds altered her fear, 

and added fome comfort to her mind. x 

Pacſengly two Gentlewomen welcomed her with great courtede, 
perſmading her to remit all care until Archas'g return, who was ſa 
honourable and vertuous a Knight, as ſhe necd not any way doubt of 
din diligence. There was great C91e of delicates pzovſded fot her, 
which temed moze loathſome than Gall to her Cghr. 

Long they ſecmcd to Cay lo; Archas's return, who obſcured him- 
e ta colour his Treachery, hut when in a great while he came not, 
they entr tested her to taſte of that meat which was pꝛobided foz his

ber to betabe her elt ig her reſt { which he did, the ratyer.to be rid 
er ther Comne nes har being alone, ſhe might enter into conſide⸗ 
ata r ad lan hy hee began Idee

her miſerable condition, Pollipus his peril, and Arch as g intent, ko; 
her (clf (he cared not if Pollipus were in lafety z neither feared ſhe 
what Archas intended, if the Kniglt wete in health: that lo many 
gricks concurring together, ſo many doubrs poſli Ued her mind, and 
ſuch fcar grieved her Heart, that her Eyes burſt into a flood or Tears, 
and the warm Blood ſeemed to iſſue from every vein ok her Body, 
that with abundance of Tcars ſhe bedewed the Bed whercon the lay. 

When che had wept her Fountains dzy, then ſhe began to accuſe 
her ſelf of Folly, that would not ſay in the place where he left her; 
then a certain perſwaſion entered her heart that he was dead, which 
took ſuch deep root, that of a long time no theught but that weuld 
take place, which made her think that the rapers that gave her light 
burnt blue, which added ſozrow to her heart that it was (o indeed, 

In this careful eſtate ſhe continued that night, giving no reft to 
her unquiet mind, no eaſe to her Cares, noz reſpſte to her Senleg, 
but being overcome with gri:f, (he continued rather encresüng her 
ſozrow, than ceaſing the ſame, not luffering her eyes to (lumber. 

Mozning being come, the two Gentlewomen came to her again, 
off:ring her all dutilul ſcrvice, which Fe kindly accepted, and ptelent- 
ly afrerwards came archas, (counterfeiring a ſad Tountenance, with 
his Eyes caſt down to the Earth) whom when Violetta beheld, a 
ſudden fear poſſeſſed her heart, and ſhe ſtood ſhaking and qual ing 
lite one tranglozmed, to hear the news he bzoughr, which ſhe thought 
to be but bad, by his looks, who with an impudent diſimulation, told 
her, That Pollipus was not yet returned to the Court, no} heard ok, 
but all ſuppoſed him to be dead. 

- Theſe words ſtruck ſuch terro2 to her heart, that immedlatelp ſhe 
fell down ar his Feet in a deadly Trance ; and when by all thcir bet 
endeavours ſhe was come to her ſelf again, her amazed counrenance 
and lamentable groans made the Tears trickle down her Theks. 
They ſ&fng her dangerous eſtate, conveped her to Beg, whoſe 
vital Spit its were ſo deeply abated and extinguiſhed, that dez a long 
time, notwſthſtanding their urrermoſt endeavours, ſhe ſemꝰ'd as one 
bereft of Senſe, in which lamentable eſtate ſhe continued many days;

tightneſs, he again bicook himſelf to carneſt ſearch, uttering ſuch 
_ groans, ag would {ave melted a tot.y Heart into a flood of

The Pzince being ear'y up that mozning, gabe command to all 
the Bol e man Eng!, te to arm theinſelves, and to olt thzoughout all 
the Country in yer carch, and to make a Pꝛoclamation, That who⸗ 
ſoeber tould bring news o: her abode, nuld be highly rewarded koz 
their pains : lo that bifo;e the mozning wos far ſpent, tere were a 
great number ot Bnig bis departed, vob ing to leck her out befoze 
they returned. 
pariſinus, Tellamor, and #1 zi:.us, pzeſently rode to the Mood to 
Pollipus, whom they fotin. in ſuch {caby plight, as it made their 
manly Hearts to melt with grick: {ut when he cſpped them, he would 
habe, fled from their ighr that loved gym moſt dearly, until tie Prince 
overtook him, and laid: 
Dear Friend, why are you ſo unkind as to ſhun my company, 
whoſe care 19 no lels than yours, who tendzeth pour welfare as well 
as mine own ?

den from her knowledge. Neither let thar trouble you ſaid the 
Mꝛinte, but reſt centented, and your core that way ſhall ſoon be eaſed;

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' making many hard ſhifrs to fanch der hunger, and pzeſerve the 


cet Babe from famine ; until at length hearing of Andramur''s 
ath, ſpe determined ta return to the Caſtle, and pꝛeſent hun to his 
Mother, and to that intent ſhe fozſook her poo2 Habiration, and went 
thitherwards, but moſt unkoztunately wandzed to a deſolate and un- 
frequented Wilderneſs, where ſhe had not long ſtayed, but che was 
Jain by a Lyon: which when Pariſmenos beheld, notwithſlanding his 


. iafancy, he thought to pzeſerve her, but the Lyon refuſing to hurt 


him, withdzew himſelf to his Den, whither Pariſmenos boldly purs 
ſued him, and being entred therein, the Lyon began to wag his 
Tail, and fawn'd upon him gently, which made him morve! why te 
had Rain his Nurſe, and weuld not hurt him, and made him-moze 
bold; that being weary with Travel, he laid himCelf down to flep, 
and when he awaked, being very hungry, he gathered Wild Fruit, 


Fee there was plenty, making that his food, and the Water his

This was his habitation a long time, taking a great delight to hunt 


und chale the UUild Beaſts, from whoſe Fury he was (i preſerved 


by the Lon: Afrerwards when he was grown to riper Age, be 
dreamed. Thar his Nurſe appeored unto him, willing him to fozſabe 
that unkt quented place, and to ſ@k aut Andramart's TaRle, where 
he Gould find-people, and be there nobly bzought up. 

UUhen te awaked, he could not tell what to think ok his dzcam, 
no what che meant by Andremar's Taltte, no2 which way to go tht- 


ther, being therewith dzawn iro a deep ſtudy; but pzeſently he-e(- 


peed a pdung Bear, whoſe ſight made him cufte kozget his dzeam, 
und taking erceeding-detiight-ro chaſe ſuch Beasts. he took up his Sraff 
and followed her, purſuing, her fo far, that at length he ew her: 
wherewith he-wandzed-fo far, rat getting to the cop of a Mountain, 
and looking round about him, he efppcd the Caſlle, thinking tyar 
was rhe piace his Nurte had told him of in his Sleep, and (o went 
thither. 

It chanced that one of the kour Rnſgits that Pariſmus bad left to 
keep the · Caſtle, c:pyed Pat iſmenos; who beginning to withnmaw hin: 
ſelf, olkered to lay hands on him, but Vari menos being atraid at his 
Behaviour, truck at him with his Staff (6 violently, that had he not

angry, drew his Swezd, and wounded him on the Thigh, - rhe (mace 
'wheceof lo enraged hun, that he lifr his Aovertary teathleſs on che

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an-£xceeding delight io bchold the goodly Buildings and Beauty | 
thereof, The Tartarians (&fng one in ſuch range diſguiſe (fo 
that he was clad wich the Skins of ſuch ſtrange Beads he had Clajn, 
end his Nails and Fair was ok an exceeding length) much marvel: 
led how he came thither; withal noting his comely Perſon an? fate: 
ly Tountenance, were ſuddenly dzawn into a great Affection toward 
him, infomuch that they uled him moſt kindly, demanding the cauſe 
cf bis arrival in that place, and of whence he was ? Who ſreſng 
their Behaviour to bi moze gentle than the others, with whom he 
had befoze encountred, made anſwer, That he knew not: which 
/ blunt Reply of- his made them greatly muſe, and noting his Attire, 
they ſin poled him to be a Mad⸗ man, 02 that he had been Satagely 
brought up, which they were the rather perkwaded unto, becauſe he was 
very young, entertaining him very kindly; and by his Majeſtick 
Countenance, calling to mind the valfant Prince Pariſmus, were 
half perl waded that he was the Son with whom the Nucle fled. -* 

One among the reſt, uſed him moſt kindly, appacelled him decent» 
ly, and inſtructed him in all things belonging to Chivalry, ſhewing 
how to manage a Hozſe and uſe Armour. wherein he was lo apt, and 
took ſuch delight thercin, that in a ſhoꝛt time he tame to that perfedi- 
en, that he ercelled his Tuco! in all the things he taught him, and 
was ſo generally beloved of them all, that none thought any thing 
they had too dear ko; him. N 

Many doys continued Pat iſmenos amongſt the Tartarians, incria⸗ 
fing in many honcurable Qualities, not fiading occaſions enough a. 
mongſt them to try his Manhood. Upon a time certain Pirates te- 
turning from Sev, ia Lis hearing made repozt of the Battels they 
had fought both by Sea and Land, and Low griebouſly they had mur⸗ 
thertd them thar reüſked them, and how valiantly others withſtood 
them, and with what miſerp they tndured the Fight, 

There was one amongſt the ret made particular rehearſal of a 
Captain Who ſo valſantly withſtoad them, that befoze they could vans 
qquuch him he had Cain above twenty of them; but in the end, ſing 
that by rtalon of their multitude, he muſt needs cirher be taken Pz 
loner oꝛ dve, choſe rather an honourable Death, than to become Cape 
tive, enduring tye Fight till with effuſton of Blood he fell down dead 
at their Fat, at the very time when he was likting up his Swo2d to 
reſiſt ih m. > ; 

This te poꝛt of theirs kindled ſuch ſparks in the Bzeaſt of Parif 
men os, that ye-£rtrcam;y longed to ( ſuch Battels, counting it

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diſhonour to ſpend his time in that obticure place, his thoughts ſtill aim 
ing at higher matters, and his fancy perſwading him that he ſhauld 
rather ſpend his time in Herofcal Exerciſes. at Kings Courts than 
at the unfrequented place, where no pleaſing attempts cf Martial 
Deeds were exerciſed. Theſe thoughts took ſuch effect, that he de- 
termined to ſeek Adventures abzoad, and coming to Tircſus (who 
dearly loved him) he told hin his intent, agking his Advice therein. 
Tireſus ſeeing ſuch a reſolved Ualour in him, told him that he wag 
ready and willing to ds any thing that might agree to his Tancy, oz 
purchaſe his content, and that if ye Lefred to hazard himſelf ar Sca, 
| he was ready to go with him; 02 if he would leck Adventurcs at Land, 
| he would likewiſe Travel with him, and fozſoke no pecil fo2 his ſake, 
Pariſmenos hearing his Courrcous reply, could net chuſe but em- 
Mate him, vielding him many thanks: Treſus effeged all things 
| with ſuch ſpecd, and ſo well ozdered their Aﬀairs to further hig ins 
tent, chat within a few days they departed into a Ship well manned 
; and victualled, hoifing up their Sails with a merry Gale, committing 
] themſelves ts the mercy of the Sea. They ſailed many days withour 
any Adventure, which inwardly fretred Pariſmenos, fo2 his mind 
1 longed to perfozm ſome Exploit; at laſt they eſpyed afar off a goodly 
e Ship, and towards it they ſteered amain, and having appꝛoached it, 
5 perceived it to be of Barbaria, and well manned with out Moozs: 
notwithſtanding Pariſmenos and Tireſus began to board them, be: 
tween whom began a moſt terrible Fig{t, where Pariſmenos had 
b means enough to exerciſe his Ualour, who behavedhimCelf with ſuch 
courage, that many WYoozs loft their lives by his invincible blows. 
! Egradam Captain of the Moozs, being a Man of great Courage, 
d and ſ@ſng the laughter Pariſmenos had made, came to him and laid: 
P2oud Pzſnce, thou ſhalt dearly buy theſe Moozs lives, fo2 J am de- 
termined to bying thy Life to an end, that thinkeſt to enrich thy (elf 
by Robbery z whereupon he aſſailed him ſo flercely, and offenved E. 
gradam, that it was doubtful which of them would be Conquerour. 
of In the mitt of this terrible Config, a mighty gozm begun to 
| arice, the Winds blew ſo violently, that their Cables burſt, and rhe 
4 Sun was darkened with thick Clouds, and the Seas began to rage 
and well, ſo that they were enfozced to give over the Fight, the 
Thunder roared, and the Lightening flacpt upon their Faces, expect 
ing pzeſent Death, the Noathern Blaſts then rent their Sails, ene 
Alte Helm, another wap ſwims their Baſt, with violence 
0 : he Dhiþ,and Wave agen UUabe ruched in, ready ta over: 
turn 
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tura the fame: wlo being then tot up and down the Ses at liberty, 
was dziben upon a Rock and ſplir in pitces: Then began a hideous 
noiſe amongſt the Douldiers, ſome curſing of Pariſmenos fo2 the cauſe 
of their Uopage, orhers exclaiming of Tireſus, and ſome banning their 
own Deltinies ; ſome being ſwallowed under the gaping Mater, 
pielding up the Ghost: here thzee at once are caſt upon the Rock, 
and egain waſhed off into the Deep ty the UUaves: there others 
ſing3 in the Quick-Sonts; then down falls the Mafer headlong: 
there rou might behold Ben [wimming fn their Armour, in ſeveral 
"'accs, to make Death tedious; there might you ſee one ſeated upon 
a Plank, and oberthzown witha UUave, and by him another tum: 
bling with his hecls upwards. 

Pariſincnos by good Foztune, was gotten up to the top of the Main: 
maſt, whoſe height the Ulaves reached not, with his Swow dawn 
in his hand: Tireſus had gotten himſelf upon a Chet, wherewith he 
pꝛelerved hiniſelf from dꝛowning, but in the end the raging Seas 
ſwallowed him up. UUithin a while after Boreas began to ceaſe his 
Violence, and Phcebus begun to diſplay his Golden Bcams, inſ0- 
much that the weather wared very calm, and the Paſt whereon Pariſ. 
menos fate, began to ide along with the ſmooth Tide: when he 
looked about him, and eſpyed his fellows dꝛowned, an exceeding ſop 
row overwhelmed his Heart, eſpecially fo2 his loving Friend, that 
bod not the fcar he was in, revived his Senſes, he would have wared 
carcieſs of his own Like: But the remembzance of his peril made 
him recal his Spirits to their wonted uſe, and ſtudy how to p2eſerve 
himſelf, to whom the Dca:God Neptune was merciful, that with a 
calm UUind ge did dzive him on ſhoze, and getting to a Sunny Bank, 
he ſat himſelf down to reſt his wearied Limbs, and thinking on his 

' molt ha” pp eſcape from dzowning, dzying his gaping UUounds with 
ſuch Linnen as he had about him, which with the Salt UUarer 
lmartcd exceedingly.

P Ariſmenos fitting on the Bank after his Shipwꝛack, (a hee

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vy Cate, fo the loſs of his dear Friend Tireſus, it hapned an 
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tome unto a ſtately Fozreſt, adjatent tinto rhe Sea, to Qunt,accompanicy 
by a Gallant Troop of Knights, who cheltering himlelk from the 
ſtozm under a thick Dak beheld the miſeratle Shipwzack, and ſaw 
Pariſmenos ſwim to Shoe, unto whom he tame as he was ſitting upon 
the Bank, and demanded of what Country he was ok; 1 

Pariſmenos be holding his gray Hairs, and ſ@ing rhe company of 
Knights that followed, ſtood up, and made him this Anſwer : 

Fam, ſaidhe, a miſerable Man, by cruelty of the Seas, caſt on 
this Sho2e, having loſt my faithful Friend, who is d20wned, being 
reſer ved my ſelf to further Miſery, my name is hidden from me, nei⸗ 
ther know J certainly in what Country J was bozn, noz where my 
Parents remain, and now Jam caſt into an unknown place, and 
miſerably left to the wide UWozld, to endure ſuch hard Foztune 
as my Stars have allottedme. Amaſenus hearing his Anſwer, and 
withal noting his tall and comely pꝛopoꝛtion, fmagined that par of 
Death had made him loſe his Senſes, thercfoze thus replyed : 

Jpcrceive (quoth he) fear of dzowning hath made you kazget both 
your Name and Country, which fear now ſhake off, ſecing'the peril 
is paſt, and leave to grieve fo? thoſe that are paſt recovery, and come 
along with me to my Caſtle, where to ſuch entertainment as the 
ſame yſeldeth, you ſhall be welcome. J moſt humbly thank pou, ſaid 
he, fo2 this kindneſs, but whereas you think fear hath made me fo:

Me Lozd, (ald he, this is ſome Pirate that liveth bp ſpoil of paſſcn» 
gers, and hath herttokoze done pou ſome miſchief, which makech him 
thus cunningly dilſlemble. Pariſmenos hearing his Spech:s, could 
not contain himſelk from making this Anlwer: 

Diſcourtcous Knight, ncirhir thy ſc{f, noz any of this Country 
whatſoever, (hall make me once dilemile oz falſifie my Wiodd : and 
were it not that the Crangeneſs of this place, and the reverence J 
bear this cottrteous Lo2d wſth-hoid me, J would p2eſently make thee 
tat that UWozd, and turn it back into thy diſhonourable Thꝛoar. 
Corus being of a haughty dilpoſition, was ſo vered with {15 rr plo, 
ö that he entreated the Duke to give him lcave rorevenge ſuch iniurious 
Wozds. Stay cuorh Amalenusz, and [eave off this diſcourteong 
Betaviour to Dtfangers ; here 15 neither place no! tine. Foz you 
ſe he is weary with Shipwack, and kfaint with efuſlon of Siood, 
Fry Pꝛide and thy = courteous Brhaviour, will one tay be thy death;

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if he had done me wzong, yet he hath nor offended thee. But Sir, 
(quoth he to Pariſmenor) J pray ceaſe this diſcontent, and go to my 
Caſtle, fo2 ſo well J eſteem of pou, and ſo far am J from the leaff 
thought of any ſuch thing, that J think this accuſation to be falſe: 
and ſo they departed together. 

Parilmenos by the way declared ſo well as he could his Birth, 
which made Amaſenus make great eſtimation of him, fo2 by all To- 
kens, he thought he ſhould be (pzung of Kingly Race, that Amaſe- 
nus entertained him moſt kindly, and welcomed him in rhe beſt ſozt 
be could deviſe ; which made him be much envied of the reſt of the 
Knlſghts that attended the Duke, who leing him ſo highly. eſtemed, 
began to ſuſpect that he was the only means that they were lighted by 
Amaſ:nus,fo that always after that they began to envy him, conſulting 
continually how to wozk his downfal ; and judging Corus's Nuarrel 
already begun, a fir occaſion to further their intent, they urged him 
to pzoſecute the lame, who being ready of himſelf, and ill moved 
foward by the.n, ſent him this Challenge.

Corus having reteibed this Reply, pzeſently went and Armed him- 
ſelf,and rode to the appointed plate, where he found the Knight of Fame 
gallantly mounted, ſtaying his coming, whom Corus fo little eſteemed, 
that he allured himſelf rhe Conqueſt befoze he began; faz Pariſme- 

| nos 
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nos was young and of tender years, and nothing comparable to him 
in growth no2 skill, yet notwithſtanding of luch an undaunted reſolu: 
tion, that he would not refuſe to cope with him if he were a Gyant, 


and when Corus beheld him in that readineſs , he rode up unts hint, 


and utteredtheſe Specches :; 
Knight, J like well thy fozwardneſs, and commend thy reſolu- 


tion, but befoze thou departeſt from Hence thou ſhalt repent thy folly- 


dearly. : 
Pariſmenos then anſwered, It J repent me, the wozſt will be 
mine, but if Jaim not amiſs, thy folly will be greateſt ; fo2 know, 


J ſo little regard thy Speches, that I account them ridiculous, and 


this time ſpent in pzaciſe, too tedious : with that, Corus went back, 
and Pariſmenos retired himſelf to take his Career, which was per- 
ſozmed ſv gallantly, that when they both mer, they bzoke their Launs 
tes in pieces, and palled by without harm, and then dzawing their 
Swo2ds, they began a molt terrible Fight, ſometimes offending and 
ſometimes defending, which continued lo long, that their Armour 
began to yield to their fierce blows, and the blood to iCue from their 
dep Wounds ; in which conflict they continued together fo? the ſpace 
of an hour, without any diſadvantage on either party, ſometimes ta- 
king breath, and then again redoubled their blows with freſh Cou⸗ 
rage, inſomuch that Corus fretting ar his Enemies Ualour, and cal- 
ling to mind his fozmer Speches, ftruck ſo mighty a blow at him, 
that the kozce thereof made him agger, which blow turned Pariſ- 


menos's Senſes into ſuch wzath, that heaving himſelf in his Stir- 


rops, he (truck Corus ſo kull upon the Cref, that he was aſtoniſhed 
therewith ; but notwithſtanding with quick Courage, he ſoon recove- 
red his Memozpy again, poſecuting his blows with ſuch fo2titude, 
that both their Hozſes and Armour were coloured with rhe Blood that 
ſued from their Wounds, both of them waxing faint, yet neither of 
them willing ro yield; ſometimes one dꝛawing his Enemy back, and 
he again returning with new Courage. But Pariſmenos being very 
nimble, wardedoff Corus's blows, and in the end wounded him lo 
loze, that Corus began to uſe means to ſabe himſelf from his fury, 
who ſtull purſued him with ſuch violence, that w(th effuſion of Blood 
he fell on his Hozſes neck, which Pariſmenos eſpying, !ifred up his

Amaſenus then cauſed his Knights to take up Corus, who wag 
ſaln fram his Yozſe in a Trance, but when he had received freſh Aic, 
be immediately came to himſelf again; but when ye law the Duke 
pzelent, and his Enemy mounted, remaſning in good eſtate, his 
Heart was ready to burſt with inward gricf, which malicious Ran: 
tour ſo filled up his Senſes, that curſing himſelf and his ill Foztune, 
he gave up the Ghoſt. 

Farewel (quoth the Duke) the moſt pꝛoudeſt and diſrourteous 
Knight that ever lived in Thrace, thy inſolerit, malicious. and dil. 
tontented enby, hath wydught thy own overth:ow : And moſt No« 
ble Knight (quoth he to Pariſi both honour rour Ualour, 
end applaud your Uictozy, wherein vol behaved pour (elf fo va- 
Hantly, that ſhall fo2 eber love Youth 5 and ſince you remain Uſ- 
£02, J p2ay return with me to have pour Wounds cured. Pariſine- 
nos humbly thanking him, departed, and the reſt of Amaſenus his 
Knights took up Corus's dead Body, and buried ir with great So⸗ 
lemnity. 

Alter Corus's Death, the Knights that cnvicd Pariſmenos, now 
hegan to \ſmagin that this Knight would darken all their Glozy, and 
the moꝛt attount they made cf him, the moze-their malicious envy 
encreaſcd, that they deviſed all the means they could to pꝛocure his 
Death, whatſoever enſued thereon, waiting all oppoztunitfes; but 
he having his Wounds fully cured, betook himſelf again to his wonted 
Ererciſcs, which was ſometimes to manage the ſturdy Steed, and 
ſometimes to Tiſpozt Himſelf in company of his unknown Encmies, 
amongſt the Ladics and Gentlewoincn, who liked his behaviour ſo 
well, that they el@med the | hracian Knights behaviour rude in re⸗ 
ſpc> of his all commending him fo highly, that his wozſt Enemies 
often heard their Speeches, which woughyr (ſuch a violent cffecx of 
Rancoz, that no thought could harbour in their wicked Bzeaſts, but 
Tragical devices to wozk his downſal. 

Oar ainong( tbe ref that was a near Kinſman to Corus, Argalus 
y name. was moſt forrard in this Exploit, who-to kurther his fn: 
tent with one Themides, diddembling a friendly Tountenance, in⸗ 
Gnuared themſelves into bis Familiarity, uſing much kind behabſour 
towards him, and entertaint::g him with great. courteſie, that he 
eſtemed of their Friendſhip, taking delight in their Company, 
| olten 
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often imparting his lecrets unto them, making them pzivy to all his 
Actions. 

Argalus upon a time came to Pariſmenos, telling him, That a 
Squire of his had found a mighty Wild Bear, and could bzing them 
unto his Den, deſiring his company to go with them, to chaſe bim. 

Pariſmenos hearing his Speeches, was very fozward, and the ners 
mozning told him, that he would meet him in rhe midſt of rhe Fo2- 
reſt by the Pools ſide, and early the next mozning, he got up accoz- 
ding to his appointed hour: Being ready to depart his Chamber, 
ſome five 02 ix dꝛops of Blood ſuddenly fell from his Noſe, where: 
with he ſtarted, and immediately he kelt a ſudden d2owſineſs, and 
thobbing poſſeſs his Heart, which dꝛove him into a deep ſtudy, to 
think what Could be the cauſe thereof, entring into theſe miditatſons. 

Map not theſe few dzops of Blood, divine ſome bad ſucceſs to my 
enterpzize this day; J am here in a ſtrange Country amonglt ſuch as 
J know not how to truſt, fo2 J plainly ſee that many of. them envy 
me, which they manifeſt by their krowning Countenance, and 
Corus's behaviour may be a pattern to their diſpoſitions, therefoze J 
were not beſt to go at all: Then again, he began to think, Aargalus 
and Themides are my Friends, then what need J tear any miſhap 2? 
All theſe doubts would not Cay him, but Arming himſelf, reſolved to 
endure all miſchances, and thereto2e departed to the Pool. 

By the way as he rode, he met a Damſcl poſting towards him 
with great ſpeed, wzinging her hands, and making great lamenta⸗ 
tion.

Pariſmenos ſet Spurs to his Buzſe, and with great ſpeed rode that 
wap, and being entred the Lane, he elpoed two Enighis in Ezen 
Armour, ready moun: eo, and ſaying in 2 plealant Ualley, entom⸗ 
palled round with (Woods, to whom he laid: 

Is it the manner of you Tiracians, to offer violente unto lilly 


Eamcels,? Render up thoſe things that rou have taken from her, 2 
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I pꝛoteſt J will not leave pou imtil J have compelled you to do it by 
fozce ; Unto whom one of them replyed, Ik thou art no Thracian, 
what rot thou here? Oz what intereſt haſt thou in that Damſelg 
Quarrel, which maketh thee controul our doings ? That intereft J 
have (quoth he) as allKnights ſhoulbhave,which is to ſuct our diſtreſled 
Damſels ; Whereupon turning his Hozle to take ſcope fo2 His Race, 


be ran at one of them ſo koztibly, that he overthzew him backwards, 


who by miskoztune in the fall, bzoke one of his Arms. The other 
ting his fellows miſchance, aſſailed him pzeſently with his Swow 


dꝛawn, whom he reſiſted with ſo much Ualour, and wounded him o 
grievouſly, that he fearing his Death, and ſceing none come to reftue 
him, was juſt ready to yield, But at that very in tant another Knight ' 


came, who ſeeing one dead, and the othfr in great danger, ran at 
Pariſmenos behind him, thinking to pierce his Spear quite though his 
Body; but he hearing rhe noſſe of his Hozſes Feet, nimbly ſpurrey 
his Hozle fqzward, by which means this treacherous Knight loft his 
courſe, and ſo paſt by without doing him any harm. Pariſmenos 
looking about him, and perceibing two Ene mies moze come, withal 
miſſing the Damſel that bzought him thirher, began ts miſfruft ſome 
Treaſon, which rhoughts, and the remembtance of thoſe dzops of 
Blood that fell from his Noſe, added new Courage to his Ualour, 
that Criking a furious blow at the wounded Knight, the Sword 
lighting upon a bzoken Place of the Armour, ended his Life, * 
By this time, the two Knights lately come, both at once allafled 
him, between whom began a moſt terrible Fight, that all the Earth was 
coloured with Blood that iſſued from their Mounds : And although 
Pariſmenos was grievouſly Wounded, pet he defended himCſelf (o va- 
liantly, that his Enemies wondzed thereat : who calling to mind 
Corusꝰg Death, fozſook all Knightly Chivalry, and uſed all the vil- 
lanous and cowardly means that might be; the one ſomerſmes getting

and he had lefr him foz dead: The other leeing his Friend's miſchance,, 
offered ro have fled, but Pariſmenas ſtruck him ſuch a blow on che 


bad, that he loſt his Sen(es, but ſoon recovering himſelf again, a 
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thinking it better to dye by his Enemies Swowd, than pield to his 
merey, turned abcut ro his Adberſary, and uttered thele Spech-

This Knight indeed was Argalus, who hearing his-Speches, 
was lo overcome withrage, that marking where his Armour was. 
boken, he gave him (ſo depa Wound, that the purple Blood follow 
ed his ſharp Sword, the (mart whereof turned all his ſenſes into 
fury, that at length he beat him quire off his Hozſe, and unla- 
ting his Beaver, knew him, whom when he beheld, he ſaid unto 


m 
Argalus, What Dfence have J done the, that thou ſhouldeſt ſ@k 
my cuine? Oz wherein did Þ merit other than friendſhip at thy 
hands? My unkind diſembler, thou ſhalt receive a juſt reward fo. 
thy Treaſon ; whereupon he thzuſt his Swoꝛd into his Thzoat, and 
ſo ended his Like; and being very weary and kaint with effuſion of 
Blood, his Eyes began to dazle, and he fclt on the ground ſenſeleſs. 
Amaſenus all that day miſſing the Knight of Fame, began to 
(uſpe that ſome other Challenge had cauſed him ſecretly to depart, 
but hearing that Argalus and Themides Vtre in his company (who 
be thought loved him moſt dearly) his care was ſomewhar viminiſhed, 
but when it grew dark, and none of them pet returned, he then ve. 
hemently began to fear the wozſt, and calling foz his Steed, hepze- 
ſently went fozth well accompanied, commanding them to poſt le- 
beral ways about the Fo2reſt, to ſeck the Knight of Fame: The 
Duke rode that wap his fancy perlwaded him, and by chance foztune 
was lo good, ag to. direct him to the very place where the Combat, 
was fought, and as he palle d by the narrow Lane, that went do ug

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his Rider, which amazed him greatly, and going down the Lane, 
he elpyed the dead bodies with ghaſtly countenance, being a moſt grie- 
vans ſpectacle to behold. 

The fir that he beheld was Themides, almoſt tozn to pieces by 
his own Steed, with his ſer Cill in the Stirrop. Next, he came 
to the other two Knights, fo grievouſly wounded, that rhe Tears 
ſtood in his Eyes to behold them. Next, he came to Argalus, 
whole Face was uncovered, therekoze he ſoon knew him: At laſt he

be Bohemian, Knights, by the command of Pariſmus, and 

the Theſſalian Knights, fo the alfecion they bare to Violet- 

ta, having poſted thzough moſt part of Bohem'a, and 
made all diligent ſearch, leaving no plate unſought, no means un- 
attempred, no2 labour unperkozmed to find her; yet notwithſtan⸗ 
ding all their (aithful diligence, at laſr they returned without any 

News of her; which renewed Pollpus's grief, who even. then had 

newly entertained a little quiet by rhe Pzince*s perlwallon: But 

when he ſaw that Violetta was not to be heard of, noz an» comfozt 
left fo2 him to ſee her again, not knowing, no! any way ſuppoſing 
what ſhould became of her; his heart was lo overcome with trou- 
bleſome thoughts and doubtful cares, that he could not reſolve what 
to do, hut reſted like one utterly given over to careleſs miſery, dai- 
ly frequenting thoſe ſolitary Walks where he left her, and hourly 
reviving bis Sozr ows by the ſad remembzante of her ablence, ut⸗ 
tering ſuch lamentations, that the Birds, that haunted thoſe —_ 
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viereck, ſhe began to frame a cheartul countenance and comntozrable 
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ſemed to mourn with bim: Sometimes he accuſed ifed himſelf. ok neg: 
ligente, fo2 leading her to purſue the Bear, blaming her that would 
not (tay until he had returned; and then again fretting his heart 
fo2 accuſing of her: ſomcrimes thinking ſhe was dead, and then 
again perſwading himſelf ſhe was alive, and then mung why the 
did not return to him again it ſhe were alive: that by contrarieties 
and doubts, he could add no eaſe to his cares, oz reſt to his heart. 
At laſt he determined to ſearch thzoughout all Greece and Germany, 
to find her, fo2 he aſſured HinCel® (he was not dead, becauſe he could 
ſee no likelihood r':erevf, being perſwaded by Pariſmus, that ſome 
diſcourtcous Knigi;t had met with her, and would not let her return. 
Therekoze within kew days, Pollipus Arming himlelk in Gzeen Ar⸗ 
mour, which he cauled to be made of purpole (bearing this Device, 
A Knight purſuing a wild Bear) left the Bohemian Court, making 
none p2ivy to his thoughts but the P2ince, who determined not to 
ſtay long behind him. Uhom we will leave onward on his Jotir- 
ney, to ſpeak of Violetta, whom we left ick in Archass Tallle. 

As ſoon as the Gentlewomen had conveved her to Bed, (with 
their comfo2table means) ſhe began to be ſomewhat revived, and 
calling her ſenſes to their fozmer ute, began to make ſuch lamenra- 
tion, that no eyes were able to behold the Came, but with abundance 
of tears, oftentimes offering to do her (elf violence, but chat ſhe was 
firſt pꝛevented by the two Gentlewonien, cſpecially one of them was 
ſo careful of her, whoſe name was Sor ana, that (he Cuffercd not a 
Pin to be about her, whereby ſhe might do her ſclf harm, But when 
ſome rhzee days were paſt, and the extremity ok her paſſion ſoinewhar 
calmed, ſhe deſired that Arches would convey her ro the Bohemian 
Court, if not, to find Pollipus, yet to enjoy the comkoztable preſence 
of the Puince and Pzinceſs : But notwithſtanding her manifold en⸗ 
trearies, they uled ſome ercuſe oz other to fruſtra*e her expectation, 
telling her, that it was dangerous fo2 her to Travel pet, by reaſon 
of her late ſickneſs; and that it was ſo that her hug band being 
dead, ſhe mig! tap with them ſome few days, until the were better 
able to endure lo long a Journey: ko (quoth they) the Bohemian 
Court is farther off than vou think. 

Theſe anſwcrsCill encreaſed her moze earneſt deſire, but Nill they 
delayed her with many zrcuſcs. In the mean time. the having weighs 
ed the matter how ſhe was hought thither, being of an crceltente 
wit, began to exped Archas's diſimulation, to find out the truth 
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diſpoſition, thereby to know their minds, which wzought luch effec, 
that within a while after, Archas often frequented her company,and 
in the end p2offered Love to her, uſing her moſt kindly, carefully, and 
tenderly, ſeeming above all things to regard her qulet and content, 


whole Speeches ſhe endured quietly, and rook all in good part (as 


he thought) inlomuch that upon a time, when they were diſcourſing 
together, he (aid unto her: 


Molt beautiful Lady, J have ever ſince the fir view of your ex . 


cellent perſon, been traubled with the paſſions of entire love, that J 
have taken no reſt but in the wert remembtance of your perfections, 
which have bound my devotions vnto you in ſuch a firm and conffant 
League, that J am reſolved to ſpend my Life in any peril what⸗ 
ſoever, to pzocure pour content: theretoze thus far J pzeſume to 
manifeſt my. affection, truſting that your Clementy will add ſome 
caſe unto my gentle heart, by ſhewing ſome favourable gn of at- 
cepting this my humble ſuit; ano tho' my merit hath no way deſer- 
ved ſuch favour, yer let me beleech you to make tryal of my Loyalty; 
and pou ſhall find me inferio2 to none in good will, noz violate my 
moteſted Loyalty, in any dutiful reſpect. J have the boldlier pzeſu- 
med to detain you here, becauſe with your abſence my Life would de- 
part: then conſtrue it not amils, that true love, and ſincere affection, 
bath cauſed me to offend, but 1 hope you will think it no offence. 
Here you ſhall enjoy as much content, as any part of the Wozld can 


alfozd; then J beſecch pou, adminiſter ſome- eaſe to my troubled . 


- heart, and by your gentleneſs, releaſe me of thoſe cares that poſſeſs 


my bzeaſt, only pzocured by pour ſurpalling beauty: which wows 
being ended, he offered to ſalute her, but ſhe gently refuſing him, 
made this Reply : 

Sir Knight, my Sozrows will not ſuffer me to believe your 
Speches,-no2 mp late loſſes ſuffer me to entertain your lobe: fo2 vou 
may then eſteem me light, and lightly won, as little to regard me. 


But to put vou out of doubt, my reſolution is never to love any but 


my dear Knight Pollipus : wherewith the Cryal tears with a bi: 
vlent paſſage, fell from her grief woln⸗Exe⸗ballg. 

That grief, ſaid Archas, is needleſs, therefoze baniſh the ſad re: 
membzance thereof from your hcart, and encertain a good opinion 
of my Afﬀectfon, which will ever remain both conſtant and loyal. 

How can J, (quoth the) in Conſcience, and without everlaſting 
ain to my honour ? When. J have neither perfozmed his Funeral, 
102 ſhewed any token of duty to his dead Tozps, who in his life-time 
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loved me ſo dearly : But yet ſhew me but this favour, ag to let me 
go to the Bohemian Court to bewail his Death, and fo2 a while to 
enjoy my dear Friends company,and J will pꝛomiſe pou, and pꝛoteſt, 
next to Pollipus, to love none but your (elf. . 

Archus hearing her make ſuch a reaſonable demand, food like one 
amazed; not knowing peſently what anſwer to make her; think: 
ing that if he ſhould deny her that (mall requeſt, ſhe would judge his 
love to be but lender; and if he ſhould pzomiſe her and not perfozm, 
that might be a means to bꝛeed a further ſuſpition in her, that what he 
had told her betoze was falſe, ſo that he ſtood muling a great while, 
confounded in his thoughts, what to deviſe fo2 a ready Anſwer. 

Nay, ſtudy not fo2 that (quoth Violetta) but anſwer me another 


time: which ſaid, ſhe wirhdzew her ſelf into her Chamber, where the 


began to meditate of his.ſpeeches, and how he was aſtoniſhed, when 


the deſired him to let her go to the Bohemian Court, which dzove her 
into many cogitarſons; but pzeſently one of the Gentlewomen'came 
to her, whom the uſed very familiarly, which ſhe did of purpoſe to tel 


her mind: and amongſt many other ſpeeches (quoth Violetta) Y 
pay tell me what Archas hath repozted unto you concerning Pollipus, 
fo2 he leemeth unwilling to impart his mind unto me? He told me 
nothing, quoth the Gentlewoman. 

heſe wozds came from her with ſuch flutrering, and change of 
countenance, that Violetta began to miſtruſt that Archas all this 


while had dillembled with her, and that Pollipus, contrary to his re⸗ 


p02t, was living; therefoze the next time Archas was in her com: 


panp, ſhe asked him ſo many queſtions, and found him lo contrary- 


in his wozds, that ſhe aſſured her ſelf Follipus was living, which 


much revivedher heart, continually ſtudying how to eſcape out of that 


place, and ſhun the p2offered Love of her impoztant Suitoz. 


Archas fill pꝛoletuting his uit with great earneſtneſs, making 


many frivolous excuſes to with⸗hold her from-the Bohemian Court, 
growing into ſuch boldneſs; that oftentimes when ſhe refuſed his 


offered embzacings, and uncivil behaviour, he would by fo2ce kiſg- 


her, and fold her in his Tyrant's Arms, which rudeneſs he lo olten 
—— that ſye began to hate him, and could not endure his pꝛe⸗ 
ence. 

Oktentimes Violetta did walk into a pleaſant ©2chard, adjop⸗ 
ning to. the Caſtle, as well to recreate her dulled ſenles in thoſe 


pleaſant ſhades, as in ſolitarineſs to recount her miſeries, and. - 


tale her careful heart; by inventing means how to rid her ſelf from 


that: 
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that Labyrinth of ſozrow, and allo to vid archav's odious 1s fight, 
who inwardly luſted ro ſatſate his inozdinate Appetite, by obtain: 
ing the fruition of her (wer Body; and though he knew Pollipus 
was living, and heard the lamentations that Violetta mad» 
which was able to ertenuare any Tyrannous ditpolitton, pet he per: 

(ited ill in his Deviliſh reſolution, that neither regarding Laws, 
Mumane oz Divine, he (fill ſought our ſecret oppoztuntty to diſho: 
nour her: andon a time, obſerving ow ſhe went into the Oz- 
chard, as ſhe was wont, in the midit of het filent cogitations, he 
came to the place where che ſate, whole heart began to faint with 
fcar, and coming unto her, he uttered thele Speeches: 

You know dear Lady, bow long J have fucd to obtain your Love, 
being compelled thereto by the ertremity ok my paſſion, that boyterh 
in my troubled Bꝛeaſt: but hitherto you have hardened your heart 
againſt me, and vouchlake not to yield any pity t. my diſtreſs, but 
coatrary to the kind Nature thit ould abound in pou, ſæm not 
at all to regard my paſſioir, which bzeeds ſozrow to my tozment. 
Now ſwet Lady, ſ&i.ig with what Devotion J have attended your 
ling, defer me no longer, tut let me obtain that which J have lo 
long looked fo!, which would both eaſe my heart, and remedy thoſe 
ſozruws you lo impatlently endure. 

Violetta hearing his Speches, made him this anſwer, Sir, J 
have already told you my reſolution, which was Cuſticient to ſatioſle as 
ny rcaſonable Man; beudes, my Uows paſt to my dear Knight bol- 
lipus, babe bound me from pelding mx [potleſs Þonour, to be ſtain- 
ed with the blot of: infamy x Then J p2ay leave off ro p2oſecure 
your ſuit, which you ground upon Love's foundafion, being indeed 
nothing but the fil hy concupiſcence of thy Lutt ; the remembꝛante 
wheceof addech new care to my painful heart, and every day ak⸗ 
frightery me with diſconrent : and if you do ſo much regard my 
content, as you pꝛetend you do, deſiſt to trouble me with pour love, 
and give me lcave to depart from hence, that J may ſpend the reſt 
of my days in loztow koz his loſs, that was moze drar unto me 
than mp Lite. 

But Lady (quoth Archas) calm this diſcontent with temem⸗ 
bzance of an impoſſibility, in obtaining ought at his hands, and 
go not about ro conſume thoſe Heavenly Pertections with ſozrow, 
and ſem not flranger than Reaſon requirech, to him that lov: 
eth pou as well as ever Pollipus did; and now that occaſſion hath ſo 
fitſy offcred the time and place, let us ſpend the time in Love, and

not in contention. Theſe unkrequented Paths, do add means to 
kurther our Joys + Here are no Eyes to behold us, no2 any to be- 
tray our ſecrers, but the Trees, and ſweer ſmelling Flowers, 
and that which is not known, is ag untommitted, and in rhe recut- 
tal of rour kindneſs, J will perfozm whatſoever you (hall command 
me, were it to run th2ough thouſands of deaths to pꝛoture pour con- 
tent: then fair Lady be not fo unkind, but pield ſome pity to my re⸗ 
leaſe, and detain not ſrom me that which J have ſo long deſired, 

When he had ended theſe Spceches, he caught her in his Arms, 
impzinting a laſcibious Kiſs, upon her ſweet Cozal Lips, twining 
her Golden Locks about his rough Fingers, and boldly handling 
her Jvo2y Beaſts, offering other kozced behaviour. Jn the mean 
time, Violetta ſtrived to get from him, which when ſhe had obtalned, 
caſting a disdainful look upon him (like as Diana caſt upon the we: 
ful acteon) with her Cheeks as red ag Starlet, ſhe ſaid : 

Diſcourteous Villain! hath my lenity enfo2ced thee to offer me 
this abuſe ? Oz is thy mind lo far from pity, that thou wilt not 
deliſt from p2oſecuting thy Deviltch Luſt? Know this, that rather 
than J will pield my Honour to be blemiſhed by thee, J will rat her 
tear my Eyes out of my Head, and end my woful Life, Js this 
the Friendſhip thou didſt pꝛoteſt? Wag it,ehv policy to entice me hi: 
ther to diſhonour me? Hadſt thou lekt nie in the place where J loſt 
my Knight. then J might have been happy, if ſome UWild Beaſt 
had devoured me: J now perceive that all the Behaviour thou haft 
uſed unto me, hath been deceitful ; fo2 no doubt but Pollipus is a- 
live, and in good health, whom thou thinke(t to diſhonour, by de- 
ſpoyling me of that which J p2eſerve ; accurſed Mzetch that Þ-was ! 
lo to fall into thy hands, who art void of humanity. 

Archas hearing himſelf ſo reviled, abandoned ſhame and pſty, bia- 
ſently pulſing her tv him, and told her, That the ſh uid lubmit 
her Celf to his will, offering by fozce to attain the kruition of her dc: 
licate 25ody. | 

Violetta ſceing her (elf thus abuſed, laboured by all the means the 
could, to diſappoint him of his will; but in the end, feeling her lelk 
unable to refit him, ſhe yielded koꝛth duch ſþzieks, that all rhe Ca- 
ſtle ſounded with the noiſe thereof. Sorana hearing the cry of Vio- 
letta, and knowing the Walks that ſhe niſed, came thitherwardg, 
but Archas, behoiding her, withdzew himſelf, and Violetta rale 
from rhe place, tired wich extream veration; and ſwoln-with grief, 
tobe ſo baſely uſed ; to whom Sorana ſaid, How is it Lady? what 
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cauſerh your ſozrow ? Hath Archas offered you any Uiolence ? 

Violetta hearing her Speches, with the Tears ſtanding in her 
Eyes, ſaid, Yea, that Uillain archas would have Raviſhed me, 
had you nor ſo foztunately tome to mp reſcue, but J think Divine 
Pzovidence hath ſent you hither lo tappily, to pꝛelet ve my honour, 
wl;ole bale mind is fraught with all Uillany ? Accurſcd be the day 
that ever Le bꝛought me to this hateful place, to fatl into his leath: -- 
ſome power, that contrary io Nature offers me this Outrage! 
Sweet >orana, quoth ſhe, convey me ſecretiy into rhe Caitle, that 
Imap na moze beheld 1 but in {o2row end my life. Sorana tas 
king her by rh? Acm, led her to her Thamber, and Archas ſeeing 
himſe!ftyus fruſtcared of his intent, went into rh: Taſtle, vowing 
in his heart never to deſiſt, until he had acconipliſhed his deſire, 

Viuctta being come to her Chamber declared ro Sorana how 
Archas had uſed. her, intrearing her Tountel how to avold his ſuit, 
which e- knew he would (111 pzoſecute ; but Sorana uttered to her 
thele Specches. | 

Lady, J pity your eſtate, but am ſo far from adding meang 
thercto. as that J know no means how to comfort you, koz Archas 
his diſpoſition J know tod well, who is tar from any ſpark of ho: 
neſty, who hath in like manner behaved himſelf ro me at my firſt com» 

ing hither, which was in the flower of my Youth, neither give any 
credit to his repozt, fo2 he hath told me Pollipus is yer living, and 
long ſince J (uſpeced he would ule you in this ſoʒt: eſcape from this 
place pou cannot, fo2 the Caſtle is continually guarded, being but 
one entrance thereto, whereby none can eſcape undiſcerned; there⸗ 
foze J think it beſt to-yſeld to his love, and then you may be- quiet, 
otherwile J know ou Like will be miſerable. 

Violetta was ſtrucken into a deep and ludden amazement, to hear 
her deteſted counſel, thinking to habe found ſome comkozt in her 
Speeches, inſomuch that with extremity of Paſſions, ſhe was rea- 
dy to gibe up the Ghoſt ; which Sorana beholding, reviving her ag 
well as the could with rubbing her Templcs, ſhe ſaid thus:

How Pollipus was taken Priſoher by the Gyant Bzandamo!, in the 
Forreit of Ard; and of the Prince's departure with Tellamo; 
and Barzillus, in ſearch of Uioletta. 


Fter Pollipus was departed from Pariſmus, he came to the 

place where he left Violetta, and uttered theſe Speeches. 

This is that bleſſed place where my Love lay folded in my 
Arms, whole pzeſence was the ſolace of (wert content, whole per- 
fections ercelled the gikts of other Ladies, as far as Gold doth Sil: 
ver, 02 God doth Bad, oz Uirtue Mice: Which way ſhall J rake 
to recover that ineſtimable jewel of my delight here loſt ? oz where 
ſhall J travel to find her, knowing not whether ſhe be dead oz alive ? 
Dead J am perſwaded ſhe is nor, but by ſome diſcourteous Knight, 
with-held from returning, oz conveyed far unto ſome unknown place, 
from whence ſhe cannot ſend me wozd, oz any way gibe me know- 
ledge in what eſtate de remaineth; then what reſteth koz me to do, 
but to (&k the wozld throughout to find her, and either recover her, 
02 to ſpend my Life in purſuit thereof: and ſince J muſt undertake 
a travel, that J know not which way to go firſt, god Foztune be ſo 
favourable as to guide me, that by thy aid J may come to the place 
where the is, and attain her pzeſence, who by the appointment hath 
faln into theſe miſchances, and J will foz ever dedicate my endea« 
vours to thy ſervice, and continually adoze thy Name. Theſe wozds 
being ended, he mounted himſelf, and rode that way his fancy firſt 
led him, travelling towards the Mountains that encompaſſed Bos 
hemia, but not finding her, being unacquainted with thoſe places, 
he travelled towards Greece, paſting many places without adventure:

from the reft of her company, and being hot with following the 
Game, alighted in a pleaſant Uelley to col her (clf, and laid town 
on the Flowry Banks of a ſwer bubbling B2ak, where the had not 
long ſtayed, hut ſte was ſurp2ized by a Giant, who with rude beha⸗ 
viour carryed her away: whereupon being amazed, J ran back to 
this wozthy night Vhirides, who with me and his Page, purſued 
bim, until he cacz2e to this place, where this noble Knight charged 
him tu ſurrender up the Lady to him, who lay panting with extreme 
fcar of her like under his guard, bur the Giant p2eſentiy ſet upon 
this Knight, aud in long continuance of Fight lew him; by rhis 
time many ot the Damſels had foundus out, whom he with Venola, 
notwithſtanding her carned entreaties, conveyed to the Taſtle not 
far fcom hence, whither we ſecretly followed him, and are now re:

en a high Rock, ſo well fenced by Nature, and (trengthned by the 
Art of Wan. that it was unconquerable, and not to be ſubdued by 
fozce ; and coming to the Bzidge, he found the lame falt dzawn up, 
by means whereof, he thought it in vain to attempt any thing that

Armed Knight ; but unte my Deſtiny hath allotted to met the thus 
conveniently, J will abate thy Pꝛide, and cozrec thy Tyranny, and 
make the repent the outrage thou halt committed. 
> Aigalt hearing his Spechcs, was ſo enraged, that ſuddenly he 
dꝛew koꝛth his mighty Faulchion, and truck lo furfoufly at him, that 
it pierced his Armour, and the bled iCued from him moſt ſhꝛewdly. 

Poilipus ſ&ing how Treacheroufly he had ſmitten him, dꝛew his 
Sw02d, and revenged that blow, between whom began a terrible 
Fight, which continued fo2 a long ſpace, giving each other dep 

wounds. Argal marvelling at his Enemies Ualour, being ny 
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befoze ſo ſtoutly marched, laid on his blows ertream faſt, but Polli- 
pus ſometimes avoiding one, and cunningly awarding another, fill 
kept bimſelf from much harm, and in rhe end tired Argalt; who 
ſ#ing that all his rength- could not diſadvantage his adverſary, 
withal being very weary, began to abate his blows, which Pollipus 
perceiving, gave him ſo many wounds, that he began to roat, yel:

Brandamor hearing the noiſe, preſently haſted to his reſcue, and 
with his Mate, ſtruck ſo full a blow upon Pollipusꝰ's Bꝛeaſt, that the 
koꝛte thereof made him Cagger : and Brandamor ſaid, why offeredff 
thou this outrage to my Bꝛother? Pollipus beholding his great pꝛo- 
po2rion, and being ſomewhat dazled with the blow, retired a little 
back, and having recovered his ſenſes, made this anſwer. 

A will not tell the wherefoze, ko thy guilty Conſcience, replete 
with Uice, can bear witneſs of thy regenerate cruelty offered to all 
that come within thy power, but eſpectally to the fair Lady Venola, 
whom thou hal in thy Caſtle, and J am come to redem.

Brandamor hearing his reſolute reply, being enraged with choler, 
ſtruck at him mot violently, bur Pollipus avoiding his- blow, made 
a thuſt at him, and wounded him lo dep, that the blood kollowed his 
Swod. Argalt ſ&ing his Bother in tuch danger, called fozrh a 
great number of Servants in Ar nour, who ruſhing all at once up- 
on him, with their thꝛong beat him from his Hoꝛle, and carried him 
into the Caſtle, where he was unarmed, and put into a cloſe P2ifon, 
having an old Woman to eſs His wounds. ; 

Early the next moming he was bꝛought into the Hall befoze Bran- 
damor, who had Maj eſtitally ſeated himſelf in a Chair, and with 
Kery red eyes uttered rheſe Specheg. |

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Pꝛeſumptuous and out · daring Knight, what Frenzy hath cauſed the 
to commit this unadviſed folly, whereby thou haſt incens'd my wꝛath 
againſt the, and bzought thy ſelf in danger? wherein have 4 w2ong:

doſtive Uillain, leave off to utter theſe boaſting Speches in my 
Paeſence, fo2 nothing can be moe grievous to me than thy ill plea- 
Brandamor hearing her voice ſound kozth ſuch bitter taunts a- 
gainſt him, was excedingly enraged therewith, bur dillembling a 
pleaſant Countenance, he departed with Pollipus. After ſome ſpech- 
es had paſſed betwen them, he commanded him to be conveyed to a 
ſecrer Chamber, from whence he could as hardly get, as from the

Noble Gifrs darkned their Glozieg: but pet his courteous and kind 
behaviour, in ſhozt time expelled their rancour, and they that befoze 
were his Enemies, began to make god eſtimation of him; and his 
Fame began to ſp2ead ir ſelf in molt partsof Thrace, and all that 
ever beheld him grew in great admiration of: his pꝛopoꝛtion and beau: 
ty ; that had they not known to the contrary by his Thivalry, they 
would have judged him to be a Lady diſguiſed : but whilſt he remained 
in the Duke*s Court, the King of Thrace cauſeda general Triumph 
to be held fo2 certain days, the occaſion whereof was this: 

He had one only Daughter named Philena, whoſe Beauty was in⸗ 
kerlour to none, and her Gifts of Nature were ſuch, that ſhe was 
ſpoken ok in many Countries, ſo that many Knights came as Sui. 
toꝛs to obtain her Love, bur ſhe had ſecrerly betrothed her ſelf to Remw 
lus, one of the Knights that belonged to her Father'g Court, without 
her Parents conſent, by means of whoſe Divine Perſon, the Thra- 
cian Court abounded with many honourable Perſonages, that the 
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King her Father was much troubled how to beſtow her, and ſing - 


that the did not fancy one above another, (as he perceived) appointed 
a general Triumph to he held fo2 le ven days, and whoſoever could win 
the Pꝛize the laſt day, ſhould have his Daughter in marriage, inten- 
ding thereby to eaſe his care thar way, thinking with himſelf, that if 
ſhe had not a Rich and Pꝛintely Husband, yer the would have a Cham- 
pion to defend her. 

Amongt the relt of the Knights there aſſembled, there was Gui- 


do, who had long time ſued to obtain her love, and rejoyced at this 


De:re, hoping by his Ualour to bear away the Bide; there was 
Trudamor of Candy, who thought none equal to him in arength, and 
thereloze naue kozwarder againſt the appointed Triumph than he : 
there was likewiſe Dcio of Sicil, who had ſailed from his own Coun: 
try thither, and had ain thꝛee Lions, who came with intent to win 
Philena, and ſo did divers others of high account. 

The repo2t of this great Triumph came to the knowledge of the 
Knight of Fame, whoſe mind was kindled with an carneſt deſire to 
go'thither, that he requeſted Amaſenus's conſcnt 5 who being deſirous 
any way topleure him, gave him ſuſficienr Coin to furniſh him with 
all kind of things fit fo2 luch an attempt, who cauſed a moſt rich Ar- 
mour to be made, ſhadowed with Trees of Gold, p2eſenting a Foz⸗ 
reſt, and in the Shield he bare this Device, A Naked Man leading 


a Lion, with this Motto underneath, OVERGONE WITH' 


DISTONIENT ; wherein the expert Artlman had ſo cunningly 


imitated 
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imitated his Fancy, that a Man by his Armour and Shield might well 
underſtand his meaning. 

The appointed time of Triumph d2zawing nigh, Amaſenus with a 
gallant Train of Kiights, amongſt whom the Knight of Fame was 
chick, came to the Toracian Court. 

Amaſeuus having done homage to the King, pitched his Tent 
without the Court Gates upon a little Hill, hard by the appolnted 
place fo2 Triumph, by whom were pitched the Tents of Guido, Tru- 
damor, Drio, and the valiant Knights of Candia, Tryſtramus, 
Tennulus, and Bubulus, in whole company were many gallant 
Knights that came to make tryal of their Ualour, and to win the fair 
Fhilena, likewiſe there were the Tents of the young King of Arra- 
gon, who came with a gallant Train of Nobſe-men, hoping to bear 
away rhe. Pꝛize, inſomuch that all the Plains were covered with 
Tents, There might you behold the Knights bzcaking Staves, 
nailing themſelves againſt the day of Triumph. Here you might 
ſe others recreating themſelves in Martial Exerciſe, There might 
one hear the neighing of Ho2ſes, claſhing of Armour, breaking of 
Staves, and ſuch companies of Knights aſſembled, that ir wag a 
gallant ſight to behold, : 

Whilg rheſe things were acting, Philena wag in great care fo2 
Remulus, whom ſhe ſo dearly loved, that rather than ſhe would part 
with hint, ſhe would endure any miſery whatſoever : who likewiſe ad- 
defſed himſelf to try his Foztune among(t the reſt, and the day be- 
foze the Triumph, Philena [ecretly getting oppoztunity to ſpeak 
with him, gabe him this allurante of her conſfancy. 

My dear Lo2d (quoth ſhe) ſince my Father hath decreed this pub⸗ 
lick Triumph, fo2 the beſtowing of me in Marriage, becauſe amongſt 
ſo many Knights as have ſought my Love, J have affianced my ſelf 
to none but you, be aſſured then, that though Foztune may allot me 
to be anothers by Conqueſt, yet none but your ſelf Chall enjoy my 
Lobe; and though another may Challenge me by right ot my Father's 
Decree, pet none but your ſelf hall have true intereſt in my Love, 
and rather than J will yield to love any but your ſelf, J will endure 
both death and tozment, fo2 you are the Man that hath conquered my 
Love, vou have by courteſie won it, and therefoze thou ſhalt enjoy it; 
koz neither Knight, Lozd, Duke, oz King, ſhall rob you of that 
have given you : then be not diſromfitted, 02 any way diſquieted, tut 
try your Foztune againſt the reſt, and Fate may as ſwn allot you to 
have the Conqueſt, as any other, 

+ F 2 | RKRcmulus 
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Remulus hcaring his Lady g conltant reſolution, was overcome 
with excceding joy, reſolving to venture as far as any to attain the 
Conqueſt; and lolacing themſelves (o long as they could in each others 
company, being of ncceſlity compelled, they-departed. 

The next mozning the King of Thrace, accompanied by a great 
many of his Nobles, brought tozth his beautiful Daughter, the La: 
dy Philena, moſt richly adozned with coſtly Robes, wearing on her 
hcad a Crown of Gold, attended ly a Hundzed Damſels clad in white, 
and ſeated upon a Scatfold in the full view of all the nights there 
allembled, whole hearts were enamoured with the (weet view of her 
ſhinſag Beauty, and their courages revived with hopes to think of ſo 
pꝛecſoug a Pzize. Amongſt the reft, there was the Lozd «emulus, 
whole heart was polleſled with fear, to lee the Lady he lo dearly lo ved, 
ſct as a Pzlze fo any to win, pet being comkozted with her faithful 
p2omiſe, He took great feliciry to ſee that Bcauty made famous, which 
he hoped to enjoy. 

The Thracian Knights began the Triumph, and the firſt that en: 
tred the Liſt was Andreas, who was at two courſes unhozled by Cle- 
anthes, who continued Conquero? by the overthzow of many Knights, 
until Bubulus, one of the thzee Bzethzen ok Candy, with violence 
beat him off his Hozſe, and bzoke one of his Ribs. Bubulus unhoz- 
ſed many Knights atrerwards, both of Thrace and 9ther (range 
Countries, but in the end he was unhoz led by Remulus, who behaved 
himſelc (o valiantly in the üght of the P2inceſs, that with foiling 
many Knights, he ended that days Triumph to his excceding Honour, 
reſting Tonqueroz till the next mozning. 

When rhe Night was over-paſt, the King conducted Philena in the 
ſame manner as he had done the day beto2e, to the Scaffold, and then 
Remulus entred the Liſt, bzavely managing his pzancing Poſe; 
whom the fair Philena beheld with a curious Epe, bzeathing fo2th ma⸗ 
ny a devour figh fo2 his happy ſucceſs, who having vanquiſhed ſome 
Twenty Knights, in the end was foiled by Thenulus, and fo with 
a heavy heart left the Field. Thenulus continued Tonguero! akter⸗ 
wards, till he was unhozſed by the Arragonian King, who ended that 
days Triumph, and continued Conqueroz the next day; but on the 
fourth day he was unhozſed by Triitramus, and fo he loſt the Con⸗ 
queſt which he had ſo mich defired; and afrerwards Triſtramus contt- 

nued that days Triumph moſt bzavely, but the fifth day he wag unhoz⸗ 
led by Annulus, a Libyan Knight, who overthzew above kozty Knights, 
to his exceeding Yonour, 
Tye 
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The Knight of Fame all this while kept himlelk out of Gght» 
lodging a: a Uillage ſome two miles diſtance from the Thracian 
Court, and accozding ty Amaſenus's appointment, came riding to 
the Lifts gallantly mieunted all alone, and by reaſon of the Crange- 
neſs of his Armour, he was generaliy noted, and entring the Lif, 
\ bowing himſelf with great reverence towards the King and the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſs, he ſet Spurs to his Boſe, and encountered Annulus, but (as 
Foz tune intending at the ürſt to do him ſome Diſgrace) miſt his 
'tourſe, and Annulus hhoke his Staff moſt bzavely, wherewith rhe 
whole multitude p:eſeatiy ſhouted. The Kyighrof Fame b:jag much 
vered at his overſight, ran another time at Annulus with luch kozce, 
that he overthzew him with his Hecls upwards, whereat the Allem⸗ 
bly gave another ercoding ſhout, every one thinking that he had miſt 
his firſt courſe purpoſely, all being deſirous to le him run again, 
which he perfozmed ſo gallanily, that he unhozled another Knight of 
Libya, that came to revenge Annulus's Overthzow. 

Guido diſdaining thcreat, and (ſeeing how the people were affected 
towards him, rhinking by his overth;ow to win the moze Honour, 
and with the moze bzavery to continue the reſt of the Triumph, and 
attain the Pꝛize, taking a ſtrong Staff, pꝛepared to meet the Knight 
of Fame, who by that time had diſmounted thꝛee oz four other Knights. 

When the people ſaw the valiant Guido enter the Liſt, (who was 
well known to. all) thought ſurely to ſee the Diſcontented Knight's 
Honour at an end, fo2 on him and Drio did the Conqueſt depend. 

Guido encountring the Knight of Fame, could not ente (ric him 
in his Saddle, which inwardly vered him to the heart, and charging 
him again the (ſecond time, he could not poſſibly diſadbantage him. 
„The Knight ok Fame ſeeing the koztitude of his Enemp, was much 
enraged, that fetching another career, they met with ſuch fury, that 
the Earth ſcemed to ſhake with the kozce of rheir encounter, and rheir 
Launces ſhivered into many pieces, paſſing each other without any 
harm. | 

The King ſeeing the day ſo far ſpent, ſent a Meſſenger to entreat 
them to leave the furth:r Trial of the Conqueſt until the next dap, 
which they conſented unto. 

The next mozning theſe two Champions come again to the Field, 
being both eager to revenge, and met two courtes lo valiantty, that 
the beholders much applauded their Chivalry. And now the Knight 
of Fame chuſing the ſtrongeſt Staff that he could find, reſoived now 
oz never to give oz take rhe foil ; therefoze running kozcib. y —— 
_Guido, 


* 
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Guido, he met him lo valiantly, thet his Yo!ſe vielded, and Guido 
falling down bzoke his Leg, that all the Alembly marvelled who 
this ſtrange Knight ſhould be. 

Philena was likewiſe much tozmented in her mind, allotting him 
the cliefeſt Honour, and (@ing that he was ſome Knight of a range 
Country, feared when he had won her by Congueſt, he would carry 
ber from her Father's Court, and fo quite from rhe company and ſight 
of her dear friend Remulus, that ſhe vas dziben into ſuch a ſad ton; 
teit, that her heart lemed to melt therewith | 

Trudamor ſeeing Guido ſo foiled, entred the Lift, and flerccly en- 
countred the Knight of Fame, who reſiſted him moſt valiantly, that all 
People doubted which of them would have the Conqueſt, ill continu: 
ing the Fight with great Courage, that Trudamor with all his 
- ftrengrh could not diſadvantage the Knight of Fame, but at laſt Tru- 
damor thirſting foꝛ the Honour of rhe Title, and longing to enjoy 
Philena fo2 his Bide, tracing towards the Races end, went to the 
Knight of Fame, who with like Behaviour met him, to whom 
Trudamor ſaid; 

Knight, J ſee we have no diſadbantage againſt each other at this 
Exerciſe, let's therefoze end the controverſic ſpeedily with our Swo2ds, 
which is the ſoneſt way to make one of us Conqueroz. With all my 
heart, laid the Knight of Fame, fo2 J lo well like thy pzoffer, that J 
neither canno2 will deny the lame; whereupon dꝛawing their Swozds, 
they farioufly aſſailed each other, whoſe Pꝛowels all the ACembly in 
general greatly commended, 

The King of Thrace beholding the Noble Ualour of the Knight 
of Fame, was much affected towards him, inlomuch that he defired 
none might enjoy his Daughter but he, between whom and 1'rudamor 
continued a bzave Combat; till in the end, the Knight of Fame had 
ſo grievoully wounded him, that all the bcholders counted Trudamor 
half danquiſhed and being faint with effuſion of blod, and his Ar- 
mo? yielding to his Adverſarjes blows, he kell upon his Þozſe's neck, 
which the Knight of Fame perceiving, ſatd: 

Moſt Noble Knight, I ſee the danger thou art in, therekoze J 12 
thee to pield thy ſelf, foz it is not your Death that J ſeek; and rather 
than J will be guilty thereof, J will yield up the Honour J ſhall win 
by your Conqueſt. 

Trudamor hearing his Spreches, admired his exceeding tourteſie, 
and being ready to ſpeak, his ſenſes failed him; whereupon he was 
taken from his Ho2ſe, to have his gaping wounds cured. The

The whole multitude of beholders noting the exceeding valour of 
the Knight of Fame, and how courteouſly he had abſtained from kil⸗ 
ing Trudamor, whole Life was in his power, were ſo well affected 
towards him, that they ſhouted and reſoyted at his Uicoy. 

The King ſeeing the day ended, roſe from the Scaffold, and coming 
to the Knight of me, defired him to accompany him to the Court, 
where he was molt honourably entertained, and had his wounds care: 
fully ſearched by the King's Phyſicians, but none of them were found 
moptal. 

Amaſenus ſeeing that the Knight ol Fame had won the Triumph 
fo2 that day, came to the King, and told him how long he had been 
with him, and the manner of his firſt arrival in that Country, ſecking 
to encreaſe the King's affection towards him, entring into many com: 
mendations of his Ualour, Uertue, and Courtefie; that the King 
did him all the Honour that might be, intending after the Triumph 
ended, to erp2eſs his love to him in a higher manner. 

Early the next mozning, being the laſt day of Triumph, the King 
was ſummoned to the Field by the ſhꝛill ſound of rhe Knight of Fame's 
Trumpets: who was gallantly mounted, attended by a great num: 
ber of People that caine to fill their eyes with beholding him. There 
was now no talk but of the Knight of Fame, whoſe Renown had fil- 
ted the ears of all, inſomuch that ſuch a number of People thꝛonged 
to ſee the laſt days Triumph, that the place would hardly contain the 
multirude, The Thracians marvelled who he ſhould be, and becauſe 
hz was unknown, the ſtrange Knights rejoyced that the Pzize would 
be carried from Thrace, 

Low Remulus noting his courteſie, and pzying moze narrowly in. 
to his behaviour than any of the reſt, rcjoyced in his heart that lo va- 
liant and courteou a Knight ſhould enjoy his dear Philena,and eſteem. 
ed him above all the Knights in the Tourr, and wiſhed that none but 
he might bear away rhe chief Honour cf the Triumph. 

The King having again in mot Sumpruons and Royal lozt ſeated 
his Daughter upon the Draffold, attended the lien Courſe, which was 
pecfo2med by Purcus, a Knight or Sicil, with great agility, but at the 
ſecond Tourle he was overth:own. Next him entreda Livyaa Knight, 
whom Fo:tune uſed as ſhe hav done the other before him. 

Guido bein; not (ſatisfied, laid, the cauſe of his overthzow was in 
bis Þo2le, and not himſelf; thereſoze changing his Armour, he came 
into the Lift again, with intent to revenge his foil, but bcfoze he cane, 
Drio of Sicil had bzoken two Dtaves with the Knighr of Fame, and 

as. 
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as he was taking the third, Guido being deſirous of Revenge, ran 
againſt the Knight of Fame, and intercepted him. Drio dildaining 
thertat, ſtruck ſuch a fc2cible blow on Guido's hcad with tte Trunchi⸗ 
on of his Statt, that he made him ſtagger: Guido then dꝛawing his 
Swozd, allalled Or io with great fury, between whom began a moſt 
terrille Combat, which the Knight of Fame lecing, ſatd: 

Knights ( quoth he) what meancth this outrage ? Why contend 
ye between your ſelves, and [cave me with whom pou ſhould p2inct« 
pally dcal ? Think you Jam not of ſufficiency to deal with you both, 
but that you muſt diſhoncurably ſeck with pꝛivate Quarrels to diſturb 
our Tryals? but notwithſtanding his Speeches, they began to allail 
each other afreſh, which lo enraggd him, that dzawing his Swozd, he 
ſtruck firſt at Guido, and then at Urio, offering to Combat with them 
both, that the iſſue of this Fight ſeemed to be moft intricate : Some: 
times the Knight ef Fame allailed Guido, and when he reſiſted, rio 
lent his blows to both, and then the Knight of Fame intending to re. 
venge himſelf on Drio, was aſſailed by Guido, who was then come 
manded to be taken off. 

This Command being made, the Knight of Fame ſheathing his 
Swozd, went to the Races end, being (ſe full of fury, that his Eyes 
. dazled with ve ration: and Drio likewile was lo puffed up with extream 
cholcr. that he was reſolved at that time to end the Combat, ſo both 
of them dzawing back to meet with the greater [wifrneſs, they put 
Spurs to their Hozſes, and with exceeding violence ſhivered-their 
Launces into many pieces; but befoze their Hozſes met again, D110 
winding his Reins, intending to overthzow his Advorſary unawares, 
and his Hoſe unacquafnted to ſuch a cuſtome, held his head ſo alofr, 
that the Knight of Fame's Steed keeping his continued courſe, over- 
thtew both Men and Hozſe, that Drio lay fo2 dead. 

Guido ⁊ ttending the next Encounter, had ready couched his Launce, 
but the Knight of Fame being ertreamly cnraged, not well knowing 
o2 caring what he did, (and having ſecrer intelligente bekoze given 
him that it was Guido, whom he had befoze vanqiuthed) ſer Spurs 
to his Bozſe, and run at him with bis Swoꝛd point, that had he not 
ſon avoided him, he had pierced it quite thꝛoug h his Body; ; who turn: 
ing himſelf, refiſted him couragiouſly,- between whom continued a 
hzave Conibat, until Guido by his fozcible blows was gricboully wouns 
Ted, who intending to revenge himſelf, ſtruck at {is Adverlary with 
ſuch violence, that he bzoke his Swo:d, which the Knight of Fame 
ſecing, thz:w down his, diſdaſning to have * oddg ol mor” and 
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joyning himſelf cloſe to Guido, with main fozce he thꝛew him our of 
his Saddle, wherewith the People gave ſuch a ſhout, that the Earth 
ſeemed to ſhake. 

By this time the Nights black Mantle had overſpzead the whole 
Earth, and there remained none that would Combat with the Knight 
of Fame, but to his great Honour he remained Uinoz, Then pꝛe⸗ 
ſently he was in Triumphant manner ( accozding to their cuſtome 
* with a ſound of gallant Trumpets, conveyed to the King's Palace, 
where the King and all the vanquiſhed Knights honourably received 
him: Amongſt the reſt, was the King of Arragon, a moſt bzave Knight 
at Arms, who greatly defired to be acquainted with this bzave Tham- 
plon, uſing him with all courteſie and kindneſs. After many ſolemn 
welcomes pals'd on every ſide, and he unarmed, the King utterey 
unto him theſe Speeches : 

Molt Noble Knighr,whoſe Pꝛowels hath deſerved everlaſting cont: 
. mendations, acco2ding to my pzonuſed Decre, and the pomiſed Re» 
ward to the Conquero2, J yield unto you my Daughter, the only Heir 
of my Kingdom : then taking Philena by the hand, he delivered her 
unto him, whereupon the Knight of Fame with great Reverence 
killing her hand, (aid: 

Divine Pꝛinteſs, how can J ſufficiently rejoyce, that am this day ex- 
tofled to the higheſt pitch of Heavenly FAicity, being unwozthily 
peferred to enjoy ſo lwet a Lady as your ſelf ? Bet J humbly beſeeth 
you vouchſafe me (though a Stranger) that bleſſed bounty, as to 
eſteem of me as one that hath devoted himſelf fo2 ever to our Sacred 
ſelf, and though by right of Conqueſt J may challenge vou fo) m 
own, pet be aſſured (Gzacidus Madam) that J will never obtain 
ny thing without your free content. 1 

That night the Knight ol Fame was honourably feafted by the King, 
and afterwards conduced to a'P}incely Lodging, where he began to 
meditate on his eſtate, and how happily he was pzeferred to ſo great 
Dignity, as to Marry the Daughter of a King, who was only Heir 
to the Crown; calling ro mind every particular he could, of: his Birth 
and bzinging up in the Jfland of Rocks, . his fancy telling him that 
he was Son to ſome Potentate : At laſt, viewing a Jewel whichhe 
had kept ever unce his Nurle was lain, which ſhe had always charged 
him to keep carefully. : thtle thoughts, and wit hal a ſecret inſtind of 
Nature which he kelt in himſelf, aiming at higher matters, lettled a 
perſwaſion in his mind, that he was ſpuing of Royal Race, and 
therefo:e fit to Patch with ks * then talling UI 
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the exceeding Betny of Prulena, impzinting in his Fancy a perfect 
remembzance of her Gꝛaces, cweet Countenante, and mild Behaviour 
he felt a ſtrange thtobbing in his heart, which dilturbed all his Sen. 
les, that he was as it were, transkozmed into a pleaſant delight 
whereupon he kell into a ſweet lumber. f 
While he contiaued with his epes cloſed up by Morpheus, Venus 
pitying the troubled thoughts of her devoted Subjec Philena, and wile 
ling to extol the Honour of this Knighr, the appeared to him in a Ui: 
lion, ſcanding by his Bed-ſide, with a clear burning Taper in one 
hand, and holding a moſr Beautiful Lady in the other, of ſuch Divine 
perſictiong that Heaven noz Earth could not in his fancy frame a moe 
Divine Eſſence of Beauty, Ar lait the Lady Venus laid: 


E Knight of. Fame, regard theſe words } ſpeak, 
Seek not by Force Love's conſtant bands to break ; 
Philena fair, the beautiful Heir of Tqzate, 

Her conſtant Love on Remulus doth place. 

Defire not thou her liking to attain, 

But from her Love thy tantaſie refrain ; 

Thy Conqueſt right, give him that hath her Love, 
And from their Hearts, the cares they *bide remove 
This Lady bright thy Fancy ſhall ſubdue, 

Then to her Love prove conſtant, juſt, and true: 
Firft ſeek her out, then to her pleaſure tend, 

To win her Love thy whole Affection bend. 

Of Royal Race thy ſeli art rightly ſprung, 

Laſt by thy Friends when as thou wert but Young. 
Thy Fathei's Fame has filPd, the World with Praiſe, 
Thy Mothers Gifts her laſting Honours raiſe.

* Whilſt Venus uttered theſe Speeches, the Knight of Fame noted 
' dhe excecving Peauty ok the Lady the held in her hand, and rhinking: 
ta hade demanded her name, ſhe pzeſently vaniſhed, wherewith he 
awaked. 
The remembzante of this Uidon dzove him into a confuſion of 
thaughts, one while perſwading himſelf ir was but aDzcaw, and not 
woꝛth minding, and then again alluring hinaſelf, it was a UiGan, like: 
unthat which, appeared unto. him in the Jlland ol Rocks ; but * 
* 
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ſuch a ſicrit imp2eſion of the Ladies Beauty was fixed in his remem⸗ 
bzance> that he quite fozgot Philena, whoſe Beauty was nothing com- 
parable to her Divine Perfection ; that calling to mind every partitu- 
lar, he had obſerved the pefect Idea of the kind Ladies countenance, fa: 
vour, and beauty, was ſo deplty imp2inted in his heart, that no other 
thought would enter his Bain, but that ſhe was the Lady which he 
ſhould honour, ſo that he vowed to ſearcy the Wozld thꝛoug hout to find 
her, and come ts the knowledge of his Parents. Jn theſe cogitations 
he ſpent the reſt of the night. 

Early in the Mozning he was honoured with all the diberſirſes of 
courteſics,and molt Royally feaſted by the Ring, who within ir days ap⸗ 
pointed his Daughter and him to be affianced together, but the Knight. 
of Fame remembzing his Uiſion, diligently obſerved which was the 
Knight Philena loved, and ſen perceived it ta be Remulus, who as 
mongſt other Thrician Knights, had ſought means to Honour him, but 
little thought the Knight of Fame had noted the kindneſs between him 
and Philena; buthe noting all circumſtances, ſaw that Philena was 
deeply enthꝛalled it Cupid's Net, | 

This wozthy Knight perceived, that when ſhe was talking wich him, 
her Eye would be on Remulus, - glancing ſo many ſweet loks, inter: 
mingled with ſighs towards him that he thought it a Deed Inhumane 
to part them; and taking occaſion when Philena was in a deep ſtudy, 
he ſaid - 

Ercellent Lady, may J be ſo bold as to bzeak off your ſad Cudy, 
wherewith you add heavineſs to your mind, and expel this careful dil- 
polition, and rather ſpend your time in mirth and pleaſure : J have 
ofren noted your heavine's, which makes me ſuppeſe my unwo2thineſs 
to be the cauſe thercof ; but ſince my Intereſt is (uch, as that J may 
claim pou foꝛ my own, J beſecch you do not ſo much diſgrace my Tra» 
velg, as not to vouchſałe me that kindneſs that belongeth to the con⸗ 
dition of my Conqueſt, and pour Father's Decree; and if vou 
eſteem me ( becauſe unknown) as yet not wozthy of your love, impoſe 
me any task, and J will undertake it fo2 your ſake, and ſo labour to 
win your love by deſert, as by the Triumph J have attained the inte⸗ 
reſt of your Royal Perſon: But Jpercefve your cares are ſuch, fo2 
fome other earneſt occaſion, that J am an unwelcome Gueſt to your 
Company, and another hath attained your pzecious lobe, which if it 
be ſo, ſweer Lady, hide not the ſame from me, but make me p2iby 
thereto; fo2 J am not rude of diſpoſirion, to challenge any thing at 
pour hands, but what 171 be with your 17 : Though your * 
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foce you to pᷣteld ro pour Father's Decree, yet conſidering that Love 
id not won with the Swozd, bur with a mutual conſent of the heart, 
I yieidmy ſelf tobe cenſured of you, and give my right and title into 
Four hands, and the intereſt J obtained by Conqueſt, J will allo ſur⸗ 
render to vou, to be by you revoked oz eſtabliſhed, 

Philena hearing his woꝛdg, with tears ſanding in her Eyes, ſaid, 
Tourteons Knight, however J have letled my Fancy beretokoze, "rig 
now countermanded by my Father's Pꝛonuſe, and your Intereſt, that 
J am not now my own ro diſpoſe of : and if any other had my pzomiſe 
of Love, vet notwithſtanding J muſt labour to attend your liking; 
thcrefoze J wholly commit mp lelk, accozding to your right of Ton: 
gueit, into pour Cuſtody. 

But Madam ( quorh he) J account my ſclf unworthy of that Ho- 
nour, and am unwilling any way to contradict youc will, oz diſturb- 
pour quiet: but knowing that which you vertuouſly conceal, will Cur: 
render my right to the Man vou nioſt fancy; to! the Honour J have 
won ſhall be my ſufficient Reward: thercfoze J befeech pou conceal 
no part of.your mind from me, who will hazard both Life and Foztune, 
to latigfle your Deſire, and pꝛocure your Content. 

Philena wich bluſhing Countenance then. replyed, Noble Knight, 
Remulus is the Man J have long eſtecmed, but now J. muſt fozſake 
him, 02 purchaſe my Father's diſcontent, and deny pou the right of. 
your Conqueſt. - The Knight of Fame ſmiling inwardly at the con- 
teit of his Utfon, ſaid, and, Lady, J will yield up my Jntereſt to 
Remulus, to pꝛoture your content, fo2 he hath wozrhily deſerved to be 
beloved of you, beſides the honour he hath done me, ſhewerh the abun⸗ 
- dant vertues that rule his heart. 

He hadſcarce ended theſe wozds, but Remulus feeling his Ears to 
glow, and chiniing all times tedious out of his Ladies Gghr, entred: 
the Gallery where they were in pzibate Conference, but ſeeing them, 
half repented his intrullon, and would have ſtepr back, towards whom 
the Knight of Fame came leading the Pzincels by the hand, and contra: 
ry to Remulusꝰg expectation, ſaid, Sir Knight,your intere(t in this La- 
dy is greater than mine; fo vou have her Heart, and J have but her

in · her, being molt glad that Fozrune had effected ach means foz. her, 
ta enjoy her dear friend Remulus. | The: 
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The Knight-of Fame having his heart troubled with remembzante 
ok bis Travels in ſearch of the unknown Lady, and willing to leave. 
en to their ſecret concent, with all courteſle, after many Spech⸗ 
es paſt, departed from them; who tak uch telicicy in the allura ate 
he had given them of obtaining rhe King's conſent, that their jap 
ſe med to be without compare. 

The day of folemnization of the Wedding being tome, be, with 
philena, in great Pomp, were conducted to a Thapel, to be Married 
together, where the Knight of Fame kngling down, deſiredthe King 
to grant him one requeſt ; who ſwoze by his Crown and Kingdom, 
to grant ir him, whatſoever it were. Moſt Royal King (quoh he) 
my humble deſire is, Thar you would without furrher doubt, granfie 
that which J hall perloꝛm in behalt of che-Pyinceſs, Thon ſhale not be 
denyed thy requeſt ( quoth the King.) 

Then the Knight of. Fame riſing up, tok Philena by the hand, and 
gave her to Kemulus. The Bing being aſtoniſhed therear, but remem- 
ming his Darth, ſaid, Since by right She is Yours, and this being 
with her liking, J give her frelp to thee Remulus, and withall, Þ a- 
dopt the my Heir atter my death. 

Remulus kngling down, thanked his Maſeſty, and pꝛeſently they 
were Married together, and the Kites and Solemnitics of the Med⸗ 
ding perfo2med in great State, to their Joy, and the Honour of the 
Knight of Fame.

(pear all that night, giting no reſpite to dep, bur barhed themlelbes

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Archas, ettozding to his Piſtreſles command, departed, and lefx 
his Paramour in her Bed, pcriwading himſelf that he had embyaccd the 
ſweereſt Lady in the UWozld, which ſo rejoyced his heart, that he ( pent 
the reſt of the Mozning in great mirth; bur milling Sorana, he went 
to her Chamber, where being entred, he ſon elpied Violetta's Appa- 
rel confuſedly caſt about, and cvery thing in ſuch diſoꝛder, that he could 
not tell what to think. At laſt he enquired of every one fo2 her, but 
none could tell what was become of her, untill coming to the Guardt- 
ans, they told him that Sorana went out of the Tallle the laſt night, 
and that ſhe had left with them his Ring. 

Arc has ſeeing the Ring, well knowing that he had given ſt to none 
but Violetta, was ſo aſtoniſhed and enraged with doubt, that he pe- 
ſently ſuſpected ſhe was eſcaped, and coming to the Adulterous Bed, 
where Le thought to have found her, (ſoftly dzawing rhe Curtains, - 
found that Sorana had been his Paramour inſtead of Violetta, who af« 
ter her paſtime, was aſleep, 

Archas now perfectly knew that Violetta was eſcaped in Sorana'g 
Diſguiſe, and thought that it could not be without her conſenting 
thereto, and went pzeſcntly to ferch his Swozd to end her life; who 
by that time he returned was awaked, and ſeeing him come frowning 
towards her with his Swozd dꝛawn, gave luch h2zieks that many of 
the Servants hearing the noiſe, came running into the Chamber, 
but he being enraged with Violetta's abſence, and inwardly fretting 
at her deceit, (with repentance, that he beſtowed his embzaces on that 
loathſome creature, who now ſcemed moſt ugly, in reſpec of the Di⸗ 
vine and wet Lady he thought he bad enjoyed caught hold of her, 
and by the hair of yer Head, dzagge? her out of rhe Bed into the midſt 
of the Chamber, ſaying : 

Baſeft of Strumpets, touldſt thou not be content to conſent to the 
eltape of Violetta, but thou mult betray my Love unto thy contagious 
ſelf? Was not the favour J daily ſhe wed thee enough to May the fron . 
offering me this abuſe ? Thou haſt deceived my expectation, and loff 
all my happineſs by her eſcape : J would peradventure have remitted 
the one, hadſt thou not been guiliy of the other. But thou ſhalt neber + 
rejoyce at what thou haſt done, and little ſhalt thou get by thy nights 
wok. Archas not luffering her then to make any anſwer ; alluring 
himlelt that ſhe was guilty of both, rhzult his Sword quite thzough 
her body and in chat undecent ſo2t left her, gibing many a greevous 
groan untfll (hc dyed, 

The Servants ſeeing this, covered her Body and buried it: Archas 
meſentiy Arming himlelt, giving ſpecial charge to the CU to 
. t 
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keep diligent Match, - polted that way he thought beſt in her ſearch. 

Violetta by this time had wandzed a great way, Care haſting her 
ſteps, and Fcar ro be again ſurpzized, tok away the rediouſneſs of 
her Travel; at laſt fozſaking rhe braten way, ſhe wandycd aſide into a 
Delart, and unkrequented place, being ſo full fraught with young 
Trees and little Spzigs, that ſhe there thought to remain undeſcryed, 
and being wearied with travel, the late down upon a Bank to reſt her 
ſelk. She had not ſtayed long in that place, bur ſhe eſpiet an ancient 
Man, whoſe years made him top towards the Earth, carrying a few 
dy ſticks under his Arm.

The olo Man hearing her Speeches, made this anſwcr, Fair Lady, 
my homely Tell is not wozthy to receive pour perſon, but ſuch as ir 
is, pou ſhall be heartily welcome thereto: Foz J deſire to live no lon⸗ 
ger, than to extend my [mall aſſiſfance to ſuch as ace in diſtreſs, but 
eſpecially ſuch harmleſs Creatures as pour ſelf, therefoe if it plcaſs 
you to attept of ſuch luttour as my pay Cottage affozocth, pou ſhall 
receive it willingly; and fox that J ſee your Travel bath wearied 
you, and this cold Earth whereon you ſit may endanger your health,. J 
will aid you to my Cell, which is nor far off, Do ſo good Father 
( quoth che) and J thank you moſt heartily, where J will diſcover 
unto you my hard miſhap. This ſaid, the leaned her (clf upon his A- 
ged Arms, ſo weary with Travel that ſhe could ſcarce let her tender 
fcet upon the Gꝛally Earth. 

The Cell where this old man inhabited, was under the Ade of a 
Rocky Bill, being well contrived, and ſo arrificially had he framed 
the Chimney, that though a hollow vault, he conveyed the linoak and 
by the do ran a moſt pleaſant Spzing, where the clcar Mater firs - 
ving with the \meth Pebbles, made a bubling noiſe, and the comfoz- 
table Beams of Golden Phoebus had full fozce : On the ocher fide was 
a pleaſant ddiod, where the Bit ds were always very harmontous. 

As ſan as Violetta was entred the oldman's Paradiſe, he ſeated * 
her upon a ſofe Chatr, giving her all rhe courteous entertainment be 
could, bunging umo her white Bzead, Cheeſc and Apples, his Dink 
the clear Bio water that ran by the Ceil-dwz, wherets. becauſe he

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Would amend the Tate to her liking, he mingled Aquæ Vin 

Violetta-being hungry, thought this pw2 p2oviſion in that quiet plate 
very dainty tod, wherewi:! ſhe ſtanched her hunger; and the 
mean time tue old man beard Water, and boiled Herbs to hahe her 
fect, which the kindly attepted, perceiving it came ag willing!» from 
the old mans heart, as ever god deed came from any. This done, 
Violetta Befired the old man to ir down by her, who accozding to her 
requeſt did, while ſhe ſald as followerh. 

Gad Father, The kinoneſs J find in your entertainment, <heth 
the vertues that rule your heart, which makes me nor doubt to tell you 
the whole Tragical Diſcourſe of my Mis koꝛztune, therefoze thus it is: 
JF was bon in Theſlaly, and there Married to a wozthy Knight. na⸗ 
med #ollipus, who came lately into Bohemia, with the Poble Pzunte 
Pariſmus, who when he had wedded Laurana, the Kiug's Daughter of 
Theſſaly, he bzought her thither Me had nor (tayev lon ein great 
joy) in the Bohemian Touct with content, but thus out kelicito was 
croſg'd. My Low» ano J ne day (enticed by the hear of the Sun, 
to ſ&k ſome col place) wandzed from the Cour t into a picaſane G1ove, 
where haunted a wild Bear, whom my dzar Vusband eſpying, pur: 
ſued, and J feacing leſt ſome harm might betide him ( compelled by 
a deſire of his wilfare ) thought to have followed hum but wandzed a 
quite contrary way; and being gotten out of rh: Wd, was by wick: 
ed Archas (unknown to me then) conveyed io his Taſtle, - who p10: 
miſled to conduc me to the Bohemian Court. cUyen J had remain⸗ 
ed in the Caltle lo the ſpace of two days he certified me tally ( whith 
I afterwards perceived) that Pollipus was dead, which J believing, 
Tok it o heavily, that J was often in danger of deach thereby; bur 
in a ſinall time J found his ka ſhood, and under ſtod his intent which 
was to detain me in his keeping to larisfie his Luſt, which grew to 
tuch a heft, that ſurpzizing me in thc Garden unawares. be would 
have fo2ced me, had not a Gentlewoman, hearing my ſhzieks and cries, 

come to the plate where J was, and rhcreby pzevented him, whom J 
made p2iby to all my ſecrets, by whoſe means late laſt night J Cale 
from the Tackle: Now good Father Counſel me to eſcape his hands, 
who J know niaketh all diligent ſearch fo2 me, and unleſs you help 
me, J ſhall fall into his hands again, which rather than J will do, 
J will maſſacre my ſelf. 

The old man all this while diligently marking every cirtumſtante 
of her diſcourſe, made this anſwer ; Lady, J perceive by your ſpich- 
es what miſeries pouhave undergone by Archas's r ——

{nfamous. deeds hath made his name hated, being the chief Governo2 
of this Country, who delighteth in no vertuous action, but continual:

ſafeſt way koꝛ you to get thither, is to change your Habit, and my ſelf 
if you pleaſe will be your trum Guide, altho but weak. - 

Violetta's Heart fo2 ſoy leapt within her to hear his Speches, and 
pꝛelently put the ſame in pꝛactite, giving him a Jewel, which he at 
the next Town exchanged foz ſuch homely weeds as they did think belt 
fo2 her to paſs undelcryed, wherewith having apparelled her ſelf, ſhe 
departed with the old man, wholeft his Cell to the keping-of his Son, 
who was Servant to a wealthy Swain living thereby. 

The fir days Journey they overpaſg'd with caſe, ſhoztning the te- 
diouſneſs of the way with the old mans diſcourſe, and at night they relt⸗ 
ed themſelves as conveniently as might be upon the cold Earth, and 
thus they ſojourned fo2 thao days, until their Pzoviſion began to detap, 
and they were without hope of getting any moze to ſupply their want, 
fo: they were entred into a Deſolate Wilderneſs, which they tould 
not paſs over in thz& oz four days.

dery ck, and ſeating himſelf down upon a Bank, fceling an extreme 
faintneſs to poſſeſs his heart, uttered theſe Speeches. 

Undoztunate Wyetch thar J am! that am not able to perfozm mo 
nomie made to vou, but mult here leave you in ditreſs without com- 
kot, would that my Deſtiny had not ſuffercd me to live till this inſtant, 
02 that your good Fo2tune had been ſo kavourable as to have lighted on 
a ſafer Guide, that you might have eſcaped the ſozrow that J am like 
to leabe you in; this unfrequented Wilderneſs affozdeth no eaſe to 
your care, but after my death pour Travels are to begin afreſþ becauſe 
you are without a Guide, which may chance to bzing your vertuous belt 
in farther danger, only this comfo2r remainery to my careful dying 
heart, that your habit may be a mrans to keep pou from many evils ; 
this plate is full of unccrrafn ways, that J know not which of then 
to direct you to follow, only this, keep the Sun at his Setting riglt 
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commit pou to all good Foztune, fo; J ſec that the date of my life is 
at an end, wiſhing all pꝛolpecous ſucceſs unto your Journey, all hap- 
py eſcapes out of danger, and your own hearts content ; deſiring you 
ro make no tarrtance to pzovide my Funeral, but leave me in this 
place, ko; little account do J make of my aged body, and fo again 2 
ldd you all happy kelitity with a bleſſed and joyful end of pour cares, 
which woꝛds being ended he gave up the Ghoſt. 

Violetta ſceing the old man dead, was lo overcome with Gzſiek, tha 
ſhe had much ado to keep her ſelf from following him, that the late 
there ſhcdbing abundance of tears, and what with remembzante of the 
deſolareneſsof the plate, end rhe dead body of the old man(which was a 
fearful ſight to loak upon) her Sentes were dzawn into an ext ding 
terroz, that ſhe was half beſides her ſelf therewith: and being a» 
ghaſt with the ſight of the old man, ſhe haſted koꝛwards; but when the 
night appzoached, her heart was alkrighted, that ſhe thought the old 
man's Ghoſt followed her, then the thought ſhe heard ſome wild Beaſt 
behind her ready to devour her, which made her leave the choſen place 
of her abode to leek another, and in a multitude of cares ſhe paſſed that 
night, uttering many a (ſigh foz the moznings chearful appꝛoath, which 
being come, ſhe betok her ſelf again ta her earneſt Travel, being ter: 
rificd with extream fear to met Archas. 

But Foztune (who is ever mutable ) cauſed her to wander a quite 
contrary way, and ſhe thinking that ſhe went towards rhe Bohemian 
Court, went on lome thꝛe days without intermiſſion ; at laſt ſhe elpy⸗ 
ed an ancient Caſtle, whoſe craggy Walls were ready to fall in 
ruine to the ground, where ſhe was conſtrained by reaſon of ertream 
hunger, to crave ſuccour: and coming to the Gare, ſhe ſaw an aged 
Man with a lad countenance keeping the entrance, to whom che ſaid; 
Good Sir, bouchſafe a poo2 diſtreſſed Wloman ſome relief, who am 
wand2ed out of the way, and like to periſh ; whereupon lifring up his 
Lead, he made her this anlwer: 

This place affozderh but ſmall comkozt, fo; we are all here repleat 

ith lozrow; but come in, and what entertalnment it pieldeth, you 
thall be welcome unto: This ſaid, he ſhut the Gate, and bzought 
her into the Caſtle, where were a few Servants in Mourning Attire, 
[eming by their habits and lad countenances to be quite overcome with 
diſcontent; and in a Room by ber ſelf, ſate a beautiful Daniſel 
with her Exes won with griek, to whom the Pozter bꝛonght Violetta, 
laying : 

This place by reaſon ot cur misloztuneg, map rather add cares to 

| — 
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augment your ſozraws, than comkozt your diftreſs ; fo2 the miſery that 
hath bekaln us, is ſuch, that it hath expelled all joy from cur hearts, 
and becauſe you (hall be attampanied with the truth of all, J will re- 
late unto vu the whole circumſtance of our grievous Tragedy. There 
remaineth a Gpant not far from this place called Brandamor, in a 
Callle of ſuch invincible (trength, as it is impoſſible to be overconie 
by millions of Soldiers, who delighted in nothing but crpel and un⸗ 
lawful attempts: andupon a time he chanced to arrive ßere, and by 
ill Foztune, eſpyed me walking abꝛoad in company of my Parcnts, my 
Bother Panvamus, and two of my Fathers Servants; and J know 
not by what deſire thereto dzawn (his mind being lo apt to any mil⸗ 
chief ) he viewing me, liked my Beauty, and preſently ſuch an jno2- 
dinate deſire kindled in his Bꝛeaſt, that he could not reſt till he had ol. 
tained the lame; whereupon hiding himſelf until he found a fir oppo2- 
tunity, he ſuddenly let upon my Father. offering to take me away by 
violence, my Father denied him, until the Giant being enraged ew 
his Swozd, and in a ſmall ſpace ſlew him. My Mother and J be: 
holding this bloody Scene, ran towards the Caſtle, and in the mean 
time my Bother Panvamus continued the fight againſt him, and be- 
ing unable to withffandſo huge a Monſter, he wag conſtrained to fall 
and ſo lay upon the ground byeathleſs. This done, and Brandamor 
/ perceiving us fled, halted after us, but bekoze he could overtake us, 
we had obtained to the Taſtle, and reſcued our ſelves from paſſeſſion; 
but when he ſaw himlelf diſappointed of his intent, he made as though 
he departed from hence, and contrary to our thoughts, he hid himſelf 
amonglt the Buſhes. My Mother being overcome with extream ſoz - 
row fo2 my Fathers death, neither regarding doubt no2 danger, went 
back, with hopes to recober him, whom Brandamor pzeſently ſurpꝛi- 
led and carried away with him. hoping by her imp2iſonment ro make, 
her yield me into his hands. My Bꝛother Panvamus within & Wh 
after recovered his fer (not knowing of my Mother'g misfes:tune ) 
and with great hazardof his Life got hither, whom J had much add 
to pzeſerve from death, and now he is departed again towards the Fo: 
* reſtof Ard, where the Giant's Caſtle ſtandeih, to invent means to 
let my Mother at liberty, and this is the pꝛomiſed night of his return 
and thus have J told you the cauſe of my lozrow: whcreupon abun:; 
dance of tears fell from her eyes. | 48 
Violett hearing her ſpœches, could not refrain from weping, te: 
membzing how un koꝛt unately the was ſtill croſt in her deſire, which 
wag to attain to the Bohrauan Tourt, and how contrary to fer er- 
py D 4 pedatian 
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pedation, ſhe was wandzed quite another way, and bzoughr tn danger 
of her Like; being in that pooz and dill relled ſtate, ſhe could not ſtay 
the paſſage of her tears already begun; but ſuch a flod of rears digi. 
led from her Cvts, that Clarina could not chuſe tur onierbe theaz, and 
defice her to tell her rhe cauſe of that ſudden paſſion ; then colleging *' 
her Beauty, and (wert Countenance together, perceived that Violer- 
ta was no ſuch Perſon as her apparcl ſhewed her to be, but of better 
Birth, and being deſirous to be reſolved of thoſe doubts, the uttered 
theſe ſpeches: 

J know not (quoth he) what Title to aſcribe unto pou beeauſe J 
am ignozant of whence you are, but if pou pleaic ro maniłeſt your ſelf 
unto me, J will willingly endeavour to wozk your content: thercfoze 
I deſire youto impart the recital thereof unto me, that knowing your 
fate, I map know how to uſe you. 

Violetta being deſirous to (&k any means to comfo2t her ſelf. made 
this anſwer: J moſt heartily thank you fo2 offering me ſo large a 
poffer of alſiſtante, which at this pzeſent J tand in ned of, toz mp 
wearied Limbs crave eaſe, my unlucky Stars having allotted me to 
ſo much miſcry, that J am ſcarce able to bear ir, noz is death ſo gen: 
tle to me, as ro emhzate me in his cold Arms, but {ll I live in per- 
petual ſozrow : Foz know, molt Courteous Lady, that J did lately 
enſop all feiicity, but now am enthzalled in all diſtreſs ; and truly 
Lady, J am fozced to put on this habit to ſhꝛowd mp ſelf from perils, 
which J have ben to ſubject unto: Fo2 J am as unfoztunately as you 
are, by extream miſhap dzawn from my Dignity, Friends, and Ac- 
quaintance, and fozced to (@k fo refuge in this place, where by your 
kindneſs J am well refreſhed, neither will J conceal any of my mil⸗ 
foxtunes from pou. | 

Then Violetta repeated the whole truth to her, as ſhe had done be- 
fd2e to the Þermit ; which when Clarina heard, with tears ſhe did par⸗ 
take in her ſozrow, and taking her again by rhe hand, deflred to be 
excuſed fo not uſing that behaviour towards her as ſhe deſerved, pꝛo- 
miling her with willingnels to further her tate conduct towards Bo- 
hemia, which ſhe told her, her Bzother Panvamus would undertake at 
her requeſt. In this and ſuch like diſcourſe they ſpent the reſt of the time 
till Panvamus's return, who ſhoztly came without any hopes of re- 
deming the Lady Madera his dear Mother. 

_ © Clarina as ſon as he was come, declared unto him Violetta's mil. 
koztune, and what ſhe was, and told him that ſhe was wedded to a 
Knight named Pollipus. Panvamushearing his Siſter ſap Pollipus, 
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called ta remembzante the ſpæches he had with a Knight he met with 
that day, who went in (carch ol a Lady, alluring himſelf this was che. 

This Rnight that he had met with, was Tellamor, who entring in⸗ 
to conference with him, asked him, ik he could tell any news of a 
Tady that was unkoztunately loſt in Bohemia, relating the very tir⸗ 
cumſtance that Cla ina had told him, which Violetta had befoze detla⸗ 
red unto her: witlall, Teliamor agked of Panvamus, if he had noe 
ſ@n a Knight bearing in his Armoz this Device, A Knight puriuing 
a wild Bear. 

Jt ſo fell out now, that Panvamus beheld the notable Combat that 
Pollipus fought with Brandamor, and remembzing the Device in his 
Armoz, knew him to be the ſame Knight Tellamor enquired after; 
to whom he declared all that he knew concerning the Battel with Bran- 
damor, and how treachcrouſly he wag ſurpzized and impailoned, 

Tellamor hearing that Pollipus was imptiſoned in the Fozreſt of 
Ard, rode thither, and Panvamus departed to the Caſtle, and at his 
coming, found V ioletta there in po habit, but hearing his Difſters

But Sir, (quoth Violetta) might J obtain this fabour at yaur 
hands. 
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hands, That you would give the Knight vou met, knowledge of mp 
being here, tben Jam ſure he will (on come to me, with whom 
would gladly ſpeak, fo: J know he is one of rhe Knights of Bohemia, 

This will J do creply'd Panvamus) o; any thing elle you ſhall com- 
mand me; and becauſe J will not be diſappointed of finding him, I 
will early the next mozning geen him, fo2 he is gone io the For: 
reſt of Ad, where Jknow J ſhall ſurely flud him. 

Early the next mozning (accozding to his wozd) Panvamus tak ' 
Hozſe and rode after Tellamor, leaving his Siſter and Violetta toge- 
ther, who us' d the beſt perlwaſions they could, to comfo2t one another, 
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CHAP. 1X. 

How Panbamus overtook Tellamoz, and how they met Barzillug 

at the Golden Tower, and returned all together to Panvamug's 
Caltle, where Tellamoz was enamoure d of Clarina. 


Anvamus having left Clarina and Violetta together, with all

bis ſaid, they departed tagether, but by reaſon of the night's ap⸗ 
mNoach, they were kozced to take up their Lodging on the cold Gzound; 
but befoze Phoebus had illuminated the Elements, Panvamus told Tel- 
lamor, that if he would then go, he would undertake to guide him; 
to which he conſented: but Pan vamus truſting to muth to his know: 
ledge, rode another wap, and when it was light, they arrived in a Clal- 
ge" "624k e | leg, 
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ley, where they beheld two Knights flercely combating each other, 
and dzawing near them, Tellamor knew one of them 10 be Barzillus. 
The occaſion of this Combat was thus: | 

After Barzillus had parted from Fariſmus and Tellamor, taking 
the middle way, he wandzed many days without any Adventure, and 
at laſt arrived at a mo? gadly Palace, beauriſted with innumerable 
Turrets of exteding height, that their tops ſ@med to reach the Clouds, 
being of ſuch turſous wozkmanſhip, that the like was never ſen, 
whoſe glittering reflection, enlightned by the Sun, dazled the Eyes 
of the be holders. In the mid ok this Palace, was erected a ſtately 
Building in the fozm of a Temple, ſeming all to be made of the pu⸗ 
reſt and fineſt Gold, on the top whereof Cod the Image of a Lady 
with an Jmperial Crown upon her Head, whoſe fozm of Beauty 
would entice a modeſt mind into a wandzing delight. 

Barzillus beholding this, was very deſirous to know who inhabited

Barzillus reading this Superſcription, ſmote the Tent with his 
Launce, and pꝛeſently there came a Knight ready Armed, to whom 
Barzillus ſaid : Knight J reading the Superſciption overthe entrance 
into the Tent, acco2ding ro the direction thercof, have called the kozth 
to know the cauſe. The Knight made this reply: 

The place « quoth he) is called the Golden Tower, belonging to 
Maximus, the moſt High and Mighty King of Natolia, wherein is 
kept his only Daughter Angelica, foz Beauty, kit, Fozm, Chaſti- 
ty, Wildnels, Hunility, and Wiſdom, ercelleth all the Ladles in 
the Wozld, whoſe equal was never heard of, noz can ever be found : 
And therefo:e the King has placed her in this (ately Palace, whoſe 
Walls ere of S2als, and framed of (ſuch invincible ſtrength, that no 
Power of Man is able ro Subdue it. Se hath to attend her a hundzed 
Ladies of great Dignity, and a thouſand of the mot Ualiante(t 
Knights in the Wozlo, The occaſion why he guarded tus her Pers 
lon, is this: at her Birth an old Enchantreſs P2ophccied, thac her 
Beauty ſhould ſer Kings at (rife, and be the cauſe of her Fathers death.

King Maximus hath vowed (quoth the Knight) becauſe he will 
Match her accozding to her Dignity, that none but the greateſt Poten- 
tate in the Wozld ſhall be her Husband: whereupon the Knight went 
into his Tent, and bzought fozth a Picture. This, ſaſd he, is the 
the Ladies Fozm, wherein the Artlman hath ſhewn ſome pꝛitty bill, 
but lo far is this Picture comparable to the perfect deſcription of her 
Celeſtial Perfections, as far as is black from white, oz Beauty from 
Defozmity, whoſe view would alter the Afﬀecion of the Temperateſt 
Manliving, and make him vow himſelf a Servant; fo2 ſo Divine are 
her Lineaments, that her Fame is ſpꝛead thoughout the Wozld. Bar- 
zillus hearing him enter into a new commendation of her Beauty in 
ſuch an affectionate ſozt, laughed at him, laying: 

Methinks thou doateſt, oz elſe art mad, to enter into ſuch tommen ; 
dations of this Lady's Beauty, having peradventure never ſen other 
fair Ladies, o; elſe thy ſelf haſt vowed to love nonebut her, koz J 
have len a Lady which doth as far ercell this Picture, as thou repozt⸗ 
eſt ſhe doth all other. (Which wozds Barzillus ſpake, only to \@ 
whether his Ualour and his Boaſtings were agreable,) whereupon 
the Knight that kept the Tent was ſo enraged, that he ſaid, 

What ill natured Creature art thou ( quoth he) that deridelt that 
Beauty which is ſo much admired ? Halt thou no moze manners, than 

to make lo little eſtimation of that which every one adozes ? Thou 
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thalr dearly repent this diſcourteſie. UQith that he Mounted himſelf» 
and charged a Spear at Barzillus, who reſiſteo him with ſuch Courage, 
that at two Courſes he overthzew him from his Hozſe. By this time 
a number of Knights was gotten upon the Battlements to view rh? 
Combat, and ſ&ing the Knight that kept the Tent boiled, burſt into 
an exceding laughter, and lo departed. 

Barzillus having foiled the Knight, withdzew himſelf into a plca- 
ſant Uallep, and by reaſon the night appꝛoached, he there tok up his 
Lodging. This Knight that kept the Tent, belonged to the King 
of Candia, who came with an intent to win Angelica by his Pzowels; ,

gain-ſapeth, Tellamor having ended his Speches, intreated Bar- 
zillus to depart with him, which the Knight of Candia ſging, return: 
ed to the Golden Tower. : 

By the way as they went towards Panvamus's Callle, Tellamor 
declared to Barzillus, how fozrunately he had heard of Violetta, which 
much refoyced him; but when he heard of Pollipus's misfo2tune, he 
had a great mind to ſet him at Liberty, which Diſcourſe ſhoztnedtheie

amends; you may ſa to what p30? cſtsre Jem here bzought into, by 
the Trcachery of a dilloyal Knight, who hath cauſed iny miſcry, your 
travel, and Pollipus's impꝛiſonment. till 1 wes lucccured by this 
courteous Lady, Who hath pꝛeſerved me from fainiſhment : This ha- 
bit J put on fo2 my later pallage, but nuskoztune Uill wairs my ſteps, 
which no diſguiſe can pꝛevent. 

Barzillus being moved with her rears, was ready to weep to le her 
diſtreſs; till at lengch he ſaid, J bcſ@ch vou comfozt your ſelf in theſe 
extremities, and let not ſuch paſſions or ſozrow oppꝛeſs pour heart, 
unte the woꝛſt of your danger is paſt z we have all the reward we er: 
pect koz our Travels, now we have totund you, foz ſo much are we 
bound to that woꝛthy Knight Pollipus, and the Noble Pyzince Pariſ- 
mus, who is likewiſe in pour ſearch, that we acconnt our Lives well 
imployed to pleaſure them and you. 

Violetta hearing that Pariſmus was travelling in her ſearch, was 
almoſt overcome with paſſionate affection of his kindneſs, and remem⸗ 
bing what ſozrow Laurana would make fo2 his abſence, with Cghs 
the laid: J of all am moſt unfoztunate, to be the cauſe of that Noble 
Knight's Travel, which many. ways doth hazard his ſafety. and herd 
much diſqutet in the Bohemian Court, but eſpecially to that Uertuous, 
Courtcous, and Honourable Princeſs. Laurana, whole ſozrow J know 
will be moſt exceeding, and pꝛotured by my unlucky deſtiny, that am 
altogether unwozthy to be eſtemed-of them, nc2 in any degree to be lo 
highly regarded. 

Tellamor like wiſe grieving to ſe her ſozrow, comfozted her with 
theſe Speeches: Dear Lady, leave off thele ſad cares, and let no dif: 
gulet thoughts trouble pou, fo2 what is paſt cannot be recalled, but 
all is now amended by your recovery, whole death we all greatly fear 
ed. By this time Panvamus had pꝛepared their Dinner, which was 
Served in after the beſt ſozr, to which he and (.larina welcomed them 
with great kindneſs, Clarina's heart being ſome what comfozted with 
their company, hoping by their means, ts [& the downfall of Bran- 
damor, and her Mother's relcaſe. | 

When they had uell refreſhed themſelveg, and heard Violetta re- 
tare the whole circumſtance of her miskonunes, they began to deviſs 
what £o1icle to take to ſet Pollipus at liberty, which they found impol⸗ 
üble co do by kozte, becauſe the ſtrength of the place was inbincibte. 
At i: the» determined the next mozning to travel, to try if Foztune 
would any way favour their attempt; and alter they had ſpent ſome 
ume in theſe Sy#ches, and every ons reſolved what to do, Bar zi lus 
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eſp pair of Theſ's danding on a ſide Table, wich he went unto, 
and began to place the Men in oꝛder: which Panvamus ſging,came to 
him, asbing him, if he would play a Game; wherewith barzillus 
was very well contented. | 

©Ctarina ging them buſie at Cheſs, tok Violetta by the hand, and 
requeſted her to walk into the Garden; Lady (quoth ſhe ) if ir ſo 
pleaſe you, this Knight may bear us company. Then taking Tella- 
mor with them, they thee walked into the Garden together, recrea- 
ting themſelves with diſcourſe of the vertue of the Herbs, and fair 
Flowers they encountred. At laſt being weary with walking, and 
pꝛotured thereto by the heat of the Sun, they ſeated themſelves toge⸗ 
ther under the ſhadow of a Mirtle Tre upon a pleaſant Bank, bedeckt 
with many fragrant Flowers, Tellamor ſ&ing their ſadneſs, entred 
into a delightful and pleaſant diſcourſe to bzeak off the ſame, but all 
that he could do, would not once remove their caſt down Countenances, 
but Violetta leaning upon her Elbow, fell faſt aſl@p, and left Tel- 
lamor to comfo2t Clarina, which he perceiving, left off his talk, and 
fell into a dep Rudy, from which he ſuddenly revived himſelf, think- 
ing Clarina had noted the ſame, and caſting his Eye upon her, beheld 
how buſie ſhe was to collec the (wet and delicate Flowers together, 
to make a pzectious Noſegap.

plied ihe, how can J do otherwiſe, when my lozrows are beyond com- 
pare * 

Swetcſt Lady, ſaid he, if pou would veuchlake to follow mp advice; 
you ſhould ſon mitigate yeur paſſions, and baniſh that which molt op: 
pꝛelleth your heart: fo2 things paſt remedy, are not to be lamented, 
but J belech vou, pardon my boldneſs fo2 pꝛeſuming to enteg inta 
ſpXch of your'thoughts, pꝛocured by other occaſions. 

Moze he would have ſaid, but Violetta awaking, bzoke off their. 
talk, that letting fall Clarina's hand, which he had kept all that while 
in ria impziſonment, he roſe up from rhe Kolle Bank whereon he 
late, (&ling lucy a ludden vaſſion overwhelm his heart, that he knew 
not what to think; whereupon he cropt off a Roſe, which he ſmelr 
to, and marveiling at that ſudden damp, wondzing what might be 
the cauſe thereof, he felt Love's inclination to take poſſeſſion of his 
heart : but ſuddenly reviving himſelf. he turned to them again, who 
were riſen from their Seat, and attended them into the Caltle, where 
were Panvamus and Rarzillus, who at that inſtant had ended their 
paſtime, whom afterwkds they accompanied, till the Night's ap- 

20ach did bzeak up their Society. | 

Early the next mozning, theſe Knights being reſolved to follow 
their kozmer purpoſe, Armed themſelves, and came down into the 
great Hall, to take their Leaves of Clarina and Violetta. Clarina's 
heart lo melted with Gziek, with the remembzante of her Father's

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hazard your (elf foz mp ſake, who am far unwozthy of luch kindneſs, 
and unable to matze requital fo2 che ſame. 

eg, Lady, ( quorh Tellamor ) vouchſafe but to enſhzine my wil- 
lingneis in your remembzante, and gibe me any command, and ac- 
tept me fo2 your p2eſerbation, which is the only reward J crave, and 
vou thall lc J will in all duty endeabour.to become moze gracious in 
your ſight; to2 my heart deüreth nothing moe than to be at your 
Sertice, and to be at your Command, Clarina hearing his Dpeches, 
could not chuſe but take them very kindly, and marking with what 
affectionate devotion they pꝛoceded from him, made this reply. 

Gentle Sic, to withhold che (mall favour you demand, were to un⸗ 
gratetul ; therekoze becauſe you p2otfer friendſhip ſo kindly, J give 
you leave to aſſure that name upon you which is far unfic loz your 
Dignity, and ik J find you hereafter perfozm your wo2ds, you ſhall 
find me nothing unmindful to reward you. Theſe woꝛds being ended, 
Tellamor with great reverence ſaluted her, and fo departed.

How they met with Parxil⸗ 
mus, and how the Knight of Fame arrived there, and preſ-rved 
the Prin ceſs's Life, and overcame the Gyant. 


Fter many Ceremonious Farewells paſt, they parted, the Ladies. 
to their Thambers, and the Knights to their Journey towacds 
Brandamor's Caſtle, where at Sun. ſet they arribed, and fo 

that Night tok up their Inn under a gallant Oak, deviſing amongſt 
themſelves how to attain their deſire. Early the nert Mozning Ar- 
gal: iſſued out of the Caſfle, intending (as his cuſtom was) to lee 
if any Knights were in the Fozreſt: Foz ever ſince Venola's Impzi⸗ 
ſoament, divers Knights of Libya came to try their Foztune againſt 
Brandamor ) whom theſe thee wozthy Knights ſuppoſed to have been 
Brandamor himſelf, and Tellamor being the fozwardeſt, went toward 
him, whom Argalt thus greeted: 

Rnight, of whence art thou? oz why preſume thou on this Foz- 
bidden Gzound ? Giant, ſaid Tellamor, J came to delle thee, that 
ulurpeſt ſuch pziviledge to cxamine Pallengers, and my intent is in 
deſpite of thee, to keep my landing on this ground, and Jam come 
to redeem a Knight, whom contrary to equity thou veraineſt, and take 
from thee a Lady, whoſe Lozd theu-lately leweſt, that dwelt not far 
ok. Argalt hearing his Specchis, bzoke {2th into a laughter, 1 

hink⸗ 
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Whirke: «hou poo; Knight » to do move than many of thy betters 
could accomp'iſh? Me, theu act ſo tar fron. attaining the leaſt of thy 
deſires, that typ elk art like to bear them company 3; whereupon Tcl. 
lam run at him, and in the encounter he broke his Dpear, whom Ar- 
galt valiantly reſiſted: Fanvamus and Barz Ilus regarding to per com 
no Ads of Knightly Chivalry ro bim that was void uk mercy, preſent: 
ly both at once moſt ficrcely allatiled him, and within a wozt ſpace 
had got him down: bur when he law himteik lo deſperately handled, 
and in ſo imminent a danger, he laid, dafiant Knights, ſpare my 
Life that never pet offendcd you. and tell me now wherein J have 
done you w20ng, that J may make you ſatisfaction. 

Dillembling Tyrant ( quoth Panvamus ) hadſt thou a thouſand 
lives, all of them could not make reſtitution fo2 the leaſt inſury thou 
haſt done us: Now thou le ſt thy (elf in danger, thou treateſt ko pi- 
ty, when otherwile thou intendet nothing buß⸗wiolente. Thinke(t 
theu our minds are ſo eaſily dzawn to uſe Merty towards the, that 
haſt filled the Wezld with thy Tyrannics, and ſheweſt no favour to 
any that come within thy power? No, know wicked Homicide, this 
is the laſt hour that thou ſhalt bzeathe: wherewith he advanced his 
Swoꝛd to have thzult it into his Body. The Giant pcreeciving his 
reſolution, deſired him to hear him ſpeak a little further; ſay on, (quo 
Panvamus.) Then ſaid Argalt, befoze you end my days, conſider 
whom you put to death: J am not Brandamor, whom pou ſuppoſe 
me to be, but his Bꝛother, and my name is Argalt, that never in mp 
life offended you, therekoze J beſeech you ſpare my life, and whatlo⸗ 
tver you impoſe on me, J will do to my power. x 

Barzillus hearing his Speeches, told Panvamus, that he might be 
a means to ſave their further trouble if he would be a means to ſet 
Pollipus and the Lady Madera ar liberty, therefoze he ſaid unto him: 

We know not how to truſt a man of thy nature and diſpoſition, who 
thinkeſt ebery diſloyal act lawful to further thy deviliſh dzifts, and re- 
gardeſt neither Uertue noz Knighthod, but only thy own will: there- 
koze if we ſhould enjoyn thee any thing, *hou wouldſt dillopally break 
thy Oath, and ſon fo2ger what thou didſt vow to perfozm, and cons 
trary to honeſty. ſoner betray us by thy Treachrry; but if thou wile 
ſave thy life, aſſure us to let at liberty the Lady Madera and Polli- 
pus, and on that condition thou ſpalt go free. Argalt hearing his 
. oeerhes, vowed and pꝛoteſted with many pꝛoteſtationg, to fulfil their 
re queſt within three days, lo they let him go. 

Argalt being gone, began rs con er what pꝛomſſe he had made 
ä them, 
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them, and by what means he had elcaped death, and how courreoally 
upon tyis Dath, they h d lade d his Life, and gave credit to his ſpecch» 
es, which he was thus rcſolved ro acc. mpliſh. and being entred the 
Caſlle, coming to B! andamor ( waundei and faint with bl:eding, be 
then declared unto him all ihat fad hapned) requeſting his conſent 
to accompliſh their demand, which he had bound Limieif by Dath 10 
perfoum. Brandamor hearing his ſpecches, ſaid: | 
Why Bzother,condider you not what dangers may enſue; if J ſhould 
accompliſh your requeſt ? And withal, do you not remember rhe Ua- 
lour that is in chis Knighr Pollipve, who would by his Liberty bzing 
us in Danger? As fo2 the Lady Madera, J regard it net if the go 
hence, fo2 now J do not eſteem ber Daughters Beauty, which was 
the cauſe J have ſo long detained her: then ik vou pleaſe ſend her un: 
to them, and let them ſeck the perfozmance of the reſt how they tan; 
fo2 what need you now mind your pzomiſe, when yot! are got from 
them ? Arg! hearing his ſpeeches, and ſeeing he could not periwade 
him, was contented; and being cally dzawn to fozget his ſolemn 
Dath which he had made, thought that Madera's releaſe would ſatis: 
fie them, and be enough fo2 him to perkozm, therefo2e he reiolved co 
ſend her pzeſcatly with this Mellage, That poll pus could by no means 
be let at Liberty; and coming ts the Lady Madera (who (till conti⸗ 
nued in her heaby dumps) he told her, that the time of her Liberty 
was come, and that ſhe ſho1u!d bz deraincd no longer there. Madera 
at the firt believed him not, but when ſhe perceived he meant as he 
ſaid, ſhe was very glad thereof, whereupon Argalt let her out of the 
Gate, bidding her tell the Knights that lought her Liberty, that Fol- 
lipus could not be releafed, but that they might ſpeak with him at a 
Window over the Bzidge. Madera was ſon eſpyed by Panvamus, 
who knowing her, with dutiful reverence ſaluted her, with his knee 
on the ground, whilſt the with motherly tears rejoyted to ſce hmm. 
And being met by Tellamor and Barzillus. Ge declared whar Argalt 
had ſaid concerning Pollipas, which when they heard, ther were 
exceedingly tozmented with veration, to ſee the Giant's dillopalto, 
yet natwithſtanding, ſetting all doubts apart, they determined to ſee 
if he meant true, that they might come to his ſpeech, which was a 
tomkozt to then; and although they knew be would quit no oppoztu- 
nity to betray them, yct they went to the Bzidge (having a-careful 
retpect to their danger) where accozding to Argal:'s wozIg they found 
Pollipus, wo knowing them; welcomed them with great joy,ſaring : 
Dear friends (quoth he) you (ce how J am encloſed by Tr:achery 
coming 
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toming to reſcue re fair Lady Venold, Daughter to the King of Li- 
bya: J am well uſed here, therekoze p2ay tell me the occaſion of pour 
arrival in this place. 

Noble Knight, ſaid Tellamor, we rejoyce at your health; we have 
alſo found the vertuaus Lady Violetta, who remain:rh in god health 
at ronder Lady's Taſlle, having endured many miſeries bekoze that 
ſhe came thither. De had ſcarce ended rheſe words, but he cſpied 
trandamor with fit Knights, croſſing the Channel in a Boat that 
encompaſſild the Tatle, whom Barzillus knew meant to them no god, 
therefoze they withdzew themleives from off the Bridge, the better to 
withſtand them, which Pollipus perceiving, a thou land times wiſhed 
bimſclf amengſt them, belng ready to tear the hair oth, his head with 
crtream vexation, Brand amor being landed, pzeſently with his migh⸗ 
ty Mate fell upon them with great violence, who to their utternwſl 
power recited him molt valiantly, but by reaſon of their great odds 
{ fo2 all the Knights that were with him aſſailed them) they were 
in ſhoꝛt ſpace ſoꝛe wounded, and in great danget : Wick Fanvamus 
perceiving, lefr his Mother, and came to their reſcue, till at laſt he 
vegan with the reſt to faint and deſpair of Uictozy yet notwirhſtan: 
ding they had lain thꝛe of rhe Giant's Knights. 

Uuhilſt they continued in this Combat, Par iſmus by god foztune 
(bearing by a Knight of Venola's Impziſonment) arrived there at 
that inſtant, and eſpying their cruel Combat, perceived the Gyant by 
bis huge p2opo2tion to be one of them, and knowing Tellamor by 
his Armour, he ſuddenly ruſht in . them, reaching ſo valiant 
a biow at Brandamvr, that his Arm? on his left arm burſt, and the 
blood iflucd out at that entrance his Swoꝛd had made, and redoubling 
another blow befoze Brandamor could litt up his mighty Mate, he hit 
hiu ſo right upon the Creſt, that with the blow, he made the Fire ſtart 
out of his Eyes. Tellamor and Barziiius pzeſently knew the Pzince 
by the faſhion of his Armour, which again ſo revived their diſmayed 
Secaſes, that with great Courage and Reſolution they renewed the 
Fight againſt Brandamotꝰs other thz& Knights, whilſt the Pꝛinte dealt 
wich rhe Gyant himlelk, who found his Pzoweſs to be ſuch as he never 
telt bekoze. | 

Pollipas ſfanding at the Window beheld the Pzinte arrived, which 
ſticred him up to ſuch Courage, that he lew rhe Jar loz's Man his 
Keper, ranging from Chamber to Chamber, till he came to rhe 
place where Venola was, who was continually attended and guarded 
by ten Knights, whom he allailed all at once with a Bar of Iron, 
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continuing do terrible a Fight againſt them, that he had ſon Cain one 
half of them, and the reſt being amazed, fled from him, and boulted 
the Dogz with ſuch ttrength, that he could not poſibly get out. 

In the mean time rhe Cowardly Guardians made ſuch a hoꝛrible 
duttery, that. Argalt, and all that continued in the Taltle, p2eſently 
Armed themſelves, and ſome of them illued out and ſet upon the 
Pzince, thinking ty main kozce to take him Pziſoner, but contrary 
to their expectation they withited them with great Courage, and the 
Pꝛinte behav'd himſelf lo valiantly that many of them loft their Lives. 
The Giant ſtill continuing ſuch eager Fight againſt him, that he was 
moſt grievouſly wounded, which fo enraged him, that he dꝛove his 
Enemies to their utmoſt ſhifrs. Argalt likewiſe being illued out with 
others in company, had Cafn Barzillus, and bzought Pariſmus into ex- 
treme danger of his Life, who notwithſtanding, (&ing Tellamor 
down, and at the mercy of his Enemies, gathered Courage afreſh, 
and Caved his life by his Pꝛowelg. 

Brandamor by this means having time to bzeathe himſelf, and ſ&- 
ing his Knights dꝛop down lo faſt,, came cowardly behind the Pzince 
and adbanced his huge Mace, thinking at that blow ro end his Life, 
but beloze it could deſcend, there tame a Knight with great ſwifrneſs, 
who charging his Spear againſt him, thꝛew him to the ground, which 
done, drawing, his Swozd, and diſmounting himſelf with 
great nimbleneſs, he Let his fat on the Giant's Neck, and had not 
his Bꝛother prevented him, he had then cut his head off, wherekoze 
turning upon Argalt, he ſtruck ſo violent a blow at him, that he made 
him rel. Row the Fight began afreſh, dohich was ſo terrible to be- 
hold, that J want Skill to ex pꝛeſs it. 

The Pzince ſeeing ſo valiant a Knight come to his reſcue, revibed 
his Courage, and although he was moſt grievoully wounded, and ne- 
ver bcfoze in all his life bꝛought to that extreme danger, yet his No- 
ble Splrit gathered ſuch new Courage, that bzandiſhing bis Swozd, 
and ſtepping from Tellamor (who by his Succour was well refreſh: 
ed) pꝛelenily ſent the Gyoſt of one of Brandamor's Servants to Bell, 
and after him. another- Fn the mean time Brandamor and Argalc 
continued Fight againſt the ſtrange Knight, who both at once aſſailed 
him, till at length Argalt unable to endure any longer by reaſon of 
the grievous wounds he had reccived, with hideous groans gave up rhe 
Ghot. The new-come Knight perceiving the danger that rhe Prince 
and the other two Knights were in, and obſerving how grievoullo 
they were waunded, with all his fozce ran at B andamor with the 
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point of his Swoꝛd, which lighting on a b2oken place in his Armour, 
pierced him to the Shoulder bone, wycre it Cick ſo hard, that he could: 
hardly pull it out, wherewith the Giant let fall his Mace. This 
done, he eſpied the Pyince fall down in a (won, procured by the abun⸗ 
dance of blood he had lot, and Brandamor's Scrvants ready to put 
a period to his days : amongſt whom be ruſhed with ſuch fury, that he 
made them fiye from that intent to ſave themſelves, inlomuch that 
none durſt come ncar the compacs of his Swozd, but berok themlelveg 
to flight levera! ways: 0 

By this time the Giant was gotten to the Bzidge, thinking to have 
attained to the entrance, which this Knighe pcreeiving, hoſted after 
him, and overtook him on the midſt therrok, and with his Sword. 
gave him four oz five moztal wounds. The Giant finding himſelf 
ſo hard beſet, and now fearing his everlaſting downkall, ran upon 
this Knight, and with main tozce grapled him in his boiſterous arms, 
who being of an undaunted Courage, and fearing nofo2ce, got under 
the Giant, and with long ſtriving thꝛew him againſt rhe Rails of the 
Bzidge, which being rotten, and not able to hold the weight of his 
Tarka(s, falling ſo fozcibly they bzoke, and he fell into the River, 
When he had done, this, he purſued the reſt of rhe Giant's Servants, 
who fled into the Caſtle, intending to ſhut him gut, but he being vigi⸗ 
lant to pꝛevent ſuch a deſign, dew one of them as he was entring the 
Gate, who fell ſo direcly therein, that the reſt were diſappointed, and 
by that means could not get in, which they perceiving, were ſo rerrifled 

with extreme fear, that they ran and hid themſelves from hig fight. 
Madera and her two Malds ſ&ing the Giant overrhzown. and his 
Servants fled, came to her Son, who of all the thzce was neareſt 
Death, to whom ſhe gave bzeath by pulling off his Helmet. Then 
came the two Maidens ro the Pzince, and unlacing of his Helmer 
gabe him freſh Air, who was fala into a Trance thzongh want of 
Breath, extreme Beat, and effuſion of Blood, but by the diligent 
. rare of rhe Malds, he was pꝛetty well recovered, and coming to him- 
ſelf, began to look about ke the Knight that came ſo pꝛol perouſly to 
his reicue, and neither ſeeing him noz the Giant, marvelled what 
was become of them, that raiſing himſelf up, be went with Tellamor 
towards rhe Taſtte Gate, where he found the range Knight bzeath⸗ 
ing himlelf, whom the Pzince embzaced in his Arms, ſaying thus: 
Moſt Novlc and Cour«gious Knight, whoſe Pzoweſs hath red:ent» RK 

2d my Life, and deſtroyed our Enemies; what pzaiſes may J give to. 
zour Uigozy ? With what thanks can J congratulate your courreſie 
towards 
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towards us, that by pour happy arrival here, hath ſhielded us from Ty⸗ 
ranny, and cut him off from doing any moze outrage? Jef ever it lye 
in mp power, J will requite pour kindneſs with all friendſhip: 
whereupon the ſtrange Knight made this reply: 

Whar J have done J count not wo:th eſtimation, much leſs to de- 
ſerve luch thanks at your hands, who befoze my coming had (a weak: 
ned my Enemy that ir was an eaſe matter to overcome him; but if 
it were in my power to do any ſuch ded as pou aſcribe to me, J would 
molt willingly do it to pleaſure you, who attribute that commenda- 
tion to me, which belongerh to your ſelf. thank you heartily, ſaid 
the Pzince, hereafter truſting to be both better acquainted with you, 
and of better ability to requite your kindneſs. 

By this time Madera had bzought her Son to his Senſes, who was 
now entted the Caſtle, being lead along between his Mother's two 
Maids, fo2 of himſelf he was not able to and, 

The Ptzince [&ing his weakneſs, demanded of Tellamor whether 
he knew him? my Lozd (quoth he) he is Son to the antient Lady, 
who came hither with me, and the Valiant Barzillus, to redem her 
that was this day Pziſoner in the Caſtle, and by ns releaſed, as J 
will dectare to your honour hereafrer, in whoſe Caſtle remains Vio- 
letta in ſafery and god eſtate. Indeed! replyed Pariſmus, Js ſhe 
yt living and in ſafety ? what Joy will that be to Pollipus when he 
comes to the knowledge thereof, who no doubt is travelled far hence 
inherſearch? Not ſo my Lozd, ſaid Tellamor, he hath knowledge 
ok her being there, who is Pziſoner within this Caſtle. Then ( quo? 

the Pꝛinte ) what further cauſe have we of ſadneſs, but only (oz the 
death of Barzillus ? whom J was every way greatly beholding unto, 
which we mult overpaſs with patience, and ler us lk our Pollipus, 
who J know will rejoyce to le us here. Then taking the range 
Knight by the hand, he deſired his Company ro ſgk fo2 Pollipus, and 
the Lady Venola (whole Impziſonment was the cauſe of both their 
arrivals ) who willingly wear with him, befoze their departure ma⸗ 
king faſt the Gate, that none could enter in oz out. 

When they were entred into the Hall, the Gyant's Servants hum. 
bly ſubmitted themſelbes unto their Percy, and Pariſmus told them if 
they meant Faſthfully, he would fozgive them, which they affirmcd 

by many Pꝛoteſtations. Then { quoth he) one of you dircc us to the 
— where the Lady Venola remaineth, but they pzeſently made this 
Anſwer ; 
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Truly Sir, we dare not go thither, fo2 there is a Knight remain: 
eth with her, that hath Cain Cve of our Fellows, who likewiſe will 
uſe us no better, if we come within his reach. Well, ( quoth Pa- 

riſmus) come along, and J will be your Marrant.

How Pariſmug met with Pollipus, and the Lady Uenola; and of 
the Joy that was made for the Knight of Fame. 


Randamor's Servants having conducted them to the Chamber⸗ 
do, found it ſhut ſo hard, that it was long bekoze they could 
undoe the lame. 

In the mean time Pollipus (as afozeſaid ) having Cafn the Guar⸗ 
dians, and could by no means get out, came to Venola, and deſired 
her to be no whit diſmayed to ſee his rudeneſs; Foz (ſald he) there 
are divers Knights in Fight with the Giant, among whom is the 
Ualiant Pzince of Bohemia, unto whom J would have willing- 
ly gotten down, fo2 J greatly fear his death, becauſe he is aſſailed by 
the Gyant, and a number of his Servants. Sir, replped ſhe, do not 
think me at all diſmay*d with your pzeſence, fo2 J wiſh you all happy 
fucceſs, and the overthzow of your Enemies, and koztunate had that 
Pzince been, if he had not arrived here, koz the Glant by his Trea⸗ 
chery will betray both his Like and Liberty. Then both together ſtep⸗ 
ing tothe Window, ſaw the Combatants, and beyeld the danger Pa- 
riſmus was in, and eſpyed the ſtrange Knight when he came to his 
reſcue, and obſerved how Ualiantly he overrhzew the Giant, deeming 
him to be the comlieſt Knight that ever he beheld; and noting the care: 
ful regard he had of the Pzince, exceedingly wondzed who he was, 
and pis heart was dꝛawn to ſo great an affection- tewards him, that 
he entred ino thcle Speeches. | 

Sacred Pzinces, did pou ever behold a godlier, oz mote valiant a 
Knight than-yonder is, who by his Pꝛowels hath overcome the Giant? 
Do you not behold how.careful he is to reſcue rhe Pꝛince? J marvel 
who he ſhould be, fo2- never in nw life did J ſee him befoze, no2 (o 
much Ualour, Coucteſie, and Comelineſs, did J ever behold in any 
Man; fo2 with the one he hath left his Foes lain, and with the other 
delcued the Pyince. 

When he had ended theſe wo2ds, and Venola ready to make an- 
(wer, they heard ſome body unbolt the dooz, whereupon he began to 
fnatch up his Bar; but when he beheld Pariſmus and the reit n= 
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he ran to dim, and emhzaced him wirh all friendſhip, uſing rhe like 
behaviour to the (trange Knight, and rhe reſt. The Pyince ſeeing 
ſo beautiful a Lady in his company, ſo richly attired, and attended 
by ſo many Tamſcls, ſuppoſed her to be the Lady Venola, whom he 
molt kindiy taluted, wholt heart leapt within her fo2 joy of her late 
Delivery and their Uinozy. After that ſuch courteous greetings were 
paſs'd on every de, as would be to tedious to relate, but ſuppoſe 
then do be ſuch ag p2ccecded from the depth of joy; p2eſently Pariſinus, 
Tel! , and Fanvamus, were unarmed to have their wounds dzeſt, 
wie the Tady Madera undertok, which when ſhe had perſo2- 
med, Dinner was bꝛought up by Brandamor's Servants, wko- had 
ſubmitted themſelves to the Pzince. 

The ſtrange Knight all this while, was pzoviding things neceſſary, 
with as much diligence as may be, that all in general wondzed at his 
tourtclle, who would not unarm himſelf, until he had well o2dered all 
things fo2 their ſecurity, not truſting to the Fidelity of Brandamor's 
Servants. Muhen they were ready to take their repaſt, the Pꝛince 
deſired him to unarm bimſelf, and no longer to conceal what he was

Noble Sir, at your-Command J will unarm my ſelf; being a far 
bozn Stanger to this Country, neither had J any acquaintance-in 
this plate, but my Miladventures fozce:me to wander rh2ough the 
Woztd, to ſcek that J have not pet found, no2 in ſearch know, ik J 
meet withal, being koztunate to arrive in this place, to make tryal of 
mp ſtrength in your defence. That laid, he pzeſcntly unarmed himſelf. 

The Pꝛince beholding hig . Youth, admired his Uatour ts be accom- 
panheu..- 
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panied with luch roung years, that he emhzaced bum in his Armg, 
vit could not by that means expels his god will rowords him: The 
Knight of Fame likewiſe reverently Kiſſing Veno!:i's hand, ſaid ; 

Noble Lady, my coming to this place, was to let you at Liberty, 
and alſo to revenge the diath of rhe Knight Tirides, Son to the 
god Duke Amaſenus of 1hrece,unto whom J am fo infinitely bound, 
that had Ja thouſand Lives, J would venture them all in his behalf, 
that is now dead: And lecing by the danger and balo2 of thele Knights 
pou are let ar Liberty, be of god comfo2r, toz your Father the King 
will ſuddenly be here, with thouſands of Knights to conduc you ſafe: 
ly into Libya, who at my laſt being in his Court, was making great 
pꝛeparation. 

The Painceſs made this reply. J yield to you and this Noble 
Pꝛinte all thanks fo2 your kindneſs, being all rhe reward that my 
Maiden Eſtate can affozd, and fo2 the News you bing me of my 
Father's appꝛoach, that can yield no lucy quiet to my heart as pour 
happy Uitozy harh done, which hath expelled thoſe infinite troubleg, 
whtrewith J was on every (ide encompaſſed, and inſtead of care, re⸗ 
pleniſhed with comkozt. 

When theſe Ceremonious Salutations were paſt. they went to Din: 
ner, Pcllipus diligently noted the ſtrange Knights behaviour, p2opoy« 
tion andgeſture, thinking in his Fancy, that he never ſaw a Knight 
moze like the Pzince, that he was very deürous to know his Name 
and his Birth. Afrer Din ner was ended, Pariſmus with J ellamor 
and Pollipus, grew into conference about Violetta, determining the 
next day to go to the place where ſhe was, oz fetch her thither. Ve- 
nola all this while continued in conference with the Lady Madera, 
entring into many commendations of the Knight of Fame, but he 
witld:awing himſelf, thus began to meditate. 

How untozrunate am J above all Knights living, to be tozmented

neither can J account it any Labour if Þ enture a thouſand Miſeries 
in her ſearch, ſo that in the end J may obtain her heavenly ſight. How 
may I come to the knowledge of her abode? Whic\ way ſhould J di- 
rec my ſteps in her ſearch? Shall Jſ&@k my Parents, oz (yall J give 
ober my care fo2 them and imploy my eadcavours to find her?

pacifie my ſelf, and with patience endure the hardeſt, 

Jn theſe and ſuch like complaints he ſpent ſome time, and afrer« 
wards came and accompanied the Pꝛince, and the ret, who ſpent that 
night in quiet, reſolving upon other matters the next mozning. -* 
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CHAP. XII. : 


In this Chapter is declared the cauſe why the Knight of Fame depar- 
ted from Thzate, and how by the way he arrived in Libya, and 
from thence he came to Bzandamo?'s Caſtle. 


he Knight of Fame having won the chief Honour of the Tri- 

umph of the Court of 'I'hrace, and given away the King's 
Daughter to Remulus withher Father's ker Conſent, and the 
Solemnization of the Wedding perkozmed with great Royalty, the 
King called to mind his erceding Ualour, and how P2odigally he had. 
given away Philena to another, whoſe Beauty might have ſari3fed a

Wiſdom to conſider the value of ſuch gikts. And entcing into a kuc⸗ 
ther conſideration thercot, he began to conjecture that he was ſpzung 
frem ſome great Perſonage which might be the cauſe theregf, and by 
reaſon he was unknown, he thought that eg be the cauſe, Then he

began to call to remembꝛante what Amaſenus had told him concern- 
ing his firſt coming into that Country, that he was by theſe thoughts 
grown ro ſuch a deſire to be ſatisfied therein, that he ſent fo2 him, 
and in preſence of all Lis Notle Peers, be ſaid as kolloweth: 

Tlozthy Knight, whom Jo much affect, that if it lye in my pow: 
fr to do you any moꝛe Honouchan J have heretofoze pꝛoſtered, J would 
willing'y do it, fo2 your Ualo! hath deſerved everlaſting tommenda⸗ 
tions. J didoffer you my Daughter in Marriage, and withal intend- 
cd to have Adopted you my only Son and Heir, both which pou refu;: 
ſed, yielding your Jntcreſt to Kemulus, and therewith lekt the Inhe⸗ 
ritage J adjoyned to her Marriage, which were boch wozthy of Re- 
gard, fo2 that ſuch Gifts are ſeldom given, which makes mc lend foz 
you, beſiring to be ſatisficd herein, and alles to know of whence and 
what you are, if J may with out offence obtain the lame. Whereupon 
he made this Anſwer ; | 

Moſt High and Mighty King, J will ſatis lle your demand. I con: 
kelg your Pajeſty did lo much honour me, in requital whereof, J will 
venture my Life to pzocure pour Content; and your Pꝛintely Gifrs 
are of ſuch eſtimation, that J count my ſelf far unwozthy to poſſeſs 
them: but that they might have been beſowed upon the greateſt Po- 
tentate in the Wold, which JJ neither refuſed no2 lightly eſteemed, 
but always regarded, as pꝛecious, and of ineſtimable value, not dzawn 
thereto by any want of conſideration of their wozthineſs, bur fo2 the 
honourable reſpec J bear to Lopalty. Foz, Could J have pꝛeſumed 
to have Medded pour Pzincely Daughter, J ſhould have done her 
great Jnjury, and thereby parted the hearts of true Lovers, At the 
fir J intended with a joyſul heart tc have claimed my Intereſt in the 
(weet Lady's Love, but J was commanded to the contrary by an un- 
doubred means, which if your Maſeſty deſircth to know, J will un- 
fold in private ; as alſo perceiving the Fricndſhip between her and 
that Noble Knight Remulus, pat with conſent of both their hearts, 
J thould effeem it an Ac of great Diſhonour and Impiety to part 
thoſe (rm bonds of friendſhip, which if J had dillolved, J might 
hare turned their (weet content into diſcontented miſery, neither could 
J pzeſume to challenge Intereſt in ſo ſweer a Ladies Love without 
Deſert; which is nor attained by fozce of Arms, but by Loyalty, 
which was the cauſe J yielded up my Jatereft to bim, that befoze had 
taken poſſeſſion in her gentle heart: and foz Birth, J know not mp 
Parents, but the truth of all is manikeſt unto me, the Nobte Duke 
Amaſenu; hath made pou p2ivy” to it. The King hearing his Speeches, 
greatly commended his hon: urable mind: Saping 
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Saying, Then wozthy Knight, if there be any means left wherein J 
map pleaſure vou, do but agk it and you ſhall alluredly obtain; fo2 which 
kind and Knightly Pzoffer,the Knight of Fame returned great thanks. 
.Whil> they were in this communication, there entred into the 
Hall four Knights in mouraſng Attire, carrying on their Shoulders 
-a Collin covered with black, whoſe countenance ſ&med to diſcover 
ſome Tragedy. The King of Thrace ſ&ing this Coarſe, greatly 
marvellcd of whence they ſhould be, and what heavy News they had 
bzought, The Knights being come to the place where the King was 
ſeated, ſetting down the Coꝛps, ſaid as followeth : 
Wot high and mighty King of Thrace, We are Knights belong: 
ing to the King of Libya, who kindly greeterh pour Majeſty by us, 
requeſting you to take no offence at our Mella ge, the occaſion whereof 
is this: It is not unknown to pou, that our Lozd the King hath but 
one only Daughter, named Venola, who on a day riding fozth on 
Hunting, being by a Tempeſt ſevered from her Train, being actom⸗ 
panied by many Knights,amongſt whom was Tirides a ThracianLoz, 
unto whoſe Cuſtody the King had committed her, was unawares ſur: 
Hized by the Gyant Brandamor, who dwelleth in a Taſte, in the 
Fozeſt of Ard, and by him taken away by violence, whom the Noble 
Knight Tirides purſued, but the Giant (being too mighty a Foe foz him 
to coap withal) New Htm, and ſo conveyed the Pzinceſs into his Caſtle, 
— Coꝛps we have accozding to our King's Command byought hi⸗ 
er. | 
Amaſenus hearing this Repozt,ran unto the dead body of his Son, 
bꝛeathing fozth ſuch lamentations, that it would have made a heart of 
Adamant relent at his ſorrow; whom the King comfoz2ted by all 
the means he could uſe; but the Death ok his Son lo overwhelmed and 
oppꝛeſled his heart with ſuch Paſſions of deſperate care, that he fell 
into an extreme ſickneſs, which his old Age being not able to bear, 
within few days after ended his Life. + 
The old Duke was ſo well beloved by all, that his death turned their 
mirth into ſozrow, and their joy into a ſad pꝛeparation foz a Mbign · 
ful Funeral, which was afterwards perfo2med in a ſtately mannef: 
The Knight of Fame ſing his dear feiend Ama'enus dead, and 
hearing of Venola's impziſonment, reſolving in requital of ſome part 
of Amaſenus's kriendchip to rẽvenge Tirides's death on the Gyant; 
beſides, his mind was affected with ſuch a deſire ro ſee the Pzinceſs 
Venola, that giving no reſpite to delay, he pzeſently after the night 
that rhe Tuke's Funeral was perfozmed, made his intent kno'wn un- 
ts the King and with great Keverence tok his Leave of him.

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The reſt of thoſe Knights that came to the Triumph and remained 
in the King's Court, being grown into great familiarity with the Ant. 
of Fame, andDefirous to make tryal of their Ualcur againſt the Gi 
ant, departed likewiſe towards Libya, with the Knights that bzought 
the dean body of Tirides, amongQ@ whom was the King of Arragon, 
named archilacus, Guido of Thrace, Trudamor of Candia, Drio of 
Sicil, Triſtramus, one of the thꝛee balſant Bzethꝛen, and within thig 
days arrived in Libya; where the King hearing of their intent and 
cauſe of comfng, entertained them Royally. 

The Knight of Fame remained in the Court of the King of Libya 
ſome two days, where his Entertainment was moſt conrteons and 
honourable, which might have dꝛawn a reſolute determination to have 
delighted therein: but he thcught all time (though entertained with vas 
rieties of pleaſures ) tcdious, all delicate Fare, and coſtly Banquet: 
ing ſuperfluous, and all Company weariſome ; having his cogitatt- 
ons oppꝛeſt with care, his mind filed with meditations of his fair 
Ladies Beauty, and his heart thirſting fo2 the revenge of Tirides's 
Death, reſpecting no pleaſure noz affecting no delight, but to find 
knowledge of his Miſtrels, making p:eparation to Beſiege Branda- 
mor, and thirding fo; Honour, ſecretly departed toward the Fozrec 
of Ard, where he arrived moſt foxrunately to pzeſerve his Pꝛintely 
Father's Life (though to him unknown) as is declared maze fully 
in the fozmer Chapter. 


CHAP, XIII. 


How Pollipus and Teſlamoz departed from Bꝛandamoz's Caſtle to 
Uioletta and Clarina ; and how as they were returning back with 
them, they met with Brandamoz, who they ſuppoſed had been 
dead, and of the arrival of the King of Libya in the Forreſt of 
Ard, 


Ariſmus, the Knight of Fame, and all the reſt, being in Bran- 
| demor's Caſtle, began with god adviſement to determine 
what to do, and at laſt concluded, becauſe Pariſmus and Pan- 


vamus were grieboully wounded, and thereby not able to Travel, 
they ſhould tay, and with them the Knight of Fame: Whereupon Pol- 
lipus and Te llamor departed toward Panvamus's Caſtle, who when 
rhep had taken their kind farewells, betok themſelves to their Jour- 
ney towards the place that harboured thetr chiefeſt delights.

heart with exceding affectionate content. Tellamor likewiſe was ſo 
enamoured with beholding Clarina's excellent Beauty, that no Phy: 
fick but the fruition of her Love could cure his Malady, neither could 
a thouſand Perils-derain him from thence ; which hopeful Conceit fil- 
led his heart with inward content, that in theſe meditations, inter- 
mingled with pleaſant communications, they ſpenf their time untill 
they were come near unto the Caſtle, where p2eſently they arrived, 
and diſmounting themſelves they came to the Pozter, who knowing 
Tellamor, admitted them entrante. Being conducted by ſome of the 
Servants into the great Hall, and agking fo2 the Lady Clarina, a 
Damſel told him that ſhe was in the Garden, accompanied by Violet 
ta, going to conduct them to the place. Nap, quoth Tellamor, cour:- 
teous Damſel, let us go alone: whereupon Pollipus and he entred

Violetta anſwering to ſome Spech that Clarina had befoze uttered, 
lald: Peaanp Wigfoztuncs have ben to extreme, and ſuch as no Crea⸗ 
ture ever endured the like, but my moſt unhappy ſelf, which now, 
being overpaſt, would ſon be baniſhed from my remembzante, might 
I cnjoy the fight of my dear Knight Pollipus, which hope hath ben 

the only Pzeſerber of mp Life. 

O ( reply'd Clarina ) happy, and ten times mote than happy are 
Ladies in my fancy, that are Wedded to ſuch Conſtant Knights, but 
J fear me there are to many of the contrary part; but J wiſh my 
Bꝛother, and thoſe two other Cour teaus Knights, ſuch god ſucceſs, 
as to ſet them at liberty, ſo that J miSht behold him, whom you Co 
highly commend. 

Vea, ſaid Violetta, that would be a happy day to me, but J great: 
ly mil doubt that will not ſuddenly come to paſs, and J have ben ſg 
troſt in my deſire, that my doubtful heart will not C»ffer me to enter⸗ 
tain the leaſt thought of any ſuch felicity ; which ſaid, tears in abun⸗ 
dance fell from her eyes, which cauſed Clarina to do the like, and lo 


they continued both weping. 
0 "+ L 2 Polk» 
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Pollipus hearing Violetta's Speches, and icing her Tears, could 
no longer with hold himſelf, but went to comkoꝛzt them; whom che La- 
dies eſpying, at the firſt marvelled who they ſhould be, but Violetta 
knowing Tellamor, thought the other had been Barzillus. Tellamor 
coming to Clarina, greted her ruddy Lips with a wert kiſs, laing, 
Lady, we bzing you happy News of the Releaſement of your Friends, 
and rhe Death of Brandamor, 

Violetta obſerving the other Knight's Shield, had a mighty per- 
ſwaſion it was Pollipus; withal noting. his pꝛopoztion, her heart 
ſometimes fainted, and then a pale Colour appeared, which p2cſently 
afrer was overſpzead with a Roſie-bluſh, and ſuch perplerities of joy 
and ſozrow .overwhelmed her heart, that tears overflowed her eyes, 
and turning about rhinking to have concealed the ſame, Pollipus by 
that time had unbuckled his Helmet, and diſcovered himkelk. 

Violetta having wiped off her tears, and lifring up her head, eſpf: 
ed him, which ſo revived all her Senſes, that ſhe fell into his Arms, 
not being able to utter a wo2d, whilſt he lobingly embzaced her, revi. 
ving her Senſes with many ſwet Kiſſes, ſaying ;- Welcome mp dear 
Knight ( quoth ſhe) my Travels are now converted to qulet reſt, 
aud the concluſion of my miſerſes ſo [wer, that all the UW1o21d's joys 
cannot be compared therewith. 

Theſe Speeches being ended, ſhe entertained him with ſuch a ſweet - 
Labpzinth of kind Welcomes,that it would have rabiſhed a diſconten- 
red heart with joy to behold the lame. This done, Pollipus, with 
great kindneſs ſaluted Clarina, but having not pet ſatisfied his fan- 
cy with joy of Violetta's welcome üght, he led her aſide, delighting . 
in each others company with an unſpeakable content. 

Tellamor was glad of this oppoztunity, whoſe heart was inflamed. 
with Clarina's Beauty, who coming to her with a ſubmiſſive behavi- 
our, and taking her by the hand, firſt kiſſing the lame, lald; Molt 
bertuous Lady, how happp are thoſe that enjoy ſo ſweet content ag 
thoſe two Lovers, which maketh me eſteem my ſelf moſt unfo2tunate, . 
that have not yet taſted theſe delights, but have been tozmented with 
Love's reſtleſs deſire ; neither could J ever have ſettled my fancy to 
entertain that Divine Deity untill J beheld pour excellent Beauty, 
which hath tyed my heart to unwonted Paſſions, p2ocured by the cars 

neſt affection J have to be accepted by you to be pour po Servant, 
humbly beſeeching you to conceive aright of my meaning, and to 
moderate my extream grizf with the precious Salve of pour Clemency. 

Clarino hearing his Speeches, being befoze grown into _ — > 
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liking of him, yer doubting his Conſtancy, made this Anſwer. 
God Servant, what kur her favour do pou require than what J 
have already granted? Therefoze as J have vouchſafed you the ut- 
— Favour which Modeſty will affozd, pꝛay reſt contented there.

But excellent Fair One, quoth Tellamor, Tove from peur Uertu- 
ous [elf is the chief deſire of your po; Servant, which if you grant, 
then am J the happieſt Man living, otherwiſe the ma unkoztunate. 

Well Servant, ſaid Clarina, your Requeſts pſerce ſo deep into my 
Beaſt, that J pzomiſe you this further favour, that none ſþall remove 
my god liking from you, untill my ſelf find you falſe. 

Tellamor hearing the ſweet contents of thoſe Nectar-bzeathing 
wo2ds, ended the reſt of his Speeches upon her Lips; which Pollipus 
no2 Violetta had no time to take notice of, being themſelves in the 
ſame motion; and afterwards coming all together, they went into 
the Caſtle, where Pollipus declared to Clarina their happy Uicoy, 
and how it was her Mothers Will ſhe ſhould depart with them to 
Brandamorꝰg Caſtle, which ſhe yielded unto, the rather becauſe ſhe ſhould 
enjoy Tellamor's Company; and night appꝛoaching, they betok 
them to their ſeveral Lodgings. 

Early the next Pozning, they departed toward the Fozreſt of Ard, 
being accompanied by twenty truſty Servants belonging to Clarina, . 
paſſing away the time in delightful ſpeeches. Two of Clarina's Ser+ 
vants chanced ts ſtay behind the reſt of their Company, and as ſon ag 
they were entred tie Foꝛreſt, they eſpyed the Gyant Brandamor croſſing 
the way, which dzove them to ſuch fear, that they fled fcom him: 
The Gyant ſeeing this, purſued and ew one ok them; which the o⸗ 
ther ſeeing, ran to overtake them bekoze; when eſpying them, he cry- 
ed out, Brandamor was alive, and had lain one of his fellows. 

Pollipus hearing his ſpeeches, wondzed from whence they proceeded, 
fo2 that he and all the reſt thought he had been dꝛowned. wherein they 
were deceived; koz he having received the fall by The Knight of 
Fame, with much ado ſcrambled out of the Water, which was not deep 
enough to dꝛench his huge Body. But giving ſome credit ro the Fel- 
low's ſpeeches, Pollipus went back with five az ix Servants, and (wn 
eſpyed the Gyant, having in his hanp a gallant young Tree, which he 
had pulled up by the roots fo2 his weapon; who ſeeing Poilipus and 
his company, knew him, and would have fled; but Pollipus purſuing 
him, laid about him with luch fozce, that he Con b2ought him in Cub» 
jection, any cauſed, his. Arms to be kaſt bound with Copds, and in 2 
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Co2t they dꝛobe him befo2e them, until they arrived at his Caffle, where 
they were welcomed by the Pzince, who rejoyced to (ee Pollipus and 
Violetta {0 happily met again; at laſt ſging Brandamor, all admt- 
red how he had eſcaped Meath, but were glad they had him agaln, 
to be Kevenged in moe ſevere manner fo2 the Dutrages he had done 
them. 

The Knight of Fame noting the exceeding Joy of Pariſmus and 
Pollipus fo2 Violetta's Safety, and of Panvamus, with his Mother 
and Siſter Clarina, and noting Tellamor's pleaſant Countenante, 
( p2otured by hope to attain Clarina's Lobe) was dzawn to ſuch a 
ſad remembzance of his own MYisfoztune, who was enſopned to a tagk 
to ind his Parents, and the Lady to whoſe Service he was Dedica- 
ted, thar his heart could harbo2 no conceit of joy, his mind continual« 
ly meditating on her Pet ledions. 

Some two oz thꝛe days after the taking of Brandamor, wozd was 
bought them that rhe Tallle was round begirt with Soldiers, which 
the Knight of Fame hearing, Armed himſelf, and Rode kozth well 
avrired, and found that it was the Libyan King, who beloze having 
&n0wirhge of the Knight of Fame, knew him again by his Armour, 
marvelliug to (a him (contrary to his expectation) to illue out of 
the Caſtle. The Knight of Fame coming towards him, laid:

Pꝛinte of Bohemia, whoſe Ualour befoze my appꝛoach, had ſo weak: 
ned the Tyrant's Power, that it was eaſie to Subdue him. The 
King hearing this, wondzed what occaſion had dzawn Pariſmus inte 
thole parts. . 

The King of Libya, attompanied by Archilachus, with divers of 
bis Nobles, was Conducted by the K11ght of Fame into the Calle, + 
to tie exceeding joy of Venola,, who with humble Keverence fell po 
ſtrate at his ſrt; the Bing then coming to Par:{inus, ſaluted him 
with grrat courtet e, who likewiſe returncb him and the poung Kin 
Archilacbus, tle like Salutatlon; and aft-r that, every one in mot 
kind and courteoug manner, ſaluted each other, ſpending the reſt of 
the dap, in ſuch content as the time and place affozded. | |

24 Ariy the next Mozning, Brandamor was bought into a large 
Hall, befo2e the whole Aſſembly of States ; to, whom the P2ince 
ſaid, Diſturber of Peace, thy time of Puniſhment dzaweth 
nigh, therekoze declare whoſe Pziſoner thou art, fo2 but one was thy 
Conqueroz, at whole hands thaw mayet receive a reward accozding 
to thy deſerts. Brandamor replied, J pield my ſelf thꝛall to that 
Strange Knight, by whoſe Ualour J wag Conquered, otherwiſs, 
not all the Fo2ce that the King of Libya have bzought ſhould have pꝛe⸗ 
bailed' againſt me, The Knight of Fame hearing his wozds ſaid, 
Since thou halt yielded thy ſelf to me, J ſurrender up my Intereſt unto 
the Pꝛincels, to be diſpoſed ok. 

Venola hearing the Knight of Fame'g Speches, preſently pleld⸗ 
ed him great thanks, deſiring the King her Father ro appoinc him his 
Puniſhment, who cauſed him inſtantly ts be dzagged in pieces by 
Hozles: This done, the King of Libya came to Paritmus, deũting 
him befoze his return into Bohemia, to Cay ſome days. with him,

not deviſe what means to uſe to Eay behind to enjoy Clarina's coms 
pany, without which he could enjoy no quiet; and caſting in his mind 
all Devices he thought ficteſt, ar length he keigned himſelf er- 
tremely fick, the which he perfozmed ſo cunningly, that none ſuſpe⸗ 
ed his dzifr, by which means the Pꝛinte left him behind, upon pꝛa- 
miſe that he would return with him into Bohemia, ' + © 

The King of Libya departed with great joy towards his own 
Country, with Pariſmus and Venola, where they were Royally En: 
tertained by all rhe Mobility, who hearing that ſhe was Releaſed by 

ie only Ualour of two Knights: (which was rhe Father and the San, 
- * though unknown) applauded their Victozy with great Pzalſes; the 
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chiefelt Honour whereof redounded to the Knight of Fame, whereby 
his Kenown was ſpead into moſt places of the Wold, 

The P1inceſs noting his exceeding Ualour and Beauty, and hear. 
ing his Pzaiſes uttered out of every Man's mouth, extolling him

Why, 
quoth Wenola, what would it avail me to tell you, when J know 
Lou cannot help me? Jr diſcover it ro you, and by that means it 
ſhould come to the knowledge of my Father, it would be moze grie⸗ 
vous to me than Death, therefoze kind Flavia, do not ſ&& to know 
my caule of care, but let me conſume my days in lence, koz there 
is no other remedy. |

Having gotten every thing acco2ding to her deſire, ſhe returned to 
the Court, and the time of reſt dꝛawing nigh, ſhe wzought ſuch means, 
that ſhe had the appointment of The Knight of Fame's Lodging, where 
ſhe laid the Bottle, in which was rhe Potion, ſo right in his way, that 
he could not chuſe but ſee it, — if (he failed of her purpoſe, 
yet ſhe would wozk ſuch means, that ge ſhould dꝛink it in the mozning. 

The Knight of Fame all that dap kept Company with Pariſmus, unto 
whom his heart did bear an inward Love, determining to bzing him 
towards Bohemia,and afterwards to Travel in ſearchof his Parents, 
and unknown Miſtreſs.

A poor Knight unknown. 


When Pariſmus had read the Letter, he marvelled what occaſion 
had withdzawn him; but being therewith contented, and truſting ac» 
cozdingly to ſ& him in Bohemia, he made no enquiry after him, but 
raking his Leave of the King and Quen (having in his Company 
Pollipus and Violetta, with ſome Fozty Knights of Libya) he de- 
parted towards his own Country. 

Tellamor all this while remained in the Fozeſt of Ard in the Com: 
pany of his dear Miſtreſs Clarina, handling his buſineſs ſo cunning: 
lp, that none could perceive but that he was very ſick : All this while 
his beloved Lady was his Phyſcian, carefully uſing him, and tending 
upon him continually ; upon a time when ſhe was alone in the Cham:

God Servant, quoth ſhe, were J aſſured of thy Conſtancy, thou 
ſhouldſt ſon know my mind: Swereſt Lady, ſaid he, if ever any 
Man were true, then will your pz Servant pzove Truſty: It ever 
Þeart harboured Conſtancy, then be you allured that conſtant Love 
poſleſleth my Heart, 02 elſe let all Plagues wharſoever light upon my 
Head. When he had ended theſe Speches, ſhe ſaid: 

Dear Servant, ſince J ſ& thy Faithfulneſs, and how willing thou 
haſt ben to win my Favour, J pield both my Love and my Life into 
ebene I RE account 20 thine own to diſpoſe ot: And 

2 be 
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be thou allured, that notwithſtanding my trangeneſs, my Love hath 
every wap cqualled my Affenions; and with lo fre a Conſent do J 
give my Life and Love into thy hands, as thou deũreſt to have it. 

Tellamor having reccived this allurance of her Lopaltp, lefr off 
bis Cuſt, ſpending the time in many ſwet embꝛates; and many days 
continued theſe true Lovers there in great pleaſure, being grown to 
ſuch Familiarity, that ofrentimes ſuch friendſhip palled between them, 
that Clarina overcome by his jntreaty, yielded up the Foztreſs of 
ber Uirginiry unto him; oftentimes frequenting each others com: 
pany in that kind ſozt, tabing their ſtoln pleaſures with great delight, 
until the appꝛoach of his departure d2ew nigh, wich (truck an ex: 
treme ſadneſs to both their hearts, and Clarina tak the ſame ſo hea- 
vilp, that nothing could add comkozt to her heart, and the remem: 
bzance of whoſe departure overcame her with ſuch paſſions of grief, 
that ſhe was continually ſhedding of tears pzivarely, tudying how 
ſhe might enjoy his company till the laſt hour of his departure, and 
by the Counſel of one of her Damſels, named Aciila, (he enjoyed 
big Company fo2 that night. 

Tellamor being a Knight of honourable parts, laboured alt he could 
to leave her contented, andperfozm his Pꝛomiſe ro bariſmus; there. 
koze befoze his departure, he tok his leave of Madera and Panvamus,

Deareſt Lady, ( quoth Tellamor) my return ſhall be as ſpædily 
as may be; fo2 my ſelf ſhall never enjoy” one minutes reſpite of 
Content without your Heavenly Company, wheceon my chiefe(t 
Felicity dependeth. and as you have yielded to me all that J can de- 
fire, J will as carefuilp labour to p2eſcrve the ſame from all ſpots of 
diſhonour, hoping at my return, to re- enjoy the poſſeſſion of your 
Love, as well by the general conſent of your Friends, as by your 
kindneſs J have attained the Divine fruition thereof in p2ivate ; 
then J belgch you, let no Diſquiet diſturb your Peace, let no Doubt 
trauile your Fancy, no any ſuſpect of Loyalty take rot in your ten⸗ 
der Heart; koz ſooner ſhall the Sea become dzy Land, the Sun and 
Moon looſe their clear Light, and all things turn to their contrary, 
befoze Tellamor will falfiffe his Faith. 

Many other Speeches pallet between them, till the Night was 
ſpent, taking theſr leaves of each other with many a ceremonious 
farewell, parting with many a heavy ſigh and ſad tear, thinking 
themlelves unfo2tunate, to part ſo ſoon from their delightful bliſs. 
But Tellamor, attozding to his pꝛomiſe, arrived at Libya even at 
that time of Pariſmus's departure, whom we will leave Travelling 
towards Bchemia, 

The Knight of Fame having Clept his fill (and longer a great 
while than he determined) awaked within two days after the 
Prince's departure, little thinking the Pzince had been gone, but 
beginning to Arm himſelf, Flavia came to him, ſaying: Wozthy- 
Knight, J am glad to ſee you well, which till now J doubted.

Flavia in the mean time went to Venola, and told her all that 
had hapned, and what ſhe had told him concerning the Pzince's de.- 
parture, wiſhing her to deviſe ſomething to ſatisfle her mind. 

The Knight of Fame being deſirous to know what Mellage Pyince 
Pariſmus had left with Venola, meeting with Flavia, deſired her to 
tertilie her Wiftreſs, that he attended her Pleaſure, to know what 
the Pꝛinte had told her concerning him.

J thank your Excellency, quoth he, fo2 p2offering one ſuch kinds 
neſs, acknowledging my ſelf both unwozthy thereof, and unable to re⸗ 
quite the ſame, being ſo much the moze willing to Nay the Pzinces 
return, thereby to ſhew my Duty to your Requeſt: And ſeeing you 
vouchſafe me to be pour Gueſt, having as yet merited no ſuch Favour, 
if it pleaſe you to employ me any way, J will moſt willingly under: 
take any thing whatſoeber ; which wozds he ſpoke, little thinking 
what paſſions had poſſeſſed her tender heart, whom the entertained lo 
kindly, and with ſuch loving behaviour, that he could not chuſe but 
commend her Courteſte. 

Again, be marvelled much why ſhe ſhould uſe him with Cuch kind. 
neſs, as that it would have pffrced the hegvt of any Man but only 
himſelf, whole Aﬀections were ſo ſetled upon another, that Venola'g 
kindneſs was beſtowed in bein, and ſhe ſpent her ſighs and good will 
in a barren Soil, whereupon ſhe wept in hope of recompence ; which 
d2obe her to fuch extremity of grief, that ſhe was in the mind ( ha- 
bing by good chance gotten him ſo fitly into her Company, and fear-

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ing to loſe ſo ſweet an oppoztunity ) to reveal her Love to him: But 
yet that purpoſe was ſuddenly altered again by quite contrary thoughts,

— peace, quoth Venola, © peace; either fill my Ears with 
the ſound of better wozds, oz elſe hold thy Tongue; Foz J tell the 
it is moze odious to me than Death, to hear the ſo much diſgrace the 
Pyince of Courteſte; fo2 in him remains alYonourable parts, whoſe 
Preſence is moe dear to me than all the pzoffered Services of all 
the Knights in the Wozld, and if thou canſt comfozt me no better by 
thy Sperches, kep ſecrer what thou knoweſt, and hereafter thou ſhalt 
know moze of my mind: fo; Jimparted the ſame to the, thinking 
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to have canikozt by thy Tounſel, but thou contrarily addeſt care to

Sweat Wiltreſs, quoth the, J beſ&ch vou do not conceive ſo hardly 
of my meaning; fo2 J ſpeak nothing byt with intent to pꝛocure your 
god ; and rather will J plutk my. tongue from out my curſed head, 
than it ſhall utter a woꝛd to dilplcafe pou. 

Then ſaid Venola, once again counſel me what to do, fo2 thou ſet 
how far J am bound in the bonds of Love to that wozthy Knight, that 
without tome hope of comfozt my care will be exceding, and moze than 
my po heart will be able to endure. This J think, quoth Flavia, is 
the beſt to be done, either do it your (elf, oꝛ let me give him knowledge 
of pour Love, and then you ſhall lon fee whether he will accept there⸗ 
of.

The Knight of Fame hearing her Speeches, was ſo ſuddenly aſfo-

himſelf, thinking upon thele Events, perceived that her fozmer kind: 
neſs had pꝛoteeded from the lame Root of Aﬀection, greatly condemn- 
ing himſelf of dulneſs, that could not bekoze that, perceive rhe ſame, 
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wiſhing he had departed with the Pzince of Bohemia, fo that his 
Fancy could by no means be dzawn to her Love, becauſe his heart 
was who0y imployed a quite contrary way: Then he began to call 
to remembyance the ſomniferons Potion he had taſted, by which means 
he was diſappointed of Pariſmus's Company: Reſolving every con- 
fideration and circumitance of the ſame; in the end perlwaded him- 
ſelf that the Bottle was put there by Venola, o2 ſome of her appoint- 
ment, to ſfay him there; which thought was ſo fully grounded in

' {ently awaked him; who ſuddenly (farting up, began to dzado his 
Swo2d, but caſting his eyes about, beheld Angeiica's gallont Train, 
end amongſt the rcit,her ſelf, whoſc countenance he knew to be che tame 
that he had len in the Gidon, whoſe ercellent >cauty ({rtil% tach as 
mazement to his Senſes, that he tod like one metamozpbos' . 4nge- 
liea fing that he wag alive, pals'd on fozwards not regarding lim; 
but he ſ&ing her departed, ſaid, Courteous Knigbt, J pay tell me 
that gallant Ladies Name. Sir, reply'd he, her name 1s Angelica, 
Daughter to the High and Mighey King of Natolia, who coming this 
way to met her Royal Father and Mother, and laing you lie here, 
ſcent me to de whether you were dead oz alive: this laid, he went away. 

The Knight of Fame rejoycing that he had cen his Miſtriſs, whom 
he moſt dearly loved, was lo lurpzized with joy, that he pꝛelently (tu- 
died how to come to her Speech, and give her notice of his beſt Duty,

al, J entreat you to enter into this opinion of me, That notwithſtand⸗ 
ing, what perſwaſion my rudeneſs may bꝛeꝛd in pour tender heart, it 
is both Loyal, Uermous, and Honourable, and no way intending to 
pꝛeſume above my deſert, pet my Life ſhall always be imploped in 
your Dervice. 

Angelica hearing his ſpeeches being endued with an erceNent wit) 
admird his Courage, that notwithſtanding all her Guard, durſt lo bold: 
iy come into her Pzeſence, which cauſed her the moe to regard his 
Mozds, and note his Pꝛopoztion: whereupon ſhe made this Reply : 

Sir, it map be, vou are deceived, fo2 perhaps you have not yet found 
that which you have ſo long ſought, which mal me account your 
ſpeeches flattery, and your boldneſs folly, entring into no other con- 
ceitof pour meaning, fo? be it god oz bad, J care not; fo2 the one can: 
not harm me, no2 the other pleaſure me, but foz your god will, J take 
that kindly, rho' in my fancy pou pzofeſs moze than pou will perfozm. 

Tivinelt Lady, ſaid he, vouchſafe to imploy me, and pou ſhall then 
make trial of my fozwardneſs, which will be moze than J can erpieſs; 
fo) my ſpeech, no2 bold appzoach into your P2eſence, hath not pꝛoceeded 
from want of reſpec of pour wozthineſs, but from a ſtrict command, 
that long unte enjoyned me to be pour dutiful Servant; therefoze J 
humbly beſeech you judge favourably of my meaning, fo J will ſoner 
hereafter conſume mp Celf in Clent care, than by my ſpeech pur 
chaſe pour diſpleaſure, if you commandme the contrary. : 

He Yad ſcarce ended thoſe wo2ds, but the let fall her Glove, which 
he perceiving, pzeſently alighted and rok it up, kiſſing the lame, and 
with great reverence offered it unto her. Take it (quoth ſhe) for your 
labour: Whereupon ſhe turned away from him, koz that ſhe eſpſcd her 
Father coming, which cauſed him alſo to withdzaw himſelf. 

One of Angelica's Knights. named Collimus, to whote pyincipal 
Cuſtody the King had committed his Daughter,above all the ref noted 
his behaviour, and dildalning that a Stranger ſhould carry away the 
Glove, which he etecmed a favour far beyond his deſert, himſelf ha⸗ 
ving been her Servant a long time, pet could never attain ſuch kind: 
neſs; withal,ſuppeſing that he was ſome Knight Angelica knew; pꝛe- 
lently haſted afrer him, truſting to much to his own ſtrength, and 
bluntly bad him render up the Pzinceſs's Glove, Sir, reply d he, the 
P1inceſs gave it me, and fo2 her ſake J will keep the ſame.

Ah me! wzetched creature, (reply'd angelica) it is not miſtruſt of 
thy ſecreſie, 02 doubt of thy ald, oz any thing elſe that Þ miſdoubt in 
this; fo if J would ſhew it thee, J cannot, fo? this paſſion is lo 
newly begun, that J know not from whence ir pzoceeds, oꝛ why my 
- thoughts ſhould be thus moleſted, and luch a confidence do J repole in 
thy fidelity, that J will conceal nothing from thee. 

Anna hearing her Miſtriſles ſpeeches, p2cſently began to ſuſpc chat 
the had taken ſome god tonteit of ſome of the Knights that were ar: 
rived that day, whom ſhe [uppoſed had ben the Pzince Camillus ; 
which cauſed her to make this Anlwer: Dear Lady, J believe the 
appꝛoach of ſome of the gallant Knights that came with the King is 
the cauſe of your alteration, Why, quoth Angelica, doſt thou think

Fame marvelled thereat, wondzing from whence ſuch kindnefs ſhould 
pꝛaceed, that he greatly alkeged his compgny allo, and being tome 
inta the Bing's preſence, wha was accompanied with Camillus, they 
| T Y | ſpent . 
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ſpent the moꝛzning inſeveral conferences, and the Pzinceſs Angelica 
ſpent the time amongſt certain Ladies of great Account, in ſuch ſoze 
as belt agræd with her fancy. 

Dinnecr-time being come, a molt coſtly and rich Feaſt was pꝛobided, 
whereunto King Maximus fnvited all his Nobles, and Camillus and 
The Knight of Fame among the reſt, as his chiefeſt Gueſt, where they 
were honourably entertained, and kindly welcomed. 

Camillus ſging that the Queen and Angelica were wanting, was 
ſuddenly faln into a ſad dump, becauſe his Lady, whom he delighted 
to behold, was abſent; which the King noted mo2e-eſpeciaſly than all 
the reſt, who ſuppoſing that Camillus came as a Suitoz to his Baugh: 
ter, had of purpoſe given Oꝛzder to the Quen, that ſhe ſhould Ban- 
quet the Ladies by themſelves, which was ſo effectually done, that 
neither Camillus no2 none elſe could perceive his intent therein,which 
made Camillus extream angry with himCſelf, that he had not the dap 
befoze (when he enjoyed both her ght and full liberty of Cpech) given 
her ſome knowledge of his Love.

milling him, and ſ@ing dim enter the Sa: den, never left until he had 
found him out, to whom he ſaid : 

Sir Knight, Jam ſomewhat bold to interrupt your quiet cogita- 
tions by my rude appꝛoach, being dellrous of your company ; therekoꝛe 
if Imap without intfuſion accqmpany you, J will Cay, otherwiſe J 
ſhall be very unwilling to be the occaſion of pour diſquier. 

Noble Pzinte, ſaid he, Jam not troubled with pour pzeſence, but 
tven think my [elf happy to enjoy the lame, being far unwoꝛthy of 
ſuch kindneſs,” by reaſon that J am a ſtranger here, and think my 
ſelf ſo highly honoured by your pzeſence, that J (hall fo2 ever reſt bound 
unto-you fo2 the lame, thinking my ſelf moze happy thereby, than J 
could have wiſhed, being befoze ſubject to all evil foztune, but now ex⸗ 
+f£ding fo2runate by your favour and kindneſs. 

J tould wiſh it were in my power (quoth Marcellus) to deſerve ſo 
well of you, being moze willing than J am able to pleaſure you, ko; 
the repo2t of your honourable gifts hath made me long ſince deſirous 
of your acquaintance, that ifycu pleaſe to ſtap with me in my Father's 
Court, J will endeavour to ſhew my god will towards you, and if 

u will accept of my plain meaning without any further tryal, J will 

ereafrer pꝛobe your faithful Friend. 

Courteous Pꝛinte, ſaid he, J can yſeld you no other recompence 
than hearty thanks fo2 pour great kindneſs, whſch hath ertended it, 
ſelf far beyond my deſert, with lo willing an heart accepting your 
kind pzoffers, that befoze J will pꝛove diſlopal, J will tear my heart 
from kozth my Bzeaſt. Then, quoth Marcellus, let us agre to this 
ſudden conſent of god will, which foz my part ſhall never while life 
doth laſt be diſſolved : And J deſire pou hencefo2th to make ſuch account 
of me, wherein ſoever Imap in any degre pleaſure you, J will do 
fo2 you my beſt, ſo far as in my power lieth ; whereupon they embzaced 
each other, betwen whom continued afterwards ſuch amity and true 
lobe as is not to be expeſſed. 

CHA P. XVII. 
How Angelica was Impriſoned ; and how Maximus rebuked Mar: 
cellus for ſuffering The Knight of Fame to ſpeak to her. 


VV Hen Marcellus had a while walked with him in the Garden, 

he deſired him to accompany him into the Court to ſe the 

Ladies; foz, quorh he, they are _ Feaſting by 3 
2 
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The Knight of Fame being glad thereof, willingls gabe his conſent, 
as the only thing that contented his mind; and being come into the 
Pꝛelente⸗Thamber where the Quen was, he did her humble reverente, 
and ſhe kindly welcomed him; but calling Marcellus aſide, he told 
him that his coming was to [@ the young Ladies: Marcellus ſmiling 
thereat, went with him to a ately Gallery, where was a multitude 
of lweet Beauties ererciling themſeives at ſeveral paſtimes ; ſome at 
Cheſs, (ome at Cards, and ſome in pleaſant communication, whom 
Marcellus bzavely Courted, but The Knight of Fame, by reaſon he 
was a Stranger, would not pzeſume ſo lar, and having his mind whol. 
ly dedicated to Angelica, he loked fo2 her, whom he eſpied at the far: 
ther end ol the Gallery in a heavy dump, leaning on her Elbow, who 
hearing Marcellus's voice, lokcd back and caſt her. eve firſt upon The 
Knight of Fame, on whom the kaſtned a edfaſt eye a god (pace; but 
remembying her ſelf, with an erceeding bluſh ſhe withdzew the fame, 
becauſe ſhe ſaw his eyes were ſetled on her. 

Marcellus by this time was come to Angelica, and perceiving her 
bluſhing countenance, cauſed him to note how melancholy ſhe was 
ſeated alone, ſaying: How now Siſter, what ſtudy is this that hath 
withdzawn you Frem ponder pleaſant company ? my Mind (quoth ſhe) 
is better ererciſed by being ſometimes alone than in their company: 
but ſince pour pzeſence hath bzoken my meditation, J will be content 
to fozſake the ſame, to enjoy your god company. 

J thank you god Siſter, ſaid he, aſſuring pou that J take it won- 
dzous kindly that you eſteem ſo well of me, which hereafter you ſhall at 
your command enjoy; withal, J deſire you ko; my lake to bid this 
wozthy Knight welcome, whom J eſteem as dear as my like: where: 
upon Angelica turned towards him, and he with hum ble reverence kiſt 
her hand, to whom ſhe ſaid: Sir, accozding ro my Bꝛother'g com- 
mand J bid you welcome, The Knight of Fame moſt humbly thanked 
her, being ſo raviſhed in his mind with exceeding joy, that no pen is 
able ro txpꝛeſs the kelicity he felr. 

Angelica on the other fide was affected every way wich a ſweet con- 
tent, having oppoꝛtunity to take a moe pꝛetiſe view of his comelinels, 
entertaining the ſame with lurkeiting delight, rhat ſh? not only aug 
mented the heat ok her kozmer Aﬀecions, but was now maze kettered 
in the indillolvable bonds of Tove. 

Marcellus and ſhe continued ſome time in conference together in 
which time ſhe caſt many Lweet loks towards The Knight of Fame, 
which he well perceived, by reaſon his eye was never off her, which ſhe 
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ſceing, endeavoured not to ſhew the like favour again; but notwith⸗ 
ſtanding (contrary to her purpoſe) her inward affenjon cauſed her to 
behold him (ill, which made her colour go and come exteedingly okten⸗ 
times bzeaking off their ſpeeches with luch paſſionate ughs and Clent 
ſtubieg, that Marcellus obſerved her, but ſeeming to take no notice 
thereok. Jn the mean time, in comes the Queen, who calling Marcel- 
jus unto her, entred into tommuntcation with him, which when ange- 
lica beheld, her heart began to thꝛob and pant with a kind of delight : 
The Knight of Fame was [likewiſe tozmented with viverſity of Palli⸗ 
ons, having a great deſire to (peak to Angelica, yet not daring to at- 
tempt ſuch boldneſs in the preſence of the QMuen, having befo2e heard 
ol Maximus's Decre. 

Whilf& he remained in this doubt, Anna kwing her Miſtriſs alone, 
and the Knight whom ſhe ſo dearly loved, hard by her, came and uſed 
ſome ſpeches to her of him, which he well noted. At laſt the Queen de- 
parted again, and Marcellus went to Court the reſt of the Ladies, ha- 
ving befoze obſerved his Siſter's Paſſions, which he ſuppoſed to baby 
reaſon of his Friend being there. The Knight af Fame ſ&ing the 
Nuen gone, and Marcellus amongſt the Ladies, with a ſubmiſſive and 
comely behaviour he. dzew towards Angelica being ſur pꝛized with ſuch 
a fear to offend, and care what to ſay, that his heart ſhok therewith, 
and humbly kiſſing her hand with a trembling fear ill held che lame 
in his palm, and ſaid : ' 

Molt Divine Lady, pardon my P2eſumpcion J beſ#ch you, that 
over⸗boldly and contrary to my deſert, pꝛeſume to ſolicite your Sacred 
Ears with my ſp#ches, which if J did think would be offenſive, J 
would bury them (fill in the Cloſet of my troubled Heart, from which 
they pzoceed, bur if J may be ſo gracious in your ſight as to gain the 
ſweet oppoꝛtunity, by pour favourable Licence, as to declare the depth 
of my Devotion, and how, and in what ſo2t, and how to make you co2- 
reſpondent gratitude which Jdare not pzeſume to do without your fa- 
bourable content, which J hope you will not deny. 

Ange lica all this while (od like one transfo2med into baſhfuineſs, 
being polleſt with delight, yet unwilling to make any (ew rhereof, which 
cauſed an exceeding bluſh to beautifle her Cheeks,and added ſplendo2 to 
perfect Beauty it (elf, which at all times appeared moſt lively in her 
lweet countenance: At laſt withdzawing her curious hand, (which 
now began to be lweaty with his (ric embrace, yer he was unwilling 
to let it go, but being fearfu! to hold jt without her conſent ) ſhe made 
him this Anſwer : 
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Sir, where no harm is meant, there needs no ſuch entreaty loz par · 
don, foz the actual offence J ſee none, but if any be intended, ſt' s moze 
than J know, and therefoze without my power to fo2give, neither doth 
your Speech much plcaſe no2 offend me, and if kpoken with god mean. 
ing J cannot blame, oz u ill deny to hear another time; withal, with: 
ing you not to think me tractable to every perſwaſion, but have viel ded 
you that favour which never any man pet attained at my hands, which 
peradventure emboldeneth you to uſe pour accuſtomed manner of flat. 
tertes whercunto moſt men are addicted, wherein you ſhall greatly do 
amiſs; fo2 though J vouchſafe to hear you, yet do not think my mind 
ſo eaſily dꝛawn to believe you. 

Moſt Uertuous Lady, (quoth he) neither do my wo2ds pꝛoceed of 
tuſtom, but my ſpeeches iſſue from my true and humble heart, which 
hath vowed never to tart from the conſtant verity which hath long 
nurſed many bitter trozments, pꝛocured by a deſire to find your vertuoug 
ſelf, which hath been the cauſe of my long travel: then J moſt humbly 
imploze pou to eſteem me as one that can bzeath no longer than he is 
in pour favour ; fo2 ſoner ſhall all things be diſſolved, than J will fail 
in duty to your ſervice, and tonſtancy to continue devoted to your com: 
mand; which if J may be in any hope to obtain, tho* it be with the 
ertreameſt hazard that ever any endured, J ſhall account my ſelf the 
happieſt man living; therefoze J beſeech vou, let no ſuſpicious conteit 
of my Truth, withdzaw pour gentle Uercues from pitying me, fo2 
without the fruition of your (weer kavour, it is impoſſible fo2 me to 
live: J once again humbly beſecch pour Excellency not to think any 
Weo2ds to pzoceed from feigned affection, but from the heart that hath 
bowed to be perpetually conſtant, and never to ſtart from Truty, what 
miſerſcs, calamities, oz crolles ſoever ſhould happen. 

Angelica hearing his ſpeeches, withal noting with what paſſions 
his heart was opp2eſt, which ſhe well perceived by the often changing 
of his countenance, and being her ſelf every way as much enthzalled 
to Love, as he was, hoping that his heart (if it harboured true Loyal- 
ty) would not dem amiſs of her courtcſle, ( fo2 the nobleſt minds are 
ſoneſt dzawn to pity) gave him this Reply: 

Noble Sir. your earneſt ſpæches have ſo much p2eygiled with me, 
that gladly would J ſhew what kindneſs reſteth in m#; but that J kill 
fear to be deceived; therekoze, if hereafter xou pꝛobe conſtant, make no 
doubt but J will be as kind as you can with, and pie ld unto you what 
rccompence J can, in requital of your god will; withal, wiſhing you 
to think that my heart hath yielded to you moze favour then ever it = 
any. | 
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As ſon as Angelica had ended theſe ſpeches , Maximus cntred the 
Gallery to them, puſſing and blowing with very anger, to whom 
Collimus had declared, Thar T he Knight of Fame was ſome diſguiſed 
Counterfeit, that came to ſ@k Angelica's Love ( whereon his Life 
depended) therefoze coming to him, and ſ&ing him in talk with his 
Daughter, ſaid; Knight, what maketh the thus bold, ſo far to pe: 
ſume above thy deſert, to intrude thy ſelf into my Daughter's Compa⸗ 
ny, which thou knoweſt is againſt my Decree? Then roughly taking 
Angelica by the tender Arm, he pulled her from him, commanding 
Collimus ( who was ready at hand) to commit her to ſafe Cuſtody 
and upon pain of Death, not to ſuffer any, not ſo much as his own 
Son Marcellus to come to her ſpech ; by whoſe means Collimus had 
told him The Knight of Fame was bzought into her Company. 

Collimus having this charge, (which was the only thing he had 
ſought fo2) immediately tonveyed Angelica away, the, notwithſtanding 
her Father*s pꝛelente and diſpleaſute, turned back and gave her beloved 
Knight a kind lok at her departure, which he well noted, and thereby 
conceived moze joy than he did grief at the King's W1ath.

would any way caſe, if it lay in my power. 

Royal Pzince, replyed he, Jam molt heartily ſozry that my over: 
boldnels hathcanſed your Father's diſpleaſure, and that Dibine La- 
bys dilquiet, which is moze grievous to me than Death, which was 
Motured by my accurſed means being d2awn to that pꝛeſumption by 
her attractive Beauty, wiſhing that J had ended my Life befoze my 
arrival in this place, that thereby J migtt not be ſo unkoztunate, as 
to be the cauſe of her care and pour diſquiet, fo2 J ſee the King is an⸗ 
gry with you to, 
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As foz that, ſaid Marcelies, take no care, no} be not ſo much grie: 
bed fo2 my Siſter, koz tet troubles will ſon be calmed, which to 
effect, ler me alone; in the mean time what thoughts ſoever. you con: 
ceive, pet (mother your diſcontent, and ſhew Pour (elf chearful as 
heretokoze you have done, kor J perceive Come envidus perſon hath in- 
cenſcy my Father thus, the truth whereof J will find out. 

Ma ceilus having ended thele ſpeeches, lekt The Knight of Fame 
walking in the Garden, and pzeſently without any (gn oz ſhew of 
diſcontent, he went into the Pzelence-CThamber, where he found the 
Ring in company with Cꝛaullus, acco2ding to his wonted manner; 
and doing his Reverence to his Father, he tok his uſual place and 
fate down. The King marveUling how. he durſt lo boldly preſume in: 
to his Pzeſence (without Reconcilement ) thought that either want 
of Duty had pꝛocured the lame, oz elſe he did not perceive he was dif: 
pleaſed with him; to caſe himſelf of which doubt, he (aid : 

Marcellus IJ thought your care would have ben greater ta regard 
ny ſafety, than any man's elle, conſidering pou know the depth of 
my lecrers, as cohcerning your Siſter, on whoſe Beauty my Life 
doth depend, and not (do negligently and dilobediently) only Cuffer 
that ſtrange Knight to pzoffer Love to her, but alſo be a means ro 
bzing him into her Cghr, and help him to her ſpeech; wherein you 
have ſhewed your ſelf undutikul, which makes me ready to ſuſpect you 
ag one readier tz ſeek my Life than careful to pyeſerve tr. 

My Lozdand Father, repiicd Marcellus, J truſt your Majeſty doth 
conceive no ſuch thought of me, which have in no degree deſerved 
the lame, harbouring not a thought that ever diſagreed in the leaſt 
point of Duty to your Royal Command: Beſides, my Lo2d, J do 
allurediy believe that pou are miſinfozmed of rhe ſtrange Knight's 
meaning, whoſe intent is honourable, and free from the leaſt thought 
of Love to my Siſter ; but there are ſome in credir with your Ma 
jeſiy*s Dighneſs, who trouble you to much with their flatteries, and 
will refoyce rather to (ce all things fall out acco2ding to their Reports, 
than be any ways ſo2ry to (ee the lame, whoſe ſpeeches and falſe in- 
fozmations J hope will not alter your god Opinion of my Loyalty, 
whole cenſtant Love, Duty, and Obedience, ſhall continue firm, 
when their Treacheries ſhall be revealed, and they founb Traptozs; 
therefoze J humbly befecch your Highneſs, both to alter your concel- 
bed diſpleaſure againſt me and The, Knight of Fame, of whom ſo ho- 
nourable Repozts have been ſpzrad in many places; foy it will be 
counted by all, an Act of great diſcourteſie to uſe him A” | 
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Maximus hearing his Son's ſpeeches fn Accufation of them he 
moſt favoured, and in defence of The Knight of Fame, againft 
whom he was much enraged, was turned into ſuch a Choler, that he 
gave him this Rebuke ; 

Dareſt tlou both envioully accuſe my Friends, and difloyally plead 
fo: my Enemp? Hencefozth pꝛeſume no moze into my ſight without 
my Licenſe, fo2 J will ſoner efteem thee as a pzibate Enemy, then 
as my Son: Which when he had ſaid, turning aſide, Marcellus ds 
parted, marvelling who it ſhould be that had ſet the King lo againſt 
him, being lo inwardly grieved in his mind, that he reſolved to leave 
no means unatrempred, to find out the truth thereof. 

Angelica being conveped by Collimus into ſate Cuſtody, (as is be- 
koze rebearſed) began to conceſve ſuch ſozrow fo2 her Farher*s dilplea · 
ſure, taken againſt The Knight of Fame, unto whom ſhe begun to 
bead an erceeding Love, ſuch effect had her gentle ſpeeches wzought 
in her tender heart, that ſhe entred into much lozrow koz his ſafety, - 
therefoze calling Anna unto her, (þe. deſired her to learn hom he tcht 
the King's diſpleaſure, but ſo ſecrerty that none might know thereof ; 
Thus fo2 a while we will leave them in divers cogirations,

Frer that The Knight of Fame was departed from Lybia, and 
Venola had knowledge of it by Flavia, ſhe continued many daps 
in great ſoꝛrow: But afterwards calming her Gziek, pet no 

whit her Aﬀection, by Flavia's perſweſions, who was pꝛivy to all 
her Actions, turned her kozmer god will, that was grounded upon 
Uertue to hot Luſt, and foul Deſixzs, that ſ@fng ſhe could not by 
fair means win him to Love her, ſhe thought to leave no meang un- 
ellaied either by fozce to compell him thereunto, 02 be revenged on 
him fo2 his diſcourrefie : - So caſting about many Devices (as the 
mind is eaſlity dawn with little perſwaſion to pield to any means to 
wozk deſired content) Flavia one day came unto the King, ( ſecretly 

watching foz an oppoztunity, when & was melancholy to _ 
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his Daughters Sickneſs) and told him, That the Pzinceſs's Di: 
ſemper was p2ocured by an exceeding great Fright that ſhe had 
taken by the diſcourteous uſage'of The Knight of Fame; who (02 that 
cauſe was lately fled from the Court, which-untill that day ſhe had 
concealed'from her , neither could ſhe recover untill ſhe were ſure to 
be Revenited on him: u hereupon ſhe began after this manner: 
My Lo2d, this Peaſant pzeſuming ofren into my Miſtrils's Pye: 

ſence, by reaſon of the kindneſs ſhe ſhewed him koz wozking her Re: 
leaſe in Brandamor's Caſtle, began to make Love to her; whom ſhe 
anfwered in god ſozt, being unwilling to make choice of any with: 
ous yotir appointment; but in the end his Suit grew to that Jm- 
po2 tanty, that he would not be denfed: And coming into my La: 
dies Chamber, (when ſhe was in her Bed all alone) he offered to de: 
Bower her in a UfManous ſozt, but ſtriving to diſappoint bim of his 
intent, yielded fozvh ſuch &<zieks that he pzeſently fled away, 

7'When the King heard theſe ſpeeches, he was ercedingly enraged 
with Fury, commanding his Knights to poſt to ſeveral Countries 
to find him out: Bur it thanted at that time there remained in the 
Lybian Court a Knight ot Natolia, who hearing this News, came 
to the King and told him, That he needed not to make any farther 
enquiry fo2 him, fo: that he was at the Golden Tower. The King 
being glad thereof, pzeſently pꝛobided Mellengers to carry a Letter 
to Maximus, which he had wzitten to this effec.

1 Kindly ſalute you, requeſting you to work Revenge in my be-

ing( whole Nature is to harm none that are ſpzung of Royal Slad/ſpa- 
red his Life, and nor ſo much as offered to touch him, but were rather 
terrified with his Pꝛeſente: He being glad of this happy eſcape, be- 
gan to aſlure himſelf that he was ſpzung of Kingly Race, which great» 
ly comfozted his heart, and added a perſwaſive hope to himſelf, that 
thereby he might the ſoner attain Angelica's Love, if he could wozk 
bis releaſement out of that place: but moſt of all, he marvelled why 
King Maximus had offered him that outrage ; and in thoſe and ſuch 
like thoughts he ſpent the reſt ok the day.

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Ears with ſuch Fopperics that he fozgetterh himſelf, his Bonour, and 
Kingly Behaviour, and gives credit to none but Sycophants, Flat- 
tcrers, and Paraſitcs, fmpziſoning his Chikdzen, ſ@king rhe down⸗ 
fal of Lonourable Men, and the death ok his Friends; Dh Sitter ? 
what ſhall J ſay, oz to whom ſhall Þ complain ? He hath lain Uertne, 
delfroyed Honour, and murdered my deareſt Friend: He hath calt the 
moſt cour ti ous Knight fn the wozld, into the Lions Den to be tozn in 
pieces, without Juſtice, Judgment, 02 Equity; but J wich the god's 
to revenge it on his head; dear Siſter, the ſtrange Knight is dead. 

Angel ca hearing his ſpeeches, was ready to (wound with grief, 
but that fear to diſcover her Love with held her, vet being not able to 
conceal the ſame, ſhe (Cued koꝛth abundance of Tears, which Marcellus 
eſpying, caught her in his Arms, ſaping : Nay, angelica conceal not 
pour grick fo2 his death from me, who loverh the ſo much the better;

Bꝛother, 
I cannot deny, replied ſhe, but that J did both like him and love him, 
neither (hall J do otherwiſe whilſt J live, tho* he knew nor lo much, 
fo: whoſe death mp heart ſhall never harbour quiet, noz never ſhall a 
thought of any other's Love unk into my Bzeaſt, koz J will kep my 
Uow immoveable. 

Dear Angelica, quoth Marcellus, had J known you had loved him 
ſo well, J would have died with him, but J would have ſaved his Life, 
which was ſo ſuddenly and unerpecedly done, that befoze J could calt 
my Senſes from amazement, he was palt my reach: What cauſe had 
my Father, think you, to (&k his deſtrugion, but becauſe he ſaw him in 
fpxch with you. Ah me! ſaid Angelica,was J the tauſe of his death,Þ 
will then follow him: whercupon luch grief oppꝛeſt her heart, that che 
kill into his arms.

The Que ſging angelica ſome what well recovered, departed un 
to Ma x mus, who by that time had knowledge of Collimus's death, and 
was ſtudying how ro chaſtize Marcellus fo; his preſumption 3, but the 
Nuc ri” upon- her knees intreated him to pardon him, alledging thar 
Eolhnus had: done him w2ong : So at laſt he was appeaſed. 

Marcclius having, ſomewhat comforted Angelica, in a hravy and ſad 
date degarted to his Chamber, leaving Ar, with Auna, being rtady 
to yield up rhe» Ghaſt, and night being cone, Tbe refuſed her Sad, ang 
vent to Bed, not to (leep, bur to bewail the ablence of her Dear.

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Angelica likewiſe no whit mitigated her grief, but rather augment:

his power. Wilt thou then (quoth he) do this fo2 me, give me the

which will kill my heart to hear of, and be diſappointed herein. Siſter, 
replicd he, iris ſo; neither marvel thereat, koz his Innocenty in the 
fac laid to his charge, hath cauſed the Gods to pity him; beſides there: 
by pou may be aſſured he is bon of Royal lod, who is now in the 
Kepers Hcule in ſafety, with whom J have ben theſe two hours; now 
caſt off theſe diſcontents and clouds of care, fo2 there is no cauſe of 
further dilqulet fo2 his death.

with many fair pzomiſes and p2oteſtations of perpetual friendlhip, they 
had taken their leaves, the Keper and Marcellus let him down, 
who was lo heavy by reaſon ef the weight of his Armour, that they had 
much to do from letting him fall ; and being in the Uellel he was like 
to ink the lame : But at laſt, thꝛough great peril of dꝛowning, by rea: 
ſonof the unſteadinels of the Ueſſel, which was often ready to over. 
turn, he got over to the Bank, which was lo t@p upwards, that he hay 
much ado to climb up the ſame, but was often in danger of falling 
into the dep Lake under him; at laſt having attained to the top, he 
departed towards St. Auſtin'g Chapel, actoꝛding to the ſame direnio 
that Marcellus had given him to find the ſame - Marcellus and the 
Keper dꝛew up the Uellel again, and lo betok themſelves to their reſt. 

The Knight. of Fame had not well remembyed Mareellus's ſpeches, 
and therekoze having gone ſome half a mile from the Golden Tower, 
fearing to wander out of the way, he tok up his Lodging under a Cy⸗ 
meſs Tre, ſpending the whole night in manifold meditations of the 
god ſucceſs of his buſineſs; being ofren in great doubt of never ſ&ing 
Angelica again, dzawn thereto by reaſon of the King's cruelty, and 
the ſtrict watch he had ſet in every coner of the Tower, elpecially at 
the entrance, where none went in and out, unſearched, but his mind 
was ſometime wꝛacked with deſpaſr, and ſometimes animated to com- 
fozt by the hope he had of Marccllus.

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How Marcellus intending to carry Angelica to St. Aultin's Chapel, 
was prevented by Camillus; and how The Knight of Fame was 
feen by fome of Marimug's Knights, who ſent out ſeveral others 
afterwards to ſearch for him, who hearing thereof, depared to ſeek 
his Parents. 


Ert the next moꝛning Marcellus came to Angelica, who ſtill con- 
tinued penſive, to whom he declared what had paſt between him 
and The Knight of Fame; withal, how he had pzomiſed him to bzing 
her to S. Auſtin's Chapel, which angelica hearing, ſaid, Bother, | 
how can this be done, when you le ſo many impoſſibilities to hinder 
dur intent, that we ſhall but ſpend much labour to no effec, and bzing 
the King's diſpleaſure moze heavy upon us, whoſe cruelty you ſ& 18 
ſuch, that if he Chould find out our Plot he would puniſh us ſeverely ? 
and if it ſhould come to paſs, what ercuſe could pou make to pacifie his 
ire? therefoze I think it beſt that we do not hazard our ſelves, but reſt 
contented in this eſtate, leſt a wozſe miſchief light upon both of us 
thereby. 

Siſter, quoth he, your counſel is god, but hear what J ſhall ſay 
The life you lead is miſerable, being kept as a Pziſoner, whereas if 
you would but win this liberty, you ſhould enjoy pour hearts fill of con- 
tent, and thexeby rid my Father, Mother, and Me, of all the doubts 
we are in; beſides, if you loved that wozthy Knight, whoſe conſtancy 
is without compare, you would foz his ſake refuſe no peril. 

Why, Bother, ſaid ſhe, what ned you to make any ſuch doubt, 
when J have ſaid enough already, unleſs you think me to dillemble? 
fo2 ſuch is my love and god will, that J will moze willingly under- 
take any thing to attain his company that you tan deſire, not dzawn- 
by pour perſwaſion, but of my own voluntary will, but my doubt of the 
attempt is becauſe-J fear your ill, and am careful of pour god; what- 
foever you counſel me to do J will execute. 

This ſaid, they began to ſtudy how to bzing their buſineſs about, but. 
were ſoconfuſed in their thoughts, that they thought it impoWible. 

Maximus being rid of Camillus's company, and aCured. 1 2 

AWE! 
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Knight of Fame's death, gave his mind to ſome quitt, and being wea⸗ 
rled with care, thought now to recreate himſelf; therefoze he intended 
that day to ride a Hunting, and being early up, he ſent fo2 Angelica to 
go along with the Quen her Mother, even at that very inſtant when 
they were deviüng means how to eſcape ; which Marcellus told her 
would be a means to further them: Angelica then immediately went 
down with the Mellenger, and Marcellus with the King and Nuen, 
and divers others departed the Tower, 

. Now Marcellus all that day kept company with Angelica, till the 
King being veryearneſt in following the Game, ſtrayed kram them, 
the Quten likewiſe was ablent, and moſt of angelica's Guardian, 
ſaving ſome ſir, being ſuch as Marcellus had made pzivy to his intent, 
tho had ſolemnly vowed to kep his counſel ; this oppoztunity Marcel- 
lus tok, and p2eſently conveyed Angelica towards St, Auſtin's Chap. 
pel ; but being wirhout the Park, when they thought themſelves far 
enough from the King, they were unawares let upon by Ctrange 
Knights, who offered by fozce to take away Angelica.

Maximus fearing the wozſt, preſently ſent Letters to the Nobles of 
the Land, deſiring them to muſter up Fo2ces, and ta ſend chem to the 
Golden Tower, tauſing a moze diligent watch ro be kept than bekoze. 

Marcellus being moſt grievouſly wounded, was attended with all 
care that could be by the King's Pyyliczans, to whom Angelica went, 
and being alone, ſhe ſaid : ' 

What miſery awaireth wy hard deſtiny, that am thus diſaſterouſly 
detained from my wiſhed content ? My evil pzeſaging mind did fozetel. 
this misfoztune, which hath thus fruſtrated aur deſire, and which is 
moze miſerable, bzought you to this unfoziunare eſtate ; bur moſt of all, 
with held me from the light of my Beloved, and will cauſe him both to 
augment his cares, and ſuſpect our Loyalty; What will he think 
when he ſees no perfo2nance of that which was p2omiſed, but Cill 
waiteth our coming, and is deceived? fo2 the knowledge of sur mil.

ſo grievouſly wounded, next to be diſappointed of our dellre; and laſtly, 
to fruſtrate that wozthy Knight of his expectation : Ulhat ſhall we do? 
How ſhall we recover this miſhap ? Oz what joy is there lełt that may 
comfo2t the leaſt ſozrow that oppzeſles us? Ind ead of the ſweer ton⸗ 
tent I expected, by enjoying his Noble Pꝛelence, J am returned to 
ſtricter bondage, and lee my friends murdered and environed by Foes. 

Peace, quoth Marcellus, good Angelica, ceaſe theſe Complaints, and 
in this extremity imitate the old Pzoverb, Make a Vertue of neceſſi- 
ty; and with patience give attendance fo2 better ſucceſs; fo2 now in 
theſe perplerities there is (mall hopes of pzeſent amendment: But that 
Wozthy Knight no doubt is of ſuch Wiſdom and Clemency, that he 
will judge the beſt of our eſtate, and carefully pꝛovide fo2 his own ſafety; 
with that, ſhe burſt fozth into abundance of tears ſaying: Ah me! paz 
wzetch, J ſhall never ſee him again: - whereupon ſhe de parted, wzing⸗ 
ing her Hands; and making great lamentation, that Marcellus ſeeing 
her grief, was ready ro wozk his own Death.

The Knight of Fame being with old Jabin, ſpent moſt part of that 
day in conference with him, marvelling that he heard not of Marcellus, 
but when it war«d dark, his mind was polleſt with exteeding care and 
vexation; and being without any hope of his coming, he was vexed to 
think how he ſhould ſatisfle old Jabin, whom he thought would ſuſpec 
him of kalſhood, and that he came not from Marccllus,therefo2e he (aid; 

Father, J marvel J have not heard from Marcellus according to 
bis pꝛomiſe, which makes me doubt ſome croſs miſchance hath hindzed 
him, which may bzeed in you ſome miſconceft of me, fo2 coming in 
his Name unto you, which if you do, will much injure me; fo2 it was 
he that directed me hither, as J can afſure you by ſeveral Reaſons. 

Sir, xtplied Jabin, J pray be not troubled with any ſuch thought, 
for you are welcome to me, though Marcellus had not ſent you, which 
I make no doubt of, but ſo well do Jlobe him, that whoſoever cometh 
in his Name, ſhall by the love J bear him be very welcome. 

Afterwards they went to Supper with ſuch ſpare Diet as the 
Pyieſts uſed, and then to Bed; where The Knight of Fame could 
take no reſt at all, but lay very quiet, becauſe he was loth to trouble his 
Hoſt ; ſo that with reſtraint of liberty of ſpeech, he indured that tedi- 
dus night in great miſery and toꝛment, which ſe?med longer than ma- 
ny nights would have done, if he might have had the liberty to utter 
his lamentations, which boiled in his bzeaſt like the violence of a 
mighty flame penned in a [mall compaſs. 

Early the next mozning Jabin went fo2th to pzovide Food; leabing 
The K night of Fame alone, who then uttered many complaints; but at 
laſt finding fault with himſelf koz uſing that Effeminate kind of la-

Thou needeſt not to have fled from me, koz J intend thee no harm, 
but was only deſirous to know ſome news of thee, which if thou wil 
tell me, J will let thee depart, otherwiſe thou ſhalt never eltape 
hands. The Knight marvelling to hear him ſpeak, whom he thought 
had been a Ghoſt, made this Reply: 

Pardon me good Sir, fo2 J took you to be not what you are, but if 
I can reſolve you any thing, J will. Ten me, ſald he, how Marcel; 
lus fareth.. Sir, quoth he, at this inſkaftt he remainerh h Wan 
by reaſon ot many wounds he received latelp, telling him the whore 
truth, which had happened by Camillus's means; ſince which tim? 
ſaſd he, the King hath ſet ſuch rin and ſecret watch about the Tower 
that none goeth in and out without being ſearcher. * 
Tg Knight of Fame having heard theſe ſpeeches, let him go, and 
departed to Jabin, to whom he declared all that he had heard, bein 
very ſry foz Marcellus's hurt, and confidering every circumſtance 
the Natolian ſpeeches, he thought that when Marcellus and Angelica 
were out of the Park ſo lightly attended, it was their intent to come 
— bim; which added ſome comfozt to his Heart to think of their 


palty. x i rag . 
By. this time he that cſeaped f{rf from The Right of Fame wag 
arrived at the Golden Tower, andcoming befoze the King, told him, 
that de had ſeen The Knight of Fame, whereat the King began to 
laugh: Then pꝛelently came the other, who juſtied his wo2ds,alledg- 

ing that it was he, and that he both raſked with him, and knew him.

ſee, ſends fozth many ro Cegrch fo: him, who when they find him, wiſh 
dung him back, oz by violgnce deſtroy bim, whoſe death will be rhe 
ind ol my life ; fo} Jhave vowed when my Father puts him to death, 

ſpall ſg my riunt, fo2 Þ will not live an hour after him: Thug 

e complained continually. 

It foztuned moſt happily that Jabin was gone fozrb of Saint Aus 
with ng and [efp The Knight of Fame in his Cell, fo: he met 


with many al the Natokan Knights, who demanded of him it he. law 
not 12 a mary, deſcribing The Knight of Fame, whom he anſwered 
all alike,ſaping,he had ſeennone ſuch. But marvelling at their earneS 
enquiry, he agked what he had done? One of them told him, That 
de was called Tue Knight of Fame, who lately arrived tn that Coun« 
try, and was kindly entertained by Maximus, eſpecially Marcettus,and 
bing in-ſopze. £02 alterwardg offended thy: Bing, was tha wn into 
te, Liong Den, by cesſon ot @ Letter the King of Cy bia ſent, where: 
in he accuſed him ot diſhonouring his Daughter Venola, and that day 
he was leen and ſpoken to. | 
Jabin hearing this, marbelled thereat, yer notwithſanding, was 
very careful leſt he ſhould be found abzoad, whom he now began great; 
lp to eſteem, both that he deemed him to. be (pzung of Royal Blood, 
and alſo. becauſe Marcellus had made eſtimation of him, whom he 
thought knew him clear of thoſe Accuſations, oz elle he would not have 
fveured him ſo much; And (peedil haſting to the Cell, he found- 
The Knight of Fame very ſad, ls faſt bolting the doo, he tame to him, 
ſaying :. Wozthy Knight, Jam glad that J have found pon here, ko; 
were pou abzoad, there are lo many Knights in your- ſearch, that it 
were impoſſible (oz you to. eſcape, Foz me, (ſaid he) A believe pon 
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ceived! Yea, replied Jabin, if you be called The Knight of Fame, and 
lately eſcaped out of the Lions Den : with that his colour changed. 
Nay, quoth Jabin, fear not, fo2 you are here very ſafe ; ta this place 8 
void of ſuſpition : Then Jabin declared to him all that he had heard. 
The Knight of Fame finding him ſecret and faithful, told him the 
whole diſcourſe of his travels, only leaving out the Uiſion that he had 
ſeen in Thrace, asking him counſel what to do, entring into many 
complaints of his hard Foztune; withal, he told him that he knew nor 
which way to travel in ſearch of his Parents, to whoſe knowledge if he 
could once attain, he doubted not but to revenge the injuries done him.

my humble Duty unto that Wozthy Pꝛince Marcellus, and tell him 
that it ſhall not be long befoze Þ return ; defiring him in the mean 
time, acco2ding to his fozmer Courteſie, which hath been far exrendey 
above my deſert, to remain my Friend, and remember me ts Angelica. 
J will, quoth Jabin, do all this; but frſt I think it moſt convenſent 
that pou change your Armour, fo2 in that pou have on, pou are eaſily 
known, and J have one within that is every wayof as good poof. 
The. Knight-of Fame liked his Device epceeding well; and armed 
himſelf in that Armour, which was verp-richand toſtly gilded ober, 
and ſuabely Enamel'd, without any device to be known by, and in 
that Armour the next night he depatted, taking his leave ol old Jabin 
with many courteſies, being unwilling to leave his company. 
The Knight of Fame departed with a-heavp Heart, fo; that he hav 
undertook a new travel,” which might detain him long from returning 
to Angelica: By good Fouuas that night be got out of the Country, 
and pat the ſcarch of the Natalians, whom he did not fear to mect 
witfal, but that he would not hinder che ſpeedof his journey thereby.

| Frer The Knight of Fame had paſt the bounds of Natolia, he 
arrived in a large Plain, where he ſaw many ready paths, but 
knew not which of them to take; at laſt a ſudden thought and remem: 
bꝛante of Pariſmus entered into his Foncy, which ſs poſſeſt his mind, 
that he could think of nothing elſe, (which Nature wzought in him by 
in0inc) therefoze he was reſolved to travel thither, fo2 he aſſuredly 
thought he ſhould find his Parents in Bohemia; whither after a tedi- 
ous long travel he attained, having a great deſire to ſee Pariſmus again, 
to whom his Heart had vowed everlaſting Friendſhip: And now dzaw- 
ingnear tothe Court, (in the Afternoon when Phoebus ſcorching beams 
had made the ſeaſon hot) he heard a grievous complaint of a diftreſſey 
Lady, which made him ay to liſten from whence the Cry came, and 
by the voice dꝛawing nigh unto the place, he eſpſed a Lady lying un: 
der a heap of Elms at the Feet ol a Knight, which Lady was the lame 
that he heard cry; and coming towards them, they both elpied him, 
whereupon he that was with her, took up his Shield to defend himſelf. 

The Knight of Fame noting the Ladies countenance,remembyed that 
be had ſeen her, but could not fo2 the p2eſent imagine where, which 
cauſed him the moze willingly to help her, being otherwiſe of his own 
vertuous Jnclination ready to ſuccour any diſtreſſed Lady, and coming 
to her, demanded the cauſe of her Sozrow; but the being ready to make 
anſwer. and holding up her Hands to crave his Aiſtance, the other 
night put his Swo2d point to her Bzeaſt, and vowed if (he ſpake but 
one wozd, he then would kill her: The Knight of Fame ſeeing this, 
(thinking he went about to lay her) with His Swoꝛd dzawn, ron at 
him, and thꝛew him to the ground, but giving him leave to recover his 
feer, ſaid : Bale Uillian, why offereſt thou this Lady ſo much In⸗ 
jury, as to be aſhamed ſhe ſhould declare thy Treachery, which J am 
reſolved to know befo2e we part, oz alluredly thou ſhalt die; with that 
he gave him ſuch a blow, that he made him ſtagger. The Knight 
notwithſtanding foz a ſpate, reſiſted his 2dberſary with great courage: 
But The Knight of Fame being much enraged, ſon (ought his Ene- 
my in danger of his Life, which when this dfſcourteous Knight per: 
ceived, and feeling hinCelf begin to faint, ſaid : 

Knight, befoze the Combat continue anylonger; let me know thy 
Name. J will not ſhcw thee that favour replied The Kaight of Fame, 
but wich thee to;yleld thy (elf. Neither will A ſhow thee hat favour: 
(guoth; the: dilſcourteoug Knight ;) wpertupon de began ay 
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Knight of Fame, and deſired him to pity her eſtate, and not to kozſake 
her till he had ſeen her lake at the Bohemian Court; with that he was 
exceeding glad, ſaying, Lady, J will not fozſake vou till Þ have ſeen 
you there in ſafety, fo thither am J bound; but pzay, quoth he, tell 
me your Name, foz J think J have ſeen you in the Foreſt of Ard? 

Violetta being dꝛawn into great admiration who he ſhould be, an: 
fwered: My Name is Violetta, who am oꝛdained to perpetual miſery, 
and was by the treachery of a dillopal Knight named Archas, dziven 
to wander thither. 

The Knight of Fame then immediately remembyed her, but being 
not willing to diſcover himſelf, queſtioned no farther, only agked her 
if the knew the Knight. 

Sir, quoth ſhe, J know him not, noz the cauſe why he hath offered 
me this violence. When he heard her ſay ſo, he kozted him to go 
along with them, and pzeſently departed towards the Bohemian 
Court, where they ſon arrived. 

Now it happened that Pariſmus at that bery time was ſanding at 
the Court Gate, who eſpying Violetta accompanied by two Knights, 
one of them being grievoullp wounded, and as it appeared by his 
eountenance and flerce coming, ſcemed Captive to the other, andnot 
knowing of any evil that had befallen her, marvelled thereat : there:

long there, but this diſcourtecus Villain ſurprized me, and caught 
hold of my Maid, who fearing my harm, made great outcry, whom 
he bound Hand and Foot, threatning if ſhe made any noiſe to murder 
her: Having done this, he pulled me to him very rudely, and would 
have conveyed me | know not whither, till this yaliant Knight coming 
by, and hearing my Complaints, redeemed me from his Tyranny. 
The King having heardtheſe Speeches, commanded the Malekactoz 
to diſcover hiuſelf, but he being aſhamed and loth to be known, refu« 
Ced the ſame, till at laſt he was unarmed by Come of the Bohemian 
Knights. Violettaſceing his face, gave an exceeding (tart, being much

What canſt thou invent to ſay in thy defence, but thou deler⸗ 
veſt to ſuffer the mo@ repꝛoachkulleſt death that is? but this cenſure 
will J give of thee, not to kavour thee, hut ta deal juſtly with that 
night, whoſe Pziſoner thou art, and thereleze bp right ag he hath 
conquered thee, ſo we Will that he be thy Judge. | | 
The Knight of Fame had all this. while diligently noted Daurana's 
Beauty, Countenance, and Sehaviour, that he took great delight in 
beholding her; but hearing the King's Speeches; he unarmed his 
Head, whom Pariſmus ſoon. knew; and molt lovingly imbzaced : - Pol» 
Jipus and Violetta knowing him, - ſaluted him with great Jop, and 
Pariſmus told his Father that he was the Renowned Champion that 
was called The Knight of Fame. ' 
The King hearing it was he of whom he had heard ſo many H6- 
nourable Repozrs, roſe from. his Royal Thzone to imbzace him, and 
every ont ſeemedto be exceedingly delighted ta beholdyis comelp perfon; 
Laurana on a ſudden felt ſuch a thzobbing poſſeſs her Heart, that 
Ge couldnot tell what to think; withal, ſuch violent 1Bluſhes would 
. flaſh in her kate, that ſhe wondzed from whence thoſe Paſſions (ould 
moteed, inſomuch that ſhe was conſtrained to turn aſide left any ſhould: 
behold per, and ſo ſhe went to a Window :. This Alteration being 
wzought in her by natural inſtinct, which the was ignozant c. 
The Knight of Fame not unminIful to ſartgfle wn. 
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by ſome revenge againſt Archas, moſt humbly thanked the King foz 
honouring bim ſo much, in giving him Authozity to give him his 
dom: But, quoth he, J humbly increar your Highneſs to patdon me, 
and deſire your 0Uiſvom. ro whom he hath becn-oftenlive, to uſe him ag 
you pleaſe ; foz it would be great pzeſumprion in me to cenſure him fre 
your Maſeſty'g pzelence, 

Then the King called Archas, commanding him to declare what 
moved him to commit that outrage to Violetta; but he alluring hi n⸗ 
ſeif of no lels than death, would make no anſwer ; the King theres 
foze tom manded him to be had to Pzilon, and appointed that rhe next 
day he ſhould have his Head cut off, and was acco2dingly perfozmed,; 
who might peraddenture have been pardoned, but that his Conſclence 
accuſed dim moze than theſe whom he pad offended, and ſo att ding to 
his own folly, which had bzougyt him to commit all thoſe wicked aus, 
eben la he was his own Judge; fo2 his guilry Conſcience would not 
ſuff;r him to ask pardon fo himſelf :- Afrer this Dentence was gi⸗ 
ven, every Mans mind vas at quiet, having fufficiencly ſtanned the 
tirtumſtantt of Violcrtta's mis ſaztunt. ; 

The Knight of Tame was Honourably entertained; and Royally 
frafed by the Ring ol Bohemia, eſpecially Pariſmus and Laurana uſed 
him with grearkindnefs, being fo2 that night dxiven to part fron him 
witheen tontere te: But Laurana was (0 poſſeſt with his remembrance, 
that Che could take no reſt that nigkr foz thinking on him, not knows 
ing what ſhould move her 10 the lame; but in the Wozning when Pa- 
rimus and the were to talk about The Knight of Fame, ſhe ſaid::

In this and ſuch like Communication they ſpent rhe time, till Pa- 
niſmus left her, and went to The Knight of Fame, who was already in 
company with Pollipus, whom Pariſmus, moſt kindly uſed, and invi-« 
ted him to a Kopal Frau, which was pzepaced on purpoſe tox. hum.

nerally reported that Angelica ſhould no longer be kept in that Tower, 
but would then depart with him, which all the Pers and Nobles of the 
Land were glad of, the Knights and Tadleg that were her attendants 
rejopced thereac, and this New: was ſpzead to the hearing of the boy 
dering Nations, and from thence to lar Countries; my ſelf alſo among 
the reſt was exceding glad, and ange lica rejoyced rhereat: Now mp 
Father ſ@ing the People thus c:jopce, was the moze troubledin his 
mind, therefoe tom ing to a Damlel of mean Birth, but of much Beau⸗ 
ty, ( who in Countenante much reſembled Angelica) he won her by 
many Pꝛoteſtations of great Pzeferments ; and with many thzeats of 
Punichment, if ſhe would not condeſcend to follow his counſel, to ds 
whatſoctcr he commanded her: Then did he taule her to tome into his 
Chamber, and ſecretly (without the knowledge of any but the Queen) 
to attire yer (clf in Angelica's richeſt Oznaments, appointing cer- 
tain Damſels to attend her that knew nor angelica, oz at [caſt knew her 
not from Angelica: As foz Angelica, the very ſame day when he meant 
ro depart, he committed her to the cuſtody of four Eunuchs, who 
vowed not to let any come to the ſpech oz ſight of her without my Fa: 


thers Letters, ſigned with his own Hand and Seal, removing all her 
Guardians, ant appointing new, from whoſe knowledge he gave the 
Eunuchs ſpecial charge to keep her there : Alſo all the Ladfes that 
attended her, did come away with him, knowing no other bur that An- 
gelica was in his Company, leaving none to attend her but only 2 


— 
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Tamſel named Anna, that ſhe obtafned of my Father by many carne 
intreaties: Having obtained cvery thing actozding to his deſire, he de⸗ 
parted hither, and the Damlel ſo framed her Behaviour, that neither 
J no any body elſe perceived but that it was Angelica. Being arri⸗ 
ved here, he committed his ſuppoſed Angelica to ſuch (trix Cuſtody ag 
befoze he had uſed, and appointed her to be kept by ſuch Damſels as in⸗ 
ded tok her fo2 Angelica, whom he commanded likewiſe-noc to ſuſter 
any to come to her ſpeech: J now deſiring to have ſome Conference 
with my Siſter, whoſe Heart J knew to be oppzeſt with many cares fo2 
your abſence, ſought all means to come to her ſpech, which J was long 
without obtaining; but at. length th2zough the aid of one Damſel J 
came to her, and raking her by the hand, J began to uſe many ſpeeches 
to comfo2t her; withal to enter into ſuch conference as would have be⸗ 
trayed all the ſecrets that ever paſſed betwen me, Angelica, and vaub 
ſelf; but the DamCſel bearing a vertuous mind, and unwilling (as: de 
afterward told me) to betray my ſecrets to her p2ivily, which thewsd in

but bad ſhe not diſcovered her ſelf, J ſhould not have minded her: 
withal, my mind began to commend ber Courteſle 02 rather Uerzue, 
that refuſed (though ſhe condeſcended to my Fathers Will ) roknow- 
the depth of my ſecreſle, wondzing how mine eyes were blinded, that 
I could not befoze diſcern her, whereupon J requeſted her to tell me the 
reaſon why ſhe ſupplied Angelica's Rom; the truth whereof ſhe decla⸗ 
ted to me in the ſame manner as J have told you, requeſting me upon 
her knees not to reveal that which ſhe had ol duty, god will, aud affe- 
jon told me; which J p2omiſed J would, and meant taithfully:to cone 
teal from all but pour ſelf; now there refterh nothing but to wok. 
means how vou may come to my Siſter. 5 
Pariſmenos hearing how ſtrialy Angelica was Guarded, was ſtruck 
with a Clent ſadneſs to think of the ſmpoſſibiliries that hindꝛed his con. 
tent, and his mind was ſo oppzeſt with care that he (fad like one 
trangsfo2med. Marecllus perceiving the ſozrow he enduced, reviven 
him front the ſame with theſe co-nfoztable (peches. 
Dear Friend abandon this habit of care, and hope the bef;fo2 myCel£ 
will wozk a means how you ſhall attain the cuſtody of my Siſter, which 
will effect very ſpeedily, it you will lay here till. I can bing the: 
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Gwe about. Pariſmenos rcjoyting to hear theſe wozds, kindly em- 
bꝛated Lim, and made this reply: As it poſſible, my Lozd, that I may 
erp:eſs ſuſficient thanks to you fo2 becoming ſo'faithful a Friend untg 
one ſo unwozihy; Oz whith way may J recompence the leaſt of pour 
god deeds, that have lo often taſted of pour Honourable Bounty? ka; 
which Jrender pou hearty thanks, it being all the recompence at the 
| 2efent Jam able to make, pꝛoteſting that if ever you ned my ſelf in 
any thing, J will not deſiſt to hazard mp life to pleaſure you, and ſæing 
you have of pour own vertuous diſpoſition voluntarily ( ngither dawn 
by entreaty oz hope of recompence ) pzomiſed me your alliſtance, which · 
map be a means to pzocure my everlaſting joy, Jbeſ#ch you go fowards 
therein that J may be the moze indebted, as well fo2 that, as fo? the reſt 
of your P2incely Courteſies, which though fo2 a time they reft unrewar- 
ded, pet they (hall never reſt ungratilled in mydutikul Devotion; which 
fag your gad deſerts are eternally bound to requite your god will. 

Worthy Friend, quoth Marcellus, leave off to uſe ſuch thanks to 
me, that never merited luch recompence as you have already yielded 
me: but J p:ithe be merry in my abſence with this kind old Lady, 
whilſt J put my purpoſc in pꝛattice, which as ſon as J have bzought to 
perfection, J will come hirher, but not befoze, till then adieu; ſo taking 
bis leave, he departed the Chamber, and came to Panora pzivately ( who 
befoze had ben Marcellvs's Purſe,and loved him mighty well) whom he 
requeſted in carneſt ſozt to uſe his Friend as kindly as ſhe would uſe him · 
ſelf, who pzomiſed him Co to do, and likewiſe perfozmed it; koz the uſed 
Pariſmenos ſo kindly, that he could not chuſe but commend her courteſie. 

Now let my Mule direc my Pen to ſpeak in what eſtate the Lady 
Angelica remained, who, after he aw the was depzived of her joxful 
expectation, which was to depart with the King, accozding as he had 
given out ſpeches, and not to be any longer kept in thzaldom, as the 
had ben a long time, and now plainly perceived that her Father had 
taken'awap all her Daniels, changed her Guard, and appointed her 
to be kept by ſuch jealous Slaves, that would not Cuffcr her to be out

How Pariſmenos carried the Lady Angelica from the Golden 
Tower to St. Aullin's Chappel: How Marcellus fell in Love 
with Dulcia, and what enſucd thereon, | | 


V this time Marcellus was come to the Court, and going to the 
Chamber, he began to tudy how to compaſs that which he had 
undertaken to cffeg: At laſt, he thought with himCelf if ye could 

deviſe any means to get his Father*s Signet, he would wꝛite a Letter 

unto the Keepers of tge Golden Tower, in the behalf of Pariſmenos, 
commanding them that they ſhould admit him as one of the Guardi- 
ans; whereupon he took a Pen and Inh, and did wzite as followeth. 


His truſty Knight (in whoſe Fidelity 1 repoſe much confidence) 

I have choſen and appointed to be one of your Fellows; and to 

that effect I have ſent him unto you with this Letter, ſigned by my 

Self, whom I command you to admit without any denyal, and keep 
this as your Warrant to do the fame till I come. Maximus. 


When Marcellus had wzote this Letter, imitated his Father's hand 
very near therein, which he knew they were not much acquainted wich, 
he uſed ſuch means that he got the King's Signet, and ſealed the lame

which though he knew well enough, that tool away no part of his con- 
ttit of kindneſs; but moſt of all, he was troubled with grief to be 
reſtrained from Oulcia's company, on whom he continually thought 
eber ſince he had been laſt with her; koz her Beauty cxcclled all the La- 
dies in the Court, (Angelica excepted) and of her vertuous difpoCtion 
he conccived a vie good opinion, ns the refuſzd to rhzut her leit 

into 
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into the knowledge of his Secrets, but rather committed all that the 


King had done to his Pzibity, which if he ſhould know of, would be ag 
much as her Life were woꝛzth. 

Theſe thoughts lo much altered his behaviour, that whereas he was 
befoze of a pleaſant diſpoſition, he now began to give his mind wholly 
to Melancholp, often ſpunning the company of thoſe he wonted to 
delight in moſt, which the King perceived, eſpecially the Queen, who 
was much — and troubled thereat; and upon a time finding him 
out when he was in the midſt of his Sadneſs, the earneſtly deſired to 
know the cauſe of his heavineſs, to whom he made this Reply : 

My Father, (upon what occaſion J know not) attounteth me a 
Traptoz, moze liker than a Son, in that he reſttains me from Ange 
lica's pꝛeſente, and keeps his counſels from me: to intrude my (elf 
into his Counſel, I will not pꝛeſume, only my delle is, that I may 
be admitted to the ſight of mp Siſter Angelica. 

Marcellus (quoth the Queen) be contented a while, fo2 thou ſeeſt 
thy Father's mind. that he will impart his Secrets to none; and if he 
thould know your Sadneſs were fo2 that cauſe, he would be moze fear: 
ful to impart them to you, which can no wap pleaſure you, but ra- 
ther fill rou mind with Cares, which is now mote happler than it 
would be then; fo2 Angelica, (0 long as ſhe is in health, what need 
yau be ſo careful of ber: then pꝛithee Marcellus reſt thy (elf contented, 
and dcſire not that which will rather add moze trouble to your mind. 
The Queen having ended theſe Speeches, departed, and left Ma 
cellus in the place ſhe found him. 

As ſon as the Queen was gone, hc began again to ponder in his 
mind rheſe things, not knowing why he ſhould be thus moleſted, foz he 
knew all that he deſired to know, and yet he wag not ſatisfted therewithz 
but upon moze adviſed conſideration, and weighing every circum- 
ſtante, he found that neither his Father's unkindneſs, his Siſter's ab. 
ſence, oz fcar of diſgrace, was that which troubled him, but only a 
tonteit of Dulcia's kindneſs, which cauſed him then to meditate on her

i” ache d 
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dathed with conceit, that Dulcia was as beautiful ag any, as vertuous 
as any, as touteous as any, as loyal as any, and therefoze as wozthe 
to be beloved as any; thinking if he ſhould marry with his equal, ſhe 

might rather marry him fo2 his Dignity, and to advanceher ſelf, as 

fo: any true love; and if the were his equal, he ſhould rather be Cubs 

ject to her will, than he to his; therefoze he thought that Dulcia 

would be a kind Wife, and ſooner honour him, than ſeek to be his 

equal, and that ſhe would refuſe no peril fo2 his ſake. 

Having ſpent ſome time in theſe Meditations, he reſolb'd to love 
Dulcia whatſoever enſued thereon, though he incurred his Parents 
diſpleaſure, and hazarded his Honour, and with that reſolution went 
to the place where ſhe was guarded inſtead of Angelica, and by the 
Damſels means, who befs2e had ſhewed him the like favour, he came 
to her Chamber, and entered the ſame, finding Dulcia all alone, very 
lad, whom he thus ſaluted : | 

How now Angelica, what are you ſad ? Can J never come but that 
I mug always find you in this melancholly diſpofition ? What are 
pou grieved to be thus kept from a Hugband ? 

My Tozd, quoth Dulcia, though J am ſad, it doth me good ts ſce 
you merry. Dou are deceived Dulcia, Jam not merry. My L82d, 
if J may give credit to your wozds, they ſhew that you are merry, 
that calleth me Angelica, and knows to the contrary. Oh Dulcia, 
ſaſd he, neither doth wo2ds noz countenance always diſcover the in- 
ward thoughts; fo2 this that you take to be mirth in me, is but a 
fozced habit, which J have now taken upon me, but knew you the 
thoughts of my troubled beart, you would ſay J were ſad. 

Wy Lodd, ſaid ſhe, I beſeech you pardon my boldneſs, the which J 
pzeſumed ſeeing pour pleaſant diſpoſition wherein if J was deceited, - 
J hope you will not be offended with me, koz indeed the heart manx 
times meditates on things the Tongue will not utter. So doth mine, 
Dulcia, foz J with thee moze good than J am able to reveal ; which is 
the chief cauſe of mp ſadneſs, that J cannot expꝛels. 

J moſt humbly thank your Highneſs, ſaid ſhe, acknowledging mp 
ſelf far unworthy of luch favour, and not ft to deſerve ſo much good, 
which makes me think you (ill continue in that kozced habit, which 
cauſerh me to utter thelt ipeechcs. 

Indeed it is well, replicd Dulcia, quoth he, but as I ſuddenly togk 
that habit upon me, it was pzelently gone again; tyerekoze you may 
de aſſured now, that my Speeches p2oceed from a true Heart, and not 
from a kozced Habit. Dy Lozo, wherethere is ſuch often change of 
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diſpoſirion, there can be no conſtant reiolution. Yes, that which of 
purpole is taken to ſhew Wirth, is fozced ; but the natural polle(« 
on fill continues firm, Truly fn tew (ſaid Ge) tut not in all. Then 
Pulcia, think me one of theſe kew. My Lodd, J beſeech you pardon 
me if J do not; foz all men are endued with that quality, to be moze 
confident than pꝛovident: and J have xeceibed moze favour at pour 
hands, in ſuffering me to be thus familiar with you, than Jam woz- 
thy of, oz cver deſerved; therekoze J humbly beg pardon, hoping that 
you will bear with my tudenels. ; 

Bulcia, pꝛithee ask no Pardon when thou haſt not offended, but be» 
lieve my Wozds pꝛoteed from the depth of my Heatt, which intended, 
and wiſheth you no leſs good than J have uttered; fo2 J have found 
ſuch vertue in you, that Jam now become-thy Captive, and deſire tg 
polleſg and parrake that Emblem of Btauty as J eſteem ſo much, 
and earneſtly entreat thee to grant me Love foz Love, it being the 
only thing J moſt dcfire. My Lozd, my Love and Duty is ſuch, 
that J will not refuſe any Command you impoſe upon me, 

Dulcia, It is not ſuch Love as is commanded by Duty, noz ſuch 
Fr iendchip as ariſeth from Fear, but ſuch kind Love as pꝛoteedeth from 
faithlul Friends, from the willing conſent of a true Heart, and ſuch 
Love as hath a reſped befoze common Duty; and if peu knew with 
what fervency J deſire your conſent to love ne, you would pity me. 

Koyal Sir, J beſeech your Highneſs, do not ſeek to enthzal oz en» 
ſnare me in rhe Bands of Love at theſe tender years, that is yet free ; 
beſides, your Fancy cannot like of one ſo much inferio! of that Honour 
you mean but let me rather continue in mp diſtreſſed eſtate, foꝛ J know 
my ſelf very unfit to be beloved of ſo great a Pꝛinte as you are, being 
fo far indebted to you in all Humility, that you ſhould not commany 
me any thing that agreeth with Modeſty, but J will perfo2m the ſame, 
Speak you from pour Heart, (quoth he) J do my Lozd. Then ſaid he, 
J command you to love me, and if that be too harſh a Wozd, Fentrear 
thec to yicld my Cute, fo2 the true Love J bear vou, is ſuch as is ſet- 
tled upon Uertue, without blemiſhor impairment to pour Honour, 
intending nothing that ſhall diſagree with your Modeſty, but J deſire 
to make you mp equal, my Companion, and my 'eſpouſed Mike; rhere- 
koze do you but yield to love me, and thou ſhalt expel many cares from 
my Heart which otherwiſe will encreaſe ro my everlaſting tozment. 

Oh my Loyd, replieth he, J humbly beſecch you to account me one 
that will endeavour in all duty ro deſerve that Honour intended me, 
but J ſee ſo many impoſdbilities to hinder it, that J am —_— 
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from the lcaſt hope of obtaining ſuch felitity. So you will love me, J 
care nor toꝛ {mpoſſibilit:es, neither (hall any miſery alter my conſtant 
relolution: with that he emb2aced her in his Arms, who gave a fllenr 
content. intermingled with tears pꝛoceeding from her tender Hearr, 
with whom Marcellus ſpent ſome time in delightful b. haviour to both 
their joyg; fo that Dulcia was conſtrained by his entreatſes, and 
her own yielding heart to grant his Sute, both their intentions being 
Lopal and Uertuous. | 

By this time Pariſmenos was arrived at the Golden Tower, 
where he alighted, ond coming to the Guardians that keptthe entrance, 
he ſaluted them With a Caurteous behaviour, telling them, That 
King M-ximus had ſent him to them io be oneof the Guard, whom ar 
the fir they denycd till he delibered them his Letter, which, when 
they had rcad, they admitted him into a place 0f charge. 

When ye $-* ov1aincd this ſucceſs, he began co comfozr himcelf 
with hope of better Fozmune, continuing all that night amongt& the ret

The Eunuchs having hexcdyis Berge, and read the Letter, and 
ſaing the King's Seal thcccar, could not chulc but credit the lame, 
thinking that none kncw of Angelica'g being there hut the King, there⸗ 
foze they made no doubt but that he was cent bp hiur, yet would not 
truſt him until they had conſulted with the reit of their fellows, unto 
whom be delivered the truth of all which he had foumcrly done unto 
them, whereupon they pzelently admitted him in their Society. Os 
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Now Pariſmenos thought himſelf moze happy than he was befoze, 
and behaved himſelf very courteoully toward his fellow Guatdſang, 
till having a fafr oppoztunity pꝛeſented him by an accidenta[ meeting 
of the Eunuchs ; telling them then that he had a ſecret Mellage to de⸗ 
clare to Angelica from the Ring, which they made no doubt of, 62 in 
the leaſt queſtioned | 

When he eſpied his fitteſt oppoztunity, which was when Angelica 
was walking in the Garden, it being all the liberty ſhe had, the Eu- 
nuchs being gone to recreate themſelves and having put him in truft 
with the Rey that conducted to her Chamber, he unlockt the dooz,fhwtring 
- the ſame again, koz he would not pzeſume to enter bekoze he had knockt. 

Anna being alone in the Chamber, and hearing one knock, did come 
to the dooz, eſpying one in Armour with a bzoad Sword by his Ude, 
(which he never went without) marvelled who he ſhould be, to whom 
be ſaid; 

Courteous Damlel, wonder not to ſee me in Armour, which (all 
never offend you, but defend you; J have knockt, pꝛeluming to enter 
no further without licenſe, the cauſe of my coming being to deliver a 
Meſlage to the Lady Angelica from her Bzother Marcellus. 

All this while Anna diligently beheld him, perſwading her ſelf that 
ſhe had ſeen him bekoze, therefoze ſhe replied; Sir if pou come from 
Marcellus pou ſhall be welcome ro my Lady, J humbly deſire you 
therefoze to come in, which if you do, J will conduc pou to her. 

Then ſhe bzought hem down a pair of ſtairs into a Garden where 
Angelica was; who late in an Arbo at the end thereof,very melanchol- 
w, ſeeming to be quite obercome with ſozrow, leaning her Elbow upon 
her Knee, and her Head upon her Hand, ſitting with her back towards 
them, and hearing them coming behind her, ſuddenly ſtarted from her 
ſeat, her Heart pzeſently panting within her; but he humbling himſelf 
upon his Kne, ſaid: 

Mule not Divine Lady, to behold the only Mop of Sozrow, crea» 
ted to endure everlaſting miſery : The moſt noble Knight Marcellus 
hath ſent me hither, whoſe favour cauſerh me to be thus bold, who 
hcartily recommendeth h\mſelf to you by me. 

angelica all this while diligentig peheld gim, often changing her 
ccuntenance, being pzocured therefd by the diverſity vf her mind, foz 
the did think he was The Knight of Fame, becanſe he ſafd he came 
from Marcellus; but he waz lo altered, that ſhe doubted thertok; to be 
relolved of which, when he had ended his ſpeches, the ſaid : Are you 
not The Knight of Fame? Jam, dear Laty, replied he ; with that 
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her Heart leapt fo2 ſoy, and ſhe rok him kindly by the hand, ſaying, 
Ariſe ; foz J am glad to ſ& you again, which J feared J ſhould ne- 
ver do. 

Then p2eſently, pꝛocured by ſop of his ſight, and griet to think of 
her own bondage, a ftod of Cryſtal tears ſued from her eyes, which 
grieved him ſo much to ſee ; that he ſtood like one ſenlleſs and confound: 
ed in his thoughts; and ſuch paſſſons oppꝛeſt her Heart, that ſhe was 
ſcarce able to with hold her ſelf from fall ing, which cauſed the tears to 
ſtand in his manly eyes, which never befoze by any accident could be

Oh how unfoztunate am J, that by my p2eſence hath pzocured pour 
diſquiet / Bekoze he could ſay moze, ſhe ſaſd : But were you hence, 
my grief would be far greater: It is not your p2eſence hath done this, 
but my own Hearts care; therefoze think pour ſelf mo welcome to 
me, and pour preſence moze delightful unte me than any thing. 

Uertuous Lady, ſafd he, pour Love is far beyond my deſert, and 
I know my ſelf altogether unable to render ſufficient-thanks foz ir, 
which Þ habe been often told of by your wozthy B2other, and now find 
ft certified tp your own Heavenly Uoice, which pieldeth me ſo much 
favour as ſhall bind me fo2 ever to pot. 

Af quoth che) J ſhould. do otherwiſe than love pou, you might ac-- 
count me diſcourteous, 02 if J ſhould deny my woꝛds paſt to Marcellus, 
who loveth pou ſo well, that J am ſure he will conceal nothing from: 
vou, pou might eſtem me untrue : But feeſng pott habe well deſerved 
the lame, and by this means made pꝛivy rs the other, I tannot now ſtand 
upon new terms of denpal, but yield my ſelf in alt honourable ſozt of: 
Truth into your gentle Cuſtody. 

Faireſt Lady, ſaid he, if J pꝛove not thankful, let the Gods re: 
ward all my good deeds with evil: if J remaln not everlaſtingly true, 
let comfozt hate my Sonl, the Earth renounce my Body, and terrour 
aig my Conſcience, if ever J refuſe peril, hazard of life, rozment, oz 
any miſery foz your ſake, let Furies continually polleſ me: I m 
Love continue not conſtant, my Faith firm, mp Thoughts clear of. 
Allopalty, let all that love me, hate me, and ederp living creature turn 


to mp deſtruction. 
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Worthy Knight, replyed ſhe. pour wozds J do believe, then be you 
aſcured of my conſtant reſolution, which is to caſt my ſelf wholly upon 
your Qertues : with that they parted fo pure a Baidens bils betwen 
them, being the firſt that ever the had given oz received, that both their 
hearts \ſ@med to interchange the others place, and to part from their 
breaſts with a ſigh, which delight was moze (weet to them than if all 
the richeſt Perfumes in the Wlozid had been pzcſent. By this time 
Anna was returned, who had ſpent her labour in vain,fo2 that Angelica 
was well recovered : Then taking her by the hand, he led her to her 
Chamber, where being both ſeated, ſhe dafired him to tell her how he 
came thither. 

Lary, Jam one of your Keeper's; fo2 kchold, quoth he, here is the 
Key that conduſtethto your Lodging, which J have now in poſſeſſion ; 
The Eunuchs have now put me in truſt with all, who are now gone 
out to recreate themſelves. Then he declared to her the whole truth 
of all as hath alrcady been rehearſed of Maximus's policy, and how he 
cauſed Duicia to ſupply her room at Tourt, and how all the Ladies and 
Courtiers tok her * her lelt. 

Angelica hearing him ſpeak, ſmiled thereat, which ſhe had not done 
many a day befoze, deſiring him allo to declare his travels after he hay 
eltaped put of the Lyons Den, which he perfo2med in every reſpect. 

Mhen Angelica h:ard him lay he was. Son to Pariſmus and Lau- 
rana, whoſe Renown was lozead every where, and that he came from 
two ſuch Royal Perſons her Heart was filled with joy, whith ſhe 
erꝑzeſſed in her loving behaviour, uttering theſe ſpeeches ; 

Dear Low (quoth ſhe) J rejoyce much to hear that you have found 
pour P2incely Parents, bur would you had kept the ſame from my 
knowledge as yer, becauſe that ycu might have tryal of my good will 
in your unknown eſtate, iu which you were as dear to me as (f pou 
had been the highct Monarch in the whole World ; but how happy 
now ſhould J be if J might in quiet and without trouble enjoy pour 
pzeſence, which J know not how can be effected, 

Sweet Madam, laid he, there wanteth nothing but your conſent, 
wo you will vouchſafe to grant, J will ſon ning you ſafe from 
this place. 

Dh Pariſmenos! the thꝛaldom J have long endured makes me de- 
firous of liberty, fo2 Jan almott tired with conceir of my Fathers 
cruelty, who is much addicted to vain repozrs, eſpecially concerning 
dou; J am deſirous to be culed and governed by your wil dom, whom 
as J ha ve choſen ag my beſt friend, rheretfoze J fhall be willing to do 
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whatſoever pou command me, reſting in allured confidence that you 
will no way impair my Honour, which J eſteem moze than my life, 
yct reſt at your diſpoſition, not ſeeking any other aJurance than my 
promiſe. 

IJ beſeech you, quoth he, let no miſconceſt of me tae place in pave 
Heart, fo2 ſo long as J bzeath, J will never err from your command, 
but reit ſo fully and whollp to your requeſts, that ſoner than J will do 
02 think a thought that ſhall dilagræ to pour deſire, this bzeath (all 
leave my bzeaſt, and mp vital ſpirits foz(ake me. 

After theſe lp ches were ended, and Angelica's mind ſully ſatisfied, 
they lpent ſome time in familiar conference, intermingled with many 
kind behaviours, to the confirmation.of both their loves, till ar laſt 
Pariſmenos wag fozced, in regard of their ſafeties to depart to his 
charge, whither he was come befoze the Eunuchs were returned, who, 
when they came, finding him there, had no miſtruſt at all, but rok 
the charge upon them again, entring into Aggelica's Chamber to pꝛo- 
vide her things neceary, who, becauſe they ſhould perceive no man- 
ner of alteration,put on her fozmer kind of ſadneſs, which be koze p20- 
cxded from the depth of ſadneſs; but this ſhe did to avoid Cuſpition. 

Pariſmenos he went down amongſt the reſt of the Knights that kept 
the Caſtle, keping company ſometimes with them, and ſometimes 
with the Eunuchs, lo that neitzer of them knew of his kamiliarity with 
the other, but both acceptedhim as one of their company, inſomuch, 
that he had the Guarding of the entrance into the Tower, and allo the 
ſecrer keping of the Pzinceſs, neither of them ſuſpecting his intent.

Pardon, dear Madam, this boldneſs in me; but now is the time that 
you may depart without any Lett oz Moleſtation; foz none but my 
ſelf hath the keeping of the Entrance. : | 

Angelica hearing his ſpeeches, told him ſhe would be ready p2eſent- 
ty : Then Anna ſuddenly ſtarted out of the Bed and apparelled ber, 
whit he withdzew hümlelk. Angelica made ſuch haſte to be gone, 
that ſhe attired herlelf befoze Pariſmenos was aware, having put on 
zrceeding rich Dznaments. Then Anna and ſhe came fozth together 
and Angelica coming to Pariſmenos, ſafd : 

Now my dear Lozd, we are ready to go when thou plealeſt: Then 
Pariſmenos taking * by one Arm, and Anna by the other, ſaid, 
Be of good Tomfozt, and fear not, ko; I aſſure pou to paſs in quiet. 
After they were out of the Chamber he locked the dez, and took the 
Key with him, and from thence led her to the Tower Gate, and being 
without, kaſt lock'd the ſame again alter him. 

When tyey were gone a far diſtance from the Tower, Angelica's 
Heart leapt fo2 ſop, demanding in moſt kind ſozt whether he would 
convey her ? foz, quoth ſhe, if J ould be taken again, and come to 
the King's preſence, my grief and tozment would be moze than Jam 
able to erp2eſs. - J have, ſaſdhe,a Friend, not far off, in whoſe fide- 
lrp J dart repoſe any ſecret, and thither I will conduct you with ſafe- 
W, thereldze Fbeſech you be of good comfoys, FRAY 
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Angelica paſt many a weary ſtep, befoe they attained to the end of 
their Journey; at laſt they arrived at St.Auftin's Chappel,where Pa- 
riſmenos never left knocking till he had awaken'dold Jabin, who mar 
velled to hear one knock at midnight, came to the dw2, and demanded 
who it was, befo2c he would open the ſame : Pariſmenos then anſwered 
Good Friend Jabin open the do, here is none but Friends. 

Jabin then knowing his voice, pzeſently let them in, and lighting a 
candle, kindly embzaced him, pet not knowing Angelica, but ſupps- 
ſing it was che by her exceeding beauty, he with humble reverence de- 
ſired her to attept of his poo2 Cell, where ſhe pooꝛ Lady being weary, 
leated her leit down upon the bed, being glad that ſhe was thus. eſcaped 
from the Golden Tower, ſpending ſome time in conference about their 
koztunate ſucceſs : Pariſmenos then at her requeſt declared in what 
manner he was rid of the Eunuchs. and the other two that watched 
with him, whoſe wiſdom the greatly admired; and after many ſweet 
embꝛates paſt between them, Angelica and Annafell both aſleep, being 
much tired with travel, which Pariſmenos and Jabin ſæing, departed 
into the Chappel to confer about their future ſecurity ; where now 
let us leave them fo2 a while, and return to ſpeak of the Tower

be next Mozningthe Eunuchs,accowding to their wonted man · 
ner, tame to the place where they thought to have faund the 
reſt of their Fellows, but miſſing both, marvelled therear, and 

conceiving the wozſt (being apt to ſuſpition) knocking at Angelica's 

Chamber - doo, but not made anſwer, which dꝛove all of them into an 

erceeding perplerity of fear; then they began to ſtudy what this might 

mean, and going down, they eſpted their fellow lie dead betoze them, 
whom Pariſmenos had caft there, that Angelica might not fee him: then 
being jealous of the truth, they ran down to the Knights that kept the 
entrance, who marvelling at their ſozrow, demanded the cauſe thereof, 
whereupon they declared how they had found one of their fellows flain, 
and the Knight the King had lately ſent,is miſſing. He replies, The 
Knights hath the keeping ol the outer Entrance; whereupon ſome” 
of them ran thither, where they neither found him no2 thoſe that were 
i A 2 appointed 
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appointed to watch with him, noz the Keys of the Tower Gate, which 
Tydings they carried back to the reſt of their Fellows, who by this 
time were all met together: Why, quoth a Knight, J tee no cauſe 
of ſozrow ag you make; wherewith one of the thtee Eunuchs made 
this Reply: 

Oh, pou know not what we have lof,we are undone, we (hall all be 
banged when the King hears thereof, Angelica, Angelica, we have loft 
Angelica: Whereat the Knights burſt fo2th into an exceeding laughter, 

Nap,caidthe other two Eunuchs)laugh not at that which will bzing 
us all to ruine, foz we have loſt angelica, whoſe cutody we had, though 
unknown to you, which rhe King commanded us to keep ſecret, fo 
that he had given out repozt ſhe was departed with him, whom 1 
fear the ſtrange Knight that arrived here, hath carried away from us. 

The Knights hearing theſe wozds, were exceeding amazed therear, 
and immediately went up to Angelica's Chamber, bzeaking open the 
dooz they found her not, but well perceived ſhe was eſcaped:Then began 
the Eunuchs to roar and cry out like mad⸗ men, andthe Knights ran 
up and down like men transfozmed into amazement, at laſt, with much 
ado they fo2ced open the Gate, and found the Dzaw-bzidge let down. 

Some of them having Holes within the Tower, poſted ebery where 
about the Country, making diligent ſearch and enquiry after them, 
and many of thein met with old Jabin, whom he anſwered, that he 
ſaw no ſuch, which they all credired, becauſe he was a Religious Per:

Nuen remained very penſive foz the loſs of Angelica, which the King 
told her of. | 

Marcellus now began to rejoyte, fo2 he allured himſelt᷑ that his de- 
ſign had taken effect, But by this time Maximus was arrived at the 
Golden Tower, where he heard the truth of all, and ſaw the Eunuch 
that lay lain; withal, they certified him in what manner the Grange 
—— came, and how he bzoughr a Letter figned wich his own 

ignet. 

When the King heard this, he pꝛelently grew into a perſwaſion 
that it was The Knight of Fame that had carried away Angelica, then 
calling fo the Letter (which one of the Knights, being moze circum-

With that Dulcia wept, deüring him on her Knees, that he would not 
leave her behind, whole Life would be wozſe than Death without his 
p:eſence, Foz my Lodd, [aid the, if you will grant me this favour, J 
will never koꝛlabe you fo2 tear of Milecy, Peril, oz Tozment. | 

Marcellus then raking ht up, with a kind Kiſs,told her he was glad 

; the would go along with him, being the thing he moſt deſired: 
Lod, but how ſhall J cfcape ? WhilC, ſafd he, J hold the Ladies in 
talk, whoſe Wits are now troubled, diſgnaiſe your ſelf and Clip from 
amongſt them, and ge to Madam Panora's, and ay fo2 me. 

Dulcia pzeſently then calt off her upper Garments, and put on ſome 
of the Ladies that ſhe dc found, and locking fa the dooz, went tho: 
rough the thickeſt of them, and ſ&ing her lock the dooz, took her fo2 one 
of their Company that waſted upon Angelica, 

Dulcia was no ſoner down Stairs, but ſhe haſtedunto the Court 
Gate, and from thence to Panora's Houſe, whom Panora her ſelf let 
in, and Dulcia declared how Marcellus had fent her thither, and would 
be there himſelf pꝛelently, whom Panora kindly welcomed. 

Marcellus ſ&ing all things fall out ſo pzolperoufly, and ſgingDulcia 
paſs by, which he well noted, he left the Ladies, and pzeſently went 
to his Chamber, and arming himſelf in one of the Getulian Knights 
Armour, having none of his own, went to Panora's Houſe, and 
found Dulcia there, and caught her in his Arms with a loving embzace ; 
Being all thꝛe together, he declared to Panora all that hapned to hint- 
ſelf, Angelica, and Dulcia, and told her, that the Knight that lodged 
in her Houſe was him which was called The Knight of Fame, whoſe 
Name is Pariſmenos, Son to the Pzince of Bohemia; withal, re⸗ 
queſting her ſecrecy and ald to conceal their being there: Marcellus 
ſtayed there all night and the next day, ſpending his time in great de⸗ 
light with his beloved Dulcia, whom he affected with a loyal Heart. 

Early the next mozning came the two Qobles from the King to

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This News being come to the Ladies that attended Dulcia inſtead 
of Angelica, thought to carry the repozt thereof unto her, but enqui⸗ 
ring fo; the Rey of her Chamber, none could hear of it; taz everyone 
made anſwer They had it not: Then began a controverfie amongſt 
them, enquiring who it was that came our laſt, but the truth there- 
of they could not learn, inſ\omuch that they began toſuſpec each other, 
thinking te that had rhe Key had loſt it, and would not be known 
thereof : At laſt they began to knock firſt ſoftly, and then hard, but 
none made Anſwer, which dzove. them all into extream perglexity, 
and with much ado, to extinguich that great fear, at laſt bzobe open 
the dooz, and being entred the Chamber, they miſt the ſuppofed Ange. 
lica, but found her Dznaments confuſedly thzown about, ſome wings 
ing their Hands, and tearing off their Hair, and renting their Appa⸗ 
rel, and madeſuch lamentation, that it was heard all over the Court; 
which cauſed the Quten and alt the Courtiers to get to that place, and: 
the Queen being come, and knowing their cauſe of ſozrow, lat down 
amongſt them, oppꝛeſt with cart, uttering a few words. 

Peace Ladies, peace, and give over this vain Lamentation ; fox 
you know not fo2 whom you grieve; it was not Angelica ou had the 
cuſtody of, rherefo2e ceaſe your laments, and give me leave tomourn, 
fo2 J have a great part in all theſe woes, and at once have loſt the com- 
panyof both my dear Childzen, and all pzocured by the King's jeg- 
lonſie, who left Angelica at the Golden Tower, who is ſtoln from 
thence, and now our Son Marcellus is fled with Dulcia : Ahl me, 
what ſoxrow is this! Whoſe grief may be compared to mine! Wag: 
ever any ſo miſerable as J. that at one inſtant habe lot my comfozr, 
my Thildzen, my Joy, and Delight! UWhereupon ſuch paCons of 
grief overwhelmed her Heart, that her ſp@ch abzuptly bꝛoke off, and

Thus was the whole Court and City replete with care, every one 
uttering their opinions, the pounger accuſing Maximus of his cruelty, 
alledging he was the cauſe of thoſe cares, the elder condemning the 
two poung Pꝛintes of lewdnels and [ightneſs, that would venture to 
do ſuch things without their Parents conſent. | * 

The two Nobles that came to Arreſt Marcellus, by this time wers 
tome to the King, who certified him of all things at the Court, wh y 
added new cares to his troubled Head, that Angelica's eſcape did tit 
ſo much grieve him, as that Marcellus ſhould be both an Attoz in p- 
eſcape, and alſo make ſo baſe a choice of Dulcia, with 3 ” ? 
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allured he was fled; no2 did this ſo much ver him, as that he ſaw 
himiAf diſa ppointed ol Revenge. 

Thus did the King continue many days in the Golden Tower, 
calling together all the Knights in the Realm, commanding them to 
make a mote tricter ſearch, and to appoint ſome to ſtay in every part 
of the Country, and examine ebcry Paſſenger ; fo2 his mind told him

on: This Portellus was a Knight of rhe King's Court who not long 
unte was departed into Lybia, without the knowledge of any but 
Marcellus, who had ſent him to biew Venola's Beauty, and to find 
if he could get the Oziginal of that Accuſation laid againſt Pariſ- 
menos, in whoſe Armour Marcellus paſt without ſuſpition, being 
taken fo2 Portellus. | 

Early the next Mozning he arrived at St. Auſtin's Chappel, 

where he would neither knock noz enter, till he was ſure there was 
none to perceive him going in; but when Jabin ſaw him, his Heart 
was tozmented with great fear, demanding what he would have? 

Fear not Jabin, ſaid he, J am thy Friend Marcellus: With that he 
entred into the Chappel, whom Jabin would nbz ſuffer to go further, 
until he had len his Face, which when he beheld, he mot lovingly em- 

zated him and without ſpeaking a Wozd, had him to his Cell, where 
was Pariſmenos, Angelica, and Anna, who all at once beholding 
him, and he them, embzated each other, being fo glad ok each others 

pzeſence, that Angelica wept fo Joy; Pariſmenos ſurfeited with 
delight, and Marcellus's Heart was filled with content. 

When theſe ſkozms of Joys were paſt, and ſomewhat calmed, Mar- 
cellus declared to them all that had hapned, telling them how the King 
had let Spies in every toꝛner of the Country, declaring the cauſe why 
bawas fled, the manner, and with whom, his Lode Dulcia : How he 
haelt tt her with Panora, and how foztunately he had eſcaped; which 
wh. they heard, they all applauded and rejoyced at hig happy ſucceſs; - 
to“ zom Angelica (being merry) (ald: Dulcia, 

_- . > 
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Dulcia has loſt nothing by aſſuming my Name and Habit, but has 
thereby won a conſtant Knight's Love, and hereafter become a Mugen: 
Indeed Bꝛother, whatſoever others map (ay, J perſwade and aſſure 
my ſelf that pou have gotten a bertuous, chaſte, loving, and kind 
Lady's Love, whoſe good Parts J have ofren commended in my le- 
cret thoughts, and now am glad that J have an oppoztunity to ſpeak 
of them in your hearing: What though the be not of Kingſy Race, 
her Uertues are ſuch as may beſeem the greateſt Pzinceſs in the 
Wozld. Marcellus being glad to hear Angelica commend Dulcia, ſaid ; 
Indeed Siſter, I have choſen Dulcia, I lobe her, and will hereafter 
pobe true to her; fo2 her Beauty, Uertye, and good Parts dogleaſe 
me lo much, that if ever J live to pollefs'my Father's Crown, che wall 
be my Queen; Withal, (Siſter) Jam glad that you have met with 
- pour » of whoſe Company J know you are not alittle glad: 
hereupon Angelica bluſhed. Nay, laid he, bluſh not, fot he hath 
better deſerved your Love, than Dulcia hath mine. 

Jn theſe and ſuch like Communications they ſpent the reſt of the 
dap, ſtudying what might be the beſt means foz them to continue 
there, unknown. 

After Marcellus had aid ſome time with Pariſmenos and Angelica 
in Str. Auſtin's Chappel, be departed again in Portellus'g Armour 
to Dulcia, where he arrived (to her exceeding Comfozt) without ſaC- 
pition, who wiſhed that be had been with Angelica, ſo he might have 
enfoyed both her and their company together. 

When Marcellus wag departed, Pariſmcnos and Angelica began ts 
ſtudy how they ſhould eſcape the King's cruelty, being very deſirous 
to go into Bohemia, but knew not how to paſs fo2 fear of being di- 
covered, fo: Maximus Gill commanded diligent ſearch to be made: be 
des, ik that had not been, the Journey was ſo long and dangerous, 
that he was unwilling thereby ro endanger her Perſon,put them to an 
erceeding affoniſhment what to do in this condition; and being un- 
.Skilful of rhemſelves what to determine en, they deflred old Jabin's 
Counſel, who told them, That if they would accept of his Cell lon+ 
ger, and ſuch Pzoviſion as he had, it would be their bet way fill to 
remain there, till Maximuy's fury were over, and out of hope to find 
them; Foz (ſaid he) here you will abide in ſafety, though not in 
content. 

All this time Ring Maximus remained in the Golden Tower, fret- 
ting with extream rage to be revenged, being put out ot all comfozr 
by hls Kaighes, who dſl rerurned taſchaur any news! of chem that 
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he at laſt was (o tired with grief, that he fared like one in a deſpe: 
rate eſtate, but at length thzough the pertwaſion of his Nobles, he 
returned to the Tourt, where the Quecn was, whom ar his coming 
he found very ſick, which was pꝛocured by the Sozrow ſhe endured 
to2 her Childzeng loſs, which grieved her to the Heart. I 

Maximus ſeeing his Queen in this dangerous eſtate, began to re- 
vive her, and bad her be of good Comfozt : Whereupon ſhe utterey 
theſe Speerhes : 

Dh mp Lozd, comfozt cometh now out of Seaſon, which you might 
once have ſalved, but now my gricts are paſt Remedy; it is your jea: 
touſie and too ſond ſuſpect that hath bzed theſe Wiſchances, in giving 
too much credit to that foul Enchantrels Speeches, which your ſelf 
deſires to pꝛobe tte, 02 elle you would not have dealt ſo cruelly by 
pour Childzen : Might you not often have married Angelica according 
to Your own deſire, ta mano Yonourable and great Potentates ? What 
if ſhe be now married, caa that endanger your Life, unleſs you be 
minded to be the Acto2 tyereof your leit? But by your urid ſeverity 
you have done that which you too late repent. 

The King hearing her Speeches, began inwardly to condemn him⸗ 
ſelf of Cruelty,and repented the leverity he had uſed, accuſing himſelf 
of great folly, pꝛoteſting, if ever he had his Childzen again, he would 
not hinder them from their liberty, but that he would let them make a 
free choice attoꝛding to their own Phantaſies : And in this ſozrowful 
eſtate fo2 a while we will leave them, deviſing what meang to wozk 
by gentleneſs to call them home again. 

Marcellus all this while continued with Dulcia in Lady Panora'g 
Houſe, who hearing that Maximus was returned from the Golden 
Tower, and had given over ſlearch as hopelefs to find Angelica o; bim, 
determined to convey Dulcia to St. Auſtin's Chappel; koz panora'g 
Houſe was to riear the Court, thinking that if they remained there, 
they would be deſcry'd ; and with this Reſolution he came to Dulcia, 
and told her his intent, whom he knew would be ruled by him, and 
the next night cauſcd Dulcia ſomewhat to diſguiſe ber ſelf (making 
Panora acquainted therewith) and to met him at St. Martin's Gate 
without the City, and there he would ſtay foz her; fo if he could 
carry a Lady with him thzough the City, he thought one oz other would 
ſuſpect him. | 

Duicia moſt warily and carefuliy executed his Command, which fell 
out according to both their deſires, fo2 they both met at the place ap- 
pointed, where Marcellus, after he had mounted her behindhim, with 
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a joyful Heart rode towards St. Aultin's Chappel, where in o2r 
time he arrived, which bzought much comfo2t to Pariſmenos and An. 
gelica : Afterwards with pleaſant conference they entertained the 


time, ſpending it in the ſoykulleſt content that might be. 


J-bin s Tell was now ſo full of Gueſts, thar it would ſcarce contain 
them, that it leemed moze like a Pꝛilon (though not to them) than a 


place of content. 


It chanced the next Wozning that when Jabin was gone koꝛth to buy 
Pꝛoviſtons, he met with Pprtellus, who was lately returned from Ly 
bia, and coming io the Court, and miſſing the Pzince whom he melt 
dearly loved, wandzed in a ſolitary diſpoſition all that Night and Day, 


wlo eſpying the old Pꝛieſt, came to him, and laid: 


Jabin, the time hath been, when Getulia exceeded in Royalty, but 
now all things is turned up ſide down, my Lozd Marcellus was wont 
to keep you company, but now no man knows where he is; but would 


J were with him, then my care would be leſs, 


Why, quoth Jabin, 


what is pour Name that knoweth me, and are ſo deſirous to nd him? 
My Name, replyed he, is Portellus, Jabin hearing his Name, re- 
membh2ed that he had often heard Marcellus deſire that he could find 
him, therekoze he laid; Tome along with me, and J will bzing you to one 
that can tell you where Marcellus is: Whereupon they both departed 
to the Chappel, where Jabin entred,and told Marcellus, that Portellus 
was without; who hearing his Speeches, pꝛelently ran to him and em: 
b:aced him, bzinging him in, whom Angelica knowing, kindly ſaluted. 

Now Pariſmenos, Marcellus, and Portellus, gibing no delay tothe 
neceſſity of time and buſineſs they had in hand, began to conſult what 
to do, where every one gabe their Opinions, but could not agree upon 
any thing: At laſt they called old Jabin to their Counſel, whoſe wil⸗ 
dom they much etemed, who pzeſently (determined to tell them be: 
fo:e) counſellcd them to ſend Portellus into Bohemia with Letters 
from Pariſmenos to Pariſmus, to requeſt him to ſend an Army to de⸗ 


fend him from King Maximus's Cruelty. 


This Counſel was well appꝛoved of by all, and Portelſus was very 
willing to undertake this Amballo, that he immediately furniſhed him⸗ 
felf with Hozſe and Armour, (having a Letter to that etfecn from Pariſ⸗ 
menos, andthe Jewel which Laurana knew him by, which he deſired 
Portellus to deliver unto his Mother, as an allured Token that he came 
from him) he haſted with all ſpeed towards Bohemia, and ſon arrived 


there, delivering the Letter and Jewel unto Laurana, 


The cauſe of Portellus's coming was ſon known in the Court. 
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which when the Nobles and Commons underftod, Pariſmus neded not 

muſter up Soldiers, fo2 every one was deſirous to be employed, offer» 

ing their ſervice of themſelves, accounting it a diſhonour to. be refu: 

ſed ; that in ſpoꝛt time there were gathered together a great company 

of Knights,Lozds,and Gentlemen, unto whom Pariſmus added twen- 

ty thouſand of good Hozſemen under the Conduct of Pollipus,who was 
very deſirous of that command, and had obtained Violetta*s conſent, 

who with all hafte marched hig men towards Getulia: Pariſmus then 
gathered together an Army ol Fifty thoulid expert Soldiers under 
bis own conduct and Tellamor's, who was then but lately arrived at 

the Bohemian Court with the Lady Clarina, whom (acco2ding to his 
p2omiſe) he had bzought from the Fozreſt ol Ard. 
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CH AP. XXV. 


How Marimus found out Angelica and the reſt, at St:Auftin's Chap- 
pel, and baniſhed Marceilus, impriſoned Angelica and Dulcia, and 
caſt Pariſmenos into a Dungeon, condemning him to be burnt, 
where he continued till he was ready to be famiſhed ; and ho 
afterwards he ſtrangely eſcaped, and met with Pollipus. 


Hilft that thefe things were acting in Bohemia, Parifineros 
with Angelica, and Marcellus with his beloved Dulcia, re- 
mained in great ſafety, and content, being void of fear ta 
be diſcovered, ſeeing they had remained there in all thoſe troubles; but 
being kept within a little Ram, they were dellrous of ſome Recreation, 
and in an Evening, when they thought none were ſtirring, went out 
into a pleaſant Gꝛobe, where having walked up and down, Pariſme- 
nos took Angelica unto a pleaſant Bank; bedeckt with many ſwer- 
Summer flowers, recreating themſelves with great delight. 
Pariſmenos had no ſooner ſeated himſelf, but. Angelica ſate down on 
bis Knee, claſping her right Hand about his Neck with a kind and 
modeſt behaviour, having the other in his manly Boſome, which by 
reaſon of the Heat was then unbuttoned ; and firſt making many a 
delicious Kiſs,a Pꝛologue to her harmonſous Exrpreſion, laid thus: 
My dear Lozd, how happy ſhould we be, ik we were in Bohemia, 
from the ſuſpicion of my Father, end how great would our pleaſure 
de, if we might enjoy this happineſs without fear ?. pet unte we can⸗ 
not attain to that bleſledneſg, but are hindered from it by many dan· 
gers, _ relopce in each others company, which J account a bliſs- 
without compare, and a felicity exceeding all. joy — 
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Courtevus and Honourable Lady, (replyed he) how kotunate may 
Fefteem my lelk to enſoy ſuch favour as pou vouchſafke me, without 
the leaſt merit, you having refuſed no danger koz my lake; haffing dif 
pleaſed your Parents to yield me comfort ; and moſt of all. that you are 
pleaſed and contented with this ſolitary cate, bur ſuddenly J hope 
we ſhall be eaſed from this miſery. Milecy, lafth ſhe, when J enjop 
thy company, J regard not ſolirarineſs, your p2efence is moꝛe delight» 
ful to me than Courrly Pleaſure z koz without you, J account mx 
pleaſure pain, all Company tedicus, and alt Pomp troubletome. 
Fn theſe and many other ſuch like Speches, (weet Embzaces, and 
ſuperabundant overflowing of picaſant Content, they recreated them · 
ſelves, until the old Pꝛieſt came unto them, and then they went to his 
Cell: But Fo2rune, who is ever unconſtanr, intending once moze to 
croſs their happy Bliſs, brought it thus about. | 
One of the Eunuchs that befoze was Angclica's Keeper, being fled 
from the Golden Tower, after ſhc was miſling,fo2 fear of the King's 
Whath, which he knew would be no icſs than Death, had hid himſaif 
in that plate, where ever ſince he lived upon ſuch Dultenance as the 
place yielded, which was wild Fruit, and by unhappp fozrune lay among 
acompany of Buches, and did hear all the Speeches that paſt between 
Pariſmenos and Angelica,and knew them, and following them ſecretly 
to Sr. Auſtin's Chappel, where, akter he had (een them enter, with 
all the ſped that might be, haſted to the City, and in the Mozning ar- 
rived there, where being admitted to the King's pꝛelente, he declared 
how that Angelica was at St. Auſtin's Chappel, and al! the reſt that 
were fled, relating the whole truth of all that he had len and heard. 
The King obſerving his Speeches, pꝛeſently under ſtod that it was 
the unknown Knight that was with her, which thing kindled new 
ſparks of Fire in his Bzeaſt. which befoze he had ſomewhat calmed, that 
in a great rage he ſwoze,Thar if ever he had him who was talled The 
Knight of Fame, he would be ſevercly revenged on him: ?Uhcreupon he 
alſembled all the Nobles, Peers, Lozds, and Knights togither-again; - 
commanding them with all ſped to be ready armed to go with him, 
(not mating the cauſe known to any) who with all ſpeed buckled on - 
their Armour, and at his command, departed with him, who haſted - 
with all ſpeed towards St. Aultin's Chappel. . EX = 
Angelica at the very inſtant of their arrival, was fallen into a 
flumber, and-dzeamed that her Father had encompaCed the-Chappel-- 
round with armed men, wherewirh her Senſes were ſo frighted; that 
the ſuddenly. ſtarted from the place where ſhe lap, and leapt into Pariſ- 
; menos s 
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'menos's Arms, who marvelling thereat, and being amazed at her ſud: 
den cry, demanded what ſhe ailed, who fo? fear, ſhe could not utter: He 
being half aſtoniſhed, ran to his Armour and armed himleik, and dꝛaw⸗ 
ing his Swoꝛd graſyt in his Hand, which he had no ſooner done, but 
he heard one knock ar the Chappel docz, which made him think it 
was not Jabin, and lobing out at the Window, he ſaw thonlands of 
Getulians, which ſo app lauded his Senſes, that he knew not what to 
do: Angelica [ging his ſudden ſadnels, likewiſe tept to the Window, 
and beholding the Soldiers witheut, immediately fell into a Trance, 
which Dulcia and Anna ſæing, took her up and carried her into the 
Cell, Pariſmenos then opening the douz, the Getulian Souldiers began 
to enter, but he ſtandiag at the dooz with his Swozd point bent to⸗ 
wards them, told them, that he that entred fir(t ſhould dye. 

The King then demanded who he was ? Jam, ſad he, inkerioz to 
none, therefoze as good as any. Art thou Marcellus? No, Jam not 
Marcellus, quoth he, but his Friend. Tell me who thou art. ſaid the 

King, oz thou ſhalt dye where thou ſtandeſt immediately. Maximus, 
replyed he, Jam Son to Pariſmus, Pꝛince of Bohemia, my Name is 
Pariſmenos, ſometimes called The Knight of Fame. 

The King hearing his Speeches, wondzed thereat, ſaid, Js not 
Angelica with pou? Pes, quoth he, both Marcellus and Angelica are 
within. Deliver them, replyed Maximus to me. J will, ſaid he, upon 
condition pou will take them into favour again, and remit all the koꝛ⸗ 
mer diſpleaſure you have taken againſt them, and grant me your 
Daughter Angelica in Marriage; if otherwiſe, here J and to de- 
Fend them from the fozce of pour Getulian Armp. | 

Maximus was ſo enraged to hear his Speeches, that he made this 
reply: What madneſs doth poſſeſs thy mind, that thou CandeRt upon 
ſuch terms of reliſtance, when thou leeſt ſo many Ene mies about thee ? 
Thinkeſt thou with boaſting of Speeches to avoid my diſpleaſure, and 
diſappoint me of Revenge 2 No, wert thou the greateſt Potentate in 
the Moꝛld, thou ſpouldſt not cſcape my Hands: UWhereupon he com: 
manded his Knights to take him by fozce, who p2eſently then began 
to enter, but he by realon of the narrowneſs of rhe way, ſtd in his 
own defence, and lew the firft that came, and the next, and after him 
another, behaving himſelf ſo valiantly, that all that came within his 
reach, dyed, and had they all allaied to enter that way, he would have 
killed them all. E. 4 Th 

Marcellus ſæing what miſchief this daughter might brecd, ſtept 

| betwegn Pariſmenos and the Getulians,who knowing him, would not 


offer 
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offer to Orike one blow, whilſt he ſpake to Pariſmenos, deſiring him to 
be ruled by him, who likewiſe conſidered that in this extremity it was 
beſt to pſeld,fo2 that there was no hope to eſcape, therefoze he agreed to 
do accozding to his direction ; Marcellus then upon his Knee humbly 
ſubmitted himſelfunto his Father. 

By this time the Getulians had beaten down a great part of the 
Chappel, and ruſhed violently upon Pariſmenos, who diſdaining to be 
koꝛced to yield (befoze they could overcome him) ſent many of their 
Gholts to Hell; but at laſt he was lo thzonged with the multitude, 
that he was not able to (trike another blow, and ſo was conſtrained 
to yſeld, whom Maximus commanded to be faſt bound. 

Angelica ſeeing this, with weping eyes came to her Father, and 
ſaid; J beſ&ch your Maſeſty uſe that Knight not too harſh on whoſe 
ſafety my Like dependeth. Moze ſhe would have ſaid, but Maximus 
cut her off with theſe Speeches : 

Poo, ſhamelefs and diſobedient Treature,pleadeft thou fo2 him, and 
not fo2 thine own pardon ? Hold thy Tongue, ko; J will not hear the 
ſpeak one woꝛd moze. Uhereupon he commanded them all to be ap- 
pehended,and ſo cauſedthem to be bzought to the Court, firſt impꝛilon⸗ 
ing Pariſmenos, and leading him with Bolts and Fetters of Jron,he 
cauſed him to be caſt into a moſt foathſome and ſtinking Dungeon; 
Angelica he cauſedto be diſrobed of her Rich Oꝛnaments, and taſt into 
Piiſon with Anna and Dulcia, until he had moze leiſure to determine 
of them. | 

By reaſon of the earneſt entreaties of the Queen and Nobles, he 
did not imp2iſon Marcellus, but with many rebukes baniſhed him fron 
his pzeſence, vowing that if ever he came in his (ight, he houldloſe 

Is Head. 
, To rehearſe all the ſeveral Complaints that Angelica, Dulcia and 
Anna made, would be too tedious, fo2 they were ſuch as would have. 
fozced rears from Tyrants eyes, pierced the ſtony Rocks, and molli« 
fied the hardeſt Hearts of the moſt Rude, Truel, Barbarous, and in- 
humane Creatures in the Wozld, being hardly uſed, ſcantly dieted, 
and hardly lodged. 

Pariſmenosꝰg miſery was likewiſe nothing inkeriour to theirs, but 
rather ten times worſe, being alone (they having the benefit of each 
others company, which is a great comfozt in miſery) without light; 
fo2 the Uault oz Dungeon whereinto he was put, had not ſo much as a 
tranny though which any light appeared, being large and wide, 
far from any company, neither could he hear any thing, having but 

| oneg 
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once a day Suſtenance, which was Bead and Water, and of th 
little, it would ſcarce pzeſerve his Life, being alſo heaby laden 
Chains and Bolts: Jn this ſozt he continued many days, withaut 
Hope ever to eſcape from that place, where you may ſuppoſe his tears 
were great, and his comfozrs (mall, 

Many days being paſt, the King allembled his Noble Pers and 
States of the Realm together, to reſolve what to do with Pariſmenos, 
againſt whom many Accuſations were laid, which tended to the 

' bzeach of their Laws, eſpecially Venola's Rape, which was amongſt 

them puniched with Death, and ſo ſeverly that none eſcaped it, whom 
. the King in hearing of them all, condemned to dye the ſame death 
their Laws yfelded, which was to be burnt. 

The Allembly then condemned Dulcia to perpetual Jmpziſonment, 
but the King's Childꝛen were to ſtand to the mercy of their Parents. 

When Marcellus heard this News,it ſtruck an exceeding terrour to 
: his Heart, and ſooner than he would ſ& theſe things came to pals, he 

. reſolved to deſtroy himſelf, inſomuch that he Cared like a mad-man, 

and whereſoever he came amongſt them that knew him, they all won- 
d2ed at his ſtrange alteration, and he quite left the Court, remaining 

in the Lady Panora'g Youſe lo ſecretly that none knew of his abode. 

Pariimenos having continued many days in this Dungeon, mar- 

- velled he could hear no News from Angelica, and wondzed that 
Marcellus had fozgot to yield him comfoztin his greateſt extremity, 
which made him think that eſther they were (mp2iſoned, oz - elſe rhe 
King's wzath had executed a wazſe puniſhment upon them: Theſe en 

the one fide were ſufficient Gziefg; and his hard Jmp:ifonment and 
truel Uſage on the other Ade, was enough to kill the Couteſt Heart; 
and had he not been pzeſerved by admirable means, he could never habe 
endured theſe Calamities: At loG he began to r of ail Hope 
bur recalling bis Senſes, he began to (tudy with ſome comfogr how 
to releaſe himlelt; and amongſt many things that tame into his Head, 

;be _ how to entite the Japloz into the Dungeon, which he thus 

. contrived. | 

The next Yozning-theJayloz tame ta bing him his Dyet,he feign- 
ed himſelf exceeding ſick, and groaned as though he had graſped his 
-laft Bzeath. The Jaylo2 hearing him make ſuch moan, agked him 
what he alled ? To whom he anſwered; Good Jayioz, the date of my 
Life is now J think at an end,-ſo that J hall never ſee the clear 
light again, being of all Men maſt unfoztunare to end mp Life in this 
Wzerched place, who might have Uved.in great. Dignity, but now J — 

.pa 
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paſt hope at any comfo2t,only to the J am able to do god befoze J dye; 
I have great foe of Gold and Silver about me beſides -Jewels,whic 
I will gibe thee, if thou wilt but do thy endeavour to eaſe me, (fox 1 
am gęt in ſome hopes to obtain favour from the Ring) and J will gell 
thee where thou ſhalt nd moze Riches than thou wilt be able to ſpend; 
all this thou alt have, if thou wilt alliſt me in this mp extremity, 
who am now failen down, and of my ſelf not able to ariſle. 

Many other pecſwaſlons he uſed, which wzought lo effecually with 
the Japloz, being enticcd with hope of finding Mealth, and paſt tear of 
him that ſaid/-he was ſo weak, he opened the Dungeon without fear, 
being thereto guided by Divine P2ovidence ; and came to him, who no 
ſoner law him within his reach, but gathering all his tcengih roge- 
ther, he caught hold on him and overthzew him, and getting upon him 
with wit trawling, (fo2 he could neither go no2 tand by reaſon of his 
Bolts) and having him thus under him, never came off him til he 
had pzeſled him ſo hard that he dyed. 

Then taking his Keys from him, he unlocked all the Bolts that 
were faſtned to his Legs, Arma, Neck, and other parts of his Body; 
and when, he had done, he pzaiſed the Gods fo his happy ſucceſs ; and 
afterwards, without any delay, he ſtript off the Jaylo!z's Apparel, and 
cloathing himſelf therein, cating his Body unto the farther end, and 
ſo went out and — the Dungeon doo! alter him. 

By this time it began to be dark, which was a means to further him 
in hiseſcape, whereupon he went into the Court with the Keys at 
his Girdle, and the Falchlon which the Jayloz uſed always to wear 
about him, and met with many that ſuſpeceo him not, and from chenge 
he got out of the Court Gate, being taken foz the Japloz. 1 

Being without the Court, he ſon got out of the City, and did fing 
away his Keps into a Pool of Water ; going diredly towards Saint 
Auſtia's Chappel, thinking there to find Jabin, whom the King had 
milt ok, fo2 that he was not in the Cell when they was taken; and 
early the next Mozning he arrived there, where at his coming be 
found an Army of Hozle- men, that overſp2ead the Fields with thetr 
Troops, whom pꝛelently he knew to be Bohemians by their Colours, 
and dome ſeeing him, took him koz a Spy, whereupon they bought

Pariſmenos being come befoze Pollipus, was by him Cridly exami⸗ 
ned, to whom he ſaid : {Wherefoze have pou bought, this Axm into 
Getulia ? Whp,quorh Pollipus, haſt on not hearhbow Parkgpe'os 15 
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accuſed wzongfully by Maximus, and how he hath condemned him to 
dye a vile and ſhameful Death within theſe ix days, 

When he had heard out theſe Speeches, he marvelled how he ſhould 
come to the knowledge thereof, which Intelligente Jabin had giben 
him. Pariſmenos, replied he, is not in Pziſon, but at Liberty, which 
J came to give you notice of, ko: whom you need take no moze 
care, Villain, (af Pollipus, what ſayeſt thou is Pariſmenos dead? 
(with that he was lo enraged that he changed his Countenance.)Then 
he did diſcover bimſelf, whom Pollipus knowing, caught in his Arms 
with a ſudden embꝛate, all the reſt of the Knights pꝛelently thꝛonging 
abour him with grear joy. 

This News was ſon (pꝛead thtoughout the whole Camp, who 
flung up their Helmets, ſome their Staves and every one ſomething, 
plelding koꝛth a mighty out fo2 joy; but pꝛeſently Command (inter: 
mingled with kind \ntreaty)-was given, That none upon pain of death 
ſhould diſcever Pariſmenos being amongſt them, they being allured 
ok the truth of his Eſcape by his own repozt.

hemians, yet none roulb-rell who he was, and pꝛeſently he and Pollipus 
marched their Regiments ts the City of Epheſus, and beffeged it 
round. The King leeing the City begirt round with Soldiers, 
{ent our a Herald to know what they were; who bzoughr him Wozd, 
hat they were Bohemians, that were come to redeem Pariſmenos, and 
revenge'the Jnjury he had done him upon the falſe Kepozts of the 
King of Lybia. | T 
Maximus hearing this,commanded an Army of twice as many Na · 
tolians as thrre were Bohemians to be gathered together, under the 
command of 6ne Duke 2ridamor,a moſt-valiant, reſolute, and couragi- 
was Big, who'arfirit appzoach entered the Bartel with the Bohe.. 
mians, Who be of good experience and expert Soldiers, as 
little tdemed the Natolians, a#4t they had got the odds themſelves. 
| Pariſmenos 
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Pariſmenos now thought it a fit time to wozk revenge, and to make 
nof of his valour, and being well mounted, he ran againft a Natolian 
Captain, and pierced is Spear quite rhz2ough his Bodp, and then he 
dꝛew his Swap and met another with ſo'full a blow, chat feld him 
from his Hozſe, and was trodden to death; another with violence he 
ran quite through; the fourth lock his Arm; the ffehhis Leg; ans 
ther dis Head; ſpending never a tot in walte, but either a Natolian 
lol his Life, oz ſome part of his! Body thereby, that on a ſudden the 
Bohemians had diſrank'd the Natolians and the Hozſemen had made an 
erceding ſlaughter amongſt them: By this time Pariſmenos was 
gotten into rhe main Battel, and there mer Dire Pridamoc mounted 
upon a White Hozſe, his Capariſons being of beaten Gold, beſet with 
Pearls and Pzecious Stones: his Armour of the richeſt Wozkman: 
thip, and a Plume of ſpangled Feathers in his Treft ; who had vowey 
to ſatisfle his pzoud mind with Bohemians hood at whom Pariſmenos 
ran with ſuch fo2ce, that he tumbled him from his Hozſe, and he was 
almoſt tified with his Furniture; at this the Bohemians gave a great 
ſhout : All this time Pollipus was not idle, but ſhewed ſuch tokens of 
Aalont, that all Wen that ſaw them, judged there could not be 
nfatchev two'ſuch Knights-fn all the Wozld. 

After the Duke did recover his Hozle again, he kept his Soldiers 
moe carefully in Oꝛder, and ſeeing what ſlaughter the Enemy made, 
founded a Retreat, whelſt the Bohemians purfued them unto their 
Camp, and ſlew ſuch a number of them, as the Gzound was covered 
with dead Bodies: The Bohemians then very joyfnlly returned to 
their Tents, growing into ſuch admired-eſtimation of Pariſmenos, 
that they determined not to leave the leaſt part ok his deũre unper⸗ 
fozmed, though the ha zarded their Tives to obtain the kame, tu whom 
their Hearts had an entire affection.

The Ming and Queen td all this while and behel 
marvelling what two Knights they were that made fach Favotk a-

Theſe Articles Maximus agreed to, rather than he would mitigate 

bis wzath, e2 ſend Pariſmenos back in ſafety, which the Nobles tar⸗ 
neſtly-requeſted ; then was Marcellus g banichment repeated, An- 
gelica releaſed our of Pꝛiſon, eſſengers ſent into Lybia and Bar- 
bary : Dulcia likewiſe was then taken out ot Pꝛiſon, and being dil- 
robed, attired her in unſeemly Garments, and in the Evening turn- 
ed her out of the City in a miſerable eſtate. | 

When ſhe ſaw herſelf thus uſed,and knew that · upon pain of Death 
none were to ſuccour-her, ſhe reckoned her condition moze miſerable 
then, than when ſhe was in Pziſon, by reaſon that Marcellus knew 
of her being there; but in this Eſtate ſhe alluredly thought ſhe ſhould 

be deſpiſed, rejected, and/hated of all, and foz want of Kad, ka- 
miſhed ; yea, which was wo2ſe, be fozſaken of Marcellus. 

Then ſhe began to ſtudy which way to redem theſe Evils, wherein 
ſhe ſaw nothing but Im poll bilities; fo2 he thought if the ſhould be 
taken by the Natolian Soldiers, they would uſe her as a Caſtaway, 
and not pity her, but rather [&@k her diſhonour, becauſe ſhe was lekt 
without means of rebengs; therekoze to ſeek Tomfozg there, the

ſent to love him, and afrerwarys-to avold his Father's cruelty at that 
time a Pariſmenos carried Angelica from the Golden Tower to 

St Auſtin's Chappel, my dear Lezd Marcellus likewiſeconveyed me 
unto thejr bonne 2. was taken with her and committed to pul- 
Lon: Now Maximus, (upon what occaſion J know not) hath banicht 
me from the City, and given command that none upon pain of Death 
relieve me; being in this difirefſed eſtate, J dare not be found of 
any of the Natolia leſt they ſhould (although not of their own 
delize, yer by the. Kirig's command) wozk ſhame that my Marcellus 
might tozlake me, and therefoze am come to you lo; Mercy, belerch⸗ 
ing 50 q -pity to ſhelter me with your gracious favour from thoſe 
Wyongs, which otherwile will fall heavy upon me. Pariſs

Pariſmenos knowing hir, tame unto her, and taking her by the hand, 
ſaid: Thar the King at Natolia ould do her no harm in that plate. 

Dulcia fte be big Countenance, pzeſently knew him, 
and fell at his Feet with exceeding joy; but he taking her up, led her 
with Pollipus tg his Tent, demanding how Angelica fared ; (whe 
ſhe acquainted wich the ſozrow ſhe dally made fo2 his Jmpziſohmeng, 
and fear of his Death. aand bow that when ſhe was baniSed, Angelica 
was taken inte fabaun; and how.that none knew what was become of 
Marcellus; whereupon fe wept exceedingly, which Pariſmeuws ſee» 
ing, comfozted her by all means he could, himſelf gathering much 
tontent from hep ſpeeches of Angelica's conſtant love. 75 

The Mellenger that went into Lybia, made great ſpeed until he 
had delivered his Meſlage, - which when the King of Lydia heard 
(thirſting faziKevenge agafnſt. The Knight of Fame, whom he knew 
by no other name, foz the wzong as he ſuppoſed he had done his 
Daughter, and alſo to revenge ſome part of the grudge he did bear to 
Pariſmus, ever ũnce his frſt being in Theſſaly, fox the Dverthzow he 
had received at his Hands, which he was minded te have done when 
he had him in his Court, but that he feared it would move a great 
blemich to bis Honour, whereupon he muſtered up all his Fozces't- 
gether,, and conbeyed them by Sea into Natolia. 

By this time the EmbaCadozs: that went into Barbary were arri⸗ 
ved there, where they delivered their Mellage with ſuch Eloquence, 
that Moroco the King collected an Army of an Hundzed Thouſand 

oors, and ſent them by Shipping into Natolia, under the conduct 
of his Eldeſt Son Santodelodoro, a moſt valiant and couragigus 
Ptince, where, when they were landed, they pitched their Tents 
befoze the City of Epheſus. - - -* 
ariſmeaos [reing theſe. new come Foztes, marvelled of whence 
they Gould be, (on learning the truah thereof; and Maximus having 
knowledge given him of the king ok Ly bia'g appꝛoach, and ot᷑ Santo- 
delodotog Landing, welcomed them with exceeding Joy, and enter. 
tained chem with great Cour teſle, Feaſting them Royally.. 
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How Parilmus arrived in Natalia with a Band of Soſdierb and of his 
Joy for his Son's ſafety, How Maximug appointed Pariſmenys to 
be Burnt, and ofthe Lamentations Marcellus and Angelica made. 

T* King bf Lydia rhirſting after The Knight of Fame's blwy, 


(whom he now knew to be Bon to Pariſmui)uſed all the means 
he could to inſtigate Maximus ta Axbeagt, who was of his own 
diſpoſition ready enough to ſuch Tytanny, 'wriluding- within this 
days to put the ſame in Execution : All the Natoliany remained in 
great tranquility by reaſon of the aid that was bzought them, and the 
multitude of their Army, which was like the Sand ok the Sea in 
number. 

Pariſmus now being come into Natolia with his Army of Thꝛee- 
ſcoze Thouſand of Bohemians and Theſſalians, whoſe coining exceed- 
ingly reſoyted Pariſmenos ; and having pitched hid Tents near to 
the reſt of his Hozſemen, he was met and welcomed bp Pollipus, to 
whom the Pzince with a heavy Tountenance, ald: 

Oh Follipus, all the paing we habe taken, is in vain to ſabe mySon's 
Life, only we may revenge his Death: What inſuſtice and cruelty is 
this the Heavens have (mpoſed upon his Head, that eder unte his Birth 

been miſerable > Would the Gods had let him ill remain in 

Bolte mia, and never have ſought Angelica's love, and that my ſelf with 
theſe Soldiers have guarded him, Lo wemight either have dyed with 
him, 02 p2eſerved him from that Death which he is like to ſuffer: 
'My:Lo2d, ſaid Pollipus, he remains in ſafety. How can that be, 
ſaid he, fo2 it is repozted in every man's Mouth, that he muſt dye a 
molt ſhameful death, and they have him in Paſſon. 

Pariſmenos then humbled himſelf upon his Kn&e, whom Pariſmus 
foonknew, and kindly embzaced, who certified him of all as had hap- 
ned, telling him how the King of -Natolia thought he was in Pziſon 
Mil. This news greatly rejoyced his S Heart, and that where- 
as by reafon of his ſadneſs, the whole Cadvp had laid aſide mirth, now 
hearing of his ſafety, thep re · allumed new comfozt. 

Now the time comes on that Pariſmenos is to be burnt, to which 
purpoſeMaximus cauſeda Stake to be ſet up in the midſt of the City, 
and an infinite number of Citizens were at that ſame time of Exetu⸗ 
tion met together to ſe the ſame, that all the Houſe:tops, Windows, - 
Turrtes, Streets, and every place were filled with their abundance ; 
Angelica hearing thereof, began to exclaim and cry out mof bitterly, 
making ſuch mournful. Lamentations, that it would have moved a 
hear t of Stone to pity her. When: 
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When the gle of Xxecution was come, Maximus, the Quen, the 
King of Lybia, Santodelodoro, and many thouſand Knights of Na- 
tolia, Lybia and Barbacy, wert aſſembled and ſeated to ſee the ſame, 
and 8 to the. Dungeon to bing fozth the Puſoner. 

How the Japloz's Wife,befoze they came, milling of her husband. 
had bzok? open the Dungeon dooz, where ſhe found him dead, and the 
Pulogar eſcaped, and fearing- the King*s fury, dur ſt not diſcloſe the 
ſame, but having apparelled her usband in his Garments, told 
them the Pꝛiloner was dead, who thinking it had been the right Body, 
cauſed thao oʒ four Slaves to take up the ſame, and bear it in Yourn- 
ing to the place of Execution. N 

Angelica tæing the time dzaw near, and having Wozd bought her 
that Pariſmenos was already gone with the Judges, began to tcar her 
Golden Hair, caſt off all her Qznaments from her Head, and raged: 
ſo extreamly that her Damſels could-not hold her, and getting a knife 
in her Hand, ſhe deſperately bowed that if any did but touch her, ſhe 
would pzeſently end her Life with the lame; and ſo ran out of her 

unber into the Court, and from thence into the City, and ſo to 
the place of Execution ; and as the King at that time was giving his 
4 40 actozding to the Law. . 

The Ladies ſeeing her deſperateneſs, durſ not gay her, but ran 
after her,-and- when ſhe came to the place ſhe firſt ran to the fire, in- 
tending that il che fgund him there, ſhe would die with him: but lud 
denly eſpying the Hearſe, and Judges ſtanding by it; ſhe ran thither, 
and her Golden curled Locks hanging down her ſhoulders, her Eyes 
ſwollen with grief, her D2naments all herozn and rattered, her Hands 
all beſmeared with blood that ſhe had cut with holding faſt the Knife, 
and her Face wich the ſame Blod all beſmeared. 

The Bing and Muen knowing her, ran to her with great haſte,and” 
the King of Lybia, and Santadelodoro were much amazed at it, the 
Citizens in an upzoar, and he Judges offered co lay hands on her, 
but ſhe Farting back, ſet tha Knives: potut co-her-Ybozy Baealt,. Ne- 
teſting thas it «hey offered teich er, he ul gozeit-iaher hearts:

and Earth light upon their accurſed Head that did this deed: Here Hes 
true Loyalty and tonſtant Uertue lam?

did beautifie the Glozies of all the KnightSinthe Woyld : Pert lies

As ſhe was continuing the length of her Speth, the peoples voſceg 
ſounded fo2th an Eccho of another dilmal cry; koꝛ Marcellus-having 
knowledge of the Execution, at the Lady Panora's Houſe, being but 
half Apparelled, caught up his Swozd dzawn, and came running to. 
wards the place, murdering ſuch as hindered is Speech, andlaming 
and cutting thoſe that intercepted his haty Steps, getting p2eſently 
to Angelica, folding her in one Arm, and gralping his blody Swozy 
in another, ſaying : O Sitter, what Joy do J eoniteſbe'to ſee pour 
Lopalty : now J ſ& pou lobed Pariſmenos; © be'ebaffant,” (dear Si- 
ſter ) and let us both dye with him, who would not have refuſed a thoy- 
ſand Deaths fo2 our ſakes. - 22 

Then all the Multitude began to cry out with a loud vofce;Save the 
King's Childzen,ſave the Kſng s Childꝛen dec. And luch a mutinp be» 
gan to ariſe, that the Earthſemedro habe wich the noſle they made. 

The Japloz's Wiſe all this while tanding by, and ſeing the two 
young Pꝛintes ready to ſacrifice themſelves, being allured thar none 
but her ſelf knew the truth, and that it refted in her power to lade their 
Lives, eſpecially being tout hed with remoiſe, the ſuddenly fept unto 
the two young Pꝛinteg, ſaeing, Stay, J Cech you ſtap, an. heat the 
truth of all: This dead Body, which you ſkippoſeto be Pariſmerios, is 
the Japloꝛ, though tladin his Apparel; fo2 that wozthy Anigſt eſeaped 
our of the Dungeon; and if you behold the Tozps, you will and e to 
be the Body of my husband: Wherevpon Marcellus went -to' 
Hearſe, and casting off the Cloth tharrovered thi tame 
not Pariſmenos: Then caſting down the Swond,

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in both his Arms, who [&ing the truth of all, and that Pariſmenos was 
eſcaped, with whom ſhe tame on purpoſe fo2 to dye, let fall her Knife, 
and was peſently cloathed by rhe Ladies that attended her. 

Maximus was ſo amazed with this news, that he tad like one ſence» 
leſs ; the King sf Lybia fo; ſhame ef Angelica's Speethes, held down 
his Head, and all the whole Aſſembly of beholdcrs were confounded 
in their thoughts, and Rod like men transfozmed into admiration. 

In the midſt of this amazement came a Knight poſting from the 
Camp with all ſpeed, his Countenance bewzazing ſome Tragical 
Meſlage, who uttered theſe Speeches: 

Wolt Noble Ring, whilſt you ſtand here debating matters of ſo ſmall 
impoztance, the — — deſtroped many thouſands ot your 
Soldiers, who run up and down lie Men aghalt fo2 want ok their Cap- 
tains, that all the Fields are beſtrewed with their dead Bodies, the 
Uallcys filed with Blood, and the plain Gzound dzunk therewith ; 
our Enemies Arms are txred with laying, and we compelled to flye 
fo2 fear, with ſpeed therekoze return, oz the pzide of Natolia is loſt. 
Then began a new Terroz, Maximus, the King of Lybia, Santo- 
delodoro, Fridamor,and all the Nobles of Natolia haſted to the Camp, 
and Marcellus ran to get him Armour: The Queen, Angelica, and 
all the reſt of the Ladies went to the top of a Tower to behold this 
great Battel; moſt of them to ſee the Bohemians Death,but Angelica 
to behold the Ulalour of Pariſmus, whom the heard was come to re- 
deem his Son Pariſmenos, and in lome ſo2t to ſee him amongſt them, 
her Heart pꝛaying continually fo2 the Bohemians Uicoy, 


By this time Maximus and the reſt were come to the City Gates, | 


where they met with thouſands flying to ſave their Lives, whom thep 
commanded to face abdut, and being without rhe Gates, they could hard» 
ly paſs fo2 the Caughtered Carcaſſegof Moors, Natolians and Lybians, 
that lay dead; and in the Camp they ſaw ſuch terrible Slaughters,,. 
and heard ſach grievous Cries, that it amazed their Senſes : Here lay 
thouſands lain there lay thouſands gaſping foz Life, and wallowing 
in their own Blood; others lay mangled with wide gaping Wounds, 
there Hozſe and Man lay both dead together; the Natolians flying, the 
Bohemians purſuing with their Swozds dyed in Blod : Then Maxi- 
mus cheared up his Soldiers, and the King of Lybia began to gather 
together his ſcattered Fozces:Santodelodoro went amongſt his Moors, 
and thoſe that were almoſt quite vanquiſhed, he dzew up to a Bead, 
Pariſmenos having knowledge of Maximus's appzoach, never left 
ſeeking till they = found him, 29 he had done, he (ſ@med ta 
{tretch 
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fretch lozth his Arms with great fury, and bzandiſhing his Swozd, 
he (mote at him with ſuch violence, that he beat him off his Yo!le, 
and being fallen from his Hoſe, he would have trodden him to Death, 
but that Duke Pridamor ſæing the King in ſuch diftreſs, with a thou⸗ 
ſand of his Soldiers reſcued him, but befoze they could attain to 
their dcfire, many of them loſt their Lives, 

Pariſmus in the mean time met with the King of Lybia, and un: 
hoꝛled him, and after him, many hundzed Knights, ſo that none came 
within compaſs of his Sword, but fell : Pollipus on the other de: 
continued a cruel fight again(tSantodelodoro, that thouſands of Moors 
loft their Lives by his valour, and ſuch terrible Mallacres were per: 
fozmed by Pariſmenos, that all that beheld him, wondzed therear, who 
had taken Duke Pridamor Pꝛiſoner, and ſent him to his Tent. 

The Quern and Angelica. all this while ſtod and beheld the Battel, 
the one with fear, the other with joy; the Queen fearing Maximug's 
Death, Angelica in hope that the Waliant Knight ſhe le in Azure 
Armour beſet with Cagles of Gold, was Pariſmends, which Hope 
was bzed in her by viewing p2eciſely his pꝛopoztionable Body. 

By this time the Night began to appꝛoach, and the Bohemians be; 
ing weary with purſuing their Enemles, withdzew themſelves to their 
Tents, appointing diligent Watch to be kept thzoughout the whole 
Camp. | 

The Natolians, and the reſt of the other Parties, being glad of 
ſome reſpite, returned to their Tents allo, and numbing their Men, 
found the moſt part of them llaln, and many grievoully wounded, that 
they could hardly bury their ded. | 

Maximus was carried into the City grievouſly wounded, but the 
King of Lybia and Santodelodoro ſtaped in the Tents in the Field : 
Angelica was returned to her Chamber very ſickly; by reaſon of the 
extream vexation ſhe had endured that day, but afterwards revived - 
her ſelf again by a perſwaſion that he was her beloved Lozd, whom ſhe 
ſo lately beheld : Marcellus was returned to Lady Panora's Houſe, toz- 
menting himſelf with great grief ko; Dulcia's abſence, fearing that 
ſhe was periſhed, entring into ſuch woful Lamentations, that the old 
Lady fearcd he would have deftroyed himſelf. Dulcia likewiſe. all 
this while remained in the Bohemian Camp in great ſozrow- foz the 
want of Marcellus; And thus they continued in great ſalety, but 
doubted of ever ling each other again, | |

| Arly the next Mozning, Maximus the King of Lybia, and San- 

todelodoro, with the States of Natolia, allembled all together 

to determine about the doubtful iſſue of this Mar, and at laſt 

by a general aſſent they reſolved ro Parly with their Enemfes, and eo 

that intent, ſent out a Herald to Pariſmus, who preſently returned 

anſwer, That if the King of Natolia wonld party with him in the 

Field betwen both the Camps, he would there meet him, and con- 

clude a Peace fo2 one day, which the King of Natolia accepted, and im- 
mediately going koꝛth to meet him, Maximu: ſaid thug? 

Pꝛinte of Bohemia, what is it that thou craveſt at my Hands ? Dx 
wherefo2e haſt thou bzought (contrary to rhe Laws of Kings)an Armp 
of Soldiers, where thou art not to let foring without my Licenſe? 

Natolian Tyrant, replyed he, come to redeem my Son, whom thou 
haſt murdered contrary to Law, Juſtice, oꝛ Equity, whoſe Blood J re. 
quire at thy cruel Hands: Allo to revenge the manifold wꝛong thou 
haſt done him in the behalf of the King of Lybia's falſe Accuſatfon, 

J have (quoth Maximus) done nothing to thy Son, but accozding 
to the Laws of this Land, which puniſheth Rape, ceſpecially fn a 
King's Daughter) with death. . 

My Son, ſaid he, never committed any ſuch foul fact, but carried a⸗ 
wap Angelica with her willing conſent, whereby he is unjuſtly judged ; 
Withal, Jdemand her of thee, as of right belongs unto him, koz that 
ſhe is his betrothed Wife, whom J will have bekoze J leave Natolia, 
02 ſee the Ruine of thee and thy Kingdom, therefoze yield her up into 
my Cuſtody. Santodelodoro then ſtepping fozth. laid: 

Thinkeſt thou (Bohemia) to command us in this place? No, no, 
thou arr too weak ; therefoze be gone quickly, oz thou ſhalt ſon (ze ſo 
many Moors here as ſhall confound thy Senſes with amazement. 
Know quoth the Pyzince /that what J have ſaid J will perfozm, and ſo 
little do J eſtem your Fozces, that J will give you thoſe Pꝛiſoners a- 
gain which we have raken, without Nanlome: Wherecupon he deli⸗ 
vered Pridamor unto them. . 

Many other ſpeeches paſt betwen them; but in the end Maximus 
was ſo enraged, that he Lwoze by Heaven and Earth he would ſoner 
ſee his own death, his Countries wzack, and Angelica'g deſtruction, 
rather then he would yield her into his cuſtody : Which when he ſaw, 
he departed. 1 2 2 Pariſmenos 
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Pariſmenos was molt of all troubled when he heardMaximus's Spee: 
thes,whom he knew to be of ſo cruel a diſpoſition, that he would rather 
ſæ her death than be croſ of his Will, ſo that he continued in a ver 
great perplerity of mind: But as loon as they were departed, Pariſ- 
mus, Pollipus, and Pariſmenos, began to conſult what to do, every 
one being deſirous of Uicozy: at laſt Pariſmenos ſaid : 

Wot Noble Hather,if Imap pꝛeſume to give counſel to you, that is 
of far greater Wiſdom, and better experienced in theſe Martial Dil. 
tiplines this is my Opinion: The King is of that cruel Diſpoſition, 
that rather than he will be croſt in his Mill, he will ſee the deſtructi- 
on of himſelf and his whole Poſterity ; Jt is not Ualouc, but Frenzy 
makes him thus Reſolute ; our Foes likewiſe are ſo weakned by the 
laſt Slaughter we made among them that if we can give them another 
ſudden Onſet, they will be utterly ruined : Beſides, the King'g only 
Son is my dear Friend, in whoſe fidelity J dare repoſe my Life, who 
(if he could attain the City) would be ready to ald us, therefoze the beſt 
way is to give the Onlet when they are in their ſecure leep, which 
will be ſuch terrour to them, that they will be like Men amazed. 

pariſmus heat ing his Wozds, liked them very well, and thus he 
eontrived the buſineſs : The Army to be divided into thꝛee parts, the 
firſt under his own conduc, the ſecond under the Generals, and the 
third under his Sons, which was ſo ſecretly efected, that none of 
their Enemies had the leat knowledge thereof. 

About midnight, when all things were Clent, and the Getulians 
vold of ſuſpition, the Bohemians left their Tents, and Pollipus with 
his Fozces gave the Onlet, violently ruſhing into the Getulians Camp 
on that ide was next them: Pariſmenos went between him and the Ci. 
ty,and the Pzince marched about = his Fozces and invaded them on 
the back · Ude: But the Getulians being then in their dead leep, not 
dreaming of any ſuch Plot, they ran up and down leveral ways, ſome 
weaponleſs, ſome half armed, others with their Swozds dzawn, and 
the Bohemians in the midſt of them, making an exceding great laughter. 

The King of Ly bia and Santodelodoro,were ſo tager, that they ran 
up and down, crying out, Courage, Courage; and being Armed, they 
began to entourage their Soldiers with many comkoztable Sperches, 
but the Bohemians were ſo thick amangſt them, and had ſo much dif: 
- 02dered them, that ſome loſt their Lives as they were putting on their 

Armour, others were killed whilſt Sleep was in their Eyes, and ſame 
killed even when they were lifting up their Hands to give the firſt blow, 
and others Cain befoze they could recal their Senſes from amaze- 


ment: 
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ment: There you might have heard the Tries of murdered Souls, 
where Mars was ſeated on his bloody Thzone, and Revenge filling his 
thirſty Heart with Blood; Fear ſanding on the one ſide, and Terrour 
on the other, whilſt Moors ood with ghaſtly Countenances, and Ui- 
cozy appearing on the Bohemians Swozdg, the Prince behind him, 
fAaughrering ſome befoze they could look back, Pollipus befoze them 
with great fury, parting their Souls from their Bodies; Patiſmenos 
* with his bloody Swo2d cutting off their paſſages from the City: The 
Pꝛinte then met with Santodelodoro, making him fipe to ſave himſelf 
from death; Pollipus met withPridamor,and gave him many wounds, 
that he durſt no longer abide his ght: Pariſmenos turned back the 
Kingof Lybia, whom he met haſting to the City, purſuing him with 
ſwift blows ſo violently, that had he nor withdzawn himſelf amongſt 
a company of Lybians, he had there dyed by his Hands. All the Nato- 
lians were amazed and tfrrifed in their thoughts, being ſo furiouſly al- 
: faulted by the Bohemians and Thellalians, that they began to fly and 
leave the Camp, every one ſhifting to ſave his own Elke, making ſuch 
a terrible Out cry, that the noiſe thereof wag heard in the City, and 
the Citizens thinking there had been ſome mutiny in the Camp a- 
monglt the Soldiers, ran out at the City Gates, which advantage 
Pariſmenos eſpying, ſon entred and got the poſſeſion thereof. 

Then began the Citizens to cry out, and run ſeveral ways: theBea- 
cons were let on fire, the Bells rung with a hideous noiſe, and every 
gn of ruine and deſtruction was made: At laſt this News came to 
Maximus, who being greatly enraged thereat, ſuddenly caught up his 
Sw02d,and ran towards the City, the Knights pꝛelently armed them: * 
ſelves, and the Ladies fo2ſook their Beds, wzinging their Hands, 
and making great Lamentation: Angelica being frightned with their 
Cries, apparelled herſelf, not knowing the cauſe of ſo mighty a Tu 
mult: Marcellus wag now awakened with the noiſe of the neighing and 
trampling of & ozſes, beating of Dzums, founding of Trumpets : he 
ſtarting, and with his Swozd in one Hand, and Doublet in another, 
ran out into the Street to læ what might be cauſe of that Tumult. 

By this time all the City wgs flled with Soldiers, and Pariſmenos 
was gotten to the Court Gate where he met with the Natolian King, 
but would not offer to touch him, albeir he ſaw him run deſperately a- 
mongſt the Bohemian Soldiers, murdering all that ſtood next him: 
At laſt he met with his Son Marcellus, who deſired him to abſent him: 
ſelf ; Fo2 Fathercſaid he)you will elſe be deſtroyed by the common Sol- 
diers ; But Maximus being moge enraged than mollifled, ruſhed in 
amongſt. 


__ 
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amongſt the middle of them, without any conſideration, wounding 
ſome, and killed many that offered not to touch him; bur his cateleſs 
furywzought his downfall, and his own folly confirmed the Pꝛophecy 
he had lo long teared,fo2 moſt lamentabiy in the thꝛong or the Bohemian 
Hozſenren he was trodden to death. By this time Marcellus was come 
to the Court, fearing that the Soldſers ſhould enter there and affright 
the Quten andAngelica,where he found Pariſmenos, though unknown, 
keeping the Entrance, at whom he ran with his Swozd point: Hold 
quoth he, Marcellus, here is none but Friends. Mho art thou that 
knoweſt me. Fam thy dear Friend, ſaid he, and wiſh thee to tome ſpee: 
dily into the Court, leſt thou be hurt amongſt my Soldiers. Marcel. 
lus hearing him, knew not his voice, and thercfoze withdzew himſcele. 

By this time the Pzince of Bohemia and Pollipus, gad taken Santo- 
delodoro and the Natolian Duke, Pꝛiſoners; the King of Ly bia was 
fled, and the common Soldiers having ranlackt the Camp, began to 
Plunder the City till the Day began to appear, but the Bohemian 
Commanders, by Dzders from rhe P2zfnce, having aſſembled them: 
ſelves together, gave charge that no Soldier whatſoever, ſhould enter 
the Cirizens Houſes, upon pain of Death. 

The Nobles laing what laughter the Bohemians had made, how 
the Moors and Lybians were fled, and the City ready to be deſtroyed, 
came and told the Quern the truth of all, who miſſing Maximus, pꝛe⸗ 
ſently ran into the City to look him renting her Garments, and mas 

King great ſozrow; at length ſhe cou him where he lay dead, not 
llaughtered by Men, but by Beaſts, cating her [elf careleſslp and deſ- 
perately-upon his Tozps, offering often to do her ſelf violence, but the 
was with ⸗ held by thoſe that C@od by her, and taking up the dead Body, 
it was carried to the Court in great Lamentation foz his untimely 
end; but Marcellus coming to Pariſmus, fafd : 

Mot Noble Pꝛince of Bohemia, J beſcech you Cap pour furious 
Math and ſeek not the deſtruction of this City and us; fo; now Max- 
imus is dead, here is none will make anv reſitance againſt you, but 
ſooner entertain you with willing Hearts, being always unwilling to 
have moved you to ſeek his revenge, but it conſiſteth not in any to con- 
tradict my Farher's Will, who was over ruled by his own folly. - 
Pariſmus having notice given him befoze that he was Marcellus, 
who had always ſo dearly loved his Son made him anſwer. Noble 

'Puince, think that J do no way ſeek to inſure you, but to revenge 
my Son, and redcem his wzongs, which now the juſt Heavens have 
done in my vehalf ; but what reſtitution can be made koz his loſs, 
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whoſe untimely Death was pꝛocured by the King's cruelty : J ſ&k not 
your harm, but his recovery, therekoze be pou aſſured of peace, and reſt 
confidenr that J will at your requeſt, ceaſe ail further Crife, upon 
your Pꝛincely pꝛomiſe of ſecurity, 

My Lozd (ſaid Marcellus) I have always honoured your Name, 
much moze do J affect your pzeſence, deſiring nothing moze than to be 
well eſtemed ok you, and becauſe the King is dead, and J do rule next 
in his Thone, whoſoever offererh injury rs the wozſt ol pour Soldiers, 
J will hate him whilſt J live, therekoze J beſcech you, reſt in au: 
ratice of my pzomiſe, and vouchſafe ſuch entertainment as our Court 
yteldeth, though too inkeriour to harbour your Royal Perſon ; with 
that they embzaced each other, and departed to the Court, having 
appointed their Captains what to do. 

The Soldiers that were then diſperſed in ſeveral places ot the City, 
then returned to the Camp, ſaving ſome few that aſd to Guard the 
Pzince : Marcellus ſent our Pellengers to gather together all the ſcat: 
tered Trops of the Getulians,and gave them great Rewards: Thoſe 
that were alſo maimed and wounded, he cauſed to be brought to a great 
Hoſpital, where they were very carefully looked unto by skilful Phy- 
ütians, and every one kindly gratified by Marcellus.

How Sicheus, Son to the Emperor of Conſtantinopte, Remulus

Marcellus hearing this News.ſent out Heralds to know the cauſe 
of their toming, who returned anſwer, That Camillus came to aid the 

King of Natolia, and Sicheus'and Remulus had bzought their Fozceg. 

to aid Patiſmenos, but being cerrified pf the Bohemians Uinozy, and 

the Peace that was concluded, as alſo of Maximus's death, ſent back 

their Armies, bus themlelves with Troops of gallant Knights were

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coming to the Court: Merce llus then lending out his Nobles, gave 
them kind Entertainment. 

_ Angelica being now at liberty, came down, attended by a gallant 
Train of Ladies, her ſad Countenance ſhewing her Hearts ſozrow, 
and coming to Pariſmus, welcomed him with thele kind Speeches: 

Honourable Pꝛinte, in regard of the devoted Duty, wherein J am 
bound to your wozthinels, in that you are Pariſmenos's Father, I re- 
joyte to le your [afety, although I have cauſe enough of ſozrow, mp 
ſelf having been the chiefeſt means of this diſquiet, pzocured by 
my unhappy Stars; and unte your Noble Son Pariſmenos, fo my 
ſake and my Father's Cruelty, hath endured many Mileries, and 
Death to by all likelyhod, J humbly deſire you both to remit all cauſe 
of diſcontent conceived againſt us, and alſo to vouchlafe me that fa- 
vour, that if you know of his ſafe abode, to comfozt me therewith, 
lo; an erceding fear of his death doth trouble me, which if J were 
aſſured of, J would ſon reſolve to follow him: foz without him J 
am not, in him J live, and in his death my life conſiſteth; Where» 
upon a great fiod of Tears did ſtop her Spxch. 

Pariſmenos ('bcfoze being not minded to diſcover himſelf ) ſæing 
the oft change of her Countenance, and abundance of Tears, where- 
by be ſaw her heart was exceedingly oppꝛeſt with care, now unarmed 
bis Head, being dzawn thereto with joy fo2 her p2eſence, hoping now 
fo2 ever to enjoy her without contradiction, and fozced thereto by a 
reſtleſs deſire to comfozr her and himſelf, that when her Eyes were 
full of Tears, her heart full of grief, and all ſad to ſe her ſozrow, 
he came and embzeced her in his Arms: Marcellus then ran unto 
him with great joy, the Ladies were glad, and the Nobles were all 
pleaſed, and within few days akter, caſt aſide all ſozrow fo; Maximug's 
death, becauſe they had lived in diſquietneſs during the time of 
his Reign, only the Queen reſted in heabineſs. ny 

Angelica having found her dear Lozd, would ſtay no longer in that 
publick Aſembly, but departed with Marcellus and Pariſmenos unto 
their Chamber: Pariſmus and Pollipus accompanied the Muen, uſing 
many-perſwaſions to comfozt her. Marcellus being then with Pa- 
riſmenos and Angelica, among(t many other ſpæches could not fo1- 
get Dulcia, on whom his thoughts continually ran, enduring great 
care fo2 her, by reaſon he knew not what was become of her, fearing 
that his Father's Cruelty had ſought her untimely Death, to whom 
Pariſmenos declared where ſhe was, arid how ſhe came thither, which 
fevived Marcellus and Angelica with great joy. | Ni

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By this time Sicheus, Remulus, and Camillus were come to the 
Court, which Marcellus and Pariſmenos hearing of, went koꝛzth to 
met them: Then Pariſmenos yielded Sicheus many thanks koz his 
kindneſs, and Marcellus did the like to Camillus, Pariſmenos and 
Remulus then began tg renew their fozmer Love, that by the appzoach 
of theſe States, and a gallant number of Knights that attended them, 
the Getulian Court exceded in Royalty, and all in general, after 
Maximus's Funeral was perfouned, remained in great content. 

The King of Lybia, after his terrible Battel was ended, depar⸗ 
ted towards his own Country, and Santodelodoro Ccnt the remnant 
of his diſmayed Ba2s into Barbary, but himſelf (ayed a while in the 
Couct. 

Many days together ſaid this Royal Aſſembly in this Getulian 
Courr, ſpending the time in Honourable Exerciſes; and Pariſmenos 
had obtained the conſent of the Pers to Marry Angelica, and Mar- 
cellus had cauſed Dulcia in moſt ſtately ſozt to be ferched from rhe 
Bohemian Camp, and to be honoured as his betrothed Nucn, ſo that 
by this means all of them enjoyed their hearts content, and delighted 
themſelves in each other's pꝛeſence. 

The enflities of the Weddings being appointed, and much 
ſumptuous pzeparations made againſt the day, the Knights making 
ready their bzight Armour and rich Furnitures again{ the Triumph, 
the Ladies erecting choice of coſtly Attires and Oznaments to adozn 
their Beauties, Scaffolds building to behold the Tilt, and every Mang 
mind repleat with joy, all being willing to honourthcſr Nupttals 

Now the Getulians habe a cuſtom, which is generally obſerved a⸗ 
mongũ them, that the B2ides, the day bekoze their Marriage, Offer 
Sacrifice in Hymen's Temple, whom the Marriage Felks adoze as a 
God, which Supergitious Cultom is in ſuch regard among them, 
that they count it not Lawful fo2 any one to Parry befoze they habe 
perkozmed thele Kites, reputing them koz accurſtthat negleg the ſame, 
and eſteming them enriched with many Bleſſings that do theſe Su 
perſtitions with molt Devotions. The manner whereof is this: 

The Bzides are adozned with rich and coſtly Oznawentg, and 
Crowned with Garlands of Flowers, and in that ſozt they go to the 
Temple attended by one Damſel, who carrieth the Jncenle,- which is 
Balls of Frankincenſe and Roſe-water, which themſelves caſt into the 
Fire that burneth upon the Altar; then Hymen's Pꝛieſt Caith certain 
Pꝛapyers, and uſeth to bleſs them with certain woz ds, paying a long 
time unto the gods of Marriage.

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The time of Angclica's and Dulcia'g Wedding being now tome, 
Dulcia was appointed to go to Hymen's Temple the fir dap, ko but 
one at once could offer Sacrifice ) and Angelica the next; which So- 
temnity Dulcia perfoznted in great Pomp, and rhe next mozning An- 
gelica attiring her (elf after rhe uſual manner, was conducted to the 
Temple do2 by Pariſmus,Sicheus, Remulus, Camillus, Santodelodoro, 
- Follipus, Pridamor, and many other gallant Knights; beſides a 

Train ok Courtly Ladies; entring the Temple with none but Anna, 
whom the moſt dearly loved: The do being faſtned by the Pzſeft, the 
Knights and Ladies returned back to the Court till her return, which 
would be abort the hours after. 

The Pzicſt having fozgotten ſomething that belonged tothe Satri⸗ 
fce. went back to his Houſe to fetch the lame, where he had no ſoner 
entred, bur he eſpied certain Knights that ſuddenly [aid hands upon 
bim; the Pzfeſt marvelling at this ſudden outrage, demanded what 
they were, and whercfoze theycame ; to whom one replied; We come 
for Angelicaz and her we will have; and therefore ſpeak but-one 
word more and thou dieſt: So then the chiefeſt of them commanded 
two of his Servants to bind him: lo they dfd, and with one Knight 
moze in his company entred the Temple. : | 

Angelica ſeeing two Knights in Armour, was {udden!y aghaſt, fear- 
ing ſome Treachery; (as indeed it ſo fell ont) fo2 one of theſeKnights 
- Neſently came to angelica and told her ſhe muſt go along with him; 
and then tok her by the Arm to lead her out of the Temple, whercupon 
Anna began to ſhzfek and try out, but the other dꝛawing foꝛth his Dag: 
ger, ſwoꝛe that if ſhe made any noiſe, he would Cab her to the Heart, 
Angelica ſeeing her ſelf thus betrayed, ſaſd: Villain, what outrage is 
this thou offereſt me? Whither wilt thou convey me? What Treas 
ſon doſt thou intend ? 

Peace Lady ( quoth he) for you ſhall go along with me; neither 
make any reſiſtance, for that which I came for, I will performs Then 
taking her by the Arm, he led her by fozce out of the Temple into the 
Piſet's Houſe, where the ſaw the Pꝛieſt lay bound, and from out ol hig 
Vouſe they conveyed her into a Litter, which was made ſo cloſe, that 
though ſhe made great Lamentation, yet ſþe could not be heard, and 
cauſing Anna to get up behind a Anight, they carried them away with 
the Pꝛieſt; all which they did ſo cloſely, and with ſuch expedition, that 
they eſcayed away undeſcryed, by.reaſon the Temple was an the outs 
ade of the City,

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Now the Knight that carricd away Angelica, was the Barbarous 
King of Tunis, named lcus, who long time befoze Pariſmenos's arrival 


in that Conntry had been a Suitoz to Angelica, but was denied by 


Maximus, and therefoze departed in greatdiſcontent, who having So: 
journed a long time in Ge:ulia, knew their Cuſtoms, and hearing of 
all that had befaln in the Court, andof the King's Death, and had ma: 
ny days attended this oppoꝛtunitp, well knowing bekoze, that ſhe would 
tome to Hy men's Temple to offer the attuſtomed Sacrifice ; ſo came 
at the very inſtant and ſurpꝛized her; and having paſſed without lul⸗ 
pition out of the Suburbs ot the City, he haſted with all ſpeed to his 
Country : But Dy the way as they went they entred into a thick Md, 
where Irus purpoſed to reſt himſelk, Cudyſng there which way to take, 
feari!ig io be ſurpzfzed, koz that he knew ſhe would ſon be miſt: He had 
not {ayed there long but he was deltrped of ſome Knights that lived 
in thoſe Woods, the cauſe of whoſe abode in that place will be declared 
in the following Chapter, who hearing the many Lamentations rhar 
Anna made, {rt upon Irus, whom they thought to be a Perſon of great 
Dignity by the Richneſs of his Armour, which was on the Skirts 
and fides Enameled and beſet with Rich Stones, and all over beſee 
with bleeding Veerts of Azure. 

Irus ſeeing himſelf thus beſer, dzew his Bwo2d, whereupon one oF 
the Cor any blew a Hozn,and preſently there came ten Men well Ar» 
med, equalling the number that was with Irus, between whom began 
a terrible Combat, which continued ſo long, that there wag ſome flair 
on both loeg: Hymen's Pꝛieſt ſeeing this, ſecretly ſtole way, and 
Angelica hearing the noiſe, laked out of the Litrer, wondzing who thep 
were that ſought to reſcue her; but moſt of all what they were that 
had ſtole her from the Temple, at which Cght he was ſo oppzeſt with 
Terroz, that ſþe was ready to give up the Ghoſt. 

Che combat continued Co long, that moſt of Irus's Knights were 
lain, and gricvouſy wounded, ſaving [rus himſelf, who being of greav 
Courage, continued the Fight with much Ualour ; but his Adverſary 
being a Knight of great policy and Crength, ſon tyought Icus within 
his Percy, who fearing his death, deſired him to Cay his hand. Tell 
me (quoth he) then who thou art. J will not (ſaid Irus ) tell ther 
my Narae, but J am of Tunis; Angelica hearing that, gabe a great 
ſhꝛiek, and the Knight looking back, beheld her, whom he thought to be 
rather ſome Divine Eence than a moztal Creature, her Head being 
adozned with a mo{ curious Garland of Flowers, whereat being ama⸗ 


zed at her excellent Beauty, he ſaid; What Lady is this that is ſo fear- 
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ſul to hear thy Name # It is (replied he) Angelica: with that he fell 
down thꝛough faintneſs and effuſion of Blood: The Knight then com: 
ing to Angelica, ſaid: 

Madam, you are now mine by Conqueſt, therefore fear not his 
Name, but go with me, where you ſhall not want for any thing you 
deſire : then taking her our of the Litter, he carried Angelica and an- 
na away with him and left Icus amongf his Knights almoſt rounded 
to Death, whereof there was but thzee of them as had eſcaped with

How Marcellus finding Jrus knew him: Of Pariſmenog's ſorrow ; 
How ke diſguiſed himielf.and departed from Epheſus : How Paz 
riſmus departed towards Theſlaly: The Combat between Jraus 
and Parilmenos when they met in the Deſart; and what after- 
wards bcc), 


He Piielſt (as was befoe declared) having thus eſcaped, haſt- 
ned with all ſpeed to the City: TheTitizens ſeeing him run- 
ning as if he were aghaſt, whom they thought had been at the 

Temple, (f62 all ſuppoſed that 4agelica was there) wondzed thereat, 

Inſomuch that many of them ran afrer him, who being come to the 

Court, met the Budegꝛom and all the reſt of the States going to: 

wards the Temple, wha beholding the Pꝛieſt's behaviour, was dziven 

into great admiration ; but he humbling yimſcelt befoze them, at the 
pꝛelent being ſcarce able to ſpeak, cried out, The Prince ſs Angelica, 

Angelica (and afrer he had recovered a little moze breath, he faſd) An- 

gelica is betray'd and ſtoln away from the Temple, 

Pariſmenos was ſo confounded in his thoughts that he knew not 
here he was, and all the reſt were wers lo diſmayed, that they did nor 
know what to think, but the Pꝛieſt to put them out ok doubt, declared 
the truth of all that had happened, and how that he had lekt the P2in- 
ceſs in the Mod talled the Delart. Paritmenos hearing his ſpeeches, 
- laid: What Knight will bzing me to that place? with that every one 
ran fo2 his Yozſe, but Pariſmenos and Marcellus being firſt mounted, 
poſed with all ſpeed towards the Deſart : Pari mus, Sicheus, and all 
oe reſt preſently Mounted rhenſelves, that on a ſudden the whole 
'Quuntry was overſp2ead with Knights. 

This News being noiſed thꝛough the Court, the Loꝛds betok them⸗ 
(e]ves to their Hozles, and the Ladies ran to the Temple, where = 
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fing Angelica, they filled the hollow Qaults with Lamentations ; rhe 
Countries were amazed, the City in an uproar, and the Quen tn 
great perplerity : By this time Pariſmenos and Marcellus had entred 
the Deſarr, where, acco2ding to the Pꝛieſts wozds, they found Irus a: 
mong his few wounded Knight almo@f dead, whole Head being unar⸗ 
med, Marcel us ſon knew him, and remembzing the Pieds ſpecches 
how he had deſcribed him, knew that he was the Knight that had carryd 
away Angelica, whercupon Paritmenos being inraged, offered to have 
run him thozow, but Marcellus ſtaying his hand, ſaid : This is Irus 
King of Tunis; with that, he ſaid ro Irus, ( who knew Marccllus) 
King of Tunis, what diſhonour is this thou haſt done to my Siſter ? 
That which J have done (quoth lrus) J repent nok, only am ſozry 
that J have thug loſt her, Where is ſhe, ſaid Pariſmenos, which wap 
went the? 

She was taken from us in this place (ſaſy one of the wounded 
Knights) and thoſe that have her, departed out of the Cod another 
wap. 

By this time Pariſinus and Sicheus were centred the Deſart, but pa- 
riſmenos and Marcellus, although they ſaw them, pꝛeſently haſted that 
way the wounded Knight directed them. 

When the Delart was thus beſet and ſearched thzoug bout, Marcel. 
lus and Pariſmenos ſtaid from the haſte they made; fo that they met 
with divers Knights who told them they could not hear of her; where⸗ 
upon Pariſmenos at Marcellus's his entreaty, returned back to Pariſ- 
mus and the reſt, to know their advice bekoze he departed from them. 
Wherefoze Marcellus had great care of him, fo2 that he knew his grief 
was ſuch, that he could not return till he had found her, whole abſence 
would grieve them as much. 

The Pꝛince hearing the Knight's Kepoꝛt that had been every way 
in her ſearch, could ror tell what to think; but he deſired thoſe that loved 
Angelica to polte again ſeveral ways in her (earch, and commanded 
his own Knights to ride ſpeedily into the kurthermoſt parts of Natolia, 
and bozdering Tountries rhereabouts ; which he thought was the belt 
means to find her fo2 he aſſured himſelf that they could not be travelled 
far in that ſho2t ſpace, promiſing moſt boyntiful Reward to any that 
found her, v2 heard of her abode. 

Pariſmenos was ſo tozmented with grief, that he thought himſelf 
negligent id ſtay there, and not to be in her ſearch, but knew not which 
wap to take, his ſenſes were ſo overcome with ſozrow, to whom the 
Pziace laid: Se of good comfozt; Son, foz we hall hear of Angelica 


again 
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Pgain ; therefoze J pꝛap do not you leave us tog, leaſt cur care be ag 
great fo2 your abſence; fo2 there are ſo many Knights in her fearch 
that in this time (2 cannot be conveyed lo far, but we ſhall hear of her, 

My Lo2d and Father, replied he, J beſeech you let me make ſome 
diligent ſearch fo2 her, otherwiſe my mind will not be farisfied, ; and 
I beſeech you retu*n to the Court with rheſe Nobles, and leave me a 
while here to ſeck her: As loz my lafety take no care, (oz be aſſured, 
that fo2 {er only lake J will kecpmy leit free crom all danger, which 
farour it you pleaſe to grant me, will be moze pleaſing to my mind 
than to be kept at Court in caſe. It you will ( quoth the Pꝛince) faſths 
fully promiſe me to return ſuddenly again, you ſhall have my conſent, 
but now go with us to the Court, ond deyart to mozrow. Father, ſaid 
he, J will return to moꝛtow, koz this night J may ſoner find her than 
hcreattcr, ko; that notwithlanding dur learch, yer the may be in the 
+ Deſart, which it it be ſo, they will convey her hence this Night. 

Pariſmus and the ret [zetng his Keſolution, and truſting to his pꝛo⸗ 
miſe to return, [ctr him, and departed co the Court with lrus, koz the- 
Night dzewon, Marcellus would gladly have Naped with Pariſmenos, 
but that he perceived he rather defirev to be left alone, and he likewiſe 
having as heavya heart ag ony of the ref, departed, ; 

Pariſmenos being now by hintſcle, began to ſtudy what to do, often- 
timeg thinking that ſhe was within the Deſars, where ſhe might be he 
thought, by rcaſon of rhe largene's rhereo7; then he remembyed that 
one of Irus's Knights told him they lełt that place, wyich bꝛed a new 
perlwallon in him, that they were departed and gone ſomewhere elle, 
that in a multitude ok thoughts, not knowing what to do, and having 
in thele Cogitations ſperit moſt part ok the night, being tpred with 
arief and care, he alighted from off his Hozle, and tied him to a Tree, 
ſeating himſelf down under a Buſh, as one that had quite given over 
Himſelf to careleſs deſpair ; where (Courteous Reader) koz a while 
we will leave him, to ſpeak of Angelica, 

The Knight that reſcued Angelica from Irus, pꝛeſently conveyed 
ber to the thickeſt of the Deſarr, in the midſt whereof they had a Cave. 
{ which indeed might rather be termed a Labyrinth > Very cunningly 
contrived, wherein were many Roms, Uaults, and Turnings, not 
made hy Nature, but by Art, with great coſt and labour, in which 
place it is recozded, that in pzoceſs ot time the Gyant Malachus kept 
bis ſecret abode, to this Habitation-they bought Angelica, where com: 
lozting her with many fair ſpeeches (which were harſß to her hearing) 
they bert her; but he refuſed all tomfozt, denying to taſte any 1105 

: 
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which they olktred her, ſemning their company ; till at length the 
chlekeſt of them laid: 

Lady, be not thus Coy, no! uſe me tzus diſcourteoufly as to ſhun 
my Company, who hach deſerved no ſuch reward, unless it were (02 
dolng you good, fo; J have releaſed you from the Bondage you were 
in; foz Imp ſelf will uſe you as Honourably as heart can wiſh,fo! this 
place harboureth no Tyranny, bur thoſe that are of an boncurabie in⸗ 
clination, altho? by misfozrune we are dziven to live here, but not (o 
much by Deſtiny as Cruelty, impoled upon us by Maximus the King: 
Fo know Lady, my name is [coaius, and was once Duke of Sextos, 
dut now baniſhed by pour Father from my Dukedom, by the falſe Ac: 
tuſation of Loꝛd Pridamor, who accuſed me of Conſpiracy with rhe 
King of Tunis, who long (ince attempted byTreaſon to betray his Like 
fo2 your Poſſeſſion, whercin the gods knew how innocent J was; and 
being not contented with my Baniſhment and Sequeſtration of my 


Weolth, be alſo ſought to put me to death with great ccuelip : This 


is the cauſe of my dy(olare Life, wherein J find moze quiet than the 
Court pleldeth; then J humbly de ſtre you to be contented with ſuch 
homely entertainment as my Habitation affozds, where you are ag 
welcome as you ould be to the place you moſt deſire to be in. 

Angelica hearing his ſpeeches, was moze grieved than befoze. fear» 
ing he would, in Revenge of her Father's Truzlty, till keep her there, 
—— that with the fear ſhe had conceived, ſhe fell into a deadly 

wound. . 
Anna ſeeing this, cryed out moſt lamentably, doing the beſt He tauld 


to recoder her, which when ſhe had effected, Iconius helped Anna ta 


convey her Miſtrils to one of the Roms, very ſick, and in great danger 
of Death, being diligently attended by Anna, who had all chings necel- 
ſary to comfoxt her, where there was nothing wanting. 


Iconius having left Angelica with Anna, came amongt the ref of” 


his Company, who had been once men of good eſtimation, but by fickle 


Foztune were dziven to live there, and had continued there to2 ſeven. 


years, where they were as far from being diſcovered, as if they had 
not been, keeping themſelves very cloſe, fo2 they knew both Court and 
City would be in an uproar fo; Angelica's abſence, by which means 


the diligent ſearch that was made was all in vdain; koz divers Enfgls- 


had paſſed over the Cave, but could not diſcern the ſame, the Entran⸗ 


tes thereto was artificially contrived, neither was there any Path to 
be ſcen, foz Iconius living in continual fear of his like, was carefub- 


thereto.

Pariſ menos. 
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Pariſmenos continued all that night in the Deſart, ſometimes ref, 
ing himſelf, and lometimes going up and down, meeting with many 
furious Seals, and heard the ſtrange Notes of ſeveral Birds that dye 
abzoad only in the Night, uttering to himſelf many complaints and 
bitter ighs, both foz his od and Angelica's migtaztune: again, he 
marvellev what they ſhould be that reſcued her from Irus;: but moſt of 
all, could not imagine unto what ſecret place they could ſo ſuddenly 
convey her, lo that by many cauſes of care, and ſo little hope to find 
her, cither by day 02 night, he wandzed towardg the Court as one care- 
leſs, not caring v-hat ye did, oz whether he went, letting his Hozſe 
hang down his head ag he would, lo that he ſeemed to partake in his 
Rider*s Sozrow, and being come to rhe Court, he was kindly enter: 
tained by all. 

Marcellus and Remulus uſed all the means that might be, to com: 
fot him, but it nothing p2evailev, being now a ſtrange alteration in 
the Court; lo the Knights that had pꝛepared Furniture to adozn 
the Wedding, now put on Mourning; The Ladies that befoze rejop⸗ 
ted, now fell to weeping; The Citizens whoſe hearts were filled with 
full delight, were now become pen(ye : The great pꝛeparation whic 
was making, now (f@d at a ſtay, none caring whether it went back. 
wards 0! fo2wards, and all things in ſuch confuſed alteration, as tho? 
they hadbcen turned upſite down, that even the meaner ſozt of People 
that take delight in ſeeing ſhows, were gricved to be fruſtrated of their 
deſire. 

In this ſozt they continued many days, being void of all Hope, but 
only to hear ſome welcome News, by ſuch Knights ag were gone in 
ſcarch of angelica, whoſe diligence they knew would be great in that 
behalf ; but many days contiuued Angelica in that Deſart very dan- 
geroufiy ſick, ſo that Anna thought ſhe could by no means eſcape. 

Fariſmenos likewiſe ſtayꝰd in the Natolian Court till all the Knights. 
that went in ſearch of her were returned without News of her, which 
dove him into new conccirs and rhoughts what to do; fo2 His care fo2 
her abſence, and fear never to ſee her again, made him weary of all 
company, and weary of the Tourt, which ſeemed no other to him than 
a place of diſtontent. and the Cght of ſome of their mirth increaſedhis 
grief, that he reſolved to leave the Court, and ſpend his time in ſome 
lolitary place, therefoze finding an oppoztunity, he Armed himielk ina 
murry Armour, and in a dark Evening lekt the Court, and went di- 
rectly rowards the Deſart.

Many days being paſt in his ſearch, they were all out of comfo2t to 
find him alſo, eſpecially rhe Pzince his Father remained very ſad, but 
pet they all conceived hopes of his ſafety, although they knew not 
where he was, alluring themſelves that he abſented himſelf volun- 


tarily. 


Mithin few days after, there arribed tertain Knights, who bzoughr 
Letters out of Bohemia unto the Pzince, which cercified him, that the 
King his Father was very (ick, and not likely to live long, therekoze 
deſired him to return, which cauſed Pariſmus to leabe the Getulian 
Court, giving ©zder to Pollipus ty march away with the Bohemian 
Soldiers, being very unwilling to leave his Son behind him, but 
becauſe he knew there was no Remedy foz rhe leaſt of thoſe Evils, he 
tok his farewel of rhe ref, accompanied by Sicheus, ( firſt having 
let lrus depart, and fozgiving him his offence ) he alſo left che Court, 
leabing Marcellus very penſive fo his abſence : and afterwards Mar- 
cellus let the King of 'Tunis go fre upon certain conditfons agried be» 
twen them: Remulus beng ſozry fo ' Pariſmenos and Angelica's 
migloztune, departed towards "Thrace, and Camillus, and Santode- 


lodoro departed to their own Countries. 


Within few days after, Marcellus was with great Solemnitz 
Married to Dulcia, the pyeparations being Glozious to behold, buy 
yer it was ſo darkned by the abſence of Pariſmenos and Angelica, and 
the reſt of the States that were ſo lately Aſembled, that it ſ@medliſks 


Joy and Mourning intermingled. 


lrus being departed from the Getulian Court, glad of his owt 
ſafery, koz that he befo2e feared his life, but pet was CiM griebed tha 
he was ſo diſappointed of Angelica; by the way as he did go towards 
bis own Country, being unaccompanied, be entred rhe Delart, bie 
mind being dꝛawn to a delle to fe the place where he loſt her, neus 
unto which Pariſmenos remifned, who eſpying lrus, pꝛeſentip knew 
him, and thinking that he had efcaped from the Getulian Court bp 
ſtealth, thought now to, be fully Revenged on him, koz that he alons 
had by his Treachery croſs his only intended happinefg, that rowing 


bimſelf, he went towards lrus, v

 [{ketwiſe was on fot, fog that de 
ack, drawing his Swozd withous - 
Sb ſpcaki 
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Txcaking a wopd, truck at him, yet though it lighted upon his Armour, 

The fozce thereof bzuiſed his Fleſh; Irus being enraged therewith, dꝛe w 
bis Swe!d, between whom began a fierce Combat, which continued 
a god ſpace, until Itus had received ſome grievous Wounds, and 
marvelling at his Enenifes Ualour , he (aid thus unto him: 

Knight, who art thou that offereſt me this Outrage? J know thee 
not, neither have J offended thee, 

Jem, quoth he, Pariſmenos, the greateſt Enemy that thou halt, 
and do ſo moztally hate thee, that J will have thy life befoze J depart z 
with that he aſſailed him moſt kurioudy, and gave him ſuch deep 

wounds, that with much cffuſion of Blond he fell at his feet fo2 dead. 

He had noſoner bzought him to rhe G ound, but he eſpied one at 
the Wead's ide, to whom he ſaid, 7z:igyt, who art tou? The 
Knight lobking back, La ing his So blady, and hig Uciour bot: 
tered, ſeeming to have come from ſome great skirmiih, and dildun⸗ 
ing to be ſo peremptozily examined by hin, anlwered. T at is that to 
thee? Tell me who thou art that examinett me i:: his plate? 

Pariſmenos being enraged crceedingly with the ſnart of ſome 
wound he had received, ſaid, J am one that will know who thou arc 
befoze J leave thee, and with that, ruck at him. The Knight pye: 
ſently dꝛew his Swowd to revenge that blow, but was ſo far unable 
to withſtand Pariſmenos, that he was ſon vanquiſhed, but he ſtriking 
another blow at him, hit him juſt where his Armour was bzoken, the 

foxce whereof pierced his heart, and he fell down drad; which done, 
Pariſmenos pulled off his Helmet to ſee if he knew him, but he knew 
him not, whereupon he departed, 

Sir Duke Iconius hearing the noſe of claſhing of Armour, being 
then abzoad, dꝛew toward the place where Irus lay gaſping loz bzeath, 
whem he pꝛelently knew to be the ſame Knight from whom he had ta- 
ken Angelica, and unlacing his Helmet to give him Air, knew him 
to be his dear friend Irus, foz whoſe ſake he was Baniſhed; ſo taking 
him up, he carried him to his Cave with great diligence, labouring to 
revive him, which by his care he did at length attain to. 

As ſon as Anna beheld this Knight bzought in, the pzeſently knew 
him by his Armour to be the lame that had taken fot Miſtrels and her 
out of the Temple; and ſecretly enquiring of the Knights his Name, 
they all made antwer, they knew him not (foz indeed none but Tconius 
knew him: Hut Angelica being ſomewhat better recovered, Anna 
told her what ſhe had ſeen, ſaying, ſhe could not learn his Name. 

Oh Anna! quoth ſhe, never enquire his Name, but view him well

and thou ſhalt quickly find him to be the King of Tunis, fo2 did you 
not hear him lay he was of Tunis, when Iconius tok me from him:

to carry me to the Getulian Court, J am now out of all comfozt of that. 
fo2 Irus will rather ſeek to convey nie into Tunis, Co that J fear J 
ſhall never ſee my beloved Knight again, but muſt be ſubject to his 
Diſpolition, who J know, acco2ding to his Barbarous Nature, will 
uſe me badly, that J know not what to do (Anna) in this Extremt- 

ty, but rather than J will ſubmir my ſelf to his Will, J will de the 

Executſoner of my own Death, and tear my Heart from fozth my 
troubled Bꝛzeaſt. | 

Anna then comfozted her by many perſwaſions, putting her in god 
debe in the end to attain a happy iClue ta all their unſoztunate E- 

ents. * 

Alter that Pariſmenos had lain the Knight, he returned again ts 
the place where he hadleft Irus, but found him not, which made him wor ⸗ 
der what was become of him, thinking that he had recovered himſelf 
and ſo fled : again being weary, and ſomewhar woeunded, he got ts 
hig ſecret covert to reſt himſelf, determining there to ſpend the rem- 
nant of his life, where he continued many days: in which time Irus 
remaining with Iconius in the Cave, had recovered his health, and 
knew him to be one of the chlekeſt that had endangered his Life, by 
taking Angelica from him, and at length knew him to be his old 
Friend Iconius, fo2 which he had now made amends in bzinging him 
to his Tave, that was likely to periſh, that having recovered his pers 
ken ſenſes, he uttered theſe ſp&ches. 

How fo2tunate am J, god lconius, to fall into pour hands, that 
otherwiſe could not have ſurvived! J have long ſince heard of pour 
Baniſhment from rhe Getulian Court only fo2 my fake, and heard 
how ſtrictly King Maximus ſought pous Life, which being come 
to my knowledge, J ſought diligently to And you our, with intent ts 
have carried pou into Tunis, but unte J have ſo happily found you, and 
have much mote cauſe to love vou, let me entreat you to leave this: Drs» 
ſart, and depat with me to Janis, where J will pzefer pou to higher 
Dignitp then ever you had in Getulia. 34.14 24 

J humbly thank you ( replyed Iconius, ) tut J marvel: what mit. 
adventure hath bꝛought you into this Country, eſpecially in this plate. 
I will (ſaid Irus) tell the the truth of all. Then he declarrd unto 
him how he had taken Angelica;out of Hy men's Temple, and how the 
was reſcued from him; declaring — * he knew ol the * — 4 

* - Get 
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Getulia, and how long ſince he deparred from the Court, and how 
be met with a Knight in the Deſart that had almoſt lain him. 

Iconius hearing him relate theſe Adventures, ſaid: Pardon me, 
Noble Irus, fo; it was my ſelf rok the Lady Angelica from you, not 
knowing who you were, who now remains within this Cave. 

My dear Friend (quoth Irus,) was it you that rok Angelica from 
me? How came it to paſs that you knew me not, no2 J you? How 
happy and fo2tunate may J be, if you continue my faithful Friend ag 
heretofoze you have ben, by letting me enjoy Angelica's Pteſence ! 

My Lozd, ſaid Iconius, J have not fozgotten my fozmer Love to 
you, and none but your ſelf ſhall have the Cuſtody of Angelica, foz. 
none hath tv well deſerved her, oz is wozchp of her, but pou ; therefoze 
vouchſafe to follow my Counſel, which is this: Do nor at firſt moti- 
tion your former Love unto her, but uſe her very civilly, and koz a 
while difſemble the extremity of your Paſſion ; fo2 J perceive ſhe is 
deeply enthzalled to the Bohemian Knight, and to make any other 
Love to her at firſt, will the moze encreale her affection, but when ſhe 
is without hope of finding him again, ſhe will ſon alter her mind, f62 
Womens Aﬀecjons are various. lrus then told him he liked his 
Counſel excxving well; withal returned him hearty thanks fo2 the 
Friendchip he had received at his hands. | 

Iconius being departed from Irus, went pꝛelently to Angelica, whom 
he found weeping, whereupon he rok occaſion to ſay, Angelica, J much 
marvel why you tozment pour telf with thele griefs when you le pour 
Celf in ſafety and out of danger; have Þ per deſerved no better opini⸗ 
on at your hands, that have been ſo careful of your health and ſafety ? 
A beſ&ch you abandon this your ſadneſs, and contain ſome quiet, 
which Je is ready to overcome you. 

Iconius ( quoth ſhe ) what heart oppꝛeſt with lo many Tares and 
Uerations as J have endured, tould refrain from Gzief? what Epes 
that have beheld ſuch Truelty, can abſtain fcom ſhedding infinite fiodg 
of ſalt Tears? what Creature ſubſe to this miſery, could contain her 
ſelf within the bounds of Keaſon? and now all theſe are hapned, 
and ſo many occaſions of Diſcontent concurred together, ver in the 
midlt one Piſchief greater than all the reſt hath befaln me; Js not 
Irus that cruel King of Tunis, within this Cave? My great Enemy, 
my living Foe, who was the cauſe of my ficſt bzinging hither, pour 
pꝛołeſſed Friend; to whoſe couriſel you will ſoner yield, than per - 
fozm your Pꝛomiſe to me paſt, which was to convey me to the Court; 
Pet if pou remain conſtant, then J have the leſs tauſe to fear — 
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but it vou condeſcend to be ruled by his wicked perſwaſion, then J 
know my G1ief will be lengthned. 

Iconius hearing her [pceches, thought it beſt to flatter her, and 
therefoze made this anſwer, Nay, Lady, Caſt away ſuch fear, foz 
none ſhall ſo much over:rule me as ro make me falſiffe my Pꝛomiſe; 
neither do J think he is of any ſuch diſpoſition, bur if he be, J care 
non, fo2 what J have pzomiſed J will undoubtedly perfoun, and 
would have done it bekoze now, but chat fo2 fear of endangering vous 
health. 

Many other Speeches paſt betwen them, till at laſt Iconius left her, 
and going to Irus,to!d him all that had paſt betwæen Angelica and him, 
who by Iconius's Counſel dillembled his Aﬀection, and tho' he were 
often in Angelica's company, he made no ſhew of carne(t Love, pet 
careleſiv would make recital of his fozmer Devotions, which he lo 
cunningly dillembled, that Angelica began to reſt in allurance of Ico. 
rius's Fidelity, and hoping that Irus had given over his yor Tove, be⸗ 
gan to gather moze tomkozt to her abated Spirits; fo2 by reaſon of 
thele traublcs ſhe had paſt, and her late ſickneſs, ſhe was btought into 
a weak condition, and many days,it was hefo:e the recovered her health, 
the which lconius thought a god excule to fruſtrate her deſire from de⸗ 
parting. 

Fariſme nos all this while wandzed up and down the Deſart, libing 
upon nothing but wild Fruit. having no other Lodging but the cold 
Earth, that the Yair which then began to bud, had with negligent 
care covered ſome part of his face, which was grown to a great 
length, and his complerion fo much altered, that thoſe with whom he 
was molt familiar, could hardly have known him. 

Now whill he remained in this unktequented Deſart, he had at le- 
veral times met with ſome of Iconius's Conſozts, and lain them, 
becauſe they refuſed to yield to him, and denied to tell him What they 
were, having taken an Dath (vowed to lconius betoze ) not to dil: 
cover his Babitation, whieh they Keligioully kept, though in other 
matters they obſerved no Civility: At laſt, he met wich another of his 
Fellowa, whom ve allailed and ſoon bzought in danger of his Like; tut 
he being of a moze Cowardly Diſpoſition than the reit, fled, and with 
much ado eſcaped; and coming to lconius, told him what he had len, 
and met with a trange Knight (02 rather Savage Man) that haunted 
| the Deſart, 7 had almoſt —— _ Whar ro 8 he on (ſid 

conius? ) J cannot tell, ſaid ks igyr, koz (1.18. lo qver-womn, 
Kyuifed, and battered, that neither kb "ho; ane thing N

perceivable. Allured, replied Iconius, that is the Knight that harh 
lain ſo many ok our Company, which we have found dead, which 
makes me think he is ſome diſtreſſed Man, 02 Baniſhed as my ſelf 
is, in regard whereof J pity him, and tould wiſh that he were among 
us, which peradventure would hing comfo2t to him. 

Many other Speches they had of him, being pet of no mind to lk 
him out, which Iconius determined to do afterwards : and thus con- 
tinued Irus, conſuiting with lconius how to win Angelica's Favour, 
Angelica likewiſe reſted in hope that Iconius would carry her to the 
Getulian Court, and Pariſmenos continued (tilt in the Deſart.

CHAP. XXXL 


How Treacherouſly Jrits uſed Angelica, and how he was murde- 
red by Anna: How Pariſmenos arrived at Iconius's Cave, 
where he reſcued Anna from a molt violent Death z and of other 
Accidents that befell. 


| Frerwards when Angelica had fully recovered her Health, then 

lrus thought the time belt ſerved to inflnuate himſelf into her 
Favour, fo2 allaying the erte Flames of his foul Bzeaſt: So that 
by Iconius's Counſel he would often frequent her Company, nap, 
and in ſuch ſozt, and with (uch kind Sehabfour towards her, as that 
he ſ@med to pity her, and would oftentimes enter into Diſcourſe of 
great Penitence fo2 outrage committed againſt her, but in the end, 
would always crave her god Dpinion of him. 

This Behaviour he uſed ſo long, thar Angelica began to conceive 
verp well of him again, and to remit ſome part of her conceived Dif- 
pleaſure, as thinking now that he had given over his fozmer unwel- 
come Suit; and many times Iconius and all the reſt of his Compa- 
ny, being gone out of the Cave, left Irus alone with Angelica; who 
behaved himſelf in ſuch a decent ſozr, and with ſuch kind Behaviour 
towards her in all things, that the thought certainly he had abandoned 
his late Fnc\vility. | | - © 

Afterwards it hapned that upon a time when Iconius was in ton; 
ference with Irus, he elpied one of his Alociates come in grie- 
bouſly wounded, to whom he declarcd yow he had met with a ffrange 


Knight that aflalled him ſo violently, i could hardly eſcape with 
Life that afafley him do vidleprly, that he cor on ON 


- 
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Iconius hearing his Speches,was greatly troubled in mind to know 
What he ſhould be, that within ſome thzer Days after, "making Irus 
pvp to his intent, he went out of the Cave, accompanied by all the 
reſt of his Fellows, to læk him, leaving Irus in the Cave, who, af- 
ter lconius's departure, ſcated himſelf down in a melancholy Study, 
thinking himſelf ro folich to live lo long in the fight of Angelica, 
without hope of her Favour, and alſo began to perſwade him, that 
Iconius had ſome other intent then he made ſhew of, which might 
diſappoint him of obtaining her Love, recalling to his ſecret view her 
Divine Perfections, that very thought enflamed his wicked heart with 
ſuch defire, that he burſt kozth into hot Luſt ; whereupon he pxcſently 
went unto the place where ſhe was, who erpected no other pzoffer of 
behaviour but rhe lame he had bekoze uſed, ſuffering him to ir down by 
her, and entred into diſcourſe with him as fozmerly ſhe had done; 
hut he having his mind continually meditating how to ſatisftc his de: 
ſire, beheld her exceding Beauty with a gredy Eye, and devoured the 
ſame with luch an Appetite, that it augmented his Aﬀecion, and ſet 
on fire his n:w fnvented purpoſe, which was co attain the poſſeſſion 
ok her Perſon, and Conqueſt of her Love, that ſeizing his hand upon 
hers, graſping the {ame ſometimes ſtrialp, and then again playing 
with her long Fingers, fixing his Eyes upon her, and making a ſad 
Sigh a Pꝛologue to his ſpeech, he (aid : 

Moſt divine Lady: Pardon me if J pꝛelume beyond the conſent of 
your favourable Licenſe to touch your pꝛeclous hand, oz (f Þ enter 
into Speeches that may diſagree with your Fancy, oz to ſhew the in⸗ 
tegrity of my Devotion, but becauſe J relye upon your Benſgnity, 
and have long time by fear to be offenſive, rather endured inward and 
ſecret Tozment, than by mp Pzeſumption pꝛocure pou any diſquiet- 
neſs. J have long ſince concealed mp Love, Duty, and Aﬀection uns 
to your [wet Perfection, now finding you at leilure and feling my 
paſſionate Sozrows encreaſe, do humbly beſgech you ts pity my long 
continued Gziels, and grant me lome favour to revive my heart with 
comfort, foz vou know J have long time ben enthzalled to your Beauty, 
and have always ſtudied how to merit pour favour, which Love hath 
ever continued conſtant and immoveable, and will till lo remain whit 
my Life doth la, which compelled me to that boldneſs to hing you 
from the Temple, and with intent tg carry you into my Country, 
and make you the Ruler of me and mine, thereloze ling vou habe thus 
tryal of my Conſtancy, what nerd you deny me pour Love, confl- 


-dering there is no Knight hath attended pour liking with moze ferven» 
t. | Angelica 


Angelica htaring his Speches, would have taken her hand from 
him, but be till keeping faſt the ſame, ſhe made this reply: J rhought 
pou had foxgotten pour fozmer deſire, and would nor have troubled 
me any mo2e with ſt, eſpecially now when you le Jam not io make 
any change of the chgice J have made; therefoze J ſhould count it 
great Wiſdom in you to abſtain from that which you have been lo of- 
ten denied, and le lo unlike to attafn ; fo2 ſhould J now yield my ſelf 
to pleaſe your Fancy, J ſhould diſhonour my Name, my Stock, and 
reap continual Janominy and Scandal ro my Self, beides, it would 
hed continual War betwen you and the Noble Pzince of Bohemia, 
who is of ſuch Fozce and invincible Strength, that he would waſte 
pour Countrey if you attempt any ſuch thing. 

Madam, ſaid lrus, J beſ&ch you let no vain ſuppoſe of Pariſmug's 
Strength hinder my Deſires, but grant me your Love without 
which J cannot Live, and Armed therewilth, J ſhall he able to with- 
ſtand any Foe. Eu 

When he had ended theſe Speches, having her hand pet in his, he 
embzaced her in his Arms, and fo2ced from her a Kiſs; but ſhe be- 
ing vered thereat ſuddenly arted from him, and would have departed 
the Kom, but he being Armed with Jmpudence, held her by violence, 
and bzought her back, whereupon bluſhing excedingly, ſhe (aid; 

Irus, if ever thou erpec fabour at my hands, deſiſt, and le not ts 
obtain my Love by Utolence ; fo2 if you do, J will ſonertear my 
heart in pletes, than to conſent to your Will ; therckoze if there be el⸗ 
ther Uirtue, Humility, god Nature, oz Love in you, fozbear this 
Rudeneſs. 

But he having begun, his immoderate Luſt urged him to pzoced, 
uſing ſuch uncivit behaviour, that her ſhꝛieks were heard all the Cave 
over, which cauſed Anna to come running in, who {&ing her Miſtrelg 
fo roughly handled, uſed all the means ſh? could, to reſcue her, and 
pzeſerve her Honour; which having done, Angelica with weping 
Eyes, and wzinging her hands, falling on her knes, uttered theſe 
Speeches : - 

Oh lrus | Be nat lo inhumane as to deſpoil me ok my Uirginitp : 
Whar pleaſure can you find with this Uiolence > Oz what Benefit 
will iny Life be to you ? Sek not my Love thus, but if you will nerds 
have the poffeſſion thereof, let it be in a dertuous manner; -wheve- 
upon a flad of Tears ran from her pure Eyes, whilſt he tod over hes, 
like a fierce Lion over a harmleſs Lamb, caſting a moſt furious lak 
on Anna, ſuppoſing that none but only che did hinder hig 9 that 
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denly dzawing out his Dagger, he purpoſed to Stab ber, but f he. (+ 

ing bis intent, led our of the Kom, and he ran after her, 'which 

Augelica perceiving, cried out, Stay, (tap, / pay Itus, ſtay: Then 

when he returned, teilt halding his Dagger in ie hand, he pulled her 

ta him, ſaying, angelica, my reſotyurion is to enſop the befoze J de- 
part, and will not deſiſt if. it coſt us hot h gur Eiveg. Angelica hear- 
ing him ſap lo, replied. Itus, god tus, aſe me not thus barbaroufly, 

and you ſhall (@ 1 will do moe with Gentlenels than thy Rudenels 

can compell me to: this (aid, he turned krom her till the aroſe from 

the Szound. 

She was no loner got up upon her kæt, but her Senſes began to ſail 
her, and the lively red lefr her Cozal Lips, falling pꝛeſentiy into a 
deadly ſwoon : Then lrus and Anna did the beſt they could to recover 
her, and ſo ſan as ſhe began to dzaw her breath, Anna ſeated her 
on her Bed. de, who with a grie vous gh laid: 

Oh I[tus, Icus, cruel Irus! IJdid not think you would have uſed me 
thus, becauſe you ſhewed ſome (gns of Uertue in you, and rather 
than you ſhall offer. me ang moꝛe ſuch Ujolence, J will depart with 
you into Tunis, and pield my lelk in honourable ſozt to be at pour dil- 
polition. Angelica, ſaid he. give me palleſũion of your Love, fox with: 
our that J will not be ſatisfied. Why Irus, quoth ſhe, will nothing 
ſatigfle you bur mp diſhonour 2 Js this the honourable mind ſhould be 
ina Bang? Pꝛap Irus be not thus cruel. J am not cruel, ſaid he, and 
it is but Folly to ſtand upon recins of Denial. Then let me requeſt 
this one Favour, ſaid ſhe, to lea ve me alone ſome ſpace to confer wirh 
my Maid and J will ſend koz vou. 

Irus heating her; gentle. Speech; was in ſome hope to obtain his 
dellre, and thinking that her Mard would rather perſwade her to yield 
than to hazard her life with his fury, told her, that at her requeſt he 
would do lo much, (ik ſpe would perkozm her pzomiſe ) and lo depars 
ted. 

He was no loner gone, but Angelica with weping Eves, wiing- 
ing her hands, and making us: Lamentation, eutreated Anna to 
counſel her what to do. 

Miſtrels, quoth ſhe, if vou could with fair pꝛomiſes cauſe him to 
deſiſt till a moze convenient tine; oz that you would bur delay him 
a while till Iconius's return. then there were Come hopes to eſcape. 

Dh 4noa, ſaid ſhe ! if he come in again it will be impoſſible, fo2 
his fierce and deſperate Rage is beyond the bounds of Keaſon, the re⸗ 
ban if thou loveſt me; do one thing at my 28 and Jſhall think = 

t ſe 
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ſelf happy, Miſtrels, replied ſhe, whatever it be, J will ds it. Nay, 
Anna, thou ſhalt ſwear to perfozm it, oz J will not believe the, net: 
ther will J reveal it. Jpzoteſt (MWiltreſs ) to all the Gods and Jm: 
moztal Powers, J will do my bef to pꝛocure your content. 'Then 
Angelica taking up Frug's Dagger, which he carelefip left on the 
Ezound, gave it her in her hand, and laid: 

Jaccount my Honour dearer than my Life, and had rather dye in 
this place than live in continual, Shame and Repzoach hereafter, 
therefoze Anna, J charge the by all the Love and Duty thou beareſt 
me, by the Honour thou oweſt to Chaſtity, and oy the Dath that thou 
bait Swozn, to Stab me pzeſently to the Veark, and rid me from 
this ſoul deüre, which if thou vetuſeſt to do, Þ will myſelf he my own 
Executioner : whereupon Anna graſping faſt the Dagger in her hand, 
made this Reply: 6 

Miſtrels, J vow to Heaven-J will never vo that Ded, neither 
chall your ſelf do it; but firſt give me leave to try if J tan perſwade 
Irus from his purpoſe: and taking the Dagger in her hand, ſhe went 
to ſ#k him; but he being gone from. Angelica, ſwoln with Luft, and 
weap with (tribing, laid himlelk down upon his Bed; meditating on 
what he had done, a further pleaſure he ſhould reap ik the 
gave her conſent; hig/beſire being ſomewhat allwaged with his late 
friving, and his Senſes overcome with thele Meditations, was kaln 
alle p, lying upon his hack; his doublet unbuttoned, and he fill ſwear: 
fng :: In this ſo2r/ Anna found him, and coming: to his-Bed-ide, ſe: 
ing blmWep, (with his Dagger in her hand) thiniing to Crihe rhe 
ſame to his heart, with that an exceding fear poſſeſt her, and all her 

nts beggn to tremble :. but remembzing how cruelly he haduſed her 

ſtreſs, and what a deſperate caſe he had lefe her in, and what out» 
rage he might intend, having given them but a little time of confide- 
ration, and withal that Angelica's Life and her own were likewiſe 
to ſatigfie him, and nothing elle: But moft of all, finding ſo fit an 
oppoztunity to be fo2 ever rid of him, ſhe lifred up her hands, dellring 
the Eods to parton her, and allot that as a means to pꝛeſet ve Ange- 
lica's horour: Then aiming ſult at the middle of his Bzeaft ( which 
was unbuttoned ) with both her hands ſmore.the Dagger ſo far, that 
the point appeared cut of dis back, 'wherewith he gave an ercxving 
groan; and artid up, Anna fled, and he purſued her to the Rom 
where Angelica was, by which time his Senſes failed him, and he 
dyed, trunbling in his oon Slods with that, Angelica gave a loud 
Miel, not. knowing what Anna had done, but lol ing moze preciſely, 
* the 
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ſhe late the Dagger Nick in his Breaf, then Anna detlured to her all 
ehat hed hapritd. | 
Dh Anna, quoth Angelica! how ſhall we be rid of this hateful Bo-

"* dice Piftreſs, replied ſhe, be content, and let me alone: So arm⸗ 
ing her ſelf with boldneſs, whilf her hands (hok and trembled with 
fcar, ſhe to him by the Hels, and dzagged him out of the Cave, and 
taſt him into the pit hard by, and tovered him all over with Leaves 
and Mols; which done, ſhe returned and told her Piſtccſs what the 
had done. Angelica ſe&ing herſelf thus rid of Irus, thus ſafd : 

Oh Anna! what power was it that moved and drengthned the to 
that boldneſs? How ſhall we ſarigfie Ieonius ar his return, who loves 
Irus ſo well, that if be knows what we hade done, we ſhall be in ſome 
danger of his fury: thus do my miskoꝛtuneg daily increaſe, and one 
Milery falteth upon another, to augment my care: What thinkeſe 
thou is become of Pariſmenos? Polt thou not think he takes: my ab⸗ 
ſence grievouſly / Ves, J fear he is ready to Surteit wich Gꝛiek; and 
thereby may endanger his Health; beſidcs, J perſwade my ſelt᷑ he is 
wandzed from the Getulian Court into far Countries in my Search; 
how ofren have J ben troſt in my Love, being now in a wozſe con: 
dition than ever J was, and mote unlikely to enjoy Pariſmenos, than 
when my Father Impꝛiloned me ſo cloſely in the Golden Tower. 

Dear Wiltreſs, (quoth Anna) J beſeech you add comfozt to your 
Heart, fo2 J will undertake to ſatisfie Iconius, and make a current 
ercuſe fo2 Irus's abſence, and whatever hapneth, pou Chall not be 
troubled. 

In many ſuch ſpeeches they continued untill rhe night dꝛew nſgh, 
and then they expected Iconius's his return; where fo2 a while we will 
leave her. 

Iconius being gone out of his Cave, with an intent to find out the 
range Knight, wandzed up and down moſt part of the day befoze 
he could find him: Ar length paſſing by the place where he had raken 
Angelica from Irus, Pariſmenos elpfed him, and coming toward him, 
Iconius laid: , | 

Knight, J have travelled all this day to meet you, but wag friz- 
rated till now, the cauſe whereof is. that ſometimes my Knights 
are Cain, and okten woundey by your Ualour, whichlmakes me d(fi- 
rous to know the cauſe of your diſcontent, being willing to do pau 
what plcaſure J can, and alſo to be acquainted with vou; J pꝛev- 
therefoqe tell me what you are? ; 
, Cc 2 Jag 
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"Ja am { dur Pariſmence) a nſſcrable Weteh, am cher» 
laſting Tozment, Baniſhed from Joy, Exiled from at, Mzecch⸗ 
cd and Unkoztunate, A ſk no Company, oz deftre Atquzintante; | 
7 care not ſoz Eaſe, bur Diſcontent plealeth me beſt, 

4 cndure this Lifc not by Conſtraint, but becauſe none agres ſo 
well with my Fancy : Care ke ps me Company, and this Deſart ig 
firting koz me to live in. 

Sir (repleed Iconius) it lœmeth Come great Nilchance hath diſs 
ver:-pou voluntarily to take this courte pf Life, oz elle the Cruelty of 
Friends have Exiled you their Company. Both, Caith Pariſmenos; 
but what are vou that lk ſo much my acquaintance and knowledge ? 
Jam (cuoth Iconius) one as miſerable as pour ſelf, ſubject to as 
many Misloztuncg. and every wap filed with Diltontent; ik J 
ſhould name m lelt, you know mne not, having lived many years in 
rhis Deſart a Deſolate Life, my Habitation being but- pz, whither 
Jam come purpoſely to bring you, fo2 rhar your- Noble Thivalry 
mabes me to Honour you, and if you pleale co live in Diſcontent, 
that place piclds nothing elſe, but it is obſcure. 

Pariſmenos obſerving his Speches. began to marvel what he ſhould 
be, and hearing him lay that he had lived in that place many years, 
thought god to lee his Habitagion ; thereſoze 3 made this Anſwer: 

Sir Knight,although J know nor whether J may with ſafety give 
tredit to pour ſpeeches, yet if you; will vouchlale me ſuch kindneſs, 
J will accept thereof, and fo2 a time, contrary to my purpoſe, take 
ſome eaſe; Sir «replyed he) you ball upon my faithful Pzomiſe, reſt 
void of Treachery, and be as ſecure as mp lelk. 

Theſe Spcecbes being ended, they departed towards the Cave, con: 
rinuing in conte rente as they went, where they arrived as ſon ag 
Angelica had ended her Speeches and being entred, Iconius told 
har iſme nos that was bis Habitation, whither he (aid he was weltome: 
Then going ro Angelica's Rom, be thought to have found Irus there, 
bur leeing in what heavineſs ſhe and Anna remained, he came to An- 
yelica, and demanded the caule of her Sozrow, but ſhe holding down 
ber Bead, made him no anſwer, then he began to (uſpen Itus had 
done her ſome injury :-and finding him not in his oun Nom, cam? 
to Ana and asked her if the knew where he was, ſhe made anſwer, 
that ſhe could nat tell, nut it was not long ünce he was there. 

Iconius began to wonder, and caſting down (is Eyes, elpped the 
Sound Blodp, and asked what that Blod was ? Then Angelica 
bagan to be afratd, and Anna blucht. But he being earnclt to know 


what 


what Bld it was, and how it came there: Then replyed Anna, it 
is ſome of Irug's Blod ſpilt by himſelf, Why ( quoth Iconius) did 
be ſo? Becauſe (ſaid Anna) my Lady would not tonſent to his foul 
deſire, Where is he now (quoth he) J know not ( anſwered Anna) 
neither do J care. 

Iconius pereeiving the track of Glad that went out of the Chams 
ber, followed the ſame unto his Bed, which hc found all beſtained 
therewith, and from thence unto the Caves entrance, alluring him- 
leit that Irus was Cain, that in a great rage he ran in again to Anna 
ſaping, Irus is Murdered, and thou (Harlot) halt done the Deed. 

Anna then knowing her ſelf Guilty, ſtod like one trangkozmed in⸗ 
to amazement ; but at length, reviving her felt from her dunips, ſpe 
ſaid: | 
Af J did Murther him, it was but to ſabe my own Life and mp 
Ladics Honour : 'Whercupon he wag ſo enraged, that he dzew his 
Swoꝛd, and in bis Fury would have Cain her, but that te with all 
ſpecd ran out of the Rom, and he after her, ready to ſtrike her dead. 

Pariſmenos hearing the noiſe, and ſeeing Iconius purluing Ama, 
(being of a quick conteit) cven as the blow was coming, ſtem under 
bis Swo2d and received the ſame, which otherwiſe would have parred 
her Soul from her Body: But Iconius being enraged, ſtruck at lim, 
untill Pariſmenos dzawing his Swo2d, uttered theſe Speeches. 

Hold thy Band, and know whom thou ſtribeſt, oz by Deaven J 
will ſplit thy heart, Pardon ine, god Knight, ſaid Iconius, Rage 
made me koꝛget my ſelf. Mhat Damſel is that you followed ta have 
lain? It is (quoth he) one that had murthered my dear friend. 

By this time ſome of them had taken Anna and b2ought her back, 
whom. Iconius offered to have lain; but Par:\menos remembzing her 
countenance, taping him, ſaid: Be not (ſo raſh without adviſement, 
to lap viclent hands on a (illy Damſel, and befoze thou exetuteſt Re- 
venge, be better adviſed, and know the truth of tre Fan ſhe hath com: 
mitted, and upon what occaſion ſhe wag urged thereto. 

I will not ( quoth he) follow your counſel, but now ſhe hath con: 
feſt the deed, J will be revenged on her, koz nothing but her Life 
thall ſatisfie me. - 

Dilcourteous Knight, ſaid Par iſmenos, art thou void ot Humani⸗ 
ty? Do J wiſh rhce to do any thing that diſagreeth to Kealon? J 
wear by all the Gods, let but one Hair of her Head periſh by thy 
Hand, and thou dieſt pzelently: Here J ſtand in her vefence, there» 
fozc the ſcoute t and pꝛoudeſt of you all, touch her if you bare: WMhere⸗ 
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with Iconius ſaſd, doſt thou requite me in this ſozt, to rake partwith 
my Enemies? Dy, tell me, doft thou know the Damfel, that thou 
ſtandeſt ſo peremptozily in her defence ? 

Jdo nothing ( quoth Vari:menos ) but that which all Knights are 
bound ro, which is, to defend Ladſes in Diſtreſs; neither do J 
know this Damſel, pet fo2 all that, J will defend her, fo2 J perceive 
the is a Lady,untill Jknow whether ſhe deſerve this outrage you offer 
her; which being tryed, uſe her actozdingly: Then Iconius ſaid, 
Damlel, tell me why thou leweft him? He offered to Raviſh my Las» 
dp, (quoth Anna) and with his Dagger would have murdered me, 
which my Wiltreſs will tell pou maze at large: Wherewith they 
went altogether into Angelica s Chamber. 

Pariſmenos beholding her, could hardly rekrain krom diſcovering 
himſelf, but pet wich much patience fad and heard her declare Irus'g 
wicked behaviour, and in what manner her Mald had wzought Re- 
benge againſt him; which made Iconius ſay, Wicked Strumper, 
.couldf thou not have wzought ſome other way to diſappoint his intent, 
(which J can hardly believe) but that thou muſt murther him ?-Hea- 
ven no2 Earth ſhall nor kep the now from my Fury, koz being the 
Death of my dear Friend Irus. 

Then Pariſmenos ſaid: | 

Irus !..was it that Treacherous and Didlopal Villain ( Irus ) that 
Barbarous Traito2 ! Damſel, thou haſt well Rewarded him foz rhe 
w2ong he hath done me, fo2 had Þ mer him my ſelf, J would have 
done nd leſs than thou haſt ; fo2 he was the mo unwozthieſt Perſon 
living. But tell me (ſaid Pariſmenos to Iconivs ) what art thou 
that offereſt ſuch Uiolence to helpleſs Ladies, and Impziſoneſt them 
in this ſozt, and to bear fo Diſloyal a mind to uphold him in his 
Miflany ? Iconius was ſo enraged at his Speches, that he made 
this Reply: 4 

Baſe Gzom, did I but lately take the up as a Run-away, and dof 
thou thus requite me, as to become my Examiner? 

Parilmenos hearing his Speches, ſo much diſdatned them, that he 
ruck at him with ſuch Fury, that he dꝛove Iconius out of rhe Rom, 
giving him many wounds, that had not ſome of his Aſſociates helpt 
bim, he had ben lain. | 

Thea thꝛe of them together aſlalled Variſmenos, but by his ſnvin- 
tible ſtrength they (oft their Lives: Iconius (&ing this, fain would 
habe ſpoken to him; but P⸗riſmenos being deſirous to have Angelica 
«gain, followed his cager blows wich ſuch [wiſtneſs, that he had al⸗ 


moff 
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moſt lain him. But by his t time fome of the others came in, and 
ſeing Iconius in ſuch danger, endeavoured eo refcue him from the 
Fight, which when they had done, he laiv: 

Uatianr Knight, tell me J pꝛay tbe, who thou art, that knowing 
thy Name, J mayunderſtand whom J refit. Ny Name, replyed he, 


is pariſmenos: With that Iconius flung away his Swo:d and lald: 


Molt Honourable Knight, J yield my ſelf unto your Mertp, fo2 


that very Name do J adoze, pzorefing that it is againſt my will that 


ever J offended you. 

Pariſmenos hearing his Speches, made Anſwer - And il thoft art 

my Friend, J am not ſoꝛry that I mer the, but that Jhave hurt the; 

Wikich ſaid, he went inro the Rom where Angelica was, and pulling 
off his Helmet that ſhe might behold his Face, he ſaid: My dear Las 
dy, be pleaſed ro. behold your po Friend Pariſmenos. 

Angelica then knowing him, with a modeſt behaviour, then clalp⸗ 
ing her Arms about his Neck, ſealed a number of (wer kiſſes upon 
bis Lips, which done, a fwd of tears fell from her cyes, ſaying ; 


Welcome my dear Lozd Pariſmenos, (Oh welcome) yet oda ined 


to. be my Bliſs: Mell habe J. now pevailed againſt — 
How milerable was my Ellate once this day And how happy" am 
now, by enſoying your ſight. 

Uertudus Lady, quoth Pariſmenos, if vou eſtem your ſelf happy 


to be in my Company, ko ever thou Halt be ſo, for Þ will not depart - 


out of pour ght: But ten thoufand times mozo than happy do J- ac 
count iny (cif, to be ſo eſtecmed of vou, that have never deſerved ſurh 
favour, but by my ill foztune have bought you into thefe Calamities. 


Nap, god Pariſmenos, ſay nat ſo; to not you, but my unhappy» 
Sate have oꝛdeintd me this Sorow : yer- notwithſtanding, now 


hath paid me with double content, in regard that J now have my de- 
fire. 
In. rhefe und ach like Speeches, did they erpzeſs their ſors kez 


each other' g Pꝛeſente and Pꝛeſer vation, till Pariſmenos fBuckling on 


bis Helmet again, went out to ſee whether Icomius did pretend Trea - 
chery againſt him, whom he found unarmed, and his Aociares viet- 
ung his Wounds: And leeing Pariſmenos fill. Armed: (us being 
unwilting ts trust him ) he gave him luch an aſurance of qulet both · 
by his own Uow, and the Pꝛoteſtations of all the reg; that Pariſimenos 
began to tredit him and them: And after Idonius had hg. Wounds: 
Neſt, he came to _— uttering thee ſpeeches. Uh! 


boaourable 
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- Hongurable Lady, J beſtech you pardon mine Dffence; J confeſs 
I loved, trus. well, becauſe he was my dear Friend, and finding noſuch 
behaviour in bim unce + knew him, J ceuld not belicve her Kepozt, 
untill J-ſaw- you Jullifie the lame; withal, J beleech pou matze no 
doubt of my gad meaning, fe: that J will bend my whole endeavour 
to pcur Service, with real Truth to ve at pour Command. _ 
When he had ended theſe Speeches, he pzeſently tauled god Meatto 


be p2ovided fo2 him, cauſing it to be d2eſt ag well as the time and 


place could affo2d.

ariſmenos having once again attained Angelica's Poſleſſion, (the 

want whereok dad long time griebed his heart) and having re- 
kreſhed — with the Uiduals that was pꝛovided koz them, 
whildt Iconius and his Servants went by Angelica's directions to the 
place where the dead Body of Irus lap, to bury the ſame, he rok An- 
gelica in his Arms ( (olacing himſelf in the view of her attracive 
Beauty, ) uttering thcſe ſpeeches : 

Wy dear Lady, J hope you will pardon my woꝛds, ik they proceed 
krem a bolder familiarity than heretofoze they have done; koz now 
having obtained your gentle conſent to perpetual Love , and Dedj- 
cated your ſelf as mine to diſpoſe of, J spalt not fear to call pon 
my own, as vou have kindly granted me: Now theſe misfoztunes 
being thus paſt, J beſeech vou banith from your mind all kozmer 
S0rows, and repoſe pour Confidence in my Fidelity; koz having 
thus happily found you out, nothing ſhall part me from out of pour 
fight, no2 any miſadbenture dzaw me from pou, untill J have con» 
ductedpou to the place J moſt deſire : Foz notwithſtanding my ſhew 
of belief, J give no credit ro Iconius g ſpeeches: but to mozrow 
mozning, Madam, (ik vou pleaſe ) we will leave this place, and 
betake our ſelves to ſome better and ſecure place of ſafety z ſoz Co. 
long as we continue in this ſame Country, we ſhall enjoy no content: 
Although J map repoſe aflured confidence in your verruous kindneſs,

Angelica ſeeing how many cares poſſeſt his heart fo2 her welfare.and 


.C:eing with what affection he tendzed her quietneſs, made this Keply. 


My beloved Lozd, how unfoztunate may J account mp [elf in 
this, that my miſhap pzocures you ſo much diſquietneſs ? J beleech 
pou, reft in aſſured confidence of my conffancy, that ſhall continue 
fo2 ever, being ſubſec ro ſo many misłoztunes, that it is only I which 
habe pꝛocured pour diſcontent, and am of the ſame mind that you 
are, that this Country is unfoztunate to us both: Therefoze (my 
Lodd) if you are minded to Travel, be aſuredJ am willing thereto, 
though it be with hazard of my Life, which J will perfozm with 
moze willingneſs then you are able to imagine: Therefoze 4 beſeech 
pou,counſel me any way what ſhall agree with your deſire, and it will 
fatisfie me, fo: J commit my ſelf wholly to be at your command; 
therefoze as you ſhall determine ok pour ſelf, ſo determine of me, 
fo2 J account my ſelf ag your ſelf, and no other. Pariſmenos then 
made her this Anſwer. 

Lady, I think it beſt that we fozſake this Country quite, and be- 
gin to take our Journey towards Bohemia, where J dare allure our 
ſelves of quiet reſt. 

Jam creplyed Angelica) only to be directed by you, and my delire 
is no leſs then pours to attain to that place,fo2 Jeſteem my Parents, 
Friends, and Country, nothing, in reſpec of the Love and Duty J 
bear to you, 

By this time Iconius was returned from burying Irus, whoſe 
mind Pariſmenos thus began to-know: Now lconius, quoth he, is 
the time that the Pzinceſs and J muſt make tryal of pour Love, which 
is, your conſent and company to a matter of great impoztance, fo2 
our departure out of this place. 

My Lod, replyed Iconius, whatſoever it be to pleaſure you, oz 
the Pꝛincels, if it lye in my power to further the ſame, J vow and 
[wear to uſe my dect endeavours therein. Then thus it is, quoth 
Pariſmenos : Angelica and my ſelf habe agreed to leave this Toun- 


try, and not return to Epheſus, fa; * things that J will bereak⸗ 
| d rer 
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ter make you acquafnted with, and we dellre to Travel towards Bo. 
hemia, and afterwards give Marcellus notice of our ſafe arrival; 
thereloze F agk pour Counſel to fucrher us herein. | 

My Lozd, (laid Iconius) td aindertake rhe trouble by Land, and 
Germany, and the many deſoſate Wildernefles we muſt paſs by, is 
dangerous; therefoze J rhink the beſt way is. to get Shipping, and 
to Lond ſomewhat near the Country, ſo that our Journey will be the 
teſs by Land, and ro that cffen'we have this to further it: There, 
are tertain Merthants of 1 aly, having continual Traffick into this 
Country, with whom we max. get Paſſzge thither, and being there 
we ſhall ſon attain our deſire :' The place where the Ships lye at An« 
eho2 is not far; but chat with Cmail gaing we can convey the Pzin- 
ceſs thither. ' | 

This Counſel J like wondzous well (quoth Pariſmenos) but how 
ll we tome to have Conference with theſe Merchants? Let that 
be my Charge, replyed he, and (ik pou pleaſe) Þ will depart and 
put the ſame in Execution immediately, and you in the mean time 
may ſtap with the Pzinceſs, and be allured of my Fidelity; fo2 all 
tmmoztal powers grant my overthꝛow, if J deal not fairhfully. With 
that he departed, and Pariſm*nos returned to the Pzinceſs Angelica, 
ſpending the time with her in great content. 

Early the next mozning- Iconius returned to the Deſarr, and cer- 
tified Pariſmenos of all that he had done, which was this: There 
was in the Harbour a S{ip of Italy, ready Rigg? to depart towards 
ehe Country, under the Command of one; Theoretus an-Falian 
Merchant, with whom Iconius agred fo2 their Paſſage, not telling 
what they were that ſhould go with him, promiſing the ſaid Thevre- 
tus to return again bekoze Non, oz not at all. 

Pariſmenos hearing his Speeches, wag verp glad, and peſently 
went and acquainted angelica therewith, who moſt willingly gave 
ber Conſent, whereupon they departed. towards the Haven, and be: 
mg come to the Ship, they were kindly received by the Maſter of the 
Ship, who ſeeing all things in readineſs, and the Wind ſerving, 
doiſted up Sall and ſer fo2th into the deep; but-Pariſmenos coming 
to Theor<tus, demanded of him which was rhe - neareſt Courſe. w 
Germany: to: that he ſaidhe was bound thither. 

Sir (cuoth Theoretus ) after J come an Shoze in Italy, and dic: 
patch ſome buſineſs which J have there of great conternment, J 


will then with alt ſped convey you to the neareſt Haven that lyeth 
wards thole Parts, pꝛabided you will content me fo2 my wee, 
| 2 
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My Friend (quoth Pariſmenos)ff thou wilt do me that favour, J will 
content thee to! the utmoſt of thy demand: Then he went to the place 
where Angelica was; comfozting her with hopes of a ſpeedy lalanding. 

Thus they Sailed many days with pzoſperous ſucceſs, till at 
length Theoretus told them he was within twenty Leagues of Italy, 
where being arrived, Pariſmenos and Angelica recreated themſeives 
until Theoretus had ended his Buſineſs : but as he was making 
compoſition with Pariimenos to; their Tranſpozration, it hapned that 
there was in that place where they arrived a Sclavonian Knight, na- 


med Arenus, who bad ſecretly beheld Angelica's Beauty, and was (0 


furpyjzed therewith, that he began to ſtudy what means to uſe to poſ- 
feſs.her, and hearing that they were bound koꝛ Germany ( ſuppoſing 
that Pari{menos had been her Husband) he uſed the moze expedition, 
bis deſire being grown to that extremity in the ſmall time of their 
abode, that he thought it impoWble fo2 him to libe without the frut- 
tion thereof, And oftentimes growing into conference with Theo- 
retue, he underſtod the truth of all by his repozt, and Arenus ſeeing 
ſome hopes in him to bzing him to condeſcend to his pzactice, upon a 
time began to confer with him, and in the end concluded with him 
fo2 a lum of Money to convey them. into phar Country he pleaſed ; 
with whom Arenus dealt ſo cunningly,. that he bound him by many 
ODaths to per tom the ſame, which Theoretus promiſed him to do. 

The time of departure being come, Theoretus came to Pe riſme- 
nos ( with a diſlembling countenance ) and told him that his bull 
neſs was ended, and the Wind fitl[y ſerved foz their departure. 

Pariſmenos being glad thereof, and having befo2e agreed with him 
fo2 the price ok their Paſſage, bzought angelica aboard, with Iconi- 
us and Anna, where they found Arenus, whom Theoretus told them 
was one likewiſe that was Travelling towards Germany, and Paril- 
menos nothing ſuſpeting their Treatherp, uſed him very kindlp; 

Arenus hearing him (ay he was Son to Parumus, grew into great 
pꝛoteſtations of Reverence and Duty that he boze ro him, that Parit- 
menos declared to him many of his migkoz runes, telling bim what 
the Ladp Angelica was. 

Some two days they paſt in this ſozt, Pariſmenos and Angelica 
going towards their own 'Bilſery, who nothing ſuſpecting 'Theore- 
tus's Treacherp,, thought themſelves Sailing towards Germany, 
when indeed they were carried a contrary way: but ſuddenly a great 
Tempeſt began to ariſe, and the Winds did blow exceedingly, the 
Kain falling in ſuch abundance, 1 rcady to fink the K* 
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This Tempeſt continued the ſpdce- of two days! and two nights, 
in ſuch ertream raging ſozr, that they all erpeced: pzeſent death: 
Then began Pariſmenos tp ture himſelf to; leaving the Tountcy of 
Natolia, and committing htmſel& to the mercy of the Sea, of 
whoſe Fury he had ſufficiently taſted: Angelica was in great fear of 
her Life: Theoretus's Conſcience begam to accuſe him of Treache- 
ry, and Are nus's of Uillany, WhilCt they were in this ertremity 
of fear, the Ship was with great violence dziven upon a Rock, and 
ſplir aſunder, that all were fozced to ſhifr fo2 their Lives. 

Pat iſmenos being amazed at this migfoztune, yer had a ſpecial re- 
gard to the P2zinceſs, whom he caught in his Arms, and with her 
got upon a piece of the Ship that the violence of rhe Sea had parted: 
from the re(t, which was not likely long to uphold them, and fo2 the 
creſt, ſome were dꝛowned, and others preſerved by admirable means. 

By this time the Tempeſt began to ceaſe, and it chanced that a 
Fiſher man was not faroff in Harbour, who beheld this Ship-wieck, 
and haſted with all ſpeed, and ſeeing the Sozm ceaſed, haſled with 
his Boat thither, and ſeeing Pariſmenos and Angelica in ſuch dan- 
ger, firſt came to them, who even then was ready to periſh ; koz An- 
gelica affrightcd with the Terroz of Death, being not able ww lup⸗ 
poꝛt her ſelf upon the piece of doken Ship was fallen off, whom Pa- 
riſmenos held by her Garments, himſelf being ready ro fall with 
every little motion, and ſo periſh together; ro whom the Fiſherman 
appꝛoached, and by Divine Pꝛovidente came at that inſtant. ro pze⸗ 
ſerve their harmleſs Lives, and tok them both into his Boat, and at 
Pariſmnenos q reguelt; haſted, to ſave ag many as he could, of the reſt: 
And p:elently afterwards, Pariſmenos eſpped Anna tumbling up front 
underneath the Mater, whom by god foztune he caught hold of, 
and dꝛew into the Boar, who, by that time ſhe had caſt up abundance 
of Water out of her Mouth, began to revive : By this time the Fiſher» 
man had gotten Iconius and Theoretus, both of them being in great 
danger of Death, oꝛ in a manner quitedead, and all the reſt were dꝛown⸗ 
ed, and neitber they noz the Ship was to be leen: The Fiſherman 
then conveyed them on Shoe, and not tar kram thence was / his Houſe, 
where, atter they had recovered their Senſes, he bzotight them. 

Pariſmenos being glad of his foztunate eſcape, and leeing in what 
weake eſtate the P2zinceſs-wasg, deflred the Fiſherman and his Wife 
to luccour her in that condition, whereupon his Wife, named Dorel- 
o, Tiſrobed her of her wee Dznaments, and pur on dzy Linnen to 

Ft, and the 'be ſhe had, and carried her ta a warm Bed, which 
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greatly revived her abaſhed Senſes: Dorella then did the like to An- 
na, being of ſuch a kind diſpoſition, that ſhe would have hazarded 
her life to do them good. {conius by this time had recovered his Sen- 
ſes, but Theoretus ſtill remained in great danger of Death.

Father, what ſhall J give to make you requſtal fo2 this kindneſs, by 
whoſe means our lives are p2eſerved; but aſſure your ſelf, that 
hencefozth J will pꝛove ſo grateful, that pou ſhall ſay, your Gueſs. 
were kind in rewarding you, and becauſe pou ſhall not be ignozant 
to whom pou habe done this Miracle, know, that we are both. Pzince 
and Ptinceſs. | 
The old Man hearing his Speeches, told him that all that he had 
ſhould be at his Command; and in ſuch like diſcourſe they ſpent- the 
Evening, till Dorella had pzepared rhe Supper, dzefſing rhe beit 
Meat ſhe could get fo2 Angelica, who was well revived and chearful, 
in whole Company Pariſmenos, the Fiſherman and his Wife, ſtaiy 
that night, having but one Bed, on which the P2zinceſs lay, Parif- 
menos tomkozting Angelica with lobing Embzaces, delighting in 
tach others ſafety, | | 
The next Moꝛning early, Theoreus having with much Criving at⸗ 
tained to the Rom where Pariſmenos and Angelica were, and wt. | 
ing himſelf paſt hopes of Life, he ſald to them as follows ; 
Molt Noble Knight, J humbly beſeech you to pardon that Offence-- 
tommitted againſt pou, by the enticement- of a, Slavonian Knight; . 
named Arenus, with whom J had agreed foz a ſum of Money to 
convey you into his Country, his intent being to poſſeſs the Lady: 
bur his Luft and my Treachery is by Divine Pꝛobidente pzevented, 
and my ſelf left to your Merty, deſiring you to pardon this injury — 
tended: 


fer him. 

Dorella being by, and hearing his complaints, wherein he named 
Pariſmus to be his Father, could not be quiet till her Pusband came 
in, to whom the declared the truth of all ſhe heard: Whereupon the 
Fiſherman pzeſently went to Pariimenos, uttering theſe Speeches. 

My Lo2d, my Mike telleth me how that ſhe heard you name your 
ſelf Son to the Pzince of Bohemia, which mates nie thus bold to 
ask, to know whether ſhe ſaid true oz not; whereof J defice -ears 
neſtly to know. Indeed, Father, quoth he, Jam Son to ba iſmus; 
bur tell me, what makes thee (o deſirous to know : becauſe, replyed he, 
J know that Noble Pzince, and doubt not e'er long to bung you 
where he is, and will uſe my beſt endeavour therein; fo know, Ropal 
Sir, that you are now in the Kingvom of Theſaly, where Diony- 
ſius the Great, Reigns Ring; and mozcover J can adlure you, that 
both theſe two, Famous Pzinces, Pariſmus and Laurana, are now in 
this Tountry, at the Court of the City of I hebes, the occaſion of 
whole Arrival was, Dionyſius betame very fick, and fo ſent fo; 
them, who not long ünce came to him. 

Pariſmenos was ſo overcome with joy to hear thele Speeches. that 
he embzaced the old Man with exceeding gladneſs, inſomuch that he 
could hardly contain himſelf within the bounds of Reaſon. 

Then toming to Angelica, and taking her by the hand, he deſired 
her to be merry, koz their State was far better than he thought, who 
then likewiſe began to revive her troubled heart with comfozt, and

whereas ſhe was bekoze terrified with fear of dzowning, poſſeft with a 
weariſom conceſt of further travel, dziven into a range and unknown 
place, far from her deſire, and contrary to her exp:Cation ; withat, 
ſ@ing Pariſmenos'g heart abound with lozrow, wag troubled thereat. 

But now being in ſafcty in Theſſaly. where ſhe beheld Pariſmus and 
Laurana (the only thing ſhe dcCired ) and alſo ſ&ing all her ſadneſs 

turned to. joy, and every thing fallen our moſt pzoſperoufip,. eben ac 
tozding to her hearts deſire. the læmed like one revived from Death 
to Life, rejoycing with F -<i/menos and the reſt of the Comcanp, 
caſting aide all (ew of Diſcontent, and ſpending the time they aid 
there, in great pleaſure, the rather, by reaſon that Iconius and Anna 
bad fully recovered their health. 

And upon a time Pariſmcnos- (ging nothing. to hinder his deter · 
mination, demanded ar the Fiſherman how far it wag to the City of 
Thebes? My Lodd, replyed he, it is ſome twenty miles. Which, 
quoth Pariſmenos, is our teſt way to Travel rhicher ? 

Mp Lozd, (ſaid the Fiſherman ) it will be roo far fo2 this Lady 
to Travel thither on Fot, bur if you pleaſe to-accept of my Coun: 
ſel, pou ſhall goto a Noble man's Houſe hard by, whoſe Name is 
Oſiris, (the only Man the King loverh ) who will bid pgu-welcome, 
and furniſh you with every thing befitting your Eſtate, 

Angelica, quoth Pariſmenos, of this Noble Perſon J have okten 
heard my Father and the wozthy Po. lipus give many Commendations, 
thereloze if you pleaſe we will ga thicher. J am contented, replyed 
Ge. My Lozd, ſaid the Fiſherman. ik you pleaſe, J will go p2e- 
ſently, and give him notice of pour being here. Do ſo, ſaid Pariſmenos. 

The Fiſherman p1eſently haTed with all ſpeed towards Oſwis 
bis Calle, and (@n arrived there, and being bzought befo2e him, de⸗ 
flared all that had hapned. Oſiris at firſt gave no-credit to his 
Speeches, ſaying, My Friend, thou bzingeſt me News J cannot 
believe; therefoze tell me how thou knoweſt it ig-Pariſmenos ? He bath 
told, me, quoth the Fiſh:rman, he is Son to Fariſmus, and that the 
Lady which is with him is Daughter ro the King of Natolia 

Oſiris then pzeſcntly commanded his Gentlemen to Mount them- 
ſclves, his Lady lizewiſe, named Udalla, commanding her Ladies 
to be in readinels, and all things ready in a ſtarely manner fo? their 
entertaſnment;. and thereupon rode to the poz Cottage that ſhzouded 
theſe two Noble Pꝛinces; which the Fiſherman ſon gave Parilmenos 
notice of, who pzefently went out to meer Oſiris, and met him even as: 
be was entcing rhe Doz, wo with a kind Salutation greeted each 
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each other: Oſiris then ald, J beſcech your Honour to pardon me, 
if J demand whether you are Son to the Noble Pzinte ot Bohemia. 
I am the ſame, replycd Pariſmenos, moſt unfoztunate of all men, 
that till this hour was never happy. Then ( ſaid Oſiris) in all Hi 
miliry J bid your Nopal Perſon welcome into Theſlaly, which will 
account it ſelf moft happy by your Arrival. 

udalla then came and embyaced him, chewing by her behaviour the 
great joy ſhe conceived by his pꝛeſente: Then they thꝛee together went 
to the Pꝛintels Angelica, whom Oſiris and Udalla with great Hu. 
mility emhated, deſiring and entreating her to leave that plate, and go 
to their Caſtle, whither they told her fþe ſhould be as welcome ag her 
heart could wiſh; whole kindneſs Pariſmenos and ſhe accepted with 
many thanks, and they departed thither ; the Ladies growing into ad: 
miration of Angelica's Beauty, the like whereof they never beheld in 
anp bat rhe Pzinceſs Laurana, | 

Pariſmenos would bp no means leave the old Fiſherman and his 
Wife behind him, but rok them along with him, having a ſpecial re- 
gard to requite them kindly, that had pzelerved his and Angelica's 
Life. 

Pariſmenos and Angelica ſan arrived at Oſiris'g Caſtle, where 
the y were fumptuouſly entertained, that they admired hig Bounty, and 
being entred the Hall, they beheld many ately deſcriptions of the 
Famous Ks of the P:ince of Greece; and amongſt the reft,they be- 
held the Hiſtoꝛy ok Pariſmus's Mars againſt the Perſians, ſo lively 
dꝛawn, that it delighted them to behold the lame; and going into the 
inner Roms, they beheld them ſo Richly Furniſhed, that they ad⸗ 
mired thereat, where Ofiris and Udalla bid them Welcome. At the 
ſame time Oſiris had cauſed a moſt Rich Banquet to be pzepared fo2 
them, where they were within ſhozt [pace invited; and there they 
heard the lound ol melodious Mulick, beholding the hearts of all Oſi- 
risꝰg company revived with joy ar their Pꝛelente, which filled their ſen: 
ſes with an unwonted kind of delight, which, by reaſon of the fozmer 
miſery they had endured, ſeemed a Heaven of Happineſs, and a Pa: 
radice of Pleaſure. 

In this ſo2t they ſpent that day, and at night were conducted to 
ſcveral Lodgings; Fariimenos by Oſiris, and divers Knights that 
ſojourned in this Caſtle, attended upon him. Angelica by Udal- 
la, and many other gallant Ladies and beautiful Damſelg, with great 
State and Teurteſie; and being alone by her lelk, only Anns was 
with Angelica, by reafun that the lap with her; which Nom Anna 
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kept till her Lozd and-Husband did take polſeſſlon of the lame, began 
to tall to mind upon her pill ow her happy ſucceſs. 

He un the other (ide continued meditating on his happy arribal in 
that place, admiring the couctelle of Oſiris, but moſt of all, was af- 
fected with joy to le Angelica ſo kindly uſed in that ſtrange place, be. 
ing far from her own Friends and Country, that he did not rcjoyce 
fo much fo: his own god uſage as he did fo2 hers, koz that he deſired 
her content moze than his own: And being now in Theſlaly, his 
Heaxt was co filled with content, that he ſ@med not to lack any thing 
he fred, but only to enjoy Angelica's [wart, Divine, and pure Loves 
polleſlon, which he alſo was in aſlurance to enjoy ſuddenly. 

Angelica on the other (ide ſpent ſome part of the night in commu- 
nlon with her Damſel, which added a delight to her Senſes, relating 
her misfoztunes paſt, her happy pzeſervation, the coucteſie and good 
nature ſhe had found-in the Fiſherman and his Wife ; which cauſed 
her to conceſve, by the kind and bountiful entertainment ſhe had found 
in Oſiris, that rhe Theſſalians were People of a god diſpoſition : where: 
as many other Nations, both Pz and Noble, was Bude and Bar- 
barous ; that ſhe might think her ſelf a thouſand times bleſt in ma ⸗ 
king choice of ſo honourable a Knight as Pariſmenos, and one that was 
ſpzung of ſuch Noble Parents, and ſuch kind and loving Subjects, 
that her heart lemed to be abſolutely happy, and her Senſes were filled 
with ſuch delightful content, that in theſe Angelical and bliſsful We: 
ditations ſhe fell into a ſweet and qufer Number, 

Early the next Mozning Oſiris and Udalla were np, ready to uſe 
their beſt endeavours to expzeſs their god will: But both the Pzinces 
kept their Beds longer than uſual : Foz that on the one ſid? they had 
ſpent moſt of the night (nhemeditations afozeſaſd; and onthe other fide, 
had ben long opp2eſt with careful cogitations, their ſenſes being now- 
at reſt, they lept with great quietneſs, and at ſuch time as they were 
awaked, had all things in ſuch Ceremonious kind and ſtately manner 
miniſtred unto them, that they could not chuſe but admire the ſame, 
being unwilling to motion their departure to the Court, leſt Oſicis 
ould think they did not accept of his kind Entertainment. | 

Whilf all remained in this great delight in Oficis's Caſtle, Repozt» 
had blazed into the hearing of divers Nobles and Knights of the 
King's Court, the Joy and great Feaſting was kept by Oſiris ; which 
was made in ſuch lozt, that they were allured ſome great Perſonages 
were arribed there, bur none knew what rhep- were. 4; 2460 
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This Repozt was lo generally ſpzead thꝛeug hout the Court, ttat 
it came at length to the King's Ear, who marvelled thertat moſt of 
all; and haying now recovered his Yealth, determined koz his Re- 
- creation, afrir his long (fickneſs (accompanied only with Pariſmus, the 
Lo2d Remus, and (ome tew of his Knights ) ro Pzogreſs ſecretly to 
Oſiris'g Caſtle, both to recreare Himſelf, and to know what theſe 
bould be he had entertained, and eſpecially fo2 that he loved Oſiris, 
which determination he made Pariſmus acquainted with, and the next 
day accodingly perfozmed the ſame, which was the third dap Pariſ- 
menos and Angelica had ben there: Being arrived at the Caſtle, 
which was about Non, the King and Pariſmus entred, whom the 
Pozter well knew, and preſently Dionyfius (not (ſuffering any of 
the Ser vants he met, to gibe*rheir Lozd knowledge of his appzoach ) 
mounted the Stairs up into the great Chamber, even at that very in 
Cant, when both rhe Pzinccs were ſeated at a moT Royal Banquet. 

Pariſmus all this while Faid without, with ſome of the Nobles, but 
firſt Ofiris and then Udalla eſpying him, on their knes did him Re- 
verente, whilſt Dion) ſius ſaid: Oſiris, you le a bold Gueſt comes 
without bidding, but if you had been kind, you would habe made me 
partaker.of pour mirth. 

Pariſmenos bcholding him, was ſo amazed, that he knew not how to 
behave himſelf; but perceiving it was the Kmg, he and Angelica 
with a ſubmiſſive behaviour dzew towards him, humbly falling befoze 
him on their tender knes, being unable to (peak koz jop. 

Dionyſius not knowing them, wondzung to (& them knel, was half 
aſtoniſhed, which cauſed Oſiris ro ſay, My Lo2d, this Perſon is Son 
to the Noble Pzince of Bohemia, 

Befoze he could utter any moze, 02 Dionyſius once ſalute them, Pa- 
riſmus entred ; who at fir knew Angelica, and by her, his Son, whom 
otherwiſe he Gould not habe known, he being lo altered, whoſe ſudden 
ſight ſo unex pe ted, and ſo far from his thoughts, and ſo contrary to 
his expectation, and ſo {mpoſſible to his perſwaſlon, he was tranſpoz: 
ted into a kind of admiration, whether it was they oz ſome other: 
But Pariſmenos ſ&ing him in a dep ſtudy, roſe up and did him Re: 
verente, and his Farther moſt kindly embzaced him: Angelica alſo 
knowing bim, bent her Devotions in all humility to ſhew her Duty, 
whil he raiſed her from the ground, and embzaced her in his Arms, 
being unable to expꝛels his joy to [& them there: Dionyſius likewiſe 
welcomed them with great kindneſs, oftentimes folding Pariſmenog 
abdut the middle, and holding Angelica by the hand, being unable to 
erpzels 
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expeſs his ſudden joy; that he, Pariſmus, and all the reſt, was poſſeff 
with ſuch content, as would trouble a gkiful pen to deſcribe ; Their 
welcomes, kind embzacings, gentle ſpæches, and other figns of con: 
tented joy, was ſuch, as ſurpalleth my beſt sk(ll to relate and decipher, 

Dionyſius then deſired them to ſeat themſelves again ro their Ban» 
quer, and he and Fariſmus would bear them company: Then they a- 
„gain ſeated themſelves, and himſelf by Aangelica'g fide, uſing her ſo 
kindly, lo lovingly, andſo familiarly, and with ſuch cxceding mirth, 
pleaſantneſs, and merry countenance, that Angelica's hcart was pol- 
ſeſt with great joy thereat: Pariſmus admired, and Pariſmenos tejoy⸗ 
ted, and Oſiris and Udalla tok erceding delight to ſ& their content, 
baving not a long time ben fo pleaſant ; they would have waſted, 
bur the King commanded them to cir down, and be merry. The 
Noble Men that came with him, which was Lozd Remus, and divers | 
others, he commanded to fit down, uttering theſe ſpeches : 

Mo Noble Childzen, the great Joy J conceive at your pzeſence, is 
ſuch, that it fills mp Senſes with erceding content, and were Oli- 
via and Laurana here, J ſhould account this were the belt, mo(t plea: 
ſing, molt contented, moſt Ropal, and moſt delightfulleC day, that ever 
befeſl ; but ünce they are abſent, let us be merry: Oficis, bid us 
Welcome, koz we are all pour Gueſts; Pariſmenos and Angelica, 
Welcome into Theflaly , Welcome to pour Gzandſire, and lo ex- 
teding welcome as your hearts can wiſh. Pariſmus, Who would 
have thought theſe had ben with Oſiris? UM hat foztunate Deſtiny hath 
bzought them hither? Oz, how are they ſo happily met to met us 
here? Well, did but Olivia and Laurana know they were here, they 
would not be long abſent. 

Þe had no ſoner ended his ſpeches, but Quen Olivia and Laurana 
entred the Chamber, crhe News of his ſecret departure from the 
Court, and his intent being told them, they followed him to Dfiris's | 
Caſtle) to whom Olivia ſaid: My Lozd, it doth me god to Le pour | 
Majeſty ſo Merry. Diouy ſius hearing her ſpeches, loked back, and | 
ſeing her and Laurana, pzeſently rep lzes; no marvel though J be | 
merry, having the fair Lady of the Golden Tower by the hand: | 
Whereupon the whole Company roſe up from the Table, and Pariſme- | 
nos knowing his Mother, humbled himſelf befoze her on hig kn e, | 
whilf che embꝛaced him moſt lovingly, not knowing ſuddenly how te 
rejopce ſufficiently, being ſo overcome with jop. n 
Angelica not knowing her, but ſuppoſing her ta he Laurana (her 
heart being only bowed to Pariſmenos) thought it her Duty to Reve- 
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rence his Parents ag himſelf, therefoze with him ſhe did Obeyſance 
to the Queen and Laurana, After many gretings, ſalutations, and 
welcomes paſt, Dionyſius again uttering theſe ſpeeches : | 

Jknow that all here p2eſent are erceding glad fo the ſafety of 
theſe tws young Pzinces ; then laying aſide theſe Ceremonious Sa: 
lutations, which cannot be ſuddenly erpzeſt, let us again, and the 
third time ſeat our ſelves to this coſtlp Banquet, and to leabe off 
other Teremonies till afterwards, ko; we are determined ts bid them 
welcome, and they ſhall know that we do lobe them: But firſt let ug 

refreth our Stomachs with Oſiris's Ropal Dainties, and then we will 
defire-to know the cauſe and manner of their arrival in this Country, 
which was never happy till this hour, : 

Then they all ſeated themſelves again in great content, Diony ſius 
not ſuffering Angelica ts fit from him, but cloſe by his ſide, between him 
and the Quern, every one erp2eſling great ſoy fo; their ſafety. 

After Dinner was well nigh ended, which was overpaſt with er- 
ceding content on all ſides , and entertained by Oſiris in great pomp, 
Pariſmus deſired Pariſmenos ts declare what miſadventure had befaln 
him, ſince his puvate departure from rhe Court of Epheſus, and how 
they chanced to arrive in that plate: Then Pariſmenos declared the 
truth of all, how he met with Angelica, of Irus's death, of Arenus and 
Theoretus's Treaſon, and of their pzeſervation by the Fiſherman: ; 
laſtly, of the god Iconius had done them, which greatly delighted them 
to hear: Dionyfius then ſaid, Which is Iconius > Then Pariſmenos 
called fo2 Iconius, who pꝛeſently came, whom Dionyſius, Pariſmus, and 
the reſt, uledmoſt kindly : the Fiſherman and his Wife were by Diony- 
ſius highly rewarded, and afrerwards pꝛekerred to great Dignity. 

Some two days they ſtald all together in Oſiris's Caſtle, ſpending 
the time in erceeding mirth; at laſt they departtd in great Royalty 
towards the Ciryof Thebes, where were infinite numbers of people 
gathered together with joyful hearts to behold them. 

Afterwards Pariſmenos and Angelica, in the pꝛelente of Marcellus, 
Remulus, the King of Hungaria, the King of Sparta, anddivers other 
Noble Potentates, were in great Ropalty Married together, and af« 
ter Dionyſius was dead, Pariſtnenos was Crown'd-King of Theſſaly, 
and lived all his life-time in great quiet and bleſſed content, with the 
fair Angelica his Queen, encreaſing the Honour, Fame, and Dignity 
of the 1 heſſalian Kings, having one only Son and a Daughter, whoſe 
Fozrunes and ow a] _ he * __ with their Fame,
